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PREFACE 


Numbering system: The number of each section of this code is made up of three parts, in se- 
quence as follows: Number of title; number of chapter within the title; number of section within the 
chapter. Thus RCW 1.04.020 is Title 1, chapter 4, section 20. The section part of the number (.020) 
is initially made up of three digits, constitutes a true decimal, and provides a facility for numbering 
new sections to be inserted between old sections already consecutively numbered, merely by adding 
one or more digits at the end of the number. In most chapters of the code, sections have been num- 
bered by tens (.010, .020, .030, .040, etc.), leaving nine vacant numbers between original sections so 
that for a time new sections may be inserted without extension of the section number beyond three 
digits. 

Citation to the Revised Code of Washington: The code should be cited as RCW; see RCW 1.04- 
.040. An RCW title should be cited Title 7 RCW. An RCW chapter should be cited chapter 7.24 
RCW. An RCW section should be cited RCW 7.24.010. Through references should be made as 
RCW 7.24.010 through 7.24.100. Series of sections should be cited as RCW 7.24.010, 7.24.020, and 
7.24.030. 

History of the Revised Code of Washington; Source notes. The Revised Code of Washington was 
adopted by the legislature in 1950; see chapter 1.04 RCW. The original publication (1951) contained 
material variances from the language and organization of the session laws from which it was derived, 
including a variety of divisions and combinations of the session law sections. During 1953 through 
1959, the Statute Law Committee, in exercise of the powers contained in chapter 1.08 RCW, com- 
pleted a comprehensive study of these variances and, by means of a series of administrative orders or 
reenactment bills, restored each title of the code to reflect its session law source, but retaining the 
general codification scheme originally adopted. An audit trail of this activity has been preserved in 
the concluding segments of the source note of each section of the code so affected. The legislative 
source of each section is enclosed in brackets [ ] at the end of the section. Reference to session laws is 
abbreviated; thus "1891 c 23 § 1; 1854 p 99 § 135" refers to section 1, chapter 23, Laws of 1891 and 
section 135, page 99, Laws of 1854. "Prior" indicates a break in the statutory chain, usually a repeal 
and reenactment. "RRS or Rem. Supp. " indicates the parallel citation in Remington's Revised 
Code, last published in 1949. 

Where, before restoration, a section of this code constituted a consolidation of two or more sec- 
tions of the session laws, or of sections separately numbered in Remington's, the line of derivation is 
shown for each component section, with each line of derivation being set off from the others by use of 
small Roman numerals, "(i)," "(ii),” ete. 

Where, before restoration, only a part of a session law section was reflected in a particular RCW 
section the history note reference is followed by the word "part." 

"Formerly" and its correlative form "FORMER PART OF SECTION" followed by an RCW 
citation preserves the record of original codification. 

Double amendments: Some double or other multiple amendments to a section made without ref- 
erence to each other are set out in the code in smaller (8—point) type. See RCW 1.12.025. 

Index: Titles 1 through 91 are indexed in the RCW General Index. Separate indexes are pro- 
vided for the Rules of Court and the State Constitution. 

Sections repealed or decodified; Disposition table: Memorials to RCW sections repealed or de- 
codified are no longer carried in place. They are now tabulated in numerical order in the table enti- 
tled "Disposition of former RCW sections." 

Codification tables: To convert a session law citation to itt RCW number (for Laws of 1951 or 
later) consult the codification tables. A similar table is included to relate the disposition in RCW of 
sections of Remington's Revised Statutes. 

Errors or omissions: (1) Where an obvious clerical error has been made in the law during the 
legislative process, the code reviser adds a corrected word, phrase, or punctuation mark in [brackets] 
for clarity. Such additions do not constitute any part of the law. 

(2) Although considerable care has been used in the production of this code, within the limits of 
available time and facilities it is inevitable that in so large a work that there will be errors, both me- 
chanical and of judgment. As such errors are detected or are believed to exist in particular sections, 
by those who use this code, it is requested that a note citing the section involved and the nature of the 
error be mailed to: Code Reviser, Legislative Building, Olympia, WA 98504, so that correction may 
be made in a subsequent publication.

The term "on active duty" shall include periods of 
drill and such other training and service not requiring 
the entire time of the organization or person, as may be 
required under state or federal laws, regulations, or or- 
ders, including travel to and from such duty and shall be 
analogous to "duty status other than active state duty" 
as defined in RCW 38.38.004. 

The terms "in service of United States" and "not in 
service of United States" as used herein shall be under- 
stood to mean the same as such terms when used in the 
national defense act of congress and amendments 
thereto.

(7) He shall make such regulations pertaining to the 
preparation of reports and returns and to the use, main- 
tenance, care, and preservation of property in possession 
of the state for military purposes, whether belonging to 
the state or to the United States, as in his opinion the 
conditions demand. 

(8) He shall attend to the care, preservation, safe- 
keeping, and repairing of the arms, ordinance, accoutre- 
ments, equipment, and all other military property 
belonging to the state, or issued to the state by the 
United States for military purposes, and keep accurate 
accounts thereof. Any property of the state military de- 
partment which, after proper inspection, is found unsuit- 
able or no longer needed for use of the state military 
forces, shall be disposed of in such manner as the gover- 
nor shall direct and the proceeds thereof used for re- 
placements in kind or by other needed authorized 
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military supplies, and the adjutant general may execute 
the necessary instruments of conveyance to effect such 
sale or disposal.

No military property shall be issued or loaned to 
persons or organizations other than those belonging to 
the militia, except in an emergency and then only with 
the approval of the adjutant general. 

(10) He shall keep on file in his office the reports and 
returns of military units, and all other writings and pa- 
pers required to be transmitted to and preserved at the 
general headquarters of the state militia. 

(11) He shall keep all records of volunteers commis- 
sioned or enlisted for all wars or insurrections, and of 
individual claims of citizens for service rendered in these 
wars or insurrections, and he shall also be the custodian 
of all records, relics, trophies, colors, and histories relat- 
ing to such wars now in possession of, or which may be 
acquired by the state. 

(12) He shall establish and maintain as part of his of- 
fice a bureau of records of the services of the organized 
militia of the state, and upon request furnish a copy 
thereof or extract therefrom, attested under seal of his 
office, and such attested copy shall be prima facie proof 
of service, birthplace, and citizenship.

colonel, any member of the board who is a lieutenant 
colonel will be automatically disqualified and will not be 
replaced: Provided further, however, That if the board is 
selecting an officer for promotion to the rank of briga- 
dier general, any member of the board who is a lieuten- 
ant colonel or who is a colonel will be automatically 
disqualified and will not be replaced.

38.20.010 Regulations governing armories. Except as 
provided in this section, state-owned armories shall be 
used strictly for military purposes. 

(1) One room, together with the necessary furniture, 
heat, light, and janitor service, may be set aside for the 
exclusive use of bona fide veterans’ organizations sub ject 
to the direction of the officer in charge. Members of 
these veterans’ organizations and their auxiliaries shall 
have access to the room and its use at all times. 

(2) A bona fide veterans’ organization may use any 
state armory for athletic and social events without pay- 
ment of rent whenever the armory is not being used by 
the organized militia. The adjutant general may require 
the veterans' organization to pay the cost of heating, 
lighting, or other miscellaneous expenses incidental to 
this use. 

(3) The adjutant general may, during an emergency, 
permit transient lodging of service personnel in armories. 

(4) The adjutant general may, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the executive head or governing body of a county, 
city or town, permit transient lodging of anyone in ar- 
mories. The adjutant general may require the county, 
city or town to pay no more than the actual cost of 
staffing, heating, lighting and other miscellaneous ex- 
penses incidental to this use. 

(5) Civilian rifle clubs affiliated with the National 
Rifle Association of America are permitted to use rifle 
ranges in the armories at least one night each week un- 
der regulations prescribed by the adjutant general. 

(6) State-owned armories shall be available, at the 
discretion of the adjutant general, for use for casual 
civic purposes, and amateur and professional sports and 
theatricals upon payment of fixed rental charges and 
compliance with regulations of the state military depart- 
ment. Children attending primary and high schools have 
a preferential right to use these armories. 

The adjutant general shall prepare a schedule of 
rental charges, including a cleaning deposit, and utility 
costs for each state-owned armory which may not be 
waived except for activities sponsored by the organized 
militia or activities provided for in subsection (4) of this 
section. The rental charges derived from armory rentals 
less the cleaning deposit shall be paid into the state gen- 
eral fund.

All members detailed to serve on any board or com- 
mission ordered by the governor, or on any court of in- 
quiry or court martial ordered by proper authority, may, 
at the discretion of the adjutant general, be paid a sum 
equal to one day's active duty for each day actually em- 
ployed on the board or court or engaged in the business 
thereof, or in traveling to and from the same; and in ad- 
dition thereto travel expenses in accordance with RCW 
43.03.050 and 43.03.060 as now existing or hereafter 
amended when such duty is at a place other than the 
city or town of his residence.

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PART I——GENERAL PROVISIONS 


38.38.004 Definitions. In this chapter, unless the 
context otherwise requires: 

(1) "State military forces" means the national guard 
of the state, as defined in section 101(3) of title 32, 
United States Code, the organized naval militia of the 
state, and any other military force organized under the 
laws of the state of Washington and shall be analogous 
to "organized militia” as defined in RCW 38.04.010. 

(2) "Officer" means commissioned or warrant officer. 

(3) "Commissioned officer" includes a commissioned 
warrant officer. 

(4) "Commanding officer" includes only commis- 
sioned officers. 

(5) "Superior commissioned officer" means a com- 
missioned officer superior in rank and command. 

(6) "Enlisted member" means a person in an enlisted 
grade. 

(7) "Grade" means a step or degree, in a graduated 
scale of office or military rank, that is established and 
designated as a grade by law or regulation. 

(8) "Rank" means the order of precedence among 
members of the state military forces. 

(9) "Active state duty" means full time duty in the 
active military service of the state under an order of the 
governor issued under authority vested in him by law, 
and includes travel to and from such duty. 

(10) "Duty status other than active state duty" means 
and includes any periods of drill and such other training 
and service not requiring the entire time of the organi- 
zation or person as may be required under state or fed- 
eral laws, regulations or orders, and includes travel to 
and from such duty. 

(11) "Military court" means a court martial, a court 
of inquiry, or a provost court. 
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(12) "Law officer" means an official of a general 
court martial detailed in accordance with RCW 
38.38.256. 

(13) "Law specialist" means a commissioned officer 
of the organized naval militia of the state designated for 
special duty (law). 

(14) "Legal officer" means any commissioned officer 
of the organized naval militia of the state designated to 
perform legal duties for a command. 

(15) "State judge advocate" means the commissioned 
officer responsible for supervising the administration of 
the military justice in the state military forces. 

(16) "Accuser" means a person who signs and swears 
to charges, any person who directs that charges nomi- 
nally be signed and sworn to by another, and any person 
who has an interest other than an official interest in the 
prosecution of the accused. 

(17) "Military" refers to any or all of the armed 
forces. 

(18) "“Convening authority" includes, in addition to 
the person who convened the court, a commissioned of- 
ficer commanding for the time being, or a successor in 
command. 

(19) "May" is used in a permissive sense. The words 
"no person may. . ." mean that no person is required, 
authorized, or permitted to do the act prescribed. 

(20) "Shall" is used in an imperative sense. 

(21) "Code" means this chapter. [1963 c 220 § 1.]

38.38.008 Persons subject to this code. This code 
applies to all members of the state military forces who 
are not in federal service. [1963 c 220 § 2.] 


38.38.012 Jurisdiction to try certain personnel. (2) 
No person who has deserted from the state military 
forces may be relieved from amenability to the jurisdic- 
tion of this code by virtue of a separation from any later 
period of service. [1963 c 220 § 3.]

38.38.016 Dismissal of commissioned officer. (1) If 
any commissioned officer, dismissed by order of the 
governor, makes a written application for trial by court 
martial, setting forth, under oath, that he has been 
wrongfully dismissed, the governor, as soon as practica- 
ble, shall convene a general court martial to try that of- 
ficer on the charges on which he was dismissed. A court 
martial so convened has jurisdiction to try the dismissed 
officer on those charges, and he shall be considered to 
have waived the right to plead any statute of limitations 
applicable to any offense with which he is charged. The 
court martial may, as part of its sentence, adjudge the 
affirmance of the dismissal, but if the court martial ac- 
quits the accused or if the sentence adjudged, as finally 
approved or affirmed, does not include dismissal, the 
chief of staff to the governor or adjutant general shall 
substitute for the dismissal ordered by the governor a 
form of discharge authorized for administrative issue. 
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(2) If the governor fails to convene a general court 
martial within six months from the presentation of an 
application for trial under this code, the chief of staff to 
the governor or adjutant general shall substitute for the 
dismissal ordered by the governor a form of discharge 
authorized for administrative issue. 

(3) If a discharge is substituted for a dismissal under 
this code, the governor alone may reappoint the officer 
to such commissioned grade and with such rank as, in 
the opinion of the governor, that former officer would 
have attained had he not been dismissed. The reappoint- 
ment of such a former officer may be made only if a va- 
cancy is available under applicable tables of 
organization. All time between the dismissal and the re- 
appointment shall be considered as actual service for all 
purposes. 

(4) If an officer is discharged from the organized mi- 
litia by administrative action or by board proceedings 
under law, or is dropped from the rolls by order of the 
governor, he has no right to trial under this section. 
[1963 c 220 § 4] 


38.38.020 Territorial applicability of the code. (1) 
This code applies throughout the state. It also applies to 
all persons otherwise subject to this code while they are 
serving outside the state, and while they are going to and 
returning from such service outside the state, in the 
same manner and to the same extent as if they were 
serving inside the state. 

(2) Courts martial and courts of inquiry may be con- 
vened and held in units of the state military forces while 
those units are serving outside the state with the same 
jurisdiction and powers as to persons subject to this code 
as if the proceedings were held inside the state, and 
offenses committed outside the state may be tried and 
punished either inside or outside the state. [1963 c 220 § 
5.] 


38.38.024 Judge advocates and legal officers. (1) The 
governor, on the recommendation of the adjutant gen- 
eral, shall appoint an officer of the state military forces 
as state judge advocate. To be eligible for appointment, 
an officer must be a member of the bar of the highest 
court of the state and must have been a member of the 
bar of the state for at least five years. 

(2) The adjutant general may appoint as many assist- 
ant state judge advocates as he considers necessary. To 
be eligible for appointment, assistant state judge advo- 
cates must be officers of the state military forces and 
members of the bar of the highest court of the state. 

(3) The state judge advocate or his assistants shall 
make frequent inspections in the field in supervision of 
the administration of military justice. 

(4) Convening authorities shall at all times communi- 
cate directly with their staff judge advocates or legal of- 
ficer in matters relating to the administration of military 
justice; and the staff judge advocate or legal officer of 
any command is entitled to communicate directly with 
the staff judge advocate or legal officer of a superior or 
subordinate command, or with the state judge advocate. 
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(5) No person who has acted as member, law officer, 
trial counsel, assistant trial counsel, defense counsel, as- 
sistant defense counsel, or investigating officer, or who 
has been a witness for either the prosecution or defense, 
in any case may later act as staff judge advocate or legal 
officer to any reviewing authority upon the same case.

PART II——APPREHENSION AND RESTRAINT 


38.38.064 Apprehension. (1) Apprehension is the 
taking of a person into custody. 

(2) Any person authorized by this code, or by regula- 
tions issued under it, to apprehend persons subject to 
this code, any marshal of a court martial appointed pur- 
suant to the provisions of this code, and any peace offi- 
cer authorized to do so by law, may do so upon 
reasonable belief that an offense has been committed 
and that the person apprehended committed it. 

(3) Commissioned officers, warrant officers, petty of- 
ficers and noncommissioned officers have authority to 
quell quarrels, frays, and disorders among persons sub- 
ject to this code and to apprehend persons subject to this 
code who take part therein. [1963 c 220 § 7.] 


38.38.068 Apprehension of deserters. Any civil offi- 
cer having authority to apprehend offenders under the 
laws of the United States or of a state, territory, com- 
monwealth, or possession, or the District of Columbia 
may summarily apprehend a deserter from the state of 
Washington military forces and deliver him into the 
custody of the state of Washington military forces. If an 
offender is apprehended outside of the state of 
Washington, his return to the area must be in accord- 
ance with normal extradition procedures or reciprocal 
agreement. [1963 c 220 § 8.] 


38.38.072 Imposition of restraint. (1) Arrest is the 
restraint of a person by an order, not imposed as a pun- 
ishment for an offense, directing him to remain within 
certain specified limits. Confinement is the physical re- 
straint of a person. 

(2) An enlisted member may be ordered into arrest or 
confinement by any commissioned officer by an order, 
oral or written, delivered in person or through other per- 
sons subject to this code or through any person author- 
ized by this code to apprehend persons. A commanding 
officer may authorize warrant officers, petty officers, or 
noncommissioned officers to order enlisted members of 
his command or subject to his authority into arrest or 
confinement. 

(3) A commissioned officer or a warrant officer may 
be ordered apprehended or into arrest or confinement 
only by a commanding officer to whose authority he is 
subject, by an order, oral or written, delivered in person 
or by another commissioned officer. The authority to 
order such persons apprehended or into arrest or con- 
finement may not be delegated. 

(4) No person may be ordered apprehended or into 
arrest or confinement except for probable cause. 
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(5) This section does not limit the authority of persons 
authorized to apprehend offenders to secure the custody 
of an alleged offender until proper authority may be no- 
tified. [1963 c 220 § 9.] 


38.38.076 Restraint of persons charged with offenses. 
Any person subject to this code charged with an offense 
under this code shall be ordered into arrest or confine- 
ment, as circumstances may require; but when charged 
only with an offense normally tried by a summary court 
martial, such person shall not ordinarily be placed in 
confinement. When any person subject to this code is 
placed in arrest or confinement prior to trial, immediate 
steps shall be taken to inform him of the specific wrong 
of which he is accused and to try him or to dismiss the 
charges and release him. [1963 c 220 § 10.] 


38.38.080 Confinement in jails. Persons confined 
other than in a guard house, whether before, during or 
after trial by a military court, shall be confined in civil 
jails, penitentiaries, or prisons designated by the gover- 
nor or by such person as he may authorize to act. [1963 
c 220 § 11.] 


38.38.084 Reports and receiving of prisoners. (1) No 
provost marshal, commander of a guard, master at arms, 
warden, keeper, or officer of a city or county jail or any 
other jail, penitentiary, or prison designated under RCW 
38.38.080, may refuse to receive or keep any prisoner 
committed to his charge, when the committing person 
furnishes a statement, signed by him, of the offense 
charged against the prisoner. 

(2) Every commander of a guard, master at arms, 
warden, keeper, or officer of a city or county jail or of 
any other jail, penitentiary, or prison designated under 
RCW 38.38.080, to whose charge a prisoner is commit- 
ted shall, within twenty-four hours after that commit- 
ment or as soon as he is relieved from guard, report to 
the commanding officer of the prisoner the name of the 
prisoner, the offense charged against him, and the name 
of the person who ordered or authorized the commit- 
ment. [1963 c 220 § 12.] 


38.38.088 Punishment prohibited before trial. Sub- 
ject to RCW 38.38.488, no person, while being held for 
trial or the result of trial, may be subjected to punish- 
ment or penalty other than arrest or confinement upon 
the charges pending against him, nor shall the arrest or 
confinement imposed upon him be any more rigorous 
than the circumstances require to insure his presence, 
but he may be subjected to minor punishment during 
that period for infractions of discipline. [1963 c 220 § 
13.] 


38.38.092 Delivery of offenders to civil authorities. 
(1) Under such regulations as may be prescribed under 
this code a person subject to this code who is on active 
state duty who is accused of an offense against civil au- 
thority may be delivered, upon request, to the civil au- 
thority for trial. 
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(2) When delivery under this section is made to any 
civil authority of a person undergoing sentence of a 
court martial, the delivery, if followed by conviction in a 
civil tribunal, interrupts the execution of the sentence of 
the court martial, and the offender after having an- 
swered to the civil authorities for his offense shall, upon 
the request of competent military authority, be returned 
to military custody for the completion of his sentence. 
[1963 c 220 § 14.] 


PART III——NONJUDICIAL PUNISHMENT 


38.38.132 Commanding officer's nonjudicial punish- 
ment. (1) Under such regulations as the governor may 
prescribe any commanding officer may, in addition to or 
in lieu of admonition or reprimand, impose one of the 
following disciplinary punishments for minor offenses 
without the intervention of a court martial: 

(a) Upon officer of his command: 

(i) Withholding of privileges for not more than two 
consecutive weeks; 

(ii) Restriction to certain specified limits, with or 
without suspension from duty, for not more than two 
consecutive weeks; or 

(iii) If imposed by the governor, the commanding of- 
ficer of a force of the state military forces, or the com- 
manding general of a division, a fine or forfeiture of pay 
and allowances of not more than seventy-five dollars; 

(b) Upon other military personnel of his command: 

(i) Withholding of privileges for not more than two 
consecutive weeks; 

(ii) Restriction to certain specified limits, with or 
without suspension from duty, for not more than two 
consecutive weeks; í 

(iii) Extra duties for not more than fourteen days, 
which need not be consecutive, and for not more than 
two hours per day, holidays included; 

(iv) Reduction to next inferior grade if the grade from 
which demoted was established by the command or an 
equivalent or lower command; 

(v) If imposed upon a person attached to or embarked 
in a vessel, confinement for not more than seven consec- 
utive days; or 

(vi) If imposed by an officer exercising special court 
martial jurisdiction over the offender, a fine or forfeiture 
of pay and allowances of not more than ten dollars. 

(2) The governor may, by regulation, place limitations 
on the powers granted by this section with respect to the 
kind and amount of punishment authorized and the cat- 
egories of commanding officers authorized to exercise 
those powers. 

(3) An officer in charge may, for minor offenses, im- 
pose on enlisted members assigned to the unit of which 
he is in charge, such of the punishments authorized to be 
imposed by commanding officers as the governor may by 
regulation specifically prescribe, as provided in subsec- 
tions (1) and (2) of this section. 

(4) A person punished under this section who consid- 
ers his punishment unjust or disproportionate to the of- 
fense may, through the proper channel, appeal to the 
next superior authority. The appeal shall be promptly 
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forwarded and decided, but the person punished may in 
the meantime be required to undergo the punishment 
adjudged. The officer who imposes the punishment, his 
successor in command, and superior authority may sus- 
pend, set aside, or remit any part or amount of the pun- 
ishment and restore all rights, privileges and property 
affected. 

(5) The imposition and enforcement of disciplinary 
punishment under this section for any act or omission is 
not a bar to trial by court martial for a serious crime or 
offense growing out of the same act or omission, and not 
properly punishable under this section; but the fact that 
a disciplinary punishment has been enforced may be 
shown by the accused upon trial, and when so shown 
shall be considered in determining the measure of pun- 
ishment to be adjudged in the event of a finding of 
guilty. 

(6) Whenever a punishment of forfeiture of pay and 
allowances is imposed under this section, the forfeiture 
may apply to pay or allowances accruing on or after the 
date that punishment is imposed and to any pay and al- 
lowances accrued before that date. [1963 c 220 § 15.] 


PART IV——COURTS MARTIAL JURISDICTION 


38.38.172 Courts martial of state military forces not 
in federal service——Composition——Jurisdiction—— 
Powers and proceedings. (1) In the state military forces 
not in federal service, there are general, special, and 
summary courts martial constituted like similar courts of 
the armed forces of the United States. They have the 
jurisdiction and powers, except as to punishments, and 
shall follow the forms and procedures provided for those 
courts. 

(2) The three kinds of courts martial are: 

(a) General courts martial, consisting of a law officer 
and not less than five members; 

(b) Special courts martial, consisting of not less than 
three members; and 

(c) Summary courts martial, consisting of one com- 
missioned officer. [1963 c 220 § 16.] 


38.38.176 Jurisdiction of courts martial in general. 
Each force of the state military forces has court martial 
jurisdiction over all persons subject to this code. The ex- 
ercise of jurisdiction by one force over personnel of an- 
other force shall be in accordance with regulations 
prescribed by the governor. [1963 c 220 § 17.] 


38.38.180 Jurisdiction of general courts martial. 
Subject to RCW 38.38.176, general courts martial have 
jurisdiction to try persons subject to this code for any 
offense made punishable by this code and may, under 
such limitations as the governor may prescribe, adjudge 
any of the following punishments: 

(1) A fine of not more than two hundred dollars; 

(2) Forfeiture of pay and allowances; 

(3) A reprimand; 

(4) Dismissal or dishonorable discharge; 

(5) Reduction of a noncommissioned officer to the 
ranks; or 
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(6) Any combination of these punishments. [1963 c 
220 § 18.] 


38.38.184 Jurisdiction of special courts martial. 
Subject to RCW 38.38.176, special courts martial have 
jurisdiction to try persons subject to this code for any 
offense for which they may be punished under this code. 
A special court martial has the same powers of punish- 
ment as a general court martial, except that a fine im- 
posed by a special court martial may not be more than 
one hundred dollars for a single offense. [1963 c 220 § 
19.] 


38.38.188 Jurisdiction of summary courts martial. 
(1) Subject to RCW 38.38.176, summary courts martial 
have jurisdiction to try persons subject to this code, ex- 
cept officers for any offense made punishable by this 
code. 

(2) No person with respect to whom summary courts 
martial have jurisdiction may be brought to trial before 
a summary court martial if he objects thereto, unless 
under RCW 38.38.132 he has been permitted and has 
elected to refuse punishment under that section. If ob- 
jection to trial by summary court martial is made by an 
accused who has been permitted to refuse punishment 
under RCW 38.38.132, trial shall be ordered by special 
or general court martial, as may be appropriate. 

(3) A summary court martial may sentence to a fine 
of not more than twenty-five dollars for a single offense, 
to forfeiture of pay and allowances, and to reduction of a 
noncommissioned officer to the ranks. [1963 c 220 § 
20.] 


38.38.192 Sentences of dismissal or dishonorable dis- 
charge to be approved by the governor. In the organized 
militia not in federal service, no sentence of dismissal or 
dishonorable discharge may be executed until it is ap- 
proved by the governor. [1963 c 220 § 21.] 


38.38.196 Complete record of proceedings and testi- 
mony if dishonorable discharge, bad conduct discharge or 
dismissal adjudged. A dishonorable discharge, bad con- 
duct discharge or dismissal may not be adjudged by any 
court martial unless a complete record of the proceed- 
ings and testimony before the court has been made. 
[1963 c 220 § 22.] 


38.38.200 Confinement instead of fine. In the state 
military forces not in federal service, a court martial 
may, instead of imposing a fine, sentence to confinement 
for not more than one day for each dollar of the author- 
ized fine. [1963 c 220 § 23.] 


PART V——APPOINTMENT AND 
COMPOSITION OF COURTS MARTIAL 


38.38.240 Who may convene general courts martial. 
In the state military forces not in federal service, general 
courts martial may be convened by the president or by 
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the governor, or by the commanding general of the na- 
tional guard of the District of Columbia. [1963 c 220 § 
24.] 


38.38.244 Special courts martial of state military 
forces not in federal service——Who may convene. (1) 
In the state military forces not in federal service, the 
commanding officer of a garrison, fort, post, camp, air 
base, auxiliary air base, or other place where troops are 
on duty, or of a brigade, regiment, wing, group, de- 
tached battalion, separate squadron, or other detached 
command, may convene special courts martial. Special 
courts martial may also be convened by superior author- 
ity. When any such officer is an accuser, the court shall 
be convened by superior competent authority. 

(2) A special court martial may not try a commis- 
sioned officer. [1963 c 220 § 25.] 


38.38.248 Summary courts martial of state military 
forces not in federal service——Who may convene. (1) 
In the state military forces not in federal service, the 
commanding officer of a garrison, fort, post, camp, air 
base, auxiliary air base, or other place where troops are 
on duty, or of a regiment, wing, group, detached battal- 
ion, detached squadron, detached company, or other de- 
tachment, may convene a summary court martial 
consisting of one commissioned officer. The proceedings 
shall be informal. 

(2) When only one commissioned officer is present 
with a command or detachment he shall be the summary 
court martial of that command or detachment and shall 
hear and determine all summary court martial cases 
brought before him. Summary courts martial may, how- 
ever, be convened in any case by superior competent au- 
thority when considered desirable by him. [1963 c 220 § 
26.) 


38.38.252 Who may serve on courts martial. (1) Any 
commissioned officer of or on duty with the state mili- 
tary forces is eligible to serve on all courts martial for 
the trial of any person who may lawfully be brought be- 
fore such courts for trial. 

(2) Any warrant officer of or on duty with the state 
military forces is eligible to serve on general and special 
courts martial for the trial of any person, other than a 
commissioned officer, who may lawfully be brought be- 
fore such courts for trial. 

(3) (a) Any enlisted member of the state military 
forces who is not a member of the same unit as the ac- 
cused is eligible to serve on general and special courts 
martial for the trial of any enlisted member who may 
lawfully be brought before such courts for trial, but he 
shall serve as a member of a court only if, before the 
convening of the court, the accused personally has re- 
quested in writing that enlisted members serve on it. Af- 
ter such a request, the accused may not be tried by a 
general or special court martial the membership of 
which does not include enlisted members in a number 
comprising at least one-third of the total membership of 
the court, unless eligible members cannot be obtained on 
account of physical conditions or military exigencies. If 
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such members cannot be obtained, the court may be 
convened and the trial held without them, but the con- 
vening authority shall make a detailed written state- 
ment, to be appended to the record, stating why they 
could not be obtained. 

(b) In this section, the word "unit" means any regu- 
larly organized body of the state military forces not 
larger than a company, a squadron, a division of the na- 
val militia, or a body corresponding to one of them. 

(4) (a) When it can be avoided, no person subject to 
this code may be tried by a court martial any member of 
which is junior to him in rank or grade. 

(b) When convening a court martial, the convening 
authority shall detail as members thereof such members 
as, in his opinion, are best qualified for the duty by rea- 
son of age, education, training, experience, length of 
service, and judicial temperament. No member is eligible 
to serve as a member of a general or special court mar- 
tial when he is the accuser or a witness for the prosecu- 
tion or has acted as investigating officer or as counsel in 
the same case. If within the command of the convening 
authority there is present and not otherwise disqualified 
a commissioned officer who is a member of the bar of 
the highest court of the state and of appropriate rank 
and grade, the convening authority shall appoint him as 
president of a special court martial. Although this re- 
quirement is binding on the convening authority, failure 
to meet it in any case does not divest a military court of 
jurisdiction. [1963 c 220 § 27.] 


38.38.256 Law officer of a general court martial. (1) 
The authority convening a general court martial shall 
detail as law officer thereof a commissioned officer who 
is a member of the bar of the highest court of the state, 
or a member of the bar of a federal court, and who is 
certified to be qualified for such duty by the state judge 
advocate. No person is eligible to act as law officer in a 
case if he is the accuser or a witness for the prosecution 
or has acted as investigating officer or as counsel in the 
same case. 

(2) The law officer may not consult with the members 
of the court, other than on the form of the findings as 
provided in RCW 38.38.380, except in the presence of 
the accused, trial counsel, and defense counsel, nor may 
he vote with the members of the court. [1963 c 220 § 
28.] 


38.38.260 Detail of trial counsel and defense counsel. 
(1) For each general and special court martial the au- 
thority convening the court shall detail trial counsel and 
defense counsel, and such assistants as he considers ap- 
propriate. No person who has acted as investigating of- 
ficer, law officer, or court member in any case may act 
later as trial counsel, assistant trial counsel, or, unless 
expressly requested by the accused, as defense counsel or 
assistant defense counsel in the same case. No person 
who has acted for the prosecution may act later in the 
same case for the defense, nor may any person who has 
acted for the defense act later in the same case for the 
prosecution. 
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(2) Trial counsel or defense counsel detailed for a 
general court martial: 

(a) Must be a person who is a member of the bar of 
the highest court of the state, or a member of the bar of 
a federal court; and 

(b) Must be certified as competent to perform such 
duties by the state judge advocate. 

(3) In the case of a special court martial: 

(a) If the trial counsel is qualified to act as counsel 
before a general court martial, the defense counsel de- 
tailed by the convening authority must be a person simi- 
larly qualified; and 

(b) If-the trial counsel is a member of the bar of the 
highest court of the state, the defense counsel detailed 
by the convening authority must be one of the foregoing. 
(1963 c 220 § 29.] 


38.38.264 Detail or employment of reporters and in- 
terpreters. Under such regulations as the governor may 
prescribe, the convening authority of a general or special 
court martial or court of inquiry shall detail or employ 
qualified court reporters, who shall record the proceed- 
ings of and testimony taken before that court. Under 
like regulations the convening authority of a military 
court may detail or employ interpreters who shall inter- 
pret for the court. [1963 c 220 § 30.] 


38.38.268 Absent and additional members. (1) No 
member of a general or special court martial may be 
absent or excused after the accused has been arraigned 
except for physical disability or as the result of a chal- 
lenge or by order of the convening authority for good 
cause. 

(2) Whenever a general court martial is reduced be- 
low five members, the trial may not proceed unless the 
convening authority details new members sufficient in 
number to provide not less than five members. When the 
new members have been sworn, the trial may proceed 
after the recorded testimony of each witness previously 
examined has been read to the court in the presence of 
the law officer, the accused, and counsel. 

(3) Whenever a special court martial is reduced below 
three members, the trial may not proceed unless the 
convening authority details new members sufficient in 
number to provide not less than three members. When 
the new members have been sworn, the trial shall pro- 
ceed as if no evidence has previously been introduced, 
unless a verbatim record of the testimony of previously 
examined witnesses or a stipulation thereof is read to the 
court in the presence of the accused and counsel. [1963 c 
220 § 31.] 


PART VI——PRETRIAL PROCEDURE 


38.38.308 Charges and specifications. (1) Charges 
and specifications shall be signed by a person subject to 
this code under oath before a person authorized by this 
code to administer oaths and shall state: 

(a) That the signer has personal knowledge of, or has 
investigated, the matters set forth therein; and 
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(b) That they are true in fact to the best of his 
knowledge and belief. 

(2) Upon the preferring of charges, the proper au- 
thority shall take immediate steps to determine what 
disposition should be made thereof in the interest of jus- 
tice and discipline, and the person accused shall be in- 
formed of the charges against him as soon as 
practicable. [1963 c 220 § 32.] 


38.38.312 Compulsory self-incrimination prohibited. 
(1) No person subject to this code may compel any per- 
son to incriminate himself or to answer any question the 
answer to which may tend to incriminate him. 

(2) No person subject to this code may interrogate, or 
request any statement from, an accused or a person sus- 
pected of an offense without first informing him of the 
nature of the accusation and advising him that he does 
not have to make any statement regarding the offense of 
which he is accused or suspected and that any statement 
made by him may be used as evidence against him in a 
trial by court martial. 

(3) No person subject to this code may compel any 
person to make a statement or produce evidence before 
any military tribunal if the statement or evidence is not 
material to the issue and may tend to degrade him. 

(4) No statement obtained from any person in viola- 
tion of this section, or through the use of coercion, un- 
lawful influence, or unlawful inducement may be 
received in evidence against him in a trial by court mar- 
tial. [1963 c 220 § 33.] 


38.38.316 Investigation. (1) No charge or specifica- 
tion may be referred to a general court martial for trial 
until a thorough and impartial investigation of all the 
matters set forth therein has been made. This investiga- 
tion shall include inquiry as to the truth of the matter 
set forth in the charges, consideration of the form of 
charges, and a recommendation as to the disposition 
which should be made of the case in the interest of jus- 
tice and discipline. 

(2) The accused shall be advised of the charges 
against him and of his right to be represented at that 
investigation by counsel. Upon his own request he shall 
be represented by civilian counsel if provided by him, or 
military counsel of his own selection if such counsel is 
reasonably available, or by counsel detailed by the offi- 
cer exercising general court martial jurisdiction over the 
command. At that investigation full opportunity shall be 
given to the accused to cross-examine witnesses against 
him if they are available and to present anything he may 
desire in his own behalf, either in defense or mitigation, 
and the investigating officer shall examine available wit- 
nesses requested by the accused. If the charges are for- 
warded after the investigation, they shall be 
accompanied by a statement of the substance of the tes- 
timony taken on both sides and a copy thereof shall be 
given to the accused. 

(3) If an investigation of the subject matter of an of- 
fense has been conducted before the accused is charged 
with the offense, and if the accused was present at the

investigation and afforded the opportunities for repre- 
sentation, cross—examination, and presentation pre- 
scribed in subsection (2) hereof, no further investigation 
of that charge is necessary under this section unless it is 
demanded by the accused after he is informed of the 
charge. A demand for further investigation entitles the 
accused to recall witnesses for further cross—examination 
and to offer any new evidence in his own behalf. 

(4) The requirements of this section are binding on all 
persons administering this code but failure to follow 
them does not divest a military court of jurisdiction. 
[1963 c 220 § 34.] 


38.38.320 Forwarding of charges. When a person is 
held for trial by general court martial the commanding 
officer shall, within eight days after the accused is or- 
dered into arrest or confinement, if practicable, forward 
the charges, together with the investigation and allied 
papers, to the governor. If that is not practicable, he 
shall report in writing to the governor the reasons for 
delay. [1963 c 220 § 35.] 


38.38.324 Advice of state judge advocate and refer- 
ence for trial. (1) Before directing the trial of any charge 
by general court martial, the convening authority shall 
refer it to the state judge advocate for consideration and 
advice. The convening authority may not refer a charge 
to a general court martial for trial unless he has found 
that the charge alleges an offense under this code and is 
warranted by evidence indicated in the report of the 
investigation. 

(2) If the charges or specifications are not formally 
correct or do not conform to the substance of the evi- 
dence contained in the report of the investigating officer, 
formal corrections, and such changes in the charges and 
specifications as are needed to make them conform to 
the evidence may be made. [1963 c 220 § 36.] 


38.38.328 Service of charges. The trial counsel to 
whom court martial charges are referred for trial shall 
cause to be served upon the accused a copy of the 
charges upon which trial is to be had. In time of peace 
no person may, against his objection, be brought to trial 
before a general court martial within a period of five 
days after the service of the charges upon him, or before 
a special court martial within a period of three days af- 
ter the service of the charges upon him. [1963 c 220 § 
37.) 


PART VII——TRIAL PROCEDURE 


38.38.368 Governor may prescribe rules. The proce- 
dure, including modes of proof, in cases before military 
courts and other military tribunals may be prescribed by 
the governor by regulations, which shall, so far as he 
considers practicable, apply the principles of law and the 
rules of evidence generally recognized in the trial of 
criminal cases in the courts of the state, but which may 
not be contrary to or inconsistent with this code. [1963 c 
220 § 38.] 
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38.38.372 Unlawfully influencing action of court. No 
authority convening a general, special, or summary court 
martial nor any other commanding officer, or officer 
serving on the staff thereof, may censure, reprimand, or 
admonish the court or any member, law officer, or 
counsel thereof, with respect to the findings or sentence 
adjudged by the court, or with respect to any other ex- 
ercise of its or his functions in the conduct of the pro- 
ceeding. No person subject to this code may attempt to 
coerce or, by any unauthorized means, influence the ac- 
tion of the court martial or any other military tribunal 
or any member thereof, in reaching the findings or sen- 
tence in any case, or the action of any convening, ap- 
proving, or reviewing authority with respect to his 
judicial acts. [1963 c 220 § 39.] 


38.38.376 Duties of trial counsel and defense counsel. 
(1) The trial counsel of a general or special court mar- 
tial shall prosecute in the name of the state, and shall, 
under the direction of the court, prepare the record of 
the proceedings. 

(2) The accused has the right to be represented in his 
defense before a general or special court martial by ci- 
vilian counsel if provided by him, or by military counsel 
of his own selection if reasonably available, or by the 
defense counsel detailed under RCW 38.38.260. Should 
the accused have counsel of his own selection, the de- 
fense counsel, and assistant defense counsel, if any, who 
were detailed, shall, if the accused so desires, act as his 
associate counsel; otherwise they shall be excused by the 
president of the court. 

(3) In every court martial proceeding, the defense 
counsel may, in the event of conviction, forward for at- 
tachment to the record of proceedings a brief of such 
matters he feels should be considered in behalf of the 
accused on review, including any objection to the con- 
tents of the record which he considers appropriate. 

(4) An assistant trial counsel of a general court mar- 
tial may, under the direction of the trial counsel or when 
he is qualified to be a trial counsel as required by RCW 
38.38.260, perform any duty imposed by law, regulation, 
or the custom of the service upon the trial counsel of the 
court. An assistant trial counsel of a special court mar- 
tial may perform any duty of the trial counsel. 

(5) An assistant defense counsel of a general or spe- 
cial court martial may, under the direction of the de- 
fense counsel or when he is qualified to be the defense 
counsel as required by RCW 38.38.260, perform any 
duty imposed by law, regulation, or the custom of the 
service upon counsel for the accused. [1963 c 220 § 40.] 


38.38.380 Sessions. Whenever a general or special 
court martial deliberates or votes, only the members of 
the court may be present. After a general court martial 
has finally voted on the findings, the court may request 
the law officer and the reporter to appear before the 
court to put the findings in proper form, and those pro- 
ceedings shall be on the record. All other proceedings, 
including any other consultation of the court with coun- 
sel or the law officer, shall be made a part of the record 
and shall be in the presence of the accused, the defense 
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counsel, the trial counsel, and in general court martial 
cases, the law officer. [1963 c 220 § 41.] 


38.38.384 Continuances. A court martial may, for 
reasonable cause, grant a continuance to any party for 
such time, and as often, as may appear to be just. [1963 
c 220 § 42.] 


38.38.388 Challenges. (1) Members of a general or 
special court martial and the law officer of a general 
court martial may be challenged by the accused or the 
trial counsel for cause stated to the court. The court 
shall determine the relevancy and validity of challenges 
for cause, and may not receive a challenge to more than 
one person at a time. Challenges by the trial counsel 
shall ordinarily be presented and decided before those by 
the accused are offered. 

(2) Each accused and the trial counsel is entitled to 
one peremptory challenge, but the law officer may not 
be challenged except for cause. [1963 c 220 § 43.] 


38.38.392 Oaths. (1) The law officer, interpreters, 
and, in general and special courts martial, members, 
trial counsel, assistant trial counsel, defense counsel, as- 
sistant defense counsel, and reporters shall take an oath 
or affirmation in the presence of the accused to perform 
their duties faithfully. 

(2) Each witness before a military court shall be ex- 
amined on oath or affirmation. [1963 c 220 § 44.] 


38.38.396 Statute of limitations. (1) A person 
charged with desertion or absence without leave in time 
of war, or with aiding the enemy or with mutiny may be 
tried and punished at any time without limitation. 

(2) Except as otherwise provided in this section, a 
person charged with desertion in time of peace or with 
the offense punishable under RCW 38.38.784 is not lia- 
ble to be tried by court martial if the offense was com- 
mitted more than three years before the receipt of sworn 
charges and specifications by an officer exercising sum- 
mary court martial jurisdiction over the command. 

(3) Except as otherwise provided in this section, a 
person charged with any offense is not liable to be tried 
by court martial or punished under RCW 38.38.132 if 
the offense was committed more than two years before 
the receipt of sworn charges and specifications by an of- 
ficer exercising summary court martial jurisdiction over 
the command or before the imposition of punishment 
under RCW 38.38.132. 

(4) Periods in which the accused was absent from ter- 
ritory in which the state has the authority to apprehend 
him, or in the custody of civil authorities, or in the hands 
of the enemy, shall be excluded in computing the period 
of limitation prescribed in this section. [1963 c 220 § 
45.] 


38.38.400 Former jeopardy. (1) No person may, 
without his consent, be tried a second time in any mili- 
tary court of the state for the same offense. 

(2) No proceeding in which an accused has been 
found guilty by a court martial upon any charge or 
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specification is a trial in the sense of this section until 
the finding of guilty has become final after review of the 
case has been fully completed. 

(3) A proceeding which, after the introduction of evi- 
dence but before a finding, is dismissed or terminated by 
the convening authority or on motion of the prosecution 
for failure of available evidence or witnesses without any 
fault of the accused is a trial in the sense of this section. 
[1963 c 220 § 46.] 


38.38.404 Pleas of the accused. If an accused ar- 
raigned before a court martial makes an irregular 
pleading, or after a plea of guilty sets up matter incon- 
sistent with the plea, or if it appears that he has entered 
the plea of guilty improvidently or through lack of un- 
derstanding of its meaning and effect, or if he fails or 
refuses to plead, a plea of not guilty shall be entered in 
the record, and the court shall proceed as though he had 
pleaded not guilty. [1963 c 220 § 47.] 


38.38.408 Opportunity to obtain witnesses and other 
evidence. (1) The trial counsel, the defense counsel, and 
the court martial shall have equal opportunity to obtain 
witnesses and other evidence in accordance with such 
regulations as the governor may prescribe. 

(2) The- president of a court martial or a summary 
court officer may: 

(a) Issue a warrant for the arrest of any accused per- 
son who having been served with a warrant and a copy 
of the charges, disobeys a written order by the convening 
authority to appear before the court; 

(b) Issue subpoenas duces tecum and other subpoenas; 

(c) Enforce by attachment the attendance of witnesses 
and the production of books and papers; and 

(d) Sentence for refusal to be sworn or to answer, as 
provided in actions before civil courts of the state. 

(3) Process issued in court martial cases to compel 
witnesses to appear and testify and to compel the pro- 
duction of other evidence shall run to any part of the 
state and shall be executed by civil officers as prescribed 
by the laws of the state. [1963 c 220 § 48.] 


38.38.412 Refusal to appear or testify. (1) Any per- 
son not subject to this code who: 

(a) Has been duly subpoenaed to appear as a witness 
or to produce books and records before a military court 
or before any military or civil officer designated to take 
a deposition to be read in evidence before such a court; 

(b) Has been duly paid or tendered the fees and mile- 
age of a witness at the rates allowed to witnesses at- 
tending the superior court of the state; and 

(c) Wilfully neglects or refuses to appear, or refuses 
to qualify as a witness or to testify or to produce any 
evidence which that person may have been legally sub- 
poenaed to produce; is guilty of an offense against the 
state and a military court may punish him in the same 
manner as the civil courts of the state. [1963 c 220 § 
49.] 


38.38.416 Contempts. A military court may punish 
for contempt any person who uses any menacing word, 
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sign, or gesture in its presence, or who disturbs its pro- 
ceedings by any riot or disorder. The punishment may 
not exceed confinement for thirty days or a fine of one 
hundred dollars, or both. [1963 c 220 § 50.] 


38.38.420 Depositions. (1) At any time after charges 
have been signed, as provided in RCW 38.38.308, any 
party may take oral or written depositions unless an au- 
thority competent to convene a court martial for the trial 
of those charges forbids it for good cause. If a deposition 
is to be taken before charges are referred for trial, such 
an authority may designate commissioned officers to 
represent the prosecution and the defense and may au- 
thorize those officers to take the deposition of any 
witness. 

(2) The party at whose instance a deposition is to be 
taken shall give to every other party reasonable written 
notice of the time and place for taking the deposition. 

(3) Depositions may be taken before and authenti- 
cated by any military or civil officer authorized by the 
laws of the state or by the laws of the place where the 
deposition is taken to administer oaths. 

(4) A duly authenticated deposition taken upon rea- 
sonable notice to the other parties, so far as otherwise 
admissible under the rules of evidence, may be read in 
evidence before any court martial or in any proceeding 
before a court of inquiry, if it appears: 

(a) That the witness resides or is beyond the state in 
which the court martial or court of inquiry is ordered to 
sit, or beyond the distance of one hundred miles from 
the place of trial or hearing; 

(b) That the witness by reason of death, age, sickness, 
bodily infirmity, imprisonment, military necessity, nona- 
menability to process, or other reasonable cause, is un- 
able or refuses to appear and testify in person at the 
place of trial or hearing; or 

(c) That the present whereabouts of the witness is un- 
known. [1963 c 220 § 51.] 


38.38.424 Admissibility of records of courts of in- 
quiry. (1) In any case not extending to the dismissal of a 
commissioned officer, the sworn testimony, contained in 
the duly authenticated record of proceedings of a court 
of inquiry, of a person whose oral testimony cannot be 
obtained, may, if otherwise admissible under the rules of 
evidence, be read in evidence by any party before a court 
martial if the accused was a party before the court of 
inquiry and if the same issue was involved or if the ac- 
cused consents to the introduction of such evidence. 

(2) Such testimony may be read in evidence only by 
the defense in cases extending to the dismissal of a com- 
missioned officer. 

(3) Such testimony may also be read in evidence be- 
fore a court of inquiry or a military board. [1963 c 220 
§ 52.] 


38.38.428 Voting and rulings. (1) Voting by mem- 
bers of a general or special court martial upon questions 
of challenge, on the findings, and on the sentence shall 
be by secret written ballot. The junior member of the 
court shall in each case count the votes. The count shall 
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be checked by the president, who shall forthwith an- 
nounce the result of the ballot to the members of the 
court. 

(2) The law officer of a general court martial and the 
president of a special court martial shall rule upon in- 
terlocutory questions, other than challenge, arising dur- 
ing the proceedings. Any such ruling made by the law 
officer of a general court martial or by the president of a 
special court martial upon any interlocutory question 
other than a motion for a finding of not guilty, or the 
question of the accused's sanity, is final and constitutes 
the ruling of the court. However, the law officer or 
president may change the ruling at any time during the 
trial except a ruling on a motion for a finding of not 
guilty that was granted. Unless the ruling is final, if any 
member objects thereto, the court shall be cleared and 
closed and the question decided by a voice vote as pro- 
vided in RCW 38.38.432 beginning with the junior in 
rank. 

(3) Before a vote is taken on the findings, the law of- 
ficer of a general court martial and the president of a 
special court martial shall, in the presence of the ac- 
cused and counsel, instruct the court as to the elements 
of the offense and charge the court: 

(a) That the accused must be presumed to be innocent 
until his guilt is established by legal and competent evi- 
dence beyond reasonable doubt; 

(b) That in the case being considered, if there is a 
reasonable doubt as to the guilt of the accused, the 
doubt must be resolved in favor of the accused and he 
must be acquitted; 

(c) That, if there is a reasonable doubt as to the de- 
gree of guilt, the finding must be in a lower degree as to 
which there is no reasonable doubt; and 

(d) That the burden of proof of establishing the guilt 
of the accused beyond reasonable doubt is upon the 
state. [1963 c 220 § 53.] 


38.38.432 Number of votes required. (1) No person 
may be convicted of an offense, except by the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of the members present at the time 
the vote is taken. 

(2) All sentences shall be determined by the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of the members present at the time 
that the vote is taken. 

(3) All other questions to be decided by the members 
of a general or special court martial shall be determined 
by a majority vote. A tie vote on a challenge disqualifies 
the member challenged. A tie vote on a motion for a 
finding of not guilty or on a motion relating to the ques- 
tion of the accused's sanity is a determination against 
the accused. A tie vote on any other question is a deter- 
mination in favor of the accused. [1963 c 220 § 54.] 


38.38.436 Court to announce action. A court martial 
shall announce its findings and sentence to the parties as 
soon as determined. [1963 c 220 § 55.] 


38.38.440 Record of trial. (1) Each court martial 
shall keep a separate record of the proceedings of the 
trial of each case brought before it and the record shall 
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be authenticated by the signatures of the president and 
the law officer. If the record cannot be authenticated by 
either the president or the law officer, by reason of his 
death, disability, or absence, it shall be signed by a 
member in lieu of him. If both the president and the law 
officer are unavailable, the record shall be authenticated 
by two members. A record of the proceedings of a trial 
in which the sentence adjudged includes a bad conduct 
discharge or is more than that which could be adjudged 
by a special court martial shall contain a verbatim ac- 
count of the proceedings and testimony before the court. 
All other records of trial shall contain such matter and 
be authenticated in such manner as the governor may by 
regulation prescribe. 

(2) A copy of the record of the proceedings of each 
general and special court martial shall be given to the 
accused as soon as it is authenticated. If a verbatim 
record of trial by general court martial is not required 
by subsection (1) hereof, but has been made, the accused 
may buy such a record under such regulations as the 
governor may prescribe. [1963 c 220 § 56.] 


PART VIII——SENTENCES 


38.38.480 Cruel and unusual punishments prohibited. 
Punishment by flogging, or by branding, marking or tat- 
tooing on the body, or any other cruel or unusual pun- 
ishment, may not be adjudged by any court martial or 
inflicted upon any person subject to this code. The use of 
irons, single or double, except for the purpose of safe 
custody, is prohibited. [1963 c 220 § 57.] 


38.38.484 Maximum limits. The punishment which a 
court martial may direct for an offense may not exceed 
limits prescribed by this code. [1963 c 220 § 58.] 


38.38.488 Effective date of sentences. (1) Whenever 
a sentence of a court martial as lawfully adjudged and 
approved includes a forfeiture of pay or allowances in 
addition to confinement not suspended, the forfeiture 
may apply to pay or allowances becoming due on or af- 
ter the date the sentence is approved by the convening 
authority. No forfeiture may extend to any pay or al- 
lowance accrued before that date. 

(2) Any period of confinement included in a sentence 
of a court martial begins to run from the date the sen- 
tence is adjudged by the court martial but periods dur- 
ing which the sentence to confinement is suspended shall 
be excluded in computing the service of the term of con- 
finement. Regulations prescribed by the governor may 
provide that sentences of confinement may not be exe- 
cuted until approved by designated officers. 

(3) All other sentences of courts martial are effective 
on the date ordered executed. [1963 c 220 § 59.] 


38.38.492 Execution of confinement. (1) A sentence 
of confinement adjudged by a military court, whether or 
not the sentence includes discharge or dismissal, and 
whether or not the discharge or dismissal has been exe- 
cuted, may be carried into execution by confinement in 
any place of confinement under the control of any of the 
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forces of the state military forces or in any jail, peniten- 
tiary, or prison designated for that purpose. Persons so 
confined in a jail, penitentiary, or prison are subject to 
the same discipline and treatment as persons confined or 
committed to the jail, penitentiary, or prison by the 
courts of the state or of any political subdivision thereof. 

(2) The omission of the words "hard labor" from any 
sentence or punishment of a court martial adjudging 
confinement does not deprive the authority executing 
that sentence or punishment of the power to require hard 
labor as a part of the punishment. 

(3) The keepers, officers, and wardens of city or 
county jails and of other jails, penitentiaries, or prisons 
designated by the governor, or by such person as he may 
authorize to act under RCW 38.38.080, shall receive 
persons ordered into confinement before trial and per- 
sons committed to confinement by a military court and 
shall confine them according to law. No such keeper, 
officer, or warden may require payment of any fee or 
charge for so receiving or confining a person. [1963 c 
220 § 60.] 


PART IX——REVIEW OF COURTS MARTIAL 


38.38.532 Execution of sentence——Suspension of 
sentence. Except as provided in RCW 38.38.196 and 38- 
.38.556, a court martial sentence, unless suspended, may 
be ordered executed by the convening authority when 
approved by him. He shall approve the sentence or such 
part, amount, or commuted form of the sentence as he 
sees fit, and may suspend the execution of the sentence 
as approved by him. [1963 c 220 § 61.] 


38.38.536 Initial action on the record. After a trial 
by court martial the record shall be forwarded to the 
convening authority, as reviewing authority, and action 
thereon may be taken by the person who convened the 
court, a commissioned officer commanding for the time 
being, a successor in command, or by the governor. 
[1963 c 220 § 62.] 


38.38.540 Initial action on the record——General 
court martial records. The convening authority shall re- 
fer the record of each general court martial to the staff 
judge advocate, who shall submit his written opinion 
thereon to the convening authority. If the final action of 
the court has resulted in an acquittal of all charges and 
specifications, the opinion shall be limited to questions of 
jurisdiction. [1963 c 220 § 63.] 


38.38.544 Reconsideration and revision. (1) If a 
specification before a court martial has been dismissed 
on motion and the ruling does not amount to a finding of 
not guilty, the convening authority may return the 
record to the court for reconsideration of the ruling and 
any further appropriate action. 

(2) Where there is an apparent error or omission in 
the record or where the record shows improper or incon- 
sistent action by a court martial with respect to a finding 
or sentence which can be rectified without material 
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prejudice to the substantial rights of the accused, the 
convening authority may return the record to the court 
for appropriate action. In no case, however, may the 
record be returned: 

(a) For reconsideration of a finding of not guilty, or a 
ruling which amounts to a finding of not guilty; 

(b) For reconsideration of a finding of not guilty of 
any charge, unless the record shows a finding of guilty 
under a specification laid under that charge, which suf- 
ficiently alleges a violation of some section of this code; 
or 

(c) For increasing the severity of the sentence unless 
the sentence prescribed for the offense is mandatory. 
[1963 c 220 § 64.] 


38.38.548 Rehearings. (1) If the convening authority 
disapproves the findings and sentence of a court martial 
he may, except where there is lack of sufficient evidence 
in the record to support the findings, order a rehearing. 
In such a case he shall state the reasons for disapproval. 
If he disapproves the findings and sentence and does not 
order a rehearing, he shall dismiss the charges. 

(2) Each rehearing shall take place before a court 
martial composed of members not members of the court 
martial which first heard the case. Upon a rehearing the 
accused may not be tried for any offense of which he 
was found not guilty by the first court martial, and no 
sentence in excess of or more severe than the original 
sentence may be imposed, unless the sentence is based 
upon a finding of guilty of an offense not considered 
upon the merits in the original proceedings, or unless the 
sentence prescribed for the offense is mandatory. [1963 
c 220 § 65.] 


38.38.552 Approval by the convening authority. In 
acting on the findings and sentence of a court martial, 
the convening authority may approve only such findings 
of guilty, and the sentence or such part or amount of the 
sentence, as he finds correct in law and fact and as he in 
his discretion determines should be approved. Unless he 
indicates otherwise, approval of the sentence is approval 
of the findings and sentence. [1963 c 220 § 66.] 


38.38.556 Review of records Disposition. (1) If 
the convening authority is the governor, his action on the 
review of any record of trial is final. 

(2) In all other cases not covered by subsection (1), if 
the sentence of a special court martial as approved by 
the convening authority includes a bad conduct dis- 
charge, whether or not suspended, the entire record shall 
be sent to the appropriate staff judge advocate or legal 
officer of the state force concerned to be reviewed in the 
same manner as a record of trial by general court mar- 
tial. The record and the opinion of the staff judge advo- 
cate or legal officer shall then be sent to the state judge 
advocate for review. 

(3) All other special and summary court martial re- 
cords shall be sent to the law specialist or legal officer of 
the appropriate force of the state military forces and 
shall be acted upon, transmitted, and disposed of as may 
be prescribed by regulations prescribed by the governor. 
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(4) The state judge advocate shall review the record 
of trial in each case sent to him for review as provided 
under subsection (1). If the final action of the court 
martial has resulted in an acquittal of all charges and 
specifications, the opinion of the state judge advocate is 
limited to questions of jurisdiction. 

(5) The state judge advocate shall take final action in 
any case reviewable by him. 

(6) In a case reviewable by the state judge advocate 
under this section, the state judge advocate may act only 
with respect to the findings and sentence as approved by 
the convening authority. He may affirm only such find- 
ings of guilty, and the sentence or such part or amount 
of the sentence, as he finds correct in law and fact and 
determines, on the basis of the entire record, should be 
approved. In considering the record, he may weigh the 
evidence, judge the credibility of witnesses, and deter- 
mine controverted questions of fact, recognizing that the 
trial court saw and heard the witnesses. If the state 
judge advocate sets aside the findings and sentence, he 
may, except where the setting aside is based on lack of 
sufficient evidence in the record to support the findings, 
order a rehearing. If he sets aside the findings and sen- 
tence and does not order a rehearing, he shall order that 
the charges be dismissed. 

(7) In a case reviewable by the state judge advocate 
under this section, he shall instruct the convening au- 
thority to act in accordance with his decision on the re- 
view. If he has ordered a rehearing but the convening 
authority finds a rehearing impracticable, he may dis- 
miss the charges. 

(8) The state judge advocate may order one or more 
boards of review each composed of not less than three 
commissioned officers of the state military forces, each 
of whom must be a member of the bar of the highest 
court of the state. Each board of review shall review the 
record of any trial by special court martial, including a 
sentence to a bad conduct discharge, referred to it by the 
state judge advocate. Boards of review have the same 
authority on review as the state judge advocate has un- 
der this section. [1963 c 220 § 67.] 


38.38.560 Error of law Lesser included offense. 
(1) A finding or sentence of a court martial may not be 
held incorrect on the ground of an error of law unless 
the error materially prejudices the substantial rights of 
the accused. 

(2) Any reviewing authority with the power to ap- 
prove or affirm a finding of guilty may approve or af- 
firm so much of the finding as includes a lesser included 
offense. [1963 c 220 § 68.] 


38.38.564 Review counsel. (1) Upon the final review 
of a sentence of a general court martial or of a sentence 
to a bad conduct discharge, the accused has the right to 
be represented by counsel before the reviewing authority, 
before the staff judge advocate or legal officer, as the 
case may be, and before the state judge advocate. 

(2) Upon the request of an accused entitled to be so 
represented, the state judge advocate shall appoint a 
lawyer who is a member of the state military forces and 
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who has the qualifications prescribed in RCW 38.38- 
.260, if available, to represent the accused before the re- 
viewing authority, before the staff judge advocate or 
legal officer, as the case may be, and before the state 
judge advocate, in the review of cases specified in sub- 
section (1) of this section. 

(3) If provided by him, an accused entitled to be so 
represented may be represented by civilian counsel be- 
fore the reviewing authority, before the staff judge ad- 
vocate or legal officer, as the case may be, and before 
the state judge advocate. [1963 c 220 § 69.] 


38.38.568 Vacation of suspension. (1) Before the va- 
cation of the suspension of a special court martial sen- 
tence which as approved includes a bad conduct 
discharge, or of any general court martial sentence, the 
officer having special court martial jurisdiction over the 
probationer shall hold a hearing on the alleged violation 
of probation. The probationer shall be represented at the 
hearing by counsel if he so desires. 

(2) The record of the hearing and the recommenda- 
tion of the officer having special court martial jurisdic- 
tion shall be sent for action to the governor in cases 
involving a general court martial sentence and to the 
commanding officer of the force of the state military 
forces of which the probationer is a member in all other 
cases covered by subsection (1) of this section. If the 
governor or commanding officer vacates the suspension, 
any unexecuted part of the sentence except a dismissal 
shall be executed. 

(3) The suspension of any other sentence may be va- 
cated by any authority competent to convene, for the 
command in which the accused is serving or assigned, a 
court of the kind that imposed the sentence. [1963 c 220 
§ 70.] 


38.38.572 Petition for a new trial. At any time 
within two years after approval by the convening au- 
thority of a court martial sentence which extends to dis- 
missal, dishonorable or bad conduct discharge, the 
accused may petition the governor for a new trial on 
ground of newly discovered evidence or fraud on the 
court martial. [1963 c 220 § 71.] 


38.38.576 Remission and suspension. (1) A conven- 
ing authority may remit or suspend any part or amount 
of the unexecuted part of any sentence, including all un- 
collected forfeitures. 

(2) The governor may, for good cause, substitute an 
administrative form of discharge for a discharge or dis- 
missal executed in accordance with the sentence of a 
court martial. [1963 c 220 § 72.] 


38.38.580 Restoration. (1) Under such regulations as 
the governor may prescribe, all rights, privileges, and 
property affected by an executed part of a court martial 
sentence which has been set aside or disapproved, except 
an executed dismissal or discharge, shall be restored un- 
less a new trial or rehearing is ordered and such exe- 
cuted part is included in a sentence imposed upon a new 
trial or rehearing. 
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(2) If a previously executed sentence of dishonorable 
or bad conduct discharge is not imposed on a new trial, 
the governor shall substitute therefor a form of dis- 
charge authorized for administrative issuance unless the 
accused is to serve out the remainder of his enlistment. 

(3) If a previously executed sentence of dismissal is 
not imposed on a new trial, the governor shall substitute 
therefor a form of discharge authorized for administra- 
tive issue, and the commissioned officer dismissed by 
that sentence may be reappointed by the governor alone 
to such commissioned grade and with such rank as in the 
opinion of the governor that former officer would have 
attained had he not been dismissed. The reappointment 
of such a former officer may be made if a position va- 
cancy is available under applicable tables of organiza- 
tion. All time between the dismissal and reappointment 
shall be considered as service for all purposes. [1963 c 
220 § 73.] 


38.38.584 Finality of proceedings, findings and sen- 
tences. The proceedings, findings and sentences of courts 
martial as reviewed and approved, as required by this 
code, and all dismissals and discharges carried into exe- 
cution under sentences by courts martial following re- 
view and approval, as required by this code, are final 
and conclusive. Orders publishing the proceedings of 
courts martial and all action taken pursuant to those 
proceedings are binding upon all departments, courts, 
agencies, and officers of the state, subject only to action 
upon a petition for a new trial as provided in RCW 38- 
38.572. [1963 c 220 § 74.] 


PART X——PUNITIVE ARTICLES 


38.38.624 Persons to be tried or punished. No person 
may be tried or punished for any offense provided for in 
RCW 38.38.628 through 38.38.800, unless it was com- 
mitted while he was in a duty status. [1963 c 220 § 75.] 


38.38.628 Principals. Any person subject to this code 
who: 

(1) Commits an offense punishable by this code, or 
aids, abets, counsels, commands, or procures its commis- 
sion; or 

(2) Causes an act to be done which if directly per- 
formed by him would be punishable by this code; 
is a principal. [1963 c 220 § 76.] 


38.38.632 Accessory after the fact. Any person sub- 
ject to this code who, knowing that an offense punish- 
able by this code has been committed, receives, 
comforts, or assists the offender in order to hinder or 
prevent his apprehension, trial, or punishment shall be 
punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 
77.) 


38.38.636 Conviction of lesser included offense. An 
accused may be found guilty of an offense necessarily 
included in the offense charged or of an attempt to 
commit either the offense charged or an offense neces- 
sarily included therein. [1963 c 220 § 78.] 
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38.38.640 Attempts. (1) An act, done with specific 
intent to commit an offense under this code, amounting 
to more than mere preparation and tending, even though 
failing to effect its commission, is an attempt to commit 
that offense. 

(2) Any person subject to this code who attempts to 
commit any offense punishable by this code shall be 
punished as a court martial may direct, unless otherwise 
specifically prescribed. 

(3) Any person subject to this code may be convicted 
of an attempt to commit an offense although it appears 
on the trial that the offense was consummated. [1963 c 
220 § 79.] 


38.38.644 Conspiracy. Any person subject to this 
code who conspires with any other person to commit an 
offense under this code shall, if one or more of the con- 
spirators does an act to effect the object of the conspir- 
acy, be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 80.] 


38.38.648 Solicitation. (1) Any person subject to this 
code who solicits or advises another or others to desert in 
violation of RCW 38.38.660 or mutiny in violation of 
RCW 38.38.696 shall, if the offense solicited or advised 
is attempted or committed, be punished with the punish- 
ment provided for the commission of the offense, but, if 
the offense solicited or advised is not committed or at- 
tempted, he shall be punished as a court martial may 
direct. 

(2) Any person subject to this code who solicits or 
advises another or others to commit an act of misbehav- 
ior before the enemy in violation of RCW 38.38.716 or 
sedition in violation of RCW 38.38.696 shall, if the of- 
fense solicited or advised is committed, be punished with 
the punishment provided for the commission of the of- 
fense, but, if the offense solicited or advised is not com- 
mitted, he shall be punished as a court martial may 
direct. [1963 c 220 § 81.] 


38.38.652 Fraudulent enlistment, appointment or 
separation. Any person who: 

(1) Procures his own enlistment or appointment in the 
state military forces by knowingly false representation or 
deliberate concealment as to his qualifications for that 
enlistment or appointment and receives pay or allow- 
ances thereunder; or 

(2) Procures his own separation from the state mili- 
tary forces by knowingly false representation or deliber- 
ate concealment as to his eligibility for that separation; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 82.] 


38.38.656 Unlawful enlistment, appointment, or sep- 
aration. Any person subject to this code who effects an 
enlistment or appointment in or a separation from the 
state military forces of any person who is known to him 
to be ineligible for that enlistment, appointment, or sep- 
aration because it is prohibited by law, regulation, or 
order shall be punished as a court martial may direct. 
[1963 c 220 § 83.] 
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38.38.660 Desertion. (1) Any member of the state 
military forces who: 

(a) Without authority goes or remains absent from his 
unit, organization, or place of duty with intent to remain 
away therefrom permanently; 

(b) Quits his unit, organization or place of duty with 
intent to avoid hazardous duty or to shirk important 
service; or 

(c) Without being regularly separated from one of the 
state military forces enlists or accepts an appointment in 
the same or another one of the state military forces, or 
in one of the armed forces of the United States, without 
fully disclosing the fact that he has not been regularly 
separated; 
is guilty of desertion. 

(2) Any commissioned officer of the state military 
forces who, after tender of his resignation and before 
Notice of its acceptance, quits his post or proper duties 
without leave and with intent to remain away therefrom 
permanently is guilty of desertion. 

(3) Any person found guilty of desertion or attempt to 
desert shall be punished as a court martial may direct. 
[1963 c 220 § 84.] 


38.38.664 Absence without leave. Any person subject 
to this code who, without authority: 

(1) Fails to go to his appointed place of duty at the 
time prescribed; 

(2) Goes from that place; or 

(3) Absents himself or remains absent from his unit, 
organization, or place of duty at which he is required to 
be at the time prescribed; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 85.] 


38.38.668 Missing movement. Any person subject to 
this code who through neglect or design misses the 
movement of a ship, aircraft, or unit with which he is 
required in the course of duty to move shall be punished 
as acourt martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 86.] 


38.38.672 Contempt towards officials. Any person 
subject to this code who uses contemptuous words 
against the president, the governor, or the governor of 
any other state, territory, commonwealth, or possession 
in which that person may be serving, shall be punished 
as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 87.] 


38.38.676 Disrespect towards superior commissioned 
officer. Any person subject to this code who behaves 
with disrespect towards his superior commissioned offi- 
cer shall be punished as a court martial may direct. 
[1963 c 220 § 88.] 


38.38.680 Assaulting or wilfully disobeying superior 
commissioned officer. Any person subject to this code 
who: 

(1) Strikes his superior commissioned officer or draws 
or lifts up any weapon or offers any violence against him 
while he is in the execution of his office; or 
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(2) Wilfully disobeys a lawful command of his supe- 
rior commissioned officer; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 89.] 


38.38.684 Insubordinate conduct toward warrant of- 
ficer, noncommissioned officer, or petty officer. Any 
warrant officer or enlisted member who: 

(1) Strikes or assaults a warrant officer, noncommis- 
sioned officer or petty officer, while that officer is in the 
execution of his office; 

(2) Wilfully disobeys the lawful order of a warrant 
officer, noncommissioned officer, or petty officer; or 

(3) Treats with contempt or is disrespectful in lan- 
guage or deportment toward a warrant officer, noncom- 
missioned officer, or petty officer, while that officer is in 
the execution of his office; shall be punished as a court 
martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 90.] 


38.38.688 Failure to obey order or regulation. Any 
person subject to this code who: 

(1) Violates or fails to obey any lawful general order 
or regulation; 

(2) Having knowledge of any other lawful order is- 
sued by a member of the state military forces which it is 
his duty to obey, fails to obey the order; or 

(3) Is derelict in the performance of his duties; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 91.] 


38.38.692 Cruelty and maltreatment. Any person 
subject to this code who is guilty of cruelty toward, or 
oppression or maltreatment of, any person subject to his 
orders shall be punished as a court martial may direct. 
[1963 c 220 § 92.] 


38.38.696 Mutiny or sedition. (1) Any person subject 
to this code who: 

(a) With intent to usurp or override lawful military 
authority refuses, in concert with any other person, to 
obey orders or otherwise do his duty or creates any vio- 
lence or disturbance is guilty of mutiny; 

(b) With intent to cause the overthrow or destruction 
of lawful civil authority, creates, in concert with any 
other person, revolt, violence, or other disturbance 
against that authority is guilty of sedition; 

(c) Fails to do his utmost to prevent and suppress a 
mutiny or sedition being committed in his presence, or 
fails to take all reasonable means to inform his superior 
commissioned officer or commanding officer of a mutiny 
or sedition which he knows or has reason to believe is 
taking place, is guilty of a failure to suppress or report a 
mutiny or sedition. 

(2) A person who is found guilty of attempted mutiny, 
mutiny, sedition, or failure to suppress or report a mu- 
tiny or sedition shall be punished as a court martial may 
direct. [1963 c 220 § 93.] 


38.38.700 Resistance, breach of arrest, and escape. 
Any person subject to this code who resists apprehension 
or breaks arrest or who escapes from physical restraint 
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lawfully imposed shall be punished as a court martial 
may direct. [1963 c 220 § 94.] 


38.38.704 Releasing prisoner without proper author- 
ity. Any person subject to this code who, without proper 
authority, releases any prisoner committed to his charge, 
or who through neglect or design suffers any such pris- 
oner to escape, shall be punished as a court martial may 
direct, whether or not the prisoner was committed in 
strict compliance with law. [1963 c 220 § 95.] 


38.38.708 Unlawful detention of another. Any person 
subject to this code who, except as provided by law or 
regulation, apprehends, arrests, or confines any person 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 96.] 


38.38.712 Noncompliance with procedural rules. Any 
person subject to this code who: 

(1) Is responsible for unnecessary delay in the dispo- 
sition of any case of a person accused of an offense un- 
der this code; or 

(2) Knowingly and intentionally fails to enforce or 
comply with any provision of this code regulating the 
proceedings before, during, or after trial of an accused; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 97.] 


38.38.716 Misbehavior before the enemy. Any person 
subject to this code who before or in the presence of the 
enemy: 

(1) Runs away; 

(2) Shamefully abandons, surrenders, or delivers up 
any command, unit, place, or military property which it 
is his duty to defend; 

(3) Through disobedience, neglect, or intentional mis- 
conduct endangers the safety of any such command, 
unit, place, or military property; 

(4) Casts away his arms or ammunition; 

(5) Is guilty of cowardly conduct; 

(6) Quits his place of duty to plunder or pillage; 

(7) Causes false alarms in any command, unit, or 
place under control of the armed forces of the United 
States or the state military forces; 

(8) Wilfully fails to do his utmost to encounter, en- 
gage, capture, or destroy any enemy troops, combatants, 
vessels, aircraft, or any other thing, which it is his duty 
so to encounter, engage, capture, or destroy; or 

(9) Does not afford all practicable relief and assist- 
ance to any troops, combatants, vessels, or aircraft of the 
armed forces belonging to the United States or their al- 
lies, to the state, or to any other state, when engaged in 
battle; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 98.] 


38.38.720 Subordinate compelling surrender. Any 
person subject to this code who compels or attempts to 
compel the commander of any of the state military 
forces of the state, or of any other state, to give it up to 
an enemy or to abandon it, or who strikes the colors or 
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flag to an enemy without proper authority, shall be pun- 
ished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 99.] 


38.38.724 Improper use of countersign. Any person 
subject to this code who in time of war discloses the pa- 
role or countersign to any person not entitled to receive 
it, or who gives to another who is entitled to receive and 
use the parole or countersign a different parole or coun- 
tersign from that which, to his knowledge, he was auth- 
orized and required to give, shall be punished as a court 
martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 100.] 


38.38.728 Forcing a safeguard. Any person subject 
to this code who forces a safeguard shall be punished as 
a court martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 101.] 


38.38.732 Captured or abandoned property. (1) All 
persons subject to this code shall secure all public prop- 
erty taken from the enemy for the service of the United 
States, and shall give notice and turn over to the proper 
authority without delay all captured or abandoned prop- 
erty in their possession, custody, or control. 

(2) Any person subject to this code who: 

(a) Fails to carry out the duties prescribed in subsec- 
tion (1) hereof; 

(b) Buys, sells, trades, or in any way deals in or dis- 
poses of captured or abandoned property, whereby he 
receives or expects any profit, benefit, or advantage to 
himself or another directly or indirectly connected with 
himself; or 

(c) Engages in looting or pillaging; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 102.] 


38.38.736 Aiding the enemy. Any person subject to 
this code who: 

(1) Aids, or attempts to aid, the enemy with arms, 
ammunition, supplies, money, or other things; or 

(2) Without proper authority, knowingly harbors or 
protects or gives intelligence to, or communicates or 
corresponds with or holds any intercourse with the en- 
emy, either directly or indirectly; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 103.] 


38.38.740 Misconduct of a prisoner. Any person 
subject to this code who, while in the hands of the en- 
emy in time of war: 

(1) For the purpose of securing favorable treatment 
by his captors acts without proper authority in a manner 
contrary to law, custom, or regulation, to the detriment 
of others of whatever nationality held by the enemy as 
civilian or military prisoners; or 

(2) While in a position of authority over such persons 
maltreats them without justifiable cause; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 104.] 


38.38.744 False official statements. Any person sub- 
ject to this code who, with intent to deceive, signs any 
false record, return, regulation, order, or other official 
document, knowing it to be false, or makes any other 
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false official statement knowing it to be false, shall be 
punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 
105.] 


38.38.748 Military property Loss, damage, de- 
struction, or wrongful disposition. Any person subject to 
this code who, without proper authority: 

(1) Sells or otherwise disposes of; 

(2) Wilfully or through neglect damages, destroys, or 
loses; or 

(3) Wilfully or through neglect suffers to be damaged, 
destroyed, sold or wrongfully disposed of; 
any military property of the United States or of the state 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 106.] 


38.38.752 Property other than military property 
Waste, spoilage, or destruction. Any person subject to 
this code who, while in a duty status, wilfully or reck- 
lessly wastes, spoils, or otherwise wilfully and wrongfully 
destroys or damages any property other than military 
property of the United States or of the state shall be 
punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 
107.] 


38.38.756 Improper hazarding of vessel. (1) Any 
person subject to this code who wilfully and wrongfully 
hazards or suffers to be hazarded any vessel of the 
armed forces of the United States or of the state mili- 
tary forces shall be punished as a court martial may 
direct. 

(2) Any person subject to this code who negligently 
hazards or suffers to be hazarded any vessel of the 
armed forces of the United States or of the state mili- 
tary forces shall be punished as a court martial may di- 
rect. [1963 c 220 § 108.] 


38.38.760 Drunken or reckless driving. Any person 
subject to this code who operates any vehicle while 
drunk, or in a reckless or wanton manner, shall be pun- 
ished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 109.] 


38.38.764 Drunk on duty— Sleeping on post—— 
Leaving post before relief. Any person subject to this 
code who is found drunk on duty or sleeping upon his 
post, or who leaves his post before he is regularly re- 
lieved, shall be punished as a court martial may direct. 
[1963 c 220 § 110.] 


38.38.768 Dueling. Any person subject to this code 
who fights or promotes, or is concerned in or connives at 
fighting a duel, or who, having knowledge of a challenge 
sent or about to be sent, fails to report the fact promptly 
to the proper authority, shall be punished as a court 
martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 111.] 


38.38.772 Malingering. Any person subject to this 
code who for the purpose of avoiding work, duty or ser- 
vice in the state military forces: 

(1) Feigns illness, physical disablement, mental lapse 
or derangement; or 
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(2) Intentionally inflicts self-injury; 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 112.] 


38.38.776 Riot or breach of peace. Any person sub- 
ject to this code who causes or participates in any riot or 
breach of the peace shall be punished as a court martial 
may direct. [1963 c 220 § 113.] 


38.38.780 Provoking speeches or gestures. Any per- 
son subject to this code who uses provoking or reproach- 
ful words or gestures toward any other person subject to 
this code shall be punished as a court martial may di- 
rect. [1963 c 220 § 114.] 


38.38.784 Perjury. Any person subject to this code 
who in a judicial proceeding or in a course of justice 
conducted under this code wilfully and corruptly gives, 
upon a lawful oath or in any form allowed by law to be 
substituted for an oath, any false testimony material to 
the issue or matter of inquiry is guilty of perjury and 
shall be punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 
220 § 115.] 


38.38.788 Frauds against the government. Any per- 
son subject to this code: 

(1) Who, knowing it to be false or fraudulent: 

(a) Makes any claim against the United States, the 
state, or any officer thereof; or 

(b) Presents to any person in the civil or military ser- 
vice thereof, for approval or payment any claim against 
the United States, the state, or any officer thereof; 

(2) Who, for the purpose of obtaining the approval, 
allowance, or payment of any claim against the United 
States, the state, or any officer thereof: 

(a) Makes or uses any writing or other paper knowing 
it to contain any false or fraudulent statements; 

(b) Makes any oath to any fact or to any writing or 
other paper knowing the oath to be false; or 

(c) Forges or counterfeits any signature upon any 
writing or other paper, or uses any such signature know- 
ing it to be forged or counterfeited; 

(3) Who, having charge, possession, custody, or con- 
trol of any money, or other property of the United States 
or the state, furnished or intended for the armed forces 
of the United States or the state military forces, know- 
ingly delivers to any person having authority to receive 
it, any amount thereof less than that for which he re- 
ceives a certificate or receipt; or 

(4) Who, being authorized to make or deliver any pa- 
per certifying the receipt of any property of the United 
States or the state, furnished or intended for the armed 
forces of the United States or the state military forces, 
makes or delivers to any person such writing without 
having full knowledge of the truth of the statements 
therein contained and with intent to defraud the United 
States or the state; 
shall, upon conviction, be punished as a court martial 
may direct. [1963 c 220 § 116.] 
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38.38.792 Larceny and wrongful appropriation. (1) 
Any person subject to this code who wrongfully takes, 
obtains, or withholds, by any means, from the possession 
of the owner or of any other person any money, personal 
property, or article of value of any kind: 

(a) With intent permanently to deprive or defraud 
another person of the use and benefit of property or to 
appropriate it to his own use or the use of any person 
other than the owner, steals that property and is guilty 
of larceny; or 

(b) With intent temporarily to deprive or defraud an- 
other person of the use and benefit of property or to ap- 
propriate it to his own use or the use of any person other 
than the owner, is guilty of wrongful appropriation. 

(2) Any person found guilty of larceny or wrongful 
appropriation shall be punished as a court martial may 
direct. [1963 c 220 § 117.] 


38.38.796 Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman. Any commissioned officer who is convicted of 
conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman shall be 
punished as a court martial may direct. [1963 c 220 § 
118.] 


38.38.800 General article. Though not specifically 
mentioned in this code, all disorders and neglects to the 
prejudice of good order and discipline in the state mili- 
tary forces, of which persons subject to this code may be 
guilty, shall be taken cognizance of by a general, special 
or summary court martial, according to the nature and 
degree of the offense, and shall be punished at the dis- 
cretion of that court. However, cognizance may not be 
taken of, and jurisdiction may not be extended to, the 
crimes of murder, manslaughter, rape, robbery, maim- 
ing, sodomy, arson, extortion, assault, burglary, or 
housebreaking, jurisdiction of which is reserved to civil 
courts. [1963 c 220 § 119.] 


PART XI——MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


38.38.840 Courts of inquiry. (1) Courts of inquiry to 
investigate any matter may be convened by the governor 
or by any other person designated by the governor for 
that purpose, whether or not the persons involved have 
requested such an inquiry: Provided, That upon the re- 
quest of the officer involved such an inquiry shall be in- 
stituted as hereinabove set forth. 

(2) A court of inquiry consists of three or more com- 
missioned officers. For each court of inquiry the conven- 
ing authority shall also appoint counsel for the court. 

(3) Any person subject to this code whose conduct is 
subject to inquiry shall be designated as a party. Any 
person subject to this code or employed in the division of 
military and naval affairs, who has a direct interest in 
the subject of inquiry has the right to be designated as a 
party upon request to the court. Any person designated 
as a party shall be given due notice and has the right to 
be present, to be represented by counsel, to cross—ex- 
amine witnesses, and to introduce evidence. 

(4) Members of a court of inquiry may be challenged 
by a party, but only for cause stated to the court. 
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(5) The members, counsel, the reporter, and interpre- 
ters of courts of inquiry shall take an oath or affirmation 
to faithfully perform their duties. 

(6) Witnesses may be summoned to appear and testify 
and be examined before courts of inquiry, as provided 
for courts martial. 

(7) Courts of inquiry shall make findings of fact but 
may not express opinions or make recommendations un- 
less required to do so by the convening authority. 

(8) Each court of inquiry shall keep a record of its 
proceedings, which shall be authenticated by the signa- 
tures of the president and counsel for the court and for- 
warded to the convening authority. If the record cannot 
be authenticated by the president, it shall be signed by a 
member in lieu of the president. If the record cannot be 
authenticated by the counsel for the court, it shall be 
signed by a member in lieu of the counsel. [1963 c 220 § 
120.] 


38.38.844 Authority to administer oaths. (1) The 
following members of the state military forces may ad- 
minister oaths for the purposes of military administra- 
tion, including military justice, and affidavits may be 
taken for those purposes before persons having the gen- 
eral powers of a notary public: 

(a) The state judge advocate and all assistant state 
judge advocates. 

(b) All law specialists. 

(c) All summary courts martial. 

(d) All adjutants, assistant adjutants, acting adju- 
tants, and personnel adjutants. 

(e) All commanding officers of the naval militia. 

(f) All legal officers. 

(g) The president, law officer, trial counsel, and as- 
sistant trial counsel for all general and special courts 
martial. 

(h) The president and the counsel for the court of any 
court of inquiry. 

(i) All officers designated to take a deposition. 

(j) All persons detailed to conduct an investigation; 
and 

(k) All other persons designated by regulations of the 
governor. 

(2) Officers of the state military forces may not be 
authorized to administer oaths as provided in this section 
unless they are on active duty in or with those forces 
under orders of the governor as prescribed in this code. 

(3) The signature without seal of any such person, to- 
gether with the title of his office, is prima facie evidence 
of his authority. [1963 c 220 § 121.] 


38.38.848 Sections to be explained. RCW 38.38.008, 
38.38.012, 38.38.064 through 38.38.132, 38.38.252, 38- 
38.260, 38.38.372, 38.38.480, 38.38.624 through 38.38- 
.792, and 38.38.848 through 38.38.860 shall be carefully 
explained to every enlisted member at the time of his 
enlistment or transfer or induction into, or at the time of 
his order to duty in or with any of the state military 
forces or within thirty days thereafter. They shall also be 
explained annually to each unit of the state military 
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forces. A complete text of this code and of the regula- 
tions prescribed by the governor thereunder shall be 
made available to any member of the state military 
forces, upon his request, for his personal examination.

38.38.856 Redress of injuries to property. (1) When- 
ever complaint is made to any commanding officer that 
wilful damage has been done to the property of any per- 
son or that his property has been wrongfully taken by 
members of the state military forces, he may, subject to 
such regulations as the governor may prescribe, convene 
a board to investigate the complaint. The board shall 
consist of from one to three commissioned officers and, 
for the purpose of that investigation, it has power to 
summon witnesses and examine them upon oath or af- 
firmation, to receive depositions or other documentary 
evidence, and to assess the damages sustained against 
the responsible parties. The assessment of damages made 
by the board is subject to the approval of the command- 
ing officer, and in the amount approved by him shall be 
charged against the pay of the offenders. The order of 
the commanding officer directing charges herein author- 
ized is conclusive, except as provided in subsection (3) 
hereof, on any disbursing officer for the payment by him 
to the injured parties of the damages so assessed and 
approved. 

(2) If the offenders cannot be ascertained, but the or- 
ganization or detachment to which they belong is known, 
charges totaling the amount of damages assessed and 
approved may be paid to the injured parties from the 
military funds of the units of the state military forces to 
which the offenders belonged. 

(3) Any person subject to this code who is accused of 
causing wilful damage to property has the right to be 
represented by counsel, to summon witnesses in his be- 
half, and to cross-examine those appearing against him. 
He has the right of appeal to the next higher com- 
mander. [1963 c 220 § 124.] 


38.38.860 Execution of process and sentence. In the 
state military forces not in federal service, the processes 
and sentences of its courts martial shall be executed by 
the civil officers prescribed by the laws of the state. 
[1963 c 220 § 125.] 


38.38.864 Process of military courts. (1) Military 
courts may issue any process or mandate necessary to 
carry into effect their powers. Such a court may issue 
subpoenas and subpoenas duces tecum and enforce by 
attachment attendance of witnesses and production of 
books and records, when it is sitting within the state and 
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the witnesses, books and records sought are also so 
located. 

(2) Process and mandates may be issued by summary 
courts martial, provost courts, or the president of other 
military courts and may be directed to and may be exe- 
cuted by the marshals of the military court or any peace 
officer and shall be in such form as may be prescribed 
by regulations issued under this code. 

(3) All officers to whom process or mandates may be 
so directed shall execute them and make return of their 
acts thereunder according to the requirements of those 
documents. Except as otherwise specifically provided in 
this code, no such officer may demand or require pay- 
ment of any fee or charge for receiving, executing, or 
returning such a process or mandate or for any service in 
connection therewith. [1963 c 220 § 126.] 


38.38.868 Payment of fines and disposition thereof. 
Fines imposed by a military court may be paid to it or to 
an officer executing its process. The amount of such a 
fine may be noted upon any state roll or account for pay 
of the delinquent and deducted from any pay or allow- 
ance due or thereafter to become due him, until the fine 
is liquidated. Any sum so deducted shall be turned in to 
the military court which imposed the fine. Notwith- 
standing any other law, the officer collecting a fine or 
penalty imposed by a military court upon an officer or 
enlisted man shall pay it within thirty days to the state 
treasurer. Such a fine becomes a part of, is credited to, 
and may be spent from, the military fund of the organi- 
zation or detachment to which the officer or enlisted 
man who paid the fine belonged. The treasurer of the 
state shall then report the amount thereof designating 
the organization or detachment to which it belongs, to 
the adjutant general of the state, and shall pay it over to 
the organization or detachment on request of its com- 
manding officer.

38.38.872 Immunity for action of military courts. No 
accused may bring an action or proceeding against the 
convening authority or a member of a military court or 
officer or person acting under its authority or reviewing 
its proceedings because of the approval, imposition, or 
execution of any sentence or the imposition or collection 
of a fine or penalty, or the execution of any process or 
mandate of a military court. [1963 c 220 § 128.] 


38.38.876 Presumption of jurisdiction. The jurisdic- 
tion of the military courts and boards established by this 
code shall be presumed and the burden of proof rests on 
any person seeking to oust those courts or boards of ju- 
risdiction in any action or proceeding.

38.38.880 Delegation of authority by the governor. 
The governor may delegate any authority vested in him 
under this code, and may provide for the subdelegation 
of any such authority, except the power given him by 
RCW 38.38.192 and 38.38.240.

Members of the militia ordered into active service 
of the state by any proper authority shall not be liable 
civilly or criminally for any act or acts done by them 
while on such duty nor shall any action lie against any 
officer or enlisted man for any acts done by him in line 
of duty by virtue of any order which may thereafter be 
held invalid by any civil court. When a suit or proceed- 
ing shall be commenced in any court by any person

suffering from injury or damage, resulting from disasters 
caused by all hazards, whether natural or man-made, 
and to provide support for search and rescue operations 
for persons and property in distress. However, "emer- 
gency management" or "comprehensive emergency 
management" does not mean preparation for emergency 
evacuation or relocation of residents in anticipation of 
nuclear attack. 

(2) "Local organization for emergency services or 
management" means an organization created in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this chapter by state or local 
authority to perform local emergency management 
functions. 

(3) "Political subdivision" means any county, city or 
town. 

(4) "Emergency worker" means any person who is 
registered with a local emergency management organi- 
zation or the department of community development and 
holds an identification card issued by the local emer- 
gency management director or the department of com- 
munity development for the purpose of engaging in 
authorized emergency management activities or is an 
employee of the state of Washington or any political 
subdivision thereof who is called upon to perform emer- 
gency management activities. 

(5) "Injury" as used in this chapter shall mean and 
include accidental injuries and/or occupational diseases 
arising out of emergency management activities. 

(6) "Emergency or disaster" as used in this chapter 
shall mean an event or set of circumstances which: (a) 
Demands immediate action to preserve public health, 
protect life, protect public property, or to provide relief 
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to any stricken community overtaken by such occurren- 
ces, or (b) reaches such a dimension or degree of de- 
structiveness as to warrant the governor declaring a state 
of emergency pursuant to RCW 43.06.010. 

(7) "Search and rescue" means the acts of searching 
for, rescuing, or recovering by means of ground, marine, 
or air activity any person who becomes lost, injured, or 
is killed while outdoors or as a result of a natural or 
man-made disaster, including instances involving 
searches for downed aircraft when ground personnel are 
used. Nothing in this section shall affect appropriate ac- 
tivity by the department of transportation under chapter 
47.68 RCW. 

(8) "Executive head" and "executive heads" means 
the county executive in those charter counties with an 
elective office of county executive, however designated, 
and, in the case of other counties, the county legislative 
authority. In the case of cities and towns, it means the 
mayor. 

(9) "Director" means the director of community 
development. 

(10) "Local director" means the director of a local 
organization of emergency management or emergency 
services. 

(11) "Department" means the department of commu- 
nity development.

38.52.020 Declaration of policy and purpose. (1) Be- 
cause of the existing and increasing possibility of the oc- 
currence of disasters of unprecedented size and 
destructiveness as defined in RCW 38.52.010(6), and in 
order to insure that preparations of this state will be ad- 
equate to deal with such disasters, to insure the admin- 
istration of state and federal programs providing disaster 
relief to individuals, and further to insure adequate sup- 
port for search and rescue operations, and generally to 
protect the public peace, health, and safety, and to pre- 
serve the lives and property of the people of the state, it 
is hereby found and declared to be necessary: 

(a) To provide for emergency management by the 
state, and to authorize the creation of local organizations 
for emergency management in the political subdivisions 
of the state; 

(b) To confer upon the governor and upon the execu- 
tive heads of the political subdivisions of the state the 
emergency powers provided herein; 

(c) To provide for the rendering of mutual aid among 
the political subdivisions of the state and with other 
states and to cooperate with the federal government with 
respect to the carrying out of emergency management 
functions; 

(d) To provide a means of compensating emergency 
management workers who may suffer any injury, as 
herein defined, or death; who suffer economic harm in- 
cluding personal property damage or loss; or who incur 
expenses for transportation, telephone or other methods 
of communication, and the use of personal supplies as a 
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result of participation in emergency management activi- 
ties; and 

(e) To provide programs, with intergovernmental co- 
operation, to educate and train the public to be prepared 
for emergencies. 

(2) It is further declared to be the purpose of this 
chapter and the policy of the state that all emergency 
management functions of this state and its political sub- 
divisions be coordinated to the maximum extent with the 
comparable functions of the federal government includ- 
ing its various departments and agencies of other states 
and localities, and of private agencies of every type, to 
the end that the most effective preparation and use may 
be made of the nation's manpower, resources, and facili- 
ties for dealing with any disaster that may occur. [1986

38.52.030 Director——Comprehensive emergency 
management plan——Communications coordinating 
committee——State coordinator of search and rescue 
operations——State program for emergency assist- 
ance——State coordinator for radioactive and hazardous 
waste emergency response programs. (1) The director 
may employ such personnel and may make such ex- 
penditures within the appropriation therefor, or from 
other funds made available for purposes of emergency 
management, as may be necessary to carry out the pur- 
poses of this chapter. 

(2) The director, subject to the direction and control 
of the governor, shall be responsible to the governor for 
carrying out the program for emergency management of 
this state. The director shall coordinate the activities of 
all organizations for emergency management within the 
state, and shall maintain liaison with and cooperate with 
emergency management agencies and organizations of 
other states and of the federal government, and shall 
have such additional authority, duties, and responsibili- 
ties authorized by this chapter, as may be prescribed by 
the governor. 

(3) The director shall develop and maintain a com- 
prehensive, all-hazard emergency plan for the state 
which shall include an analysis of the natural and man— 
caused hazards which could affect the state of 
Washington, and shall include the procedures to be used 
during emergencies for coordinating local resources, as 
necessary, and the resources of all state agencies, de- 
partments, commissions, and boards. The comprehen- 
sive, all-hazard emergency plan authorized under this 
subsection may not include preparation for emergency 
evacuation or relocation of residents in anticipation of 
nuclear attack. This plan shall be known as the compre- 
hensive emergency management plan. 

(4) In accordance with the comprehensive emergency 
management plans and the programs for the emergency 
management of this state, the director shall procure 
supplies and equipment, institute training programs and 
public information programs, and shall take all other 
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preparatory steps, including the partial or full mobiliza- 
tion of emergency management organizations in advance 
of actual disaster, to insure the furnishing of adequately 
trained and equipped forces of emergency management 
personnel in time of need. 

(5) The director shall make such studies and surveys 
of the industries, resources, and facilities in this state as 
may be necessary to ascertain the capabilities of the 
state for emergency management, and shall plan for the 
most efficient emergency use thereof. 

(6) The director may appoint a communications coor- 
dinating committee consisting of six to eight persons 
with the director, or his or her designee, as chairman 
thereof. Three of the members shall be appointed from 
qualified, trained and experienced telephone communi- 
cations administrators or engineers actively engaged in 
such work within the state of Washington at the time of 
appointment, and three of the members shall be ap- 
pointed from qualified, trained and experienced radio 
communication administrators or engineers actively en- 
gaged in such work within the state of Washington at 
the time of appointment. This committee shall advise the 
director on all aspects of the communications and warn- 
ing systems and facilities operated or controlled under 
the provisions of this chapter. 

(7) The director shall appoint a state coordinator of 
search and rescue operations to coordinate those state 
resources, services and facilities (other than those for 
which the state director of aeronautics is directly re- 
sponsible) requested by political subdivisions in support 
of search and rescue operations, and on request to main- 
tain liaison with and coordinate the resources, services, 
and facilities of political subdivisions when more than 
one political subdivision is engaged in joint search and 
rescue operations. 

(8) The director, subject to the direction and control 
of the governor, shall prepare and administer a state 
program for emergency assistance to individuals within 
the state who are victims of a natural or man-made dis- 
aster, as defined by RCW 38.52.010(6). Such program 
may be integrated into and coordinated with disaster as- 
sistance plans and programs of the federal government 
which provide to the state, or through the state to any 
political subdivision thereof, services, equipment, sup- 
plies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan 
for purposes of assistance to individuals affected by a 
disaster. Further, such program may include, but shall 
not be limited to, grants, loans, or gifts of services, 
equipment, supplies, materials, or funds of the state, or 
any political subdivision thereof, to individuals who, as a 
result of a disaster, are in need of assistance and who 
meet standards of eligibility for disaster assistance es- 
tablished by the department of social and health ser- 
vices: Provided, however, That nothing herein shall be 
construed in any manner inconsistent with the provisions 
of Article VIII, section 5 or section 7 of the Washington 
state Constitution. 

(9) The director shall appoint a state coordinator for 
radioactive and hazardous waste emergency response 
programs. The coordinator shall consult with the state 
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radiation control officer in matters relating to radioac- 
tive materials. The duties of the state coordinator for 
radioactive and hazardous waste emergency response 
programs shall include: 

(a) Assessing the current needs and capabilities of 
state and local radioactive and hazardous waste emer- 
gency response teams on an ongoing basis; 

(b) Coordinating training programs for state and local 
officials for the purpose of updating skills relating to 
emergency response; 

(c) Utilizing appropriate training programs such as 
those offered by the federal emergency management 
agency, the department of transportation and the envi- 
ronmental protection agency; and 

(d) Undertaking other duties in this area that are 
deemed appropriate by the director.

38.52.050 Governor's general powers and duties. (1) 
The governor, through the director, shall have general 
supervision and control of the emergency management 
functions in the department, and shall be responsible for 
the carrying out of the provisions of this chapter, and in 
the event of disaster beyond local control, may assume 
direct operational control over all or any part of the 
emergency management functions within this state. 

(2) In performing his or her duties under this chapter, 
the governor is authorized to cooperate with the federal 
government, with other states, and with private agencies 
in all matters pertaining to the emergency management 
of this state and of the nation. 

(3) In performing his or her duties under this chapter 
and to effect its policy and purpose, the governor is fur- 
ther authorized and empowered: 

(a) To make, amend, and rescind the necessary or- 
ders, rules, and regulations to carry out the provisions of 
this chapter within the limits of the authority conferred 
upon him herein, with due consideration of the plans of 
the federal government; 

(b) On behalf of this state, to enter into mutual aid 
arrangements with other states and territories, or pro- 
vinces of the Dominion of Canada and to coordinate 
mutual aid plans between political subdivisions of this 
State; 

(c) To delegate any administrative authority vested in 
him under this chapter, and to provide for the subdele- 
gation of any such authority; 

(d) To appoint, with the advice of local authorities, 
metropolitan or regional area coordinators, or both, 
when practicable; 

(e) To cooperate with the president and the heads of 
the armed forces, the emergency management agency of 
the United States, and other appropriate federal officers 
and agencies, and with the officers and agencies of other 
states in matters pertaining to the emergency manage- 
ment of the state and nation.

38.52.070 Local organizations authorized——Joint 
establishment, operation Emergency powers, proce- 
dures. (1) Each political subdivision of this state is 
hereby authorized and directed to establish a local or- 
ganization for emergency management in accordance 
with the state emergency management plan and pro- 
gram: Provided, That a political subdivision proposing 
such establishment shall submit its plan and program for 
emergency management to the state director and secure 
his or her recommendations thereon, and certification 
for consistency with the state comprehensive emergency 
management plan, in order that the plan of the local or- 
ganization for emergency management may be coordi- 
nated with the plan and program of the state. No 
political subdivision may be required to include in its 
plan provisions for the emergency evacuation or reloca- 
tion of residents in anticipation of nuclear attack. If the 
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director's recommendations are adverse to the plan as 
submitted, and, if the local organization does not agree 
to the director's recommendations for modification to 
the proposal, the matter shall be referred to the council 
for final action. The director may authorize two or more 
political subdivisions to join in the establishment and 
. operation of a local organization for emergency man- 
agement as circumstances may warrant, in which case 
each political subdivision shall contribute to the cost of 
emergency management upon such fair and equitable 
basis as may be determined upon by the executive heads 
of the constituent subdivisions. If in any case the execu- 
tive heads cannot agree upon the proper division of cost 
the matter shall be referred to the council for arbitration 
and its decision shall be final. When two or more politi- 
cal subdivisions join in the establishment and operation 
of a local organization for emergency management each 
shall pay its share of the cost into a special pooled fund 
to be administered by the treasurer of the most populous 
subdivision, which fund shall be known as the 
ee emergency management fund. Each local 
organization for emergency management shall have a 
director who shall be appointed by the executive head of 
the political subdivision, and who shall have direct re- 
sponsibility for the organization, administration, and op- 
eration of such local organization for emergency 
management, subject to the direction and control of such 
executive officer or officers. In the case of a jointly es- 
tablished and operated organization for emergency man- 
agement, the director shall be appointed by the joint 
action of the executive heads of the constituent political 
subdivisions. Each local organization for emergency 
management shall perform emergency management 
functions within the territorial limits of the political 
subdivision within which it is organized, and, in addition, 
shall conduct such functions outside of such territorial 
limits as may be required pursuant to the provisions of 
this chapter. 

(2) In carrying out the provisions of this chapter each 
political subdivision, in which any disaster as described 
in RCW 38.52.020 occurs, shall have the power to enter 
into contracts and incur obligations necessary to combat 
such disaster, protecting the health and safety of persons 
and property, and providing emergency assistance to the 
victims of such disaster. Each political subdivision is 
authorized to exercise the powers vested under this sec- 
tion in the light of the exigencies of an extreme emer- 
gency situation without regard to time-consuming 
procedures and formalities prescribed by law (excepting 
mandatory constitutional requirements), including, but 
not limited to, budget law limitations, requirements of 
competitive bidding and publication of notices, provi- 
sions pertaining to the performance of public work, en- 
tering into contracts, the incurring of obligations, the 
employment of temporary workers, the rental of equip- 
ment, the purchase of supplies and materials, the levying 
of taxes, and the appropriation and expenditures of pub- 
lic funds.

(1) The director of each local organization 
for emergency management may, in collaboration with 
other public and private agencies within this state, de- 
velop or cause to be developed mutual aid arrangements 
for reciprocal emergency management aid and assistance 
in case of disaster too great to be dealt with unassisted. 
Such arrangements shall be consistent with the state 
emergency management plan and program, and in time 
of emergency it shall be the duty of each local organiza- 
tion for emergency management to render assistance in 
accordance with the provisions of such mutual aid ar- 
rangements. The director of community development 
shall adopt and distribute a standard form of contract 
for use by local organizations in understanding and car- 
rying out said mutual aid arrangements. 

(2) The director of community development and the 
director of each local organization for emergency man- 
agement may, subject to the approval of the governor, 
enter into mutual aid arrangements with emergency 
management agencies or organizations in other states for 
reciprocal emergency management aid and assistance in 
case of disaster too great to be dealt with unassisted. All 
such arrangements shall be pursuant to either of the 
compacts contained in subsection (2) (a) or (b) of this 
section. 

(a) The legislature recognizes that the compact lan- 
guage contained in this subsection is inadequate to meet 
many forms of emergencies. For this reason, after June 
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7, 1984, the state may not enter into any additional 
compacts under this subsection (2)(a). 


INTERSTATE CIVIL DEFENSE AND DISASTER 
COMPACT 

The contracting States solemnly agree: 

Article 1. The purpose of this compact is to provide 
mutual aid among the States in meeting any emergency 
or disaster from enemy attack or other cause (natural or 
otherwise) including sabotage and subversive acts and 
direct attacks by bombs, shellfire, and atomic, radiologi- 
cal, chemical, bacteriological means, and other weapons. 
The prompt, full and effective utilization of the re- 
sources of the respective States, including such resources 
as may be available from the United States Government 
or any other source, are essential to the safety, care and 
welfare of the people thereof in the event of enemy ac- 
tion or other emergency, and any other resources, in- 
cluding personnel, equipment or supplies, shall be 
incorporated into a plan or plans of mutual aid to be 
developed among the civil defense agencies or similar 
bodies of the States that are parties hereto. The Direc- 
tors of Civil Defense (Emergency Services) of all party 
States shall constitute a committee to formulate plans 
and take all necessary steps for the implementation of 
this compact. 

Article 2. It shall be the duty of each party State to 
formulate civil defense plans and programs for applica- 
tion within such State. There shall be frequent consulta- 
tion between the representatives of the States and with 
the United States Government and the free exchange of 
information and plans, including inventories of any ma- 
terials and equipment available for civil defense. In car- 
rying out such civil defense plans and programs the 
party States shall so far as possible provide and follow 
uniform standards, practices and rules and regulations 
including: 

(a) Insignia, arm bands and any other distinctive arti- 
cles to designate and distinguish the different civil de- 
fense services; 

(b) Blackouts and practice blackouts, air raid drills, 
mobilization of civil defense forces and other tests and 
exercises; 

(c) Warnings and signals for drills or attacks and the 
mechanical devices to be used in connection therewith; 

(d) The effective screening or extinguishing of all 
lights and lighting devices and appliances; 

(e) Shutting off water mains, gas mains, electric 
power connections and the suspension of all other utility 
services; j 

(f) All materials or equipment used or to be used for 
civil defense purposes in order to assure that such mate- 
rials and equipment will be easily and freely inter- 
changeable when used in or by any other party State; 

(g) The conduct of civilians and the movement and 
cessation of movement of pedestrians and vehicular traf- 
fic, prior, during, and subsequent to drills or attacks; 

(h) The safety of public meetings or gatherings; and 

(i) Mobile support units. 

Article 3. Any party State requested to render mutual 
aid shall take such action as is necessary to provide and 
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make available the resources covered by this compact in 
accordance with the terms hereof; provided that it is un- 
derstood that the State rendering aid may withhold re- 
sources to the extent necessary to provide reasonable 
protection for such State. Each party State shall extend 
to the civil defense forces of any other party State, while 
operating within its State limits under the terms and 
conditions of this compact, the same powers (except that 
of arrest unless specifically authorized by the receiving 
State), duties, rights, privileges and immunities as if 
they were performing their duties in the State in which 
normally employed or rendering services. Civil defense 
forces will continue under the command and control of 
their regular leaders but the organizational units will 
come under the operational control of the civil defense 
authorities of the State receiving assistance. 

Article 4. Whenever any person holds a license, cer- 
tificate or other permit issued by any State evidencing 
the meeting of qualifications for professional, mechani- 
cal or other skills, such person may render aid involving 
such skill in any party State to meet an emergency or 
disaster and such State shall give due recognition to such 
license, certificate or other permit as if issued in the 
State in which aid is rendered. 

Article 5. No party State or its officers or employees 
rendering aid in another State pursuant to this compact 
shall be liable on account of any act or omission in good 
faith on the part of such forces while so engaged, or on 
account of the maintenance or use of any equipment or 
supplies in connection therewith. 

Article 6. Inasmuch as it is probable that the pattern 
and detail of the machinery for mutual aid among two 
or more states may differ from that appropriate among 
other States party hereto, this instrument contains ele- 
ments of a broad base common to all States, and nothing 
herein contained shall preclude any State from entering 
into supplementary agreements with another State or 
States. Such supplementary agreements may compre- 
hend, but shall not be limited to, provisions for evacua- 
tion and reception of injured and other persons, and the 
exchange of medical, fire, police, public utility, recon- 
naissance, welfare, transportation and communications 
personnel, equipment and supplies. 

Article 7. Each party State shall provide for the pay- 
ment of compensation and death benefits to injured 
members of the civil defense forces of that State and the 
representatives of deceased members of such forces in 
case such members sustain injuries or are killed while 
rendering aid pursuant to this compact, in the same 
manner and on the same terms as if the injury or death 
were sustained within such State. 

Article 8. Any party State rendering aid in another 
State pursuant to this compact shall be reimbursed by 
the party State receiving such aid for any loss or damage 
to, or expense incurred in the operation of any equip- 
ment answering a request for aid, and for the cost in- 
curred in connection with such requests; provided, that 
any aiding State may assume in whole or in part such 
loss, damage, expense, or other cost, or may loan such 
equipment or donate such services to the receiving party 
State without charge or cost; and provided further that

any two or more party States may enter into supple- 
mentary agreements establishing a different allocation of 
costs as among those States. The United States Govern- 
ment may relieve the party State receiving aid from any 
liability and reimburse the party State supplying civil 
defense forces for the compensation paid to and the 
transportation, subsistence and maintenance expenses of 
such forces during the time of the rendition of such aid 
or assistance outside the State and may also pay fair and 
reasonable compensation for the use or utilization of the 
supplies, materials, equipment or facilities so utilized or 
consumed. 

Article 9. Plans for the orderly evacuation and recep- 
tion of the civilian population as the result of an emer- 
gency or disaster shall be worked out from time to time 
between representatives of the party States and the vari- 
ous local civil defense areas thereof. Such plans shall in- 
clude the manner of transporting such evacuees, the 
number of evacuees to be received in different areas, the 
manner in which food, clothing, housing, and medical 
care will be provided, the registration of the evacuees, 
the providing of facilities for the notification of relatives 
or friends and the forwarding of such evacuees to other 
areas or the bringing in of additional materials, supplies, 
and all other relevant factors. Such plans shall provide 
that the party State receiving evacuees shall be reim- 
bursed generally for the out—of—pocket expenses incurred 
in receiving and caring for such evacuees, for expendi- 
tures for transportation, food, clothing, medicines and 
medical care and like items. Such expenditures shall be 
reimbursed by the party State of which the evacuees are 
residents, or by the United States Government under 
plans approved by it. After the termination of the emer- 
gency or disaster the party State of which the evacuees 
are resident shall assume the responsibility for the ulti- 
mate support or repatriation of such evacuees. 

Article 10. This compact shall be available to any 
State, territory or possession of the United States, and 
the District of Columbia. The term "State" may also in- 
clude any neighboring foreign country or province or 
state thereof. 

Article 11. The committee established pursuant to 
Article 1 of this compact may request the Civil Defense 
Agency of the United States Government to act as an 
informational and coordinating body under this compact, 
and representatives of such agency of the United States 
Government may attend meetings of such committee. 

Article 12. This compact shall become operative im- 
mediately upon its ratification by any State as between 
it and any other State or States so ratifying and shall be 
subject to approval by Congress unless prior Congres- 
sional approval has been given. Duly authenticated cop- 
ies of this compact and of such supplementary 
agreements as may be entered into shall, at the time of 
their approval, be deposited with each of the party 
States and with the Civil Defense Agency and other ap- 
propriate agencies of the United States Government. 

Article 13. This compact shall continue in force and 
remain binding on each party State until the legislature 
or the Governor of such party State takes action to 
withdraw therefrom. Such action shall not be effective 
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until 30 days after notice thereof has been sent by the 
Governor of the party State desiring to withdraw to the 
Governors of all other party States. 

Article 14. This compact shall be construed to effec- 
tuate the purposes stated in Article 1 hereof. If any pro- 
vision of this compact is declared unconstitutional, or the 
applicability thereof to any person or circumstance is 
held invalid, the constitutionality of the remainder of 
this compact and the applicability thereof to other per- 
sons and circumstances shall not be effected thereby. 

Article 15. (a) This Article shall be in effect only as 
among those states which have enacted it into law or in 
which the Governors have adopted it pursuant to consti- 
tutional or statutory authority sufficient to give it the 
force of law as part of this compact. Nothing contained 
in this Article or in any supplementary agreement made 
in implementation thereof shall be construed to abridge, 
impair or supersede any other provision of this compact 
or any obligation undertaken by a State pursuant 
thereto, except that if its terms so provide, a supplemen- 
tary agreement in implementation of this Article may 
modify, expand or add to any such obligation as among 
the parties to the supplementary agreement. 

(b) In addition to the occurrences, circumstances and 
subject matters to which preceding articles of this com- 
pact make it applicable, this compact and the authoriza- 
tions, entitlements and procedures thereof shall apply to: 

1. Searches for and rescue of person who are lost, 
marooned, or otherwise in danger. 

2. Action useful in coping with disasters arising from 
any cause or designed to increase the capability to cope 
with any such disasters. 

3. Incidents, or the imminence thereof, which endan- 
ger the health or safety of the public and which require 
the use of special equipment, trained personnel or per- 
sonnel in larger numbers than are locally available in 
order to reduce, counteract or remove the danger. 

4. The giving and receiving of aid by subdivisions of 
party States. 

5. Exercises, drills or other training or practice activi- 
ties designed to aid personnel to prepare for, cope with 
or prevent any disaster or other emergency to which this 
compact applies. 

(c) Except as expressly limited by this compact or a 
supplementary agreement in force pursuant thereto, any 
aid authorized by this compact or such supplementary 
agreement may be furnished by any agency of a party 
State, a subdivision of such State, or by a joint agency 
providing such aid shall be entitled to reimbursement 
therefor to the same extent and in the same manner as a 
State. The personnel of such a joint agency, when rend- 
ering aid pursuant to this compact shall have the same 
rights, authority and immunity as personnel of party 
States. 

(d) Nothing in this Article shall be construed to ex- 
clude from the coverage of Articles 1-15 of this compact 
any matter which, in the absence of this Article, could 
reasonably be construed to be covered thereby. 


(b) The compact language contained in this subsection 
(2)(b) is intended to deal comprehensively with emer- 
gencies requiring assistance from other states. 
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INTERSTATE MUTUAL AID COMPACT 
Purpose 

The purpose of this Compact is to provide voluntary as- 
sistance among participating states in responding to any 
disaster or imminent disaster, that over extends the abil- 
ity of local and state governments to reduce, counteract 
or remove the danger. Assistance may include, but not 
be limited to, rescue, fire, police, medical, communica- 
tion, transportation services and facilities to cope with 
problems which require use of special equipment, trained 
personnel or personnel in large numbers not locally 
available. 


Authorization 

Article I, Section 10 of the Constitution of the United 
States permits a state to enter into an agreement or 
compact with another state, subject to the consent of 
Congress. Congress, through enactment of Title 50 
U.S.C. Sections 2281(g), 2283 and the Executive De- 
partment, by issuance of Executive Orders No. 10186 of 
December 1, 1950, encourages the states to enter into 
emergency, disaster and civil defense mutual aid agree- 
ments or pacts. 


Implementation 
It is agreed by participating states that the following 
conditions will guide implementation of the Compact: 

1. Participating states through their designated offi- 
cials are authorized to request and to receive assistance 
from a participating state. Requests will be granted only 
if the requesting state is committed to the mitigation of 
the emergency, and other resources are not immediately 
available. 

2. Requests for assistance may be verbal or in writ- 
ing. If the request is made by other than written com- 
munication, it shall be confirmed in writing as soon as 
practical after the request. A written request shall pro- 
vide an itemization of equipment and operators, types of 
expertise, personnel or other resources needed. Each re- 
quest must be signed by an authorized official. 

3. Personnel and equipment of the aiding party 
made available to the requesting party shall, whenever 
possible, remain under the control and direction of the 
aiding party. The activities of personnel and equipment 
of the aiding party must be coordinated by the request- 
ing party. 

4. An aiding state shall have the right to withdraw 
some or all of their personnel and/or equipment when- 
ever the personnel or equipment are needed by that 
state. Notice of intention to withdraw should be com- 
municated to the requesting party as soon as possible. 


General Fiscal Provisions 

The state government of the requesting party shall re- 
imburse the state government of the aiding party. It is 
understood that reimbursement shall be made as soon as 
possible after the receipt by the requesting party of an 
itemized voucher requesting reimbursement of costs. 

1. Any party rendering aid pursuant to this Agree- 
ment shall be reimbursed by the state receiving such aid 
for any damage to, loss of, or expense incurred in the 
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operation of any equipment used in responding to a re- 
quest for aid, and for the cost incurred in connection 
with such requests. 

2. Any state rendering aid pursuant to this Agree- 
ment shall be reimbursed by the state receiving such aid 
for the cost of payment of compensation and death ben- 
efits to injured officers, agents, or employees and their 
dependents or representatives in the event such officers, 
agents, or employees sustain injuries or are killed while 
rendering aid pursuant to this arrangement, provided 
that such payments are made in the same manner and 
on the same terms as if the injury or death were sus- 
tained within such state. 


Privileges and Immunities 

1. All privileges and immunities from liability, ex- 
emptions from law, ordinances, rules, all pension, relief 
disability, workers' compensation, and other benefits 
which apply to the activity of officers, agents, or em- 
ployees when performing their respective functions 
within the territorial limits of their respective political 
subdivisions, shall apply to them to the same degree and 
extent while engaged in the performance of any of their 
functions and duties extra-territorially under the provi- 
sions of this Agreement. 

2. All privileges and immunities from liability, ex- 
emptions from law, ordinances, and rules, workers' com- 
pensation and other benefits which apply to duly 
enrolled or registered volunteers when performing their 
respective functions at the request of their state and 
within its territorial limits, shall apply to the same de- 
gree and extent while performing their functions extra— 
territorially under the provisions of this Agreement. 
Volunteers may include, but not be limited to, physi- 
cians, surgeons, nurses, dentists, structural engineers, 
and trained search and rescue volunteers. 

3. The signatory states, their political subdivisions, 
municipal corporations and other public agencies shall 
hold harmless the corresponding entities and personnel 
thereof from the other state with respect to the acts and 
omissions of its own agents and employees that occur 
while providing assistance pursuant to the common plan. 

4. Nothing in this arrangement shall be construed as 
repealing or impairing any existing Interstate Mutual 
Aid Agreements. 

5. Upon enactment of this Agreement by two or 
more states, and by January 1, annually thereafter, the 
participating states will exchange with each other the 
names of officials designated to request and/or provide 
services under this arrangement. In accordance with the 
cooperative nature of this arrangement, it shall be per- 
missible and desirable for the parties to exchange opera- 
tional procedures to be followed in requesting assistance 
and reimbursing expenses. 

6. This compact shall enter into force and become ef- 
fective and binding upon the states so acting when it has 
been enacted into law by any two states. Thereafter, this 
compact shall enter into force and become effective and 
binding as to any other of said states upon similar action 
by such state. 

7. This compact shall continue in force and remain 
binding upon a party state until it shall have enacted a 
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statute repealing the same and providing for the sending 
of formal written notice of withdrawal from the compact 
to the appropriate official of all other party states. An 
actual withdrawal shall not take effect until the thirtieth 
consecutive day after the notice provided in the statute 
has been sent. Such withdrawal shall not relieve the 
withdrawing state from its obligations assumed hereun- 
der prior to the effective date of withdrawal. [1987 c

services, etc. (1) Each political subdivision shall have the 
power to make appropriations in the manner provided by 
law for making appropriations for the ordinary expenses 
of such political subdivision for the payment of expenses 
of its local organization for emergency management. 

(2) Whenever the federal government or any agency 
or officer thereof shall offer to the state, or through the 
state to any political subdivision thereof, services, equip-

resulting increased costs of performance of the public 
works contract, by force majeure regulations, rules, allo- 
cations, or rulings issued by any federal, state, or other 
agency acting pursuant to any federal or state economic 
stabilization act, petroleum allocation act, or other leg- 
islation authorizing the same; or (b) the cost of petro- 
leum products for which has increased by more than 
twenty percent over the current market price thereof as 
the date of contract award, then the contractor may 
elect to terminate the contract in its entirety or to delete 
such portions of the work from the contract, and the 
state or municipality shall pay the contractor for all 
work performed prior to the date of termination of the 
contract or deletion of such work. The state or munici- 
pality shall also pay the contractor for all acceptable 
materials ordered by the contractor and delivered on the 
work site prior to the termination of the contract or de- 
letion of such work by the contractor. Such materials 
shall be purchased from the contractor by the state or 
the municipality at the actual cost of such material to 
the contractor and shall thereupon become the property 
of the state or municipality. No payment shall be made 
to the contractor for overhead costs or anticipated prof- 
its as to work not performed as a result of deletion of 
such work or termination of the contract. Amounts re- 
tained and accumulated under RCW 60.28.010 shall be 
held for a period of thirty days following the election of 
the contractor to terminate the contract in its entirety:

In lieu of advertisement and competi- 
tive bid, the agency shall solicit at least five quotations, 
confirmed in writing, from contractors chosen by ran- 
dom number generated by computer from the contrac- 
tors on the small works roster for the category of job 
type involved and shall award the work to the party with 
the lowest quotation or reject all quotations. If the 
agency is unable to solicit quotations from five qualified 
contractors on the small works roster for a particular 
project, then the project shall be advertised and compet- 
itively bid. The agency shall solicit quotations randomly 
from contractors on the small works roster in a manner 
which will equitably distribute the opportunity for these 
contracts among contractors on the roster: Provided, 
That whenever possible, the agency shall invite at least 
one proposal from a minority contractor who shall 
otherwise qualify to perform such work. Immediately 
after an award is made, the bid quotations obtained shall 
be recorded, open to public inspection, and available by 
telephone request. 
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(5) The breaking down of any public work or im- 
provement into units or accomplishing any public work 
or improvement by phases for the purpose of avoiding 
the minimum dollar amount for bidding is contrary to 
public policy and is prohibited. 

(6) The director of general administration shall adopt 
by rule a procedure to prequalify contractors for inclu- 
sion on the small works roster. Each agency shall follow 
the procedure adopted by the director of general admin- 
istration. No agency shall be required to make available 
for public inspection or copying under chapter 42.17 
RCW financial information required to be provided by 
the prequalification procedure.

(a) The rate of contribution irrevocably made by a 
contractor or subcontractor to a trustee or to a third 
person pursuant to a fund, plan, or program; and 

(b) The rate of costs to the contractor or subcontrac- 
tor which may be reasonably anticipated in providing 
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benefits to workmen, laborers, and mechanics pursuant 
to an enforcible commitment to carry out a financially 
responsible plan or program which was communicated in 
writing to the workmen, laborers, and mechanics af- 
fected, for medical or hospital care, pensions on retire- 
ment or death, compensation for injuries or illness 
resulting from occupational activity, or insurance to 
provide any of the foregoing, for unemployment benefits, 
life insurance, disability and sickness insurance, or acci- 
dent insurance, for vacation and holiday pay, for defray- 
ing costs of apprenticeship or other similar programs, or 
for other bona fide fringe benefits, but only where the 
contractor or subcontractor is not required by other fed- 
eral, state, or local law to provide any of such benefits. 

(4) An “interested party" for the purposes of this 
chapter shall include a contractor, subcontractor, an 
employee of a contractor or subcontractor, an organiza- 
tion whose members’ wages, benefits, and conditions of 
employment are affected by this chapter, and the direc- 
tor of labor and industries or the director's designee.

portion of any contract in which a manufacturer's war- 
ranty on equipment is contingent upon the manufactur- 
er's use of his own factory-trained personnel for 
installation or repair which places such equipment under 
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warranty. The contractor shall pay the standard prevail- 
ing wages for the specific type of construction as deter- 
mined by the United States department of labor in the 
city or county where the work is being performed. The 
term "resident", as used in this chapter, shall mean any 
person who has been a bona fide resident of the state of 
Washington for a period of ninety days prior to such 
employment: Provided, That in contracts involving the 
expenditure of federal aid funds this chapter shall not be 
enforced in such manner to conflict with or be contrary 
to the federal statutes, rules, and regulations prescribing 
a labor preference to honorably discharged soldiers, sail- 
ors, and marines, or prohibiting as unlawful any other 
preference or discrimination among the citizens of the 
United States: Provided further, That this section shall 
not apply to any employees who are residents of any 
state bordering on the state of Washington if such bor- 
dering state does not restrict the right of a resident of 
Washington to be employed in the performance of all 
contracts let by the bordering state, or any department 
thereof, or any county, city, town, municipality, or other 
political subdivision for the erection, construction, alter- 
ation, demolition, or repair of any public building, 
structure, bridge, highway, or any other kind of public 
work or improvement.

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(4) Establish annual overall goals for participation by 
qualified minority and women-owned and controlled 
businesses for each state agency and educational institu- 
tion to be administered on a contract—by-contract basis 
or on a Class—of—contracts basis; 

(5) Develop and maintain a central minority and wo- 
men's business enterprise certification list for all state 
agencies and educational institutions. No business is en- 
titled to certification under this chapter unless it meets 
the definition of small business concern as established by 
the office. All applications for certification under this 
chapter shall be sworn under oath; 

(6) Develop, implement, and operate a system of 
monitoring compliance with this chapter; 

(7) Adopt rules under chapter 34.04 or 28B.19 RCW, 
as appropriate, governing: (a) Establishment of agency 
goals; (b) development and maintenance of a central 
minority and women's business enterprise certification 
program, including a definition of "small business con- 
cern" which shall be consistent with the small business 
requirements defined under section 3 of the small busi- 
ness act, 15 U.S.C. Sec. 632, and its implementing reg- 
ulations as guidance; (c) procedures for monitoring and 
enforcing compliance with goals, regulations, contract 
provisions, and this chapter; and (d) utilization of stand- 
ard clauses by state agencies and educational institu- 
tions, as specified in RCW 39.19.050; 

(8) Submit an annual report to the governor and the 
legislature outlining the progress in implementing this 
chapter; 

(9) Investigate complaints of violations of this chapter 
with the assistance of the involved agency or educational 
institution; and 

(10) Cooperate and act jointly or by division of labor 
with the United States or other states, and with political 
subdivisions of the state of Washington and their re- 
spective minority, socially and economically disadvan- 
taged and women business enterprise programs to carry 
out the purposes of this chapter. However, the power 
which may be exercised by the office under this subsec- 
tion permits investigation and imposition of sanctions 
only if the investigation relates to a possible violation of 
chapter 39.19 RCW, and not to violation of local ordi- 
nances, rules, regulations, however denominated, 
adopted by political subdivisions of the state.

If the number 
of entities represented on the council exceeds fifteen in 
number, the council shall elect from its members a 
maximum of fifteen persons to act as representatives at 
council meetings.

(1) The term "municipality" shall mean the state, a 
county, city, town, district or other municipal corpora- 
tion or political subdivision; 

(2) The term "governing body" shall mean the body, 
a board charged with the governing of the municipality; 

(3) The term "law" shall mean any act or statute, 
general, special or local, of this state, including, without 
being limited to, the charter of any municipality; 

(4) The term "bonds" shall mean bonds, interim re- 
ceipts, certificates, or other obligations of a municipality 
issued or to be issued by its governing body for the pur- 
pose of financing or aiding in the financing of any work, 
undertaking or project for which a loan or grant, or 
both, has heretofore been made or may hereafter be 
made by any federal agency; 

(5) The term "Recovery Act” shall mean any acts of 
the congress of the United States of America to reduce 
and relieve unemployment or to provide for the con- 
struction of public works; 

(6) The term "federal agency" shall include the 
United States of America, the president of the United 
States of America, and any agency or instrumentality of 
the United States of America, which has heretofore been 
or hereafter may be designated, created or authorized to 
make loans or grants; 

(7) The term "public works project" shall mean any 
work, project, or undertaking which any municipality, is 
authorized or required by law to undertake or any lawful 
purpose for which any municipality is authorized or re- 
quired by law to make an appropriation; 

(8) The term "contract" or "agreement" between a 
federal agency and a municipality shall include contracts 
and agreements in the customary form and shall also be 
deemed to include an allotment of funds, resolution, 
unilateral promise, or commitment by a federal agency 
by which it shall undertake to make a loan or grant, or 
both, upon the performance of specified conditions or 
compliance with rules and regulations theretofore or 
thereafter promulgated, prescribed or published by a 
federal agency. In the case of such an allotment of 
funds, resolution, unilateral promise, or commitment by 
a federal agency, the terms, conditions and restrictions 
therein set forth and the rules and regulations thereto- 
fore or thereafter promulgated, prescribed or published 
shall, for the purpose of RCW 39.28.010 through 39.28- 
.030, be deemed to constitute covenants of such a con- 
tract which shall be performed by the municipality, if

(1) To accept from any federal agency grants for or in 
aid of the construction of any public works project; 

(2) To make contracts and execute instruments con- 
taining such terms, provisions, and conditions as in the 
discretion of the governing body of the municipality may 
be necessary, proper or advisable for the purpose of ob- 
taining grants or loans, or both, from any federal agency 
pursuant to or by virtue of the Recovery Act; to make 
all other contracts and execute all other instruments 
Necessary, proper or advisable in or for the furtherance 
of any public works project and to carry out and per- 
form the terms and conditions of all such contracts or 
instruments; 

(3) To subscribe to and comply with the Recovery Act 
and any rules and regulations made by any federal 
agency with regard to any grants or loans, or both, from 
any federal agency; 

(4) To perform any acts authorized under RCW 39- 
-28.010 through 39.28.030 through or by means of its 
own officers, agents and employees, or by contracts with 
corporations, firms or individuals; 

(5) To award any contract for the construction of any 
public works project or part thereof upon any day at 
least fifteen days after one publication of a notice re- 
questing bids upon such contract in a newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation in the municipality: Provided, That in 
any case where publication of notice may be made in a 
shorter period of time under the provisions of existing 
statute or charter, such statute or charter shall govern; 

(6) To sell bonds at private sale to any federal agency 
without any public advertisement; 

(7) To issue interim receipts, certificates or other 
temporary obligations, in such form and containing such 
terms, conditions and provisions as the governing body 
of the municipality issuing the same may determine, 
pending the preparation or execution of definite bonds 
for the purpose of financing the construction of a public 
works project; 

(8) To issue bonds bearing the signatures of officers in 
office on the date of signing such bonds, notwithstanding 
that before delivery thereof any or all the persons whose 
signatures appear thereon shall have ceased to be the 
officers of the municipality issuing the same; 

(9) To include in the cost of a public works project 
which may be financed by the issuance of bonds: (a) 
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Engineering, inspection, accounting, fiscal and legal ex- 
penses; (b) the cost of issuance of the bonds, including 
engraving, printing, advertising, and other similar ex- 
penses; (c) any interest costs during the period of con- 
struction of such public works project and for six months 
thereafter on money borrowed or estimated to be 
borrowed; 

(10) To stipulate in any contract for the construction 
of any public works project or part thereof the maxi- 
mum hours that any laborer, workman or mechanic 
should be permitted or required to work in any one cal- 
endar day or calendar week or calendar month, and the 
minimum wages to be paid to laborers, workmen or me- 
chanics in connection with any public works project: 
Provided, That no such stipulation shall provide for 
hours in excess of or for wages less than may now or 
hereafter be required by any other law; 

(11) To exercise any power conferred by RCW 39- 
.28.010 through 39.28.030 for the purpose of obtaining 
grants or loans, or both, from any federal agency pursu- 
ant to or by virtue of the Recovery Act, independently or 
in conjunction with any other power or powers conferred 
by RCW 39.28.010 through 39.28.030 or heretofore or 
hereafter conferred by any other law; 

(12) To do all acts and things necessary or convenient 
to carry out the powers expressly given in RCW 39.28- 
.010 through 39.28.030. [1937 c 107 § 3; RRS §

39.28.030 Construction of act. The powers conferred 
by RCW 39.28.010 through 39.28.030 shall be in addi- 
tion and supplemental to and not in substitution for the 
powers now or hereafter conferred upon any municipal- 
ity by any other law.

39.29.003 Intent. It is the intent of this chapter to 
establish a policy of open competition for all personal 
service contracts entered into by state agencies, unless 
specifically exempted under this chapter. It is further 
the intent to provide for legislative and executive review 
of all personal service contracts negotiated without an 
open competitive process. [1987 c 414 § 1; 1979 ex.s. c 
61 § 1.] 


39.29.006 Definitions. As used in this chapter: 

(1) "Agency" means any state office or activity of the 
executive and judicial branches of state government, in- 
cluding state agencies, departments, offices, divisions, 
boards, commissions, and educational, correctional, and 
other types of institutions. 

(2) "Client services" means services provided directly 
to agency clients including, but not limited to, medical 
and dental services, employment and training programs, 
residential care, and subsidized housing. 

(3) "Competitive solicitation" means a documented 
formal process providing an equal and open opportunity 
to qualified parties and culminating in a selection based 
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on criteria which may include such factors as the con- 
sultant's fees or costs, ability, capacity, experience, rep- 
utation, responsiveness to time limitations, 
responsiveness to solicitation requirements, quality of 
previous performance, and compliance with statutes and 
rules relating to contracts or services. 

(4) "Consultant" means an independent individual or 
firm contracting with an agency to perform a service or 
render an opinion or recommendation according to the 
consultant's methods and without being subject to the 
control of the agency except as to the result of the work. 
The agency monitors progress under the contract and 
authorizes payment. 

(5) "Emergency" means a set of unforeseen circum- 
stances beyond the control of the agency that either: 

(a) Present a real, immediate threat to the proper 
performance of essential functions; or 

(b) May result in material loss or damage to property, 
bodily injury, or loss of life if immediate action is not 
taken. 

(6) "Evidence of competition" means documentation 
demonstrating that the agency has solicited responses 
from multiple firms in selecting a consultant. 

(7) "Personal service" means professional or technical 
expertise provided by a consultant to accomplish a spe- 
cific study, project, task, or other work statement. This 
term does not include purchased services as defined un- 
der subsection (9) of this section. This term does include 
client services. 

(8) "Personal service contract" means an agreement, 


_or any amendment thereto, with a consultant for the 


rendering of personal services to the state which is con- 
sistent with RCW 41.06.380. 

(9) "Purchased services" means services provided by a 
vendor to accomplish routine, continuing and necessary 
functions. This term includes, but is not limited to, ser- 
vices acquired under RCW 43.19.190 or 43.105.041 for 
equipment maintenance and repair; operation of a phys- 
ical plant; security; computer hardware and software 
maintenance; data entry; key punch services; and com- 
puter time-sharing, contract programming, and analysis. 

(10) "Sole source" means a consultant providing pro- 
fessional or technical expertise of such a unique nature 
that the consultant is clearly and justifiably the only 
practicable source to provide the service. The justifica- 
tion shall be based on either the uniqueness of the ser- 
vice or sole availability at the location required. [1987 c

39.29.011 Competitive solicitation required Ex- 
ceptions. All personal service contracts shall be entered 
into pursuant to competitive solicitation, except for:

(4) Contracts between a consultant and an agency of 
less than ten thousand dollars. However, contracts of 
two thousand five hundred dollars or greater but less 
than ten thousand dollars shall have documented evi- 
dence of competition.

(b) The precise organization, composition and nature 
of any separate legal or administrative entity created 
thereby together with the powers delegated thereto, pro- 
vided such entity may be legally created. Such entity 
may include a nonprofit corporation whose membership 
is limited solely to the participating public agencies and 
the funds of any such corporation shall be subject to au- 
dit in the manner provided by law for the auditing of 
public funds; 

(c) Its purpose or purposes; 

(d) The manner of financing the joint or cooperative 
undertaking and of establishing and maintaining a 
budget therefor; 

(e) The permissible method or methods to be em- 
ployed in accomplishing the partial or complete termi- 
nation of the agreement and for disposing of property 
upon such partial or complete termination; 

(f) Any other necessary and proper matters. 

(4) In the event that the agreement does not establish 
a separate legal entity to conduct the joint or cooperative 
undertaking, the agreement shall, in addition to items 
(a), (c), (d), (e) and (f) enumerated in subdivision (3) 
hereof, contain the following: 

(a) Provision for an administrator or a joint board re- 
sponsible for administering the joint or cooperative un- 
dertaking. In the case of a joint board, public agencies 
party to the agreement shall be represented; 

(b) The manner of acquiring, holding and disposing of 
real and personal property used in the joint or cooperat- 
ive undertaking. Any joint board is authorized to estab- 
lish a special fund with a state, county, city, or district 
treasurer servicing an involved public agency designated 
"Operating fund of ---------- joint board". 

(5) No agreement made pursuant to this chapter shall 
relieve any public agency of any obligation or responsi-

(4) That the cost of energy is significant and major 
facility designs shall be based on the total life-cycle cost, 
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including the initial construction cost, and the cost, over 
the economic life of a major facility, of the energy con- 
sumed, and of the operation and maintenance of a major 
facility as they affect energy consumption; and 

(5) That the use of energy systems in these facilities 
which utilize renewable resources such as solar energy, 
wood or wood waste, or other nonconventional fuels 
should be considered in the design of all publicly owned 
or leased facilities.

ing public funds, as determined by the state finance 
committee. The energy costs used shall be those pro- 
jected by the state energy office. The office shall update 
the projection of energy costs at least every two years. 

(8) "Life-cycle cost analysis" includes, but is not lim- 
ited to, the following elements: 

(a) The coordination and positioning of a major facil- 
ity on its physical site; 

(b) The amount and type of fenestration employed in 
a major facility; 

(c) The amount of insulation incorporated into the 
design of a major facility; 

(d) The variable occupancy and operating conditions 
of a major facility; and 

(e) An energy—consumption analysis of a major 
facility. 

(9) "Energy systems” means all utilities, including, 
but not limited to, heating, air-conditioning, ventilating, 
lighting, and the supplying of domestic hot water. 

(10) "Energy—consumption analysis" means the eval- 
uation of all energy systems and components by demand 
and type of energy including the internal energy load 
imposed on a major facility by its occupants, equipment, 
and components, and the external energy load imposed 
on a major facility by the climatic conditions of its loca- 
tion. An energy—consumption analysis of the operation 
of energy systems of a major facility shall include, but 
not be limited to, the following elements: 

(a) The comparison of three or more system alterna- 
tives, at least one of which shall include renewable en- 
ergy systems; 

(b) The simulation of each system over the entire 
range of operation of such facility for a year's operating 
period; and 

(c) The evaluation of the energy consumption of com- 
ponent equipment in each system considering the opera- 
tion of such components at other than full or rated 
outputs. 

The energy—consumption analysis shall be prepared by 
a professional engineer or licensed architect who may 
use computers or such other methods as are capable of 
producing predictable results. 

(11) "Renewable energy systems" means methods of 
facility design and construction and types of equipment 
for the utilization of renewable energy sources including, 
but not limited to, active or passive solar space heating 
or cooling, domestic solar water heating, windmills, 
waste heat, biomass and/or refuse—derived fuels, 
cogenerated energy, photovoltaic devices, and geother- 
mal energy.

39.35B.010 Legislative findings. The legislature finds 
that: 

(1) Operating costs of a facility over its lifetime may 
greatly exceed the initial cost of the facility; 

(2) In the planning, design, and funding for new con- 
struction or major renovation of state-owned facilities it 
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is desirable to consider not only the initial costs relating 
to design and construction or acquisition, but the antici- 
pated operating costs relating to the building throughout 
its life; 

(3) The consideration of both initial and operating 
costs is known as life-cycle cost or life-cycle cost 
analysis; 

(4) Operating costs of a facility for purposes of this 
chapter include, but are not limited to, energy costs, 
maintenance and repair costs, and costs of the work or 
activity performed within the facility, including wages 
and salaries; 

(5) Current law, chapter 39.35 RCW, speaks to life— 
cycle cost analysis only in relation to energy conserva- 
tion; and 

(6) Life-cycle cost may not be suitable or cost—effec- 
tive for all capital projects or all components of a facil- 
ity, and is not an exclusive criteria for decision-making, 
but is nonetheless a useful framework for evaluating de- 
sign and capital investment alternatives. [1986 c 127 §

39.35B.020 Legislative declaration. The legislature 
declares that: 

(1) It is the policy of the state to consider life-cycle 
costs in the selection of facility design alternatives, to 
the full extent practical, reasonable, and cost-effective;

(4) No part of the indebtedness allowed in this chap- 
ter shall be incurred for any purpose other than strictly 
county, city, town, school district, township, port district, 
metropolitan park district, or other municipal purposes: 
Provided, That a city or town, with such assent, may 
become indebted to a larger amount, but not exceeding 
two and one-half percent additional, determined as 
herein provided, for supplying such city or town with 
water, artificial light, and sewers, when the works for 
supplying such water, light, and sewers shall be owned 
and controlled by the city or town; and a city or town,

(a) The public improvements, projects, or facilities that 
are financed by the revenue bonds; or (b) the public 
utility or system, or an addition or extension to the pub- 
lic utility or system, where the improvements, projects, 
or facilities financed by the revenue bonds are a portion 
of the public utility or system; or (c) all the revenues of 
the local government; or (d) any other money legally 
available for such purposes. As used in this subsection, 
the term "revenues" includes the operating revenues of a 
local government that result from fees, rates, charges, 
tariffs, or rentals imposed upon the use or availability or 
benefit from projects, facilities, or utilities owned or op- 
erated by the local government and from related services 
provided by the local government and other revenues le- 
gally available to be pledged to secure the revenue 
bonds. 

The proportion or fixed amount of revenue so obli- 
gated shall be a lien and charge against these revenues, 
subject only to maintenance and operating expenses. The 
governing body shall have due regard for the cost of 
maintenance and operation of the public utility, system, 
improvement, project, facility, addition, or extension 
that generates revenues obligated to be placed into the 
special fund or funds from which the revenue bonds are 
payable, and shall not set aside into the special fund or 
funds a greater amount or proportion of the revenues 
that in its judgment will be available over and above 
such cost of maintenance and operation and the propor- 
tion or fixed amount, if any, of the revenue so previously 
pledged. Other revenues, including tax revenues, law- 
fully available for maintenance or operation of revenue 
generating facilities may be used for maintenance and 
operation purposes even though the facilities are ac- 
quired, constructed, expanded, replaced, or repaired with 
moneys arising from the sale of revenue bonds. However, 
the use of these other revenues for maintenance and op- 
eration purposes shall not be deemed to directly or indi- 
rectly guarantee the revenue bonds or create a general 
obligation.

(4) A revenue bond issued by a local government shall

principal on the bond shall only be payable from the 
special fund or funds established pursuant to subsection 
(2) of this section, the revenues lawfully pledged to the 
special fund or funds, and any lawfully created reserve 
funds. The owner of a revenue bond shall not have any 
claim for the payment thereof against the local govern- 
ment arising from the revenue bond except for payment 
from the special fund or funds, the revenues lawfully 
pledged to the special fund or funds, and any lawfully 
created reserve funds.

of debts is provided for by existing statutes, and by pro- 
viding a method of refunding of debts for those taxing 
districts for which no method of refunding such debts 
has heretofore been provided, and by other provisions 
appropriate to such purposes. 

This chapter shall not be construed as in anywise lim- 
iting the powers of the federal courts to grant relief as 
provided for in said act of congress.

eral taxes, according to the nature of the taxing district, 
in the manner provided in such plan of readjustment and 
decree. 

(3) Apportion and levy new assessments or taxes ap- 
propriate in time or times of payment to provide funds 
for the payment of principal and interest of such re- 
funding bonds, and of all expenses incurred by such tax- 
ing district in filing the petition mentioned in RCW 
39.64.040, and any and all other expenses necessary or 
incidental to the consummation of the plan of 
readjustment. 

In the case of special assessment districts for the re- 
funding of whose debts no procedure is provided by ex- 
isting laws, such assessments shall be equitably 
apportioned and levied upon each lot, tract or parcel of 
real property within such taxing district, due considera- 
tion being given to the relative extent to which the orig- 
inal apportionments upon the various lots, tracts or 
parcels of real property within such taxing district have 
already been paid and due consideration also being given 
to the capacity of the respective lots, tracts or parcels of 
real property to carry such charges against them. Before 
levying or apportioning such assessment such taxing dis- 
trict or the officer or officers, board, council or commis- 
sion mentioned in RCW 39.64.030 shall hold a hearing 
with reference thereto, notice of which hearing shall be 
published once a week for four consecutive weeks in the 
newspaper designated for the publication of legal notices 
by the legislative body of the city or town, or by the 
board of county commissioners of the county within 
which such taxing district or any part thereof is located, 
or in any newspaper published in the city, town or 
county within which such taxing district or any part 
thereof is located and of general circulation within such 
taxing district. At such hearing every owner of real 
property within such taxing district shall be given an 
opportunity to be heard with respect to the apportion- 
ment and levy of such assessment. 

(4) In the case of special assessment districts, of cities 
or towns, provide that if any of the real property within 
such taxing district shall not, on foreclosure of the lien 
of such new assessment for delinquent assessments and 
penalties and interest thereon, be sold for a sufficient 
amount to pay such delinquent assessments, penalties 
and interest, or if any real property assessed was not 
subject to assessment, or if any assessment or install- 
ment or installments thereof shall have been eliminated 
by foreclosure of a tax lien or made void in any other 
manner, such taxing district shall cause a supplemental 
assessment sufficient in amount to make up such defi- 
ciency to be made on the real property within such tax- 
ing district, including real property upon which any such 
assessment or any installment or installments thereof 
shall have been so eliminated or made void. Such sup- 
plemental assessment shall be apportioned to the various 
lots, tracts and parcels of real property within such tax- 
ing district in proportion to the amounts apportioned 
thereto in the assessment originally made under such 
plan of readjustment. 
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(5) Provide that refunding bonds may, at the option of 
the holders thereof, be converted into warrants of such 
denominations and bearing such rate of interest as may 
be provided in the plan. of readjustment, and that the 
new assessments mentioned in subdivision (3) and the 
supplemental assessments mentioned in subdivision (4) 
of this section may be paid in refunding bonds or war- 
rants of such taxing district without regard to the serial 
numbers thereof, or in money, at the option of the per- 
son paying such assessments, such refunding bonds and 
warrants to be received at their par value in payment of 
such assessments. In such case such refunding bonds and 
warrants shall bear the following legend: "This bond (or 
warrant) shall be accepted at its face value in payment 
of assessments (including interest and penalties thereon) 
levied to pay the principal and interest of the series of 
bonds and warrants of which this bond (or warrant) is 
one without regard to the serial number appearing upon 
the face hereof."

because of its serial number, or for any other cause other 
than the date and hour of such tender or other offer and 
the amount which the owner of such bond or warrant 
agrees to accept for it. In such case such refunding 
bonds and warrants shall bear the following legend: 
"This bond (or warrant) may be retired by tender or by 
call without regard to the serial number appearing upon 
the face hereof." 

(8) Provide that if, after the payment of all interest on 
refunding bonds and warrants issued under any plan of 
readjustment adopted pursuant to this chapter and 
chapter IX of the federal bankruptcy act and the retire- 
ment of such bonds and warrants, there shall be remain- 
ing in the hands of the treasurer or other authorized 
officer of the taxing district which issued such bonds and 
warrants money applicable under the provisions of this 
chapter to the payment of such interest, bonds and war- 
rants, such money shall be applied by such treasurer or 
other authorized officer to the maintenance, repair and 
replacement of the improvements originally financed by 
the bonds readjusted under this chapter and the federal 
bankruptcy act.

(4) "Financing document" means a lease, sublease, 
installment sale agreement, conditional sale agreement, 
loan agreement, mortgage, deed of trust guaranty agree- 
ment, or other agreement for the purpose of providing 
funds to pay or secure debt service on revenue bonds. 

(5) "Improvement" means reconstruction, remodeling, 
rehabilitation, extension, and enlargement; and "to im- 
prove" means to reconstruct, to remodel, to rehabilitate, 
to extend, and to enlarge. 

(6) "Industrial development facilities" means manu- 
facturing, processing, research, production, assembly, 
warehousing, transportation, public broadcasting, pollu- 
tion control, solid waste disposal, energy facilities, sports 
facilities, parking facilities associated with industrial de- 
velopment facilities as defined in this section or with 
historic properties as defined in RCW 84.26.020 and in- 
dustrial parks. For the purposes of this section, the term 
"sports facilities" shall not include facilities which are 
constructed for use by members of a private club or as 
integral or subordinate parts of a hotel or motel, or 
which are not available on a regular basis for general 
public use. 
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(7) "Industrial park" means acquisition and develop- 
ment of land as the site for an industrial park. For the 
purposes of this chapter, "development of land" includes 
the provision of water, sewage, drainage, or similar fa- 
cilities, or of transportation, energy, or communication 
facilities, which are incidental to the use of the site as an 
industrial park, but does not include the provision of 
structures or buildings. 

(8) "Municipality" means a city, town, county, or port 
district of this state. 

(9) "Ordinance" means any appropriate method of 
taking official action or adopting a legislative decision 
by any municipality, whether known as a resolution, or- 
dinance, or otherwise. 

(10) "Project costs" means costs of (a) acquisition, 
construction, and improvement of any facilities included 
in an industrial development facility; (b) architectural, 
engineering, consulting, accounting, and legal costs re- 
lated directly to the development, financing, and con- 
struction of an industrial development facility, including 
costs of studies assessing the feasibility of an industrial 
development facility; (c) finance costs, including dis- 
counts, if any, the costs of issuing revenue bonds, and 
costs incurred in carrying out any trust agreement; (d) 
interest during construction and during the six months 
after estimated completion of construction, and capital- 
ized debt service or repair and replacement or other ap- 
propriate reserves; (e) the refunding of any outstanding 
obligations incurred for any of the costs outlined in this 
subsection; and (f) other costs incidental to any of the 
costs listed in this section. 

(11) "Revenue bond" means a nonrecourse revenue 
bond, nonrecourse revenue note, or other nonrecourse 
revenue obligation issued for the purpose of financing an 
industrial development facility on an interim or perma- 
nent basis. 

(12) "User" means one or more persons acting as les- 
see, purchaser, mortgagor, or borrower under a financ- 
ing document and may include a party who transfers the 
right of use and occupancy to another party by lease, 
sublease, or otherwise.

Revenue bonds issued by a public 
corporation under this chapter shall not be considered to 
constitute a debt of the state, of the municipality, or of 
any other municipal corporation, quasi municipal corpo- 
ration, subdivision, or agency of this state or to pledge 
any or all of the faith and credit of any of these entities. 
The revenue bonds shall be payable solely from both the 
revenues derived as a result of the industrial develop- 
ment facilities funded by the revenue bonds, including, 
without limitation, amounts received under the terms of 
any financing document or by reason of any additional 
security furnished by the user of the industrial develop- 
ment facility in connection with the financing thereof, 
and money and other property received from private 
sources. Each revenue bond shall contain on its face 
statements to the effect that: (1) Neither the state, the 
municipality, or any other municipal corporation, quasi 
municipal corporation, subdivision, or agency of the 
state is obligated to pay the principal or the interest 
thereon; (2) no tax funds or governmental revenue may 
be used to pay the principal or interest thereon; and (3) 
neither any or all of the faith and credit nor the taxing 
power of the state, the municipality, or any other mu- 
nicipal corporation, quasi municipal corporation, subdi- 
vision, or agency thereof is pledged to the payment of 
the principal of or the interest on the revenue bond. A 
public corporation may incur only those financial obli- 
gations which will be paid from revenues received pur- 
suant to financing documents, from fees or charges paid 
by users or prospective users of the industrial develop- 
ment facilities funded by the revenue bonds, or from the 
proceeds of revenue bonds. A public corporation estab- 
lished under the terms of this chapter constitutes an au- 
thority and an instrumentality (within the meaning of 
those terms in the regulations of the United States trea- 
sury and the rulings of the Internal Revenue Service 
prescribed pursuant to section 103 of the Internal Reve- 
nue Code of 1954, as amended) and may act on behalf 
of the municipality under whose auspices it is created for 
the specific public purposes authorized by this chapter. 
The public corporation is not a municipal corporation 
within the meaning of the state Constitution and the 
laws of the state, or a political subdivision within the 
meaning of the state Constitution and the laws of the 
state, including without limitation, Article VIII, section 
7, of the Washington state Constitution.

(d) To make secured loans for the purpose of provid- 
ing temporary or permanent financing or refinancing of 
all or part of the project cost of any industrial develop- 
ment facility, including the refunding of any outstanding 
obligations, mortgages, or advances issued, made, or 
given by any person for the project costs; and to charge 
and collect interest on the loans for the loan payments 
upon such terms and conditions as its board of directors 
considers advisable which are not in conflict with this 
chapter; 

(e) To issue revenue bonds for the purpose of financ- 
ing all or part of the project cost of any industrial de- 
velopment facility and to secure the payment of the 
revenue bonds as provided in this chapter; 

(f) As security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on any revenue bonds issued and any agreements 
made in connection therewith, to mortgage, pledge, or 
otherwise encumber any or all of its industrial develop- 
ment facilities or any part or parts thereof, whether then 
owned or thereafter acquired, and to assign any mort- 
gage and repledge any security conveyed to the public 
corporation, to secure any loan made by the public cor- 
poration and to pledge the revenues and receipts 
therefrom; 

(g) To sue and be sued, complain, and defend in its 
corporate name; 

(h) To make contracts and to execute all instruments 
necessary or convenient for the carrying out of its 
business; 

(i) To have a corporate seal and to use the same by 
causing it, or a facsimile thereof, to be impressed or af- 
fixed or in any other manner reproduced; 

(j) Subject to the limitations of RCW 39.84.060, to 
borrow money, accept grants from, or contract with any 
local, state, or federal governmental agency or with any 
financial, public, or private corporation; 

(k) To make and alter bylaws not inconsistent with its 
charter for the administration and regulation of the af- 
fairs of the corporation; 

(1) To collect fees or charges from users or prospective 
users of industrial development facilities to recover ac- 
tual or anticipated administrative costs; 

(m) To execute financing documents incidental to the 
powers enumerated in this subsection. 
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(2) No public corporation created under this chapter 
may operate any industrial development facility as a 
business other than as lessor, seller, or lender. The pur- 
chase and holding of mortgages, deeds of trust, or other 
security interests and contracting for any servicing 
thereof is not considered the operation of an industrial 
development facility. 

(3) No public corporation may exercise any of the 
powers authorized in this section or issue any revenue 
bonds with respect to any industrial development facility 
unless the industrial development facility is located 
wholly within the boundaries of the municipality under 
whose auspices the public corporation is created or un- 
less the industrial development facility comprises energy 
facilities or solid waste disposal facilities which provide 
energy for or dispose of solid waste from the municipal- 
ity or the residents thereof. [1981 c 300 § 8.] 


39.84.090 Reporting to the department of trade and 
economic development. (1) Prior to issuance of any reve- 
nue bonds, each public corporation shall submit a copy 
of its enabling ordinance and charter, a description of 
any industrial development facility proposed to be un- 
dertaken, and the basis for its qualification as an indus- 
trial development facility to the department of trade and 
economic development. 

(2) If the industrial development facility is not eligible 
under this chapter, the department of trade and eco- 
nomic development shall give notice to the public corpo- 
ration, in writing and by certified mail, within twelve 
working days of receipt of the description. 

(3) The department of trade and economic develop- 
ment shall report annually through 1989 to the chairs of

39.84.100 Revenue bonds Provisions. (1) The 
principal of and the interest on any revenue bonds issued 
by a public corporation shall be payable solely from the 
funds provided for this payment from the revenues of the 
industrial development facilities funded by the revenue 
bonds. Each issue of revenue bonds shall be dated, shall 
bear interest at such rate or rates, and shall mature at 
such time or times as may be determined by the board 
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of directors, and may be made redeemable before matu- 
rity at such price or prices and under such terms and 
conditions as may be fixed by the board of directors 
prior to the issuance of the revenue bonds or other reve- 
nue obligations. 

(2) The board of directors shall determine the form 
and the manner of execution of the revenue bonds and 
shall fix the denomination or denominations of the reve- 
nue bonds and the place or places of payment of princi- 
pal and interest. If any officer whose signature or a 
facsimile of whose signature appears on any revenue 
bonds or any coupons ceases to be an officer before the 
delivery of the revenue bonds, the signature shall for all 
purposes have the same effect as if he had remained in 
office until delivery. The revenue bonds may be issued in 
coupon or in registered form, as provided in RCW 39- 
.46.030, or both as the board of directors may deter- 
mine, and provisions may be made for the registration of 
any coupon revenue bonds as to the principal alone and 
also as to both principal and interest and for the recon- 
version into coupon bonds of any bonds registered as to 
both principal and interest. A public corporation may 
sell revenue bonds at public or private sale for such price 
and bearing interest at such fixed or variable rate as 
may be determined by the board of directors. 

(3) The proceeds of the revenue bonds of each issue 
shall be used solely for the payment of all or part of the 
project cost of or for the making of a loan in the amount 
of all or part of the project cost of the industrial devel- 
opment facility for which authorized and shall be dis- 
bursed in such manner and under such restrictions, if 
any, provided in the resolution authorizing the issuance 
of the revenue bonds or in the trust agreement securing 
the bonds. If the proceeds of the revenue bonds of any 
series issued with respect to the cost of any industrial 
development facility exceeds the cost of the industrial 
development facility for which issued, the surplus shall 
be deposited to the credit of the debt service fund for the 
revenue bonds or used to purchase revenue bonds in the 
open market. 

(4) A public corporation may issue interim notes in 
the manner provided for the issuance of revenue bonds 
to fund industrial development facilities prior to issuing 
other revenue bonds to fund such facilities. A public 
corporation may issue revenue bonds to fund industrial 
development facilities that are exchangeable for other 
revenue bonds when these other revenue bonds are exe- 
cuted and available for delivery. 

(5) The principal of and interest on any revenue bonds 
issued by a public corporation shall be secured by a 
pledge of unexpended bond proceeds and the revenues 
and receipts received by the public corporation from the 
industrial development facilities funded by the revenue 
bonds pursuant to financing documents. The resolution 
under which the revenue bonds are authorized to be is- 
sued and any financing document may contain agree- 
ments and provisions respecting the maintenance or use 
of the industrial development facility covered thereby, 
the fixing and collection of rents, purchase price pay- 
ments or loan payments, the creation and maintenance 
of special funds from such revenues or from revenue 
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bond proceeds, the rights and remedies available in the 
event of default, and other provisions relating to the se- 
curity for the bonds, all as the board of directors con- 
sider advisable which are not in conflict with this 
chapter. 

(6) The governing body of the municipality under 
whose auspices the public corporation is created shall 
approve by resolution any agreement to issue revenue 
bonds adopted by a public corporation, which agreement 
and resolution shall set out the amount and purpose of 
the revenue bonds. Additionally, no issue of revenue 
bonds, including refunding bonds, may be sold and 
delivered by a public corporation without a resolution of 
the governing body of the municipality under whose 
auspices the public corporation is created, adopted no 
more than sixty days before the date of sale of the reve- 
nue bonds specifically, approving the resolution of the 
public corporation providing for the issuance of the rev- 
enue bonds. 

(7) All revenue bonds issued under this chapter and 
any interest coupons applicable thereto are negotiable 
instruments within the meaning of Article 8 of the Uni- 
form Commercial Code, Title 62A RCW, regardless of 
form or character. 

(8) Notwithstanding subsections (1) and (2) of this 
section, such bonds and interim notes may be issued and 
sold in accordance with chapter 39.46 RCW. [1983 c

39.84.110 Revenue bonds: Refunding. Each public

39.86.100 Legislative findings and policy. The fed- 
eral tax reform act of 1986 imposes an annual ceiling on 
the aggregate amount of federally tax-exempt private 
activity bonds, including bonds for housing, student 
loans, exempt facilities, small issue industrial, redevelop- 
ment, and certain public utility projects, that may be is- 
sued during any calendar year by or on behalf of states 
and their political subdivisions. The tax reform act of 
1986 establishes a private activity bond ceiling for each 
state of seventy-five dollars per capita for 1987 and of 
fifty dollars per capita for 1988 and each year thereaf- 
ter. However, a study by the department of community 
development indicates that the dollar amount of the 
state ceiling is considerably less than the anticipated 
dollar amount for which issuers would need an allocation 
from the state ceiling. The tax reform act of 1986 pro- 
vides a formula for allocating the annual ceiling among 
various issuers of private activity bonds within a state, 
but permits each state to enact a different allocation 
method that is appropriate to that state's needs. The 
purpose of this chapter is to provide a flexible and effi- 
cient method of allocating the annual state ceiling in 
Washington in a manner that recognizes the need of the 
state and its political subdivisions to finance activities or 
projects that satisfy a substantial public purpose. [1987

ments are approved by the agency under RCW 
39.86.180. 

(7) "Director" means the director of the agency or the 
director's designee. 

(8) "Exempt facility". means the bond use category 
which includes all bonds which are exempt facility bonds 
as described in the code, except those for qualified resi- 
dential rental projects. 

(9) "Firm and convincing evidence" means documen- 
tation that satisfies the director that the issuer is com- 
mitted to the prompt financing of, and will issue tax 
exempt bonds for, the project or program for which it 
requests an allocation from the state ceiling. 

(10) "Housing" means the bond use category which 
includes: (a) Mortgage revenue bonds and mortgage 
credit certificates as described in the code; and (b) ex- 
empt facility bonds for qualified residential rental pro- 
jects as described in the code. 

(11) "Initial allocation" means the portion or dollar 
value of the state ceiling which initially in each calendar 
year is allocated to a bond use category for the issuance 
of private activity bonds, in accordance with RCW 
39.86.120. 

(12) "Issuer" means the state, any agency or instru- 
mentality of the state, any political subdivision, or any 
other entity authorized to issue private activity bonds 
under state law. 

(13) "Private activity bonds" means obligations that 
are private activity bonds as defined in the code or bonds 
for purposes described in section 1317(25) of the tax re- 
form act of 1986. 

(14) "Program" means the activities for which hous- 
ing bonds or student loan bonds may be issued. 

(15) "Public utility” means the bond use category 
which includes those bonds described in section 
1317(25) of the tax reform act of 1986. 

(16) "Redevelopment" means the bond use category 
which includes qualified redevelopment bonds as de- 
scribed in the code. 

(17) "Remainder" means that portion of the state 
ceiling remaining after initial allocations are made under 
RCW 39.86.120 for any other bond use category. 

(18) "Small issue" means the bond use category 
which includes all industrial development bonds that 
constitute qualified small issue bonds, as described in the 
code. 

(19) "State" means the state of Washington. 

(20) "State ceiling" means the volume limitation for 
each calendar year on tax—exempt private activity bonds, 
as imposed by the code. 

(21) "Student loans" means the bond use category 
which includes qualified student loan bonds as described 
in the code. [1987 c 297 § 2.]

(2) Initial allocations may be modified by the agency 
only to reflect an issuer's carryforward amount. Any re- 
duction of the initial allocation shall be added to the re- 
mainder and be available for allocation or reallocation. 

(3) The remainder shall be allocated by the agency 
among one or more issuers from any bond use category 
with regard to the criteria specified in RCW 39.86.130.

(5)(a) Prior to September 1 of each calendar year, 
any available portion of an initial allocation may be al- 
located or reallocated only to an issuer within the same 
bond use category, except that the remainder category, 
or portions thereof, may be allocated at any time to any 
bond use category. 

(b) Beginning September 1 of each calendar year, the 
agency may allocate or reallocate any available portion 
of the state ceiling to any bond use category with regard 
to the criteria specified in RCW 39.86.130.

39.86.130 Criteria. (1) In granting an allocation, re- 
allocation, or carryforward of the state ceiling as pro- 
vided in this chapter, the agency shall consider existing 
state priorities and other such criteria, including but not 
limited to, the following criteria: 

(a) Need of issuers to issue private activity bonds 
within a bond use category; 

(b) Amount of the state ceiling available;

(c) Small issue: Recommendation by the board 
regarding how the amount of the state ceiling set aside 
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for the small issue bond use category shall be allocated 
among issuers. Factors may include: 

(i) The number of employment opportunities the 
project is likely to create or retain in relation to the 
amount of the bond issuance; 

(ii) The level of unemployment existing in the geo- 
graphic area likely to be affected by the project; 

(iii) A commitment to providing employment oppor- 
tunities to low-income persons in cooperation with the 
employment security department; 

(iv) Geographic distribution of projects; 

(v) The number of persons who will benefit from the 
project; 

(vi) Consistency with criteria identified in subsection 
(1) of this section; 

(vii) Order in which requests were received; and 

(viii) Requirements of the board's umbrella bond 
program. 

(d) Exempt facility or redevelopment: Factors which 
may include: 

(i) State issuance needs; ; 

(ii) Consistency with criteria identified in subsection 
(1) of this section; 

(iii) Order in which requests were received; 

(iv) The proportionate number of persons in relation- 
ship to the size of the community who will benefit from 
the project; and - 

(v) The unique timing and issuance needs of large 
scale projects that may require allocations in more than 
one year. 

(e) Public utility: Factors which may include: 

(i) Consistency with criteria identified in subsection 
(1) of this section; and 

(ii) Timing needs for issuance of bonds over a multi- 
year period. [1987 c 297 § 4.] 


39.86.140 Procedure for obtaining state ceiling allo- 
cation. (1) No issuer may receive an allocation of the 
state ceiling without a certificate of approval from the 
agency. 

(2)(a) For each state ceiling allocation request, an is- 
suer shall submit to the agency, no sooner than ninety 
days prior to the beginning of a calendar year for which 
an allocation of the state ceiling is being requested, a 
form identifying: 

(i) The amount of the allocation sought; 

(ii) The bond use category from which the allocation 
sought would be made; 

(iii) The project or program for which the allocation 
is requested; 

(iv) The financing schedule for which the allocation is 
needed; and 

(v) Any other such information required by the 
agency, including information which corresponds to the 
allocation criteria of RCW 39.86.130. 

(b) Nothing in (a) of this subsection precludes a pub- 
lic utility issuer from filing and the agency from consid- 
ering a request at such times as may be appropriate in 
order to meet the criteria set forth in RCW 
39.86.130(2)(e)(ii). 
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(3) The agency may approve or deny an allocation for 
all or a portion of the issuer's request. Any denied re- 
quest, however, shall remain on file with the agency for 
the remainder of the calendar year and shall be consid- 
ered for receiving any allocation, reallocation, or 
carryforward of unused portions of the state ceiling dur- 
ing that period. 

(4) After receiving an allocation request, the agency 
shall mail to the requesting issuer a written certificate of 
approval or notice of denial for an allocation amount, by 
a date no later than the latest of the following: 

(a) Forty-five days from May 8, 1987; 

(b) February 1 of the calendar year, other than 1987, 
for which the request is made; 

(c) Fifteen days from the date the agency receives an 
allocation request; or 

(d) Fifteen days from the date the agency receives a 
recommendation by the board with regard to a small is- 
sue allocation request, should the board choose to review 
individual requests. 

(5)(a) For requests of the state ceiling of any calendar 
year, the following applies to all bond use categories ex- 
cept housing and student loans: 

(i) Except for housing and student loans, any alloca- 
tions granted prior to April 1, for which bonds have not 
been issued by September 1 of the same calendar year, 
shall revert to the agency on September 1 of the same 
calendar year for reallocation unless an extension or 
carryforward is granted; 

(ii) Except for housing and student loans, any alloca- 
tions granted on or after April 1, for which bonds have 
not been issued by December 15 of the same calendar 
year, shall revert to the agency on December 15 of the 
same calendar year for reallocation unless an extension 
or carryforward is granted. 

(b) For each calendar year, any housing or student 
loan allocations, for which bonds have not been issued 
by December 15 of the same calendar year, shall revert 
to the agency on December 15 of the same calendar year 
for reallocation unless an extension or carryfoward is 
granted. 

(6) An extension of the deadlines provided by subsec- 
tion (5) of this section may be granted by the agency for 
the approved allocation amount or a portion thereof, 
based on: 

(a) Firm and convincing evidence that the bonds will 
be issued before the end of the calendar year if the ex- 
tension is granted; and 

(b) Any other criteria the agency deems appropriate. 

(7) If an issuer determines that bonds subject to the 
state ceiling will not be issued for the project or program 
for which an allocation was granted, the issuer shall 
promptly notify the agency in writing so that the alloca- 
tion may be canceled and the amount may be available 
for reallocation. 

(8) Bonds subject to the state ceiling may be issued 
only to finance the project or program for which a cer- 
tificate of approval is granted. 

(9) Within three business days of the date that bonds 
for which an allocation of the state ceiling is granted 
have been delivered to the original purchasers, the issuer

shall mail to the agency a written notification of the 
bond issuance. In accordance with chapter 39.44 RCW, 
the issuer shall also complete bond issuance information 
on the form provided by the agency. 

(10) If the total amount of tax-exempt bonds issued 
for a project or program is less than the amount allo- 
cated, the remaining portion of the allocation shall re- 
vert to the agency for reallocation in accordance with 
the criteria in RCW 39.86.130. If the amount of tax- 
exempt bonds actually issued under the state ceiling is 
greater than the amount allocated, the entire allocation 
shall be disallowed. [1987 c 297 § 5.] 


39.86.150 Reallocation process and carryforwards. 
(1) Beginning September 1 of each calendar year, the 
agency may allocate or reallocate any portions of the 
state ceiling for which no certificate of approval is in ef- 
fect. Reallocations may also be made from the remain- 
der category at any time during the year. 

(2) Prior to the end of each calendar year, the agency 
shall allocate or reallocate any unused portions of the 
state ceiling among one or more issuers as carryforward, 
to be used within three years, in accordance with the 
code and relevant criteria described in RCW 39.86.130.

39.88.010 Declaration. It is declared to be the public 
policy of the state of Washington to promote and facili- 
tate the orderly development and economic stability of 
its urban areas. The provision of adequate government 
services and the creation of employment opportunities 
for the citizens within urban areas depends upon the 
economic growth and the strength of their tax base. The 
construction of necessary public improvements in ac- 
cordance with local community planning will encourage 
investment in job-producing private development and 
will expand the public tax base. 

It is the purpose of this chapter to allocate a portion 
of regular property taxes for limited periods of time to 
assist in the financing of public improvements which are 
needed to encourage private development of urban areas; 
to prevent or arrest the decay of urban areas due to the 
inability of existing financing methods to provide needed 
public improvements; to encourage local taxing districts 
to cooperate in the allocation of future tax revenues 
arising in urban areas in order to facilitate the long-

term growth of their common tax base; and to encourage 
private investment within urban areas. [1982 Ist ex.s. c

39.88.020 Definitions. As used in this chapter the 
following terms have the following meanings unless a 
different meaning is clearly indicated by the context: 

(1) "Apportionment district" means the geographic 
area, within an urban area, from which regular property 
taxes are to be apportioned to finance a public improve- 
ment contained therein. 

(2) "Assessed value of real property" means the valu- 
ation of real property as placed on the last completed 
assessment roll of the county. 

(3) "City" means any city or town. 

(4) "Ordinance" means any appropriate method of 
taking a legislative action by a county or city, whether 
known as a statute, resolution, ordinance, or otherwise. 

(5) "Public improvement" means an undertaking to 
provide public facilities in an urban area which the 
sponsor has authority to provide. 

(6) "Public improvement costs" means the costs of 
design, planning, acquisition, site preparation, construc- 
tion, reconstruction, rehabilitation, improvement, and 
installation of the public improvement; costs of reloca- 
tion, maintenance, and operation of property pending 
construction of the public improvement; costs of utilities 
` relocated as a result of the public improvement; costs of 
financing, including interest during construction, legal 
and other professional services, taxes, and insurance; 
costs incurred by the assessor to revalue real property 
for the purpose of determining the tax allocation base 
value that are in excess of costs incurred by the assessor 
in accordance with his revaluation plan under chapter 
84.41 RCW, and the costs of apportioning the taxes and 
complying with this chapter and other applicable law; 
and administrative costs reasonably necessary and re- 
lated to these costs. These costs may include costs in- 
curred prior to the adoption of the public improvement 
ordinance, but subsequent to July 10, 1982. 

(7) "Public improvement ordinance" means the ordi- 
nance passed under RCW 39.88.040(4). 

(8) "Regular property taxes" means regular property 
taxes as now or hereafter defined in RCW 84.04.140, 
except regular property taxes levied by port districts or 
public utility districts specifically for the purpose of 
making required payments of principal and interest on 
general indebtedness. 

(9) "Sponsor" means any county or city initiating and 
undertaking a public improvement. 

(10) "Tax allocation base value of real property" 
means the true and fair value of real property within an 
apportionment district for the year in which the appor- 
tionment district was established. 

(11) "Tax allocation bonds" means any bonds, notes, 
or other obligations issued by a sponsor pursuant to 
*section 10 of this act. 

(12) "Tax allocation revenues" means those tax reve- 
nues allocated to a sponsor under RCW 
39.88.070(1)(b). 
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(13) "Taxing districts" means any governmental en- 
tity which levies or has levied for it regular property 
taxes upon real property located within a proposed or 
approved apportionment district. 

(14) "Value of taxable property" means value of tax- 
able property as defined in RCW 39.36.015. 

(15) "Urban area" means an area in a city or located 
outside of a city that is characterized by intensive use of 
the land for the location of structures and receiving such 
urban services as sewers, water, and other public utilities 
and services normally associated with urbanized areas. 
Not more than twenty-five percent of the area within 
the urban area proposed apportionment district may be 
vacant land. [1982 Ist ex.s. c 42 § 3.]

39.88.030 Authority Limitations. (1) Only public 
improvements which are determined by the legislative 
authority of the sponsor to meet the following criteria 
are eligible to be financed under this chapter: 

(a) The public improvement is located within an ur- 
ban area; 

(b) The public improvement will encourage private 
development within the apportionment district; 

(c) The public improvement will increase the fair 
market value of the real property located within the ap- 
portionment district; 

(d) The private development which is anticipated to 
occur within the apportionment district as a result of the 
public improvement is consistent with an existing com- 
prehensive land use plan and approved growth policies of 
the jurisdiction within which it is located; 

(e) A public improvement located within a city has 
been approved by the legislative authority of such city; 
and 

(f) A public improvement located within an urban 
area in an unincorporated area has been approved by the 
legislative authority of the county within whose bounda- 
ries the area lies. 

(2) Apportionment of regular property tax revenues to 
finance the public improvements is subject to the follow- 
ing limitations: 

(a) No apportionment of regular property tax reve- 
nues may take place within a previously established ap- 
portionment district where regular property taxes are 
still apportioned to finance public improvements without 
the concurrence of the sponsor which established the 
district; 

(b) No apportionment district may be established 
which includes any geographic area included within a 
previously established apportionment district which has 
outstanding bonds payable in whole or in part from tax 
allocation revenues; 

(c) The total amount of outstanding bonds payable in 
whole or in part from tax allocation revenues arising 
from property located within a city shall not exceed two 
percent of the value of taxable property within the city, 
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and the total amount of outstanding bonds payable in 
whole or in part from tax allocation revenues arising 
from property located within the unincorporated areas of 
a county shall not exceed two percent of the value of 
taxable property within the entire unincorporated area 
of the county; and 

(d) No taxes other than regular property taxes may be 
apportioned under this chapter. 

(3) Public improvements may be undertaken and co- 
ordinated with other programs or efforts undertaken by 
the sponsor or others and may be funded in whole or in 
part from sources other than those provided by this 
chapter. [1982 Ist ex.s. c 42 § 4.] 


39.88.040 Procedure for adoption of public improve- 
ment. Public improvements funded by tax allocation rev- 
enues may only be located within an urban area. In 
order to secure an allocation of regular property taxes to 
finance a public improvement, a sponsor shall: 

(1) Propose by ordinance a plan for the public im- 
provement which includes a description of the contem- 
plated public improvement, the estimated cost thereof, 
the boundaries of the apportionment district, the esti- 
mated period during which tax revenue apportionment is 
contemplated, and the ways in which the sponsor plans 
to use tax allocation revenues to finance the public im- 
provement, and which sets at least three public hearings 
thereon before the legislative authority of the sponsor or 
a committee thereof: Provided, That public hearings for 
the public improvement that is undertaken in combina- 
tion or coordination by two or more sponsors may be 
held jointly; and public hearings, held before the legisla- 
tive authority or a committee of a majority thereof may 
be combined with public hearings held for other 
purposes; 

(2) At least fifteen days in advance of the hearing: 

(a) Deliver notice of the hearing to all taxing districts, 
the county treasurer, and the county assessor, which no- 
tice includes a map or drawing showing the location of 
the contemplated public improvement and the bounda- 
ries of the proposed apportionment district, a brief de- 
scription of the public improvement, the estimated cost 
thereof, the anticipated increase in property values 
within the apportionment district, the location of the 
sponsor's principal business office where it will maintain 
information concerning the public improvement for pub- 
lic inspection, and the date and place of hearing; and 

(b) Post notice in at least six public places located in 
the proposed apportionment district and publish notice 
in a legal newspaper of general circulation within the 
sponsor's jurisdiction briefly describing the public im- 
provement, the proposed apportionment, the boundaries 
of the proposed apportionment district, the location 
where additional information concerning the public im- 
provement may be inspected, and the date and place of 
hearing; 

(3) At the time and place fixed for the hearing under 
subsection (1) of this section, and at such times to which 
the hearing may be adjourned, receive and consider all 
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statements and materials as may be submitted, and ob- 
jections and letters filed before or within ten days 
thereafter; 

(4) Within one hundred twenty days after completion 
of the public hearings, pass an ordinance establishing the 
apportionment district and authorizing the proposed 
public improvement, including any modifications which 
in the sponsor's opinion the hearings indicated should be 
made, which includes the boundaries of the apportion- 
ment district, a description of the public improvement, 
the estimated cost thereof, the portion of the estimated 
cost thereof to be reimbursed from tax allocation reve- 
nues, the estimated time during which regular property 
taxes are to be apportioned, the date upon which appor- 
tionment of the regular property taxes will commence, 
and a finding that the public improvement meets the 
conditions of RCW 39.88.030.

39.88.050 Notice of public improvement. Within fif- 
teen days after enactment of the public improvement or- 
dinance, the sponsor shall publish notice in a legal 
newspaper circulated within the designated apportion- 
ment district summarizing the final public improvement, 
including a brief description of the public improvement, 
the boundaries of the apportionment district, and the lo- 
cation where the public improvement ordinance and any 
other information concerning the public improvement 
may be inspected. 

Within fifteen days after enactment of the public im- 
provement ordinance, the sponsor shall deliver a certified 
copy thereof to each taxing district, the county treasurer, 
and the county assessor.

39.88.060 Disagreements between taxing districts. 
(1) Any taxing district that objects to the apportionment 
district, the duration of the apportionment, the manner 
of apportionment, or the propriety of cost items estab- 
lished by the public improvement ordinance of the spon- 
sor may, within thirty days after receipt of the 
ordinance, petition for review thereof by the state board 
of tax appeals. The state board of tax appeals shall meet 
within a reasonable time, hear all the evidence presented 
by the parties on matters in dispute, and determine the 
issues upon the evidence as may be presented to it at the 
hearing.

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39.88.070 Apportionment of taxes. (1) Upon the 
date established in the public improvement ordinance, 
but not sooner than the first day of the calendar year 
following the passage of the ordinance, the regular 
property taxes levied upon the assessed value of real 
property within the apportionment district shall be di- 
vided as follows: 

(a) That portion of the regular property taxes pro- 
duced by the rate of tax levied each year by or for each 
of the taxing districts upon the tax allocation base value 
of real property, or upon the assessed value of real prop- 
erty in each year, whichever is smaller, shall be allocated 
to and paid to the respective taxing districts; and 

(b) That portion of the regular property taxes levied

(2) The county assessor shall revalue the real property 
within the apportionment district for the purpose of de- 
termining the tax allocation base value for the appor- 
tionment district and shall certify to the sponsor the tax 
allocation base value as soon as practicable after the as- 
sessor receives notice of the public improvement ordi- 
nance and shall certify to the sponsor the total assessed 
value of real property within thirty days after the prop- 
erty values for each succeeding year have been estab- 
lished, except that the assessed value of state—assessed 
real property within the apportionment district shall be 
certified as soon as the values are provided to the asses- 
sor by the department of revenue. Nothing in this sec- 
tion authorizes revaluations of real property by the 
assessor for property taxation that are not made in ac- 
cordance with the assessor's revaluation plan under 
chapter 84.41 RCW. 

(3) The date upon which the apportionment district 
was established shall be considered the date upon which 
the public improvement ordinance was enacted by the 
sponsor. 

(4) The apportionment of regular property taxes un- 
der this section shall cease when tax allocation revenues 
are no longer necessary or obligated to pay public im- 
provement costs or to pay principal of and interest on 
bonds issued to finance public improvement costs and 
payable in whole or in part from tax allocation revenues. 
At the time of termination of the apportionment, any 
excess money and any earnings thereon held by the 
sponsor shall be returned to the county treasurer and 
distributed to the taxing districts which were subject to 
the allocation in proportion to their regular property tax 
levies due for the year in which the funds are returned.

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39.88.080 Application of tax allocation revenues. Tax 
allocation revenues may be applied as follows:

(3) To pay into bond funds established to pay the 
principal of and interest on general obligation bonds is- 
sued pursuant to law to finance public facilities that are

39.88.090 General obligation bonds. General obliga- 
tion bonds which are issued to finance public facilities 
that are specified in the public improvement ordinance, 
and for which part or all of the principal or interest is 
paid by tax allocation revenues, shall be subject to the 
following requirements: 

(1) The intent to issue such bonds and the maximum 
amount which the sponsor contemplates issuing are

(2) The principal and interest of tax allocation bonds 
may be made payable from:

government, or any tax revenues other than tax alloca- 
tion revenues, and shall not be considered a debt of the 
sponsor or other state or local government for general 
indebtedness limitation purposes. 

(4) The terms and conditions of tax allocation bonds 
may include provisions for the following matters, among 
others: 

(a) The date of issuance, maturity date or dates, de- 
nominations, form, series, negotiability, registration, 
rank or priority, place of payment, interest rate or rates 
which may be fixed or may vary over the life of the tax 
allocation bonds, bond reserve, coverage, and such other 
terms related to repayment of the tax allocation bonds; 

(b) The application of tax allocation bond proceeds; 
the use, sale, or disposition of property acquired; consid- 
eration or rents and fees to be charged in the sale or 
lease of property acquired; consideration or rents and 
fees to be charged in the sale or lease of property within 
a public improvement; the application of rents, fees, and 
revenues within a public improvement; the maintenance, 
insurance, and replacement of property within a public 
improvement; other encumbrances, if any, upon all or 
part of property within a public improvement, then ex- 
isting or thereafter acquired; and the type of debts that 
may be incurred; 

(c) The creation of special funds; the money to be so 
applied; and the use and disposition of the money; 

(d) The securing of the tax allocation bonds by a 
pledge of property and property rights, by assignment of 
income generated by the public improvement, or by 
pledging such additional specifically described resources 
other than tax revenues as are available to the sponsor; 

(e) The terms and conditions for redemption; 

(f) The replacement of lost and destroyed bond 
instruments; 

(g) Procedures for amendment of the terms and con- 
ditions of the tax allocation bonds; 

(h) The powers of a trustee to enforce covenants and 
take other actions in event of default; the rights, liabili- 
ties, powers, and duties arising upon the breach of any 
covenant, condition, or obligation; and 

(i) When consistent with the terms of this chapter, 
such other terms, conditions, and provisions which may 
make the tax allocation bonds more marketable and fur- 
ther the purposes of this chapter. 

(5) Tax allocation bonds may be issued and sold in 
such manner as the legislative authority of the sponsor 
shall determine. 

(6) The sponsor may also issue or incur obligations in 
anticipation of the receipt of tax allocation bond pro- 
ceeds or other money available to pay public improve- 
ment costs. [1982 Ist ex.s. c 42 § 11.] 


39.88.110 Legal investments. Tax allocation bonds 
authorized in this chapter shall be legal investments for 
any of the funds of the state and of municipal corpora- 
tions, for trustees, and for other fiduciaries.

A list of such records 
shall be forwarded to the state archivist on forms pre- 
scribed by the state archivist. This list shall be reviewed 
at least annually by the elected or appointed officer to 
insure its completeness. Any changes or revisions follow- 
ing this review shall be forwarded to the state archivist. 
Each such elected and appointed officer of state govern- 
ment shall insure that the security of essential records of 
his office is by the most economical means commensu- 
rate with adequate protection. Protection of essential re- 
cords may be by vaulting, planned or natural dispersal of 
copies, or any other method approved by the state archi- 
vist. Reproductions of essential records may be by photo 
copy, magnetic tape, microfilm or other method ap- 
proved by the state archivist. Local government offices 
may coordinate the protection of their essential records 
with the state archivist as necessary to provide continu- 
ity of local government under emergency conditions.

40.14.010 Definition and classification of public re- 
cords. As used in this chapter, the term "public records" 
shall include any paper, correspondence, completed 
form, bound record book, photograph, film, sound re- 
cording, map drawing, machine-readable material, or 
other document, regardless of physical form or charac- 
teristics, and including such copies thereof, that have 
been made by or received by any agency of the state of 
Washington in connection with the transaction of public 
business, and legislative records as described in RCW 
40.14.100. 
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For the purposes of this chapter, public records shall 
be classified as follows: 

(1) Official public records shall include all original 
vouchers, receipts, and other documents necessary to 
isolate and prove the validity of every transaction relat- 
ing to the receipt, use, and disposition of all public 
property and public income from all sources whatsoever; 
all agreements and contracts to which the state of 
Washington or any agency thereof may be a party; all 
fidelity, surety, and performance bonds; all claims filed 
against the state of Washington or any agency thereof; 
all records or documents required by law to be filed with 
or kept by any agency of the state of Washington; all 
legislative records as defined in RCW 40.14.100; and all 
other documents or records determined by the records 
committee, created in RCW 40.14.050, to be official 
public records. 

(2) Office files and memoranda include such records 
as correspondence, exhibits, drawings, maps, completed 
forms, or documents not above defined and classified as 
official public records; duplicate copies of official public 
records filed with any agency of the state of 
Washington; documents and reports made for the inter- 
nal administration of the office to which they pertain but 
not required by law to be filed or kept with such agency; 
and other documents or records as determined by the 
records committee to be office files and memoranda.

40.14.020 Division of archives and records manage- 
ment State archivist Powers and duties——Du- 
ties of public officials. All public records shall be and 
remain the property of the state of Washington. They 
shall be delivered by outgoing officials and employees to 
their successors and shall be preserved, stored, trans- 
ferred, destroyed or disposed of, and otherwise managed, 
only in accordance with the provisions of this chapter. In 
order to insure the proper management and safeguarding

(5) To establish and operate such state record centers 
as may from time to time be authorized by appropria- 
tion, for the purpose of preserving, servicing, screening 
and protecting all state public records which must be 
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preserved temporarily or permanently, but which need 
not be retained in office space and equipment; 

(6) To set standards by rule for the durability and 
permanence of records required by law or for other rea- 
sons to be filed and maintained permanently or for very 
long periods of time by state and local agencies; 

(7) To gather and disseminate to interested agencies 
information on all phases of records management and 
current practices, methods, procedures, techniques, and 
devices for efficient and economical management and 
preservation of records; 

(8) To operate a central microfilming bureau which 
will microfilm, at cost, records approved for filming by 
the head of the office of origin and the archivist; to ap- 
prove microfilming projects undertaken by state depart- 
ments and all other agencies of state government; and to 
maintain proper standards for this work; 

(9) To maintain necessary facilities for the review of 
records approved for destruction and for their economi- 
cal disposition by sale or burning; directly to supervise 
such destruction of public records as shall be authorized 
by the terms of this chapter; 

(10) To conduct an oral history program to record 
and document the oral history of former members and 
staff of the Washington state legislature, former state 
government officials and personnel, and other citizens of 
interest through recording memoirs, processing and 
making transcripts of the tapes, and taking photographs. 
The tapes, transcripts, and photographs shall be indexed, 
shall be available for reference, and shall be properly 
preserved; 

(11) To adopt rules under chapter 34.04 RCW to 
carry out the state archivist's duties under this chapter.

(5) Approve all records inventory and destruction re- 
quests which are submitted to the state records 
committee. 

(6) Review established records retention schedules at 
least annually to insure that they are complete and 
current. 

(7) Exercise internal control over the acquisition of 
filming and file equipment. 
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If a particular agency or department does not wish to 
transfer records at a time previously scheduled therefor, 
the records officer shall, within thirty days, notify the 
archivist and request a change in such previously set 
schedule, including his reasons therefor.

(b) The department of origin of the records has made

lished; or 

(c) The originals of official public records less than 
six years old have been copied or reproduced by any 
photographic or other process approved by the state ar- 
chivist which accurately reproduces or forms a durable 
medium for so reproducing the original. 
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(2) Any lesser term of retention than six years must 
have the additional approval of the director of financial 
management, the state auditor and the attorney general, 
except when records have federal retention guidelines 
the state records committee may adjust the retention 
period accordingly.

Upon such approval, the schedule 
shall constitute authority for the local government 
agency to destroy the records listed thereon, after the 
required retention period, on a recurring basis until the 
schedule is either amended or revised by the committee. 

Except as otherwise provided by law, no public re- 
cords shall be destroyed until approved for destruction 
by the local records committee. Official public records 
shall not be destroyed unless: 

(1) The records are six or more years old; 

(2) The department of origin of the records has made 
a satisfactory showing to the state records committee 
that the retention of the records for a minimum of six 
years is both unnecessary and uneconomical, particularly 
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where lesser federal retention periods for records gener- 
ated by the state under federal programs have been es- 
tablished; or 

(3) The originals of official public records less than 
six years old have been copied or reproduced by any 
photographic, photostatic, microfilm, miniature photo- 
graphic, or other process approved by the state archivist 
which accurately reproduces or forms a durable medium 
for so reproducing the original. 

An automatic reduction of retention periods from 
seven to six years for official public records on record 
retention schedules existing on June 10, 1982, shall not 
be made, but the same shall be reviewed individually by 
the local records committee for approval or disapproval 
of the change to a retention period of six years. 

The state archivist may furnish appropriate informa- 
tion, suggestions, and guidelines to local government 
agencies for their assistance in the preparation of lists 
and schedules or any other matter relating to the reten- 
tion, preservation, or destruction of records under this 
chapter. The local records committee may adopt appro- 
priate regulations establishing procedures to be followed 
in such matters. 

Records of county, municipal, or other local govern- 
ment agencies, designated by the archivist as of primar- 
ily historical interest, may be transferred to a recognized 
depository agency.

Guidelines on deductions and deferrals. In order to facili- 
tate the transition from one payroll per month to two 
payrolls per month, the following guidelines concerning 
payroll deductions and deferrals are established: 

(1) All mandatory and voluntary deductions which 
are based upon a percentage of salary shall be deducted, 
after August 23, 1983, from the salaries payable for 
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each pay period. This subsection shall apply regardless 
of when the deductions were authorized or required. 

(2) The office of financial management shall adopt 
reasonable procedures providing for deductions, includ- 
ing deferrals, which are not based on a percentage of 
salary. 

(3) Amounts which are deducted in accordance with 
subsections (1) and (2) of this section shall be paid to 
the designated recipient no later than the established 
paydates except when other agreements are reached with 
the designated recipient. 

(4) Payment of deductions and deferrals to the desig- 
nated recipient shall be made by warrant or check ex- 
cept when the designated recipient requests payment by 
electronic funds transfer. If recipients request electronic 
funds transfers, sufficient time shall be made available 
to establish the process. The elapsed time to establish 
the process shall not exceed three months from the time 
the recipient has requested in writing to the appropriate 
data processing payroll systems manager to receive pay- 
ment by electronic funds transfer. 

Documentation and itemization of deductions or de- 
ferrals paid shall be in printed form unless the desig- 
nated recipient requests computer tapes. If recipients 
request computer tapes, sufficient time shall be made 
available to establish the process. Computer tapes shall 
be made available to the requesting designated recipient 
if at least one hundred employees paid from an auto- 
mated payroll system have such deductions. The elapsed 
time to establish the process for providing computer 
tapes shall not exceed three months from the time the 
recipient has requested in writing to the appropriate data 
processing payroll systems manager to receive computer 
tapes. With the approval of the office of financial man- 
agement, more advanced technology may be utilized to 
provide payment, documentation, and itemization of de- 
ductions to designated recipients.

Except as provided 
in RCW 43.33A.160, one hundred percent of all earn- 
ings from these investments shall accrue directly to the 
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deferred compensation principal account. The earnings 
on any surplus balances in the deferred compensation

(4) The deferred compensation administrative account 
is hereby created in the state treasury. All expenses of 
the committee including staffing and administrative ex- 
penses shall be paid out of the deferred compensation 
administrative account.

ing which an employee, with the approval of his or her 
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agency, may elect a time of arrival to work and depar- 
ture from work. 

(3) Each agency shall prepare a flexible-time work 
schedule or schedules and shall offer the schedule or 
schedules to employees as an option to the traditional 
eight o'clock a.m. to five o'clock p.m. working day. 
However, an agency shall not be required to prepare or 
offer a flexible-time work schedule or schedules if the 
agency head determines that the implementation of such 
a schedule would serve as an impediment to the provi- 
sion of services to the public or would in any other way 
impede the agency in accomplishing its mission. 

(4) Any employee wishing to use a flexible-time work 
schedule prepared under subsection (3) of this section 
must first obtain the permission of the agency head or 
the agency head's designee. However, if there is an em- 
ployee organization certified as an exclusive bargaining 
representative for a bargaining unit affected by the flex- 
ible-time work schedule, the agency shall first negotiate 
with the certified employee organization.

The board shall design benefits, 
devise specifications, analyze carrier responses to adver- 
tisements for bids, determine the terms and conditions of 
employee participation and coverage, and decide on the 
award of contracts which shall be signed by the trustee 
on behalf of the board: Provided, That all contracts for 
insurance, health care plans, including panel medicine 
plans, or protection applying to employees covered by 
RCW 28B.10.660 and chapters 41.04 and 41.05 RCW 
shall provide that the beneficiaries of such insurance, 
health care plans, or protection may utilize on an equal 
participation basis the services of practitioners licensed 
pursuant to chapters 18.22, 18.25, 18.32, 18.53, 18.57, 
18.71, 18.74, 18.83, and 18.88 RCW: Provided further, 
That the boards of trustees and boards of regents of the 
several institutions of higher education shall retain sole 
authority to provide liability insurance as provided in 
RCW 28B.10.660. The board shall from time to time 
review and amend such plans. Contracts for all plans 
shall be rebid and awarded at least every five years. 

(3) The board shall develop and provide as a part of 
the employee insurance benefit program an employee 
health care benefit plan which may be provided through 
a contract or contracts with regularly constituted insur- 
ance carriers or health care service contractors as de- 
fined in chapter 48.44 RCW, and a plan to be provided 
by a panel medicine plan in its service area only when 
approved by the board. The board may but shall not be 
required to pay more for health benefits under a panel 
medicine plan than it would otherwise be required to pay 
for health benefits by a contract with a regularly consti- 
tuted insurance carrier or health care service contractor 
in effect at the time the panel medicine plan is included 
in the employee health care benefit plan. Except for 
panel medicine plans, the board may but is not required 
to contract with more than one insurance carrier or 
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health care service contractor to provide similar benefits: 
Provided, That employees may choose participation in 
only one of the health care benefit plans sponsored by 
the board. Active employees, as defined in RCW 
41.05.010(2), eligible for medicare benefits shall have 
the option of continuing participation in health care 
programs on the same basis as all other employees or 
participation in medicare supplemental programs as may 
be developed by the board. These health care benefit 
plans shall provide coverage for all officials and employ- 
ees and their dependents without premium or subscrip- 
tion cost to the individual employees and officials, unless 
the board approves a panel medicine plan at a subscrip- 
tion rate in excess of the premium of the regularly con- 
stituted insurance carrier or health care service 
contractor, in which circumstances an employee contri- 
bution may be authorized at an amount equal to such 
excess. Rates for self pay segments of state employee 
groups will be developed from the experience of the en- 
tire group. Such self pay rates will be established based 
on a separate rate for the employee, the spouse, and 
children. 

(4) The board shall review plans proposed by insur- 
ance carriers who desire to offer property insurance 
and/or accident and casualty insurance to state employ- 
ees through payroll deduction. The board may approve 
any such plan for payroll deduction by carriers holding a 
valid certificate of authority in the state of Washington 
and which the board determines to be in the best inter- 
ests of employees and the state.

The director of 
personnel shall serve as secretary.

(4) The director of personnel shall direct and super- 
vise all the department of personnel's administrative and 
technical activities in accordance with the provisions of 
this chapter and the rules and regulations approved and 
promulgated thereunder. He shall prepare for considera- 
tion by the board proposed rules and regulations re- 
quired by this chapter. His salary shall be fixed by the . 
board. 

(5) The director of personnel may delegate to any 
agency the authority to perform administrative and 
technical personnel activities if the agency requests such 
authority and the director of personnel is satisfied that 
the agency has the personnel management capabilities to 
effectively perform the delegated activities. The director 
of personnel shall prescribe standards and guidelines for 
the performance of delegated activities. If the director of 
personnel determines that an agency is not performing 
delegated activities within the prescribed standards and 
guidelines, the director shall withdraw the authority 
from the agency to perform such activities.

(11) Determination of appropriate bargaining units 
within any agency: Provided, That in making such de- 
termination the board shall consider the duties, skills, 
and working conditions of the employees, the history of 
collective bargaining by the employees and their bar- 
gaining representatives, the extent of organization 
among the employees, and the desires of the employees; 

(12) Certification and decertification of exclusive bar- 
gaining representatives: Provided, That after certifica- 
tion of an exclusive bargaining representative and upon 
the representative's request, the director shall hold an 
election among employees in a bargaining unit to deter- 
mine by a majority whether to require as a condition of 
employment membership in the certified exclusive bar- 
gaining representative on or after the thirtieth day fol- 
lowing the beginning of employment or the date of such 
election, whichever is the later, and the failure of an 
employee to comply with such a condition of employ- 
ment constitutes cause for dismissal: Provided further, 
That no more often than once in each twelve—month pe- 
riod after expiration of twelve months following the date 
of the original election in a bargaining unit and upon 
petition of thirty percent of the members of a bargaining 
unit the director shall hold an election to determine 
whether a majority wish to rescind such condition of 
employment: Provided further, That for purposes of this 
clause, membership in the certified exclusive bargaining 
representative is satisfied by the payment of monthly or 
other periodic dues and does not require payment of ini- 
tiation, reinstatement, or any other fees or fines and in- 
cludes full and complete membership rights: And 
provided further, That in order to safeguard the right of 
nonassociation of public employees, based on bona fide 
religious tenets or teachings of a church or religious 
body of which such public employee is a member, such 
public employee shall pay to the union, for purposes 
within the program of the union as designated by such 
employee that would be in harmony with his individual 
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conscience, an amount of money equivalent to regular 
union dues minus any included monthly premiums for 
union-sponsored insurance programs, and such employee 
shall not be a member of the union but is entitled to all 
the representation rights of a union member; 

(13) Agreements between agencies and certified ex- 
clusive bargaining representatives providing for griev- 
ance procedures and collective negotiations on all 
personnel matters over which the appointing authority of 
the appropriate bargaining unit of such agency may 
lawfully exercise discretion; 

(14) Written agreements may contain provisions for 
payroll deductions of employee organization dues upon 
authorization by the employee member and for the can- 
cellation of such payroll deduction by the filing of a 
proper prior notice by the employee with the appointing 
authority and the employee organization: Provided, That 
nothing contained herein permits or grants to any em- 
ployee the right to strike or refuse to perform his official 
duties; 

(15) Adoption and revision of a comprehensive classi- 
fication plan for all positions in the classified service, 
based on investigation and analysis of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of each such position; 

(16) Allocation and reallocation of positions within 
the classification plan; 

(17) Adoption and revision of a state salary schedule 
to reflect the prevailing rates in Washington state pri- 
vate industries and other governmental units but the 
rates in the salary schedules or plans shall be increased 
if necessary to attain comparable worth under an imple- 
mentation plan under RCW 41.06.155, such adoption 
and revision subject to approval by the director of finan- 
cial management in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 43.88 RCW; 

(18) Increment increases within the series of steps for 
each pay grade based on length of service for all em- 
ployees whose standards of performance are such as to 
permit them to retain job status in the classified service; 

(19) Providing for veteran's preference as required by 
existing statutes, with recognition of preference in re- 
gard to layoffs and subsequent reemployment for veter- 
ans and their widows by giving such eligible veterans 
and their widows additional credit in computing their 
seniority by adding to their unbroken state service, as 
defined by the board, the veteran's service in the mili- 
tary not to exceed five years. For the purposes of this 
section, "veteran" means any person who has one or 
more years of active military service in any branch of 
the armed forces of the United States or who has less 
than one year's service and is discharged with a disabil- 
ity incurred in the line of duty or is discharged at the 
convenience of the government and who, upon termina- 
tion of such service has received an honorable discharge, 
a discharge for physical reasons with an honorable 
record, or a release from active military service with ev- 
idence of service other than that for which an undesir- 
able, bad conduct, or dishonorable discharge shall be 
given: Provided, however, That the widow of a veteran is 
entitled to the benefits of this section regardless of the 
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veteran's length of active military service: Provided fur- 
ther, That for the purposes of this section "veteran" does 
not include any person who has voluntarily retired with 
twenty or more years of active military service and 
whose military retirement pay is in excess of five hun- 
dred dollars per month; 

(20) Permitting agency heads to delegate the author- 
ity to appoint, reduce, dismiss, suspend, or demote em- 
ployees within their agencies if such agency heads do not 
have specific statutory authority to so delegate: Pro- 
vided, That the board may not authorize such delegation 
to any position lower than the head of a major subdivi- 
sion of the agency; 

(21) Assuring persons who are or have been employed 
in classified positions under chapter 28B.16 RCW will 
be eligible for employment, reemployment, transfer, and 
promotion in respect to classified positions covered by 
this chapter. 

(22) Affirmative action in appointment, promotion, 
transfer, recruitment, training, and career development; 
development and implementation of affirmative action 
goals and timetables; and monitoring of progress against 
those goals and timetables. 

The board shall consult with the human rights com- 
mission in the development of rules pertaining to affir- 
mative action.

This survey shall measure average 
salary and fringe benefit movement for broad occupa- 
tional groups which has occurred since the last compre- 
hensive salary and fringe benefit survey was conducted. 
The results of each comprehensive and trend salary and 
fringe benefit survey shall be completed and forwarded 
by September 30 with a recommended state salary 
schedule to the governor and director of financial man- 
agement for their use in preparing budgets to be sub- 
mitted to the succeeding legislature. A copy of the data 
and supporting documentation shall be furnished by the 
department of personnel to the standing committees for 
appropriations of the senate and house of 
representatives. 

In the case of comprehensive salary and fringe benefit 
surveys, the department shall furnish the following sup- 
plementary data in support of its recommended salary 
schedule: 

(1) A total dollar figure which reflects the recom- 
mended increase or decrease in state salaries as a direct 
result of the specific salary and fringe benefit survey 
that has been conducted and which is categorized to in- 
dicate what portion of the increase or decrease is repre- 
sented by salary survey data and what portion is 
represented by fringe benefit survey data; 

(2) An additional total dollar figure which reflects the 
impact of recommended increases or decreases to state 
salaries based on other factors rather than directly on 
prevailing rate data obtained through the survey process 
and which is categorized to indicate the sources of the 
requests for deviation from prevailing rates and the rea- 
sons for the changes; 
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(3) A list of class codes and titles indicating recom- 
mended monthly salary ranges for all state classes under 
the control of the department of personnel with: 

(a) Those salary ranges which do not substantially 
conform to the prevailing rates developed from the sal- 
ary and fringe benefit survey distinctly marked and an 
explanation of the reason for the deviation included; and 

(b) Those department of personnel classes which are 
substantially the same as classes being used by the 
higher education personnel board clearly marked to 
show the commonality of the classes between the two 
jurisdictions; 

(4) A supplemental salary schedule which indicates 
the additional salary to be paid state employees for haz- 
ardous duties or other considerations requiring extra 
compensation under specific circumstances. Additional 
compensation for these circumstances shall not be in- 
cluded in the basic salary schedule but shall be main- 
tained as a separate pay schedule for purposes of full 
disclosure and visibility; and 

(5) A supplemental salary schedule which indicates 
those cases where the board determines that prevailing 
rates do not provide similar salaries for positions that 
require or impose similar responsibilities, judgment, 
knowledge, skills, and working conditions. This supple- 
mentary salary schedule shall contain proposed salary 
adjustments necessary to eliminate any such dissimilari- 
ties in compensation. Additional compensation needed to 
eliminate such salary dissimilarities shall not be included 
in the basic salary schedule but shall be maintained as a 
separate salary schedule for purposes of full disclosure 
and visibility. 

It is the intention of the legislature that requests for 
funds to support recommendations for salary deviations 
from the prevailing rate survey data shall be kept to a 
minimum, and that the requests be fully documented 
when forwarded by the department of personnel. Fur- 
ther, it is the intention of the legislature that the de- 
partment of personnel and the higher education 
personnel board jointly determine job classes which are 
substantially common to both jurisdictions and that 
basic salaries for these job classes shall be equal based 
on salary and fringe benefit survey findings.

(4) The number of employees participating in the ca- 
reer executive program shall not exceed one percent of 
the employees subject to the provisions of this chapter. 

(5) The director shall monitor and review the impact 
of the career executive program to ensure that the re- 
sponsibilities of the state to provide equal employment 
opportunities are diligently carried out. The director 
shall report to the board the impact of the career execu- 
tive program on the fulfillment of such responsibilities. 

(6) Any classified state employee, upon entering a po- 
sition in the career executive program, shall be entitled 
subsequently to revert to any class or position previously 
held with permanent status, or, if such position is not 
available, revert to a position similar in nature and sal- 
ary to the position previously held.

41.07.020 Administration, maintenance and operation 
of system Intent. The department of personnel is 
authorized to administer, maintain, and operate the cen- 
tral personnel—payroll system and to provide its services 
for any state agency designated jointly by the director of 
the department of personnel and the director of financial 
management.

No 
person shall be appointed a member of such commission 
who is not a citizen of the United States, a resident of 
such city for at least three years immediately preceding 
such appointment, and an elector of the county wherein 
he resides. The term of office of such commissioners 
shall be for six years, except that the first three mem- 
bers of such commission shall be appointed for different 
terms, as follows: One to serve for a period of two years, 
one to serve for a period of four years, and one to serve 
for a period of six years. Any member of such commis- 
sion may be removed from office for incompetency, in- 
compatibility or dereliction of duty, or malfeasance in 
office, or other good cause: Provided, however, That no 
member of the commission shall be removed until 
charges have been preferred, in writing, due notice and a 
full hearing had. The members of such commission shall 
devote due time and attention to the performance of the 
duties hereinafter specified and imposed upon them by 
this chapter. Two members of such commission shall 
constitute a quorum and the votes of any two members 
of such commission concurring shall be sufficient for the 
decision of all matters and the transaction of all business 
to be decided or transacted by the commission under or 
by virtue of the provisions of this chapter. Confirmation 
of said appointment or appointments of commissioners 
by any legislative body shall not be required. At the time 
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of any appointment not more than two commissioners 
shall be adherents of the same political party. [1935 c 31 
§ 3; RRS § 9558-3.] 


41.08.040 Organization of commission——Secre- 
tary Powers and duties of commission. Immediately 
after appointment the commission shall organize by 
electing one of its members chairman and hold regular 
meetings at least once a month, and such additional 
meetings as may be required for the proper discharge of 
their duties. 

They shall appoint a secretary and chief examiner, 
who shall keep the records of the commission, preserve 
all reports made to it, superintend and keep a record of 
all examinations held under its direction, and perform 
such other duties as the commission may prescribe. 

The secretary and chief examiner shall be appointed 
as a result of competitive examination which examina- 
tion may be either original and open to all properly 
qualified citizens of the city, town or municipality, or 
promotional and limited to persons already in the service 
of the fire department or of the fire department and 
other departments of said city, town or municipality, as 
the commission may decide. The secretary and chief ex- 
aminer may be subject to suspension, reduction or dis- 
charge in the same manner and subject to the same 
limitations as are provided in the case of members of the 
fire department. It shall be the duty of the civil service 
commission: 

(1) To make suitable rules and regulations not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this chapter. Such rules 
and regulations shall provide in detail the manner in 
which examinations may be held, and appointments, 
promotions, transfers, reinstatements, demotions, sus- 
pensions and discharges shall be made, and may also 
provide for any other matters connected with the general 
subject of personnel administration, and which may be 
considered desirable to further carry out the general 
purposes of this chapter, or which may be found to be in 
the interest of good personnel administration. Such rules 
and regulations may be changed from time to time. The 
rules and regulations and any amendments thereof shall 
be printed, mimeographed or multigraphed for free pub- 
lic distribution. Such rules and regulations may be 
changed from time to time. 

(2) All tests shall be practical, and shall consist only 
of subjects which will fairly determine the capacity of 
persons examined to perform duties of the position to 
which appointment is to be made, and may include tests 
of physical fitness and/or of manual skill. 

(3) The rules and regulations adopted by the commis- 
sion shall provide for a credit of ten percent in favor of 
all applicants for appointment under civil service, who, 
in time of war, or in any expedition of the armed forces 
of the United States, have served in and been honorably 
discharged from the armed forces of the United States, 
including the army, navy and marine corps and the 
American Red Cross. These credits apply to entrance 
examinations only. 
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(4) The commission shall make investigations con- 
cerning and report upon all matters touching the en- 
forcement and effect of the provisions of this chapter, 
and the rules and regulations prescribed hereunder; in- 
spect all institutions, departments, offices, places, posi- 
tions and employments affected by this chapter, and 
ascertain whether this chapter and all such rules and 
regulations are being obeyed. Such investigations may be 
made by the commission or by any commissioner desig- 
nated by the commission for that purpose. Not only 
must these investigations be made by the commission as 
aforesaid, but the commission must make like investiga- 
tion on petition of a citizen, duly verified, stating that 
irregularities or abuses exist, or setting forth in concise 
language, in writing, the necessity for such investigation. 
In the course of such investigation the commission or 
designated commissioner, or chief examiner, shall have 
the power to administer oaths, subpoena and require the 
attendance of witnesses and the production by them of 
books, papers, documents and accounts appertaining to 
the investigation and also to cause the deposition of wit- 
nesses residing within or without the state to be taken in 
the manner prescribed by law for like depositions in civil 
actions in the superior court; and the oaths administered 
hereunder and the subpoenas issued hereunder shall 
have the same force and effect as the oaths administered 
by a superior court judge in his judicial capacity; and 
the failure upon the part of any person so subpoenaed to 
comply with the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed a violation of this chapter, and punishable as 
such. 

(5) All hearings and investigations before the com- 
mission, or designated commissioner, or chief examiner, 
shall be governed by this chapter and by rules of prac- 
tice and procedure to be adopted by the commission, and 
in the conduct thereof neither the commission, nor des- 
ignated commissioner shall be bound by the technical 
rules of evidence. No informality in any proceedings or 
hearing, or in the manner of taking testimony before the 
commission or designated commissioner, shall invalidate 
any order, decision, rule or regulation made, approved or 
confirmed by the commission: Provided, however, That 
no order, decision, rule or regulation made by any des- 
ignated commissioner conducting any hearing or investi- 
gation alone shall be of any force or effect whatsoever 
unless and until concurred in by at least one of the other 
two members. 

(6) To hear and determine appeals or complaints re- 
specting the administrative work of the personnel de- 
partment; appeals upon the allocation of positions; the 
rejection of an examination, and such other matters as 
may be referred to the commission. 

(7) Establish and maintain in card or other suitable 
form a roster of officers and employees. 

(8) Provide for, formulate and hold competitive tests 
to determine the relative qualifications of persons who 
seek employment in any class or position and as a result 
thereof establish eligible lists for the various classes of 
positions, and to provide that persons laid off because of 
curtailment of expenditures, reduction in force, and for 
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like causes, head the list in the order of their seniority, 
to the end that they shall be the first to be reemployed. 

(9) When a vacant position is to be filled, to certify to 
the appointing authority, on written request, the name of 
the person highest on the eligible list for the class. If 
there are no such lists, to authorize provisional or tem- 
porary appointment list of such class. Such temporary or 
provisional appointment shall not continue for a period 
longer than four months; nor shall any person receive 
more than one provisional appointment or serve more 
than four months as a provisional appointee in any one 
fiscal year. 

(10) Keep such records as may be necessary for the 
proper administration of this chapter. [1973 Ist ex.s. c

No person in the classified civil service who shall 
have been permanently appointed or inducted into civil 
service under provisions of this chapter, shall be re- 
moved, suspended, demoted or discharged except for 
cause, and only upon the written accusation of the ap- 
pointing power, or any citizen or taxpayer, a written 
statement of which accusation, in general terms, shall be 
served upon the accused, and a duplicate filed with the 
commission.

discretion, be retroactive, and entitle such person to pay 
or compensation from the time of such removal, suspen- 
sion, demotion or discharge. The commission upon such 
investigation, in lieu of affirming the removal, suspen- 
sion, demotion or discharge may modify the order of re- 
moval, suspension, demotion or discharge by directing a 
suspension, without pay, for a given period, and subse- 
quent restoration to duty, or demotion in classification, 
grade, or pay; the findings of the commission shall be 
certified, in writing to the appointing power, and shall be 
forthwith enforced by such officer. 

All investigations made by the commission pursuant 
to the provisions of this section shall be by public hear- 
ing, after reasonable notice to the accused of the time 
and place of such hearing, at which hearing the accused 
shall be afforded an opportunity of appearing in person 
and by counsel, and presenting his defense.

To enable the appointing power to exercise a choice in 
the filling of positions, no appointment, employment or 
promotion in any position in the classified service shall 
be deemed complete until after the expiration of a period 
of three to six months’ probationary service, as may be 
provided in the rules of the civil service commission dur- 
ing which the appointing power may terminate the em- 
ployment of the person certified to him, or it, if during 
the performance test thus afforded, upon observation or 
consideration of the performance of duty, the appointing 
power deems him unfit or unsatisfactory for service in 
the department. Whereupon the appointing power shall 
designate the person certified as standing next highest 
on any such list and such person shall likewise enter 
upon said duties until some person is found who is 
deemed fit for appointment, employment or promotion

41.12.010 Application of chapter. The provisions of

The mem- 
bers of such commission shall serve without compensa- 
tion. No person shall be appointed a member of such 
commission who is not a citizen of the United States, a 
resident of such city for at least three years immediately 
preceding such appointment, and an elector of the 
county wherein he resides. The term of office of such 
commissioners shall be for six years, except that the first 
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three members of such commission shall be appointed 
for different terms, as follows: One to serve for a period 
of two years, one to serve for a period of four years, and 
one to serve for a period of six years. Any member of 
such commission may be removed from office for in- 
competency, incompatibility or dereliction of duty, or 
malfeasance in office, or other good cause: Provided, 
however, That no member of the commission shall be 
removed until charges have been preferred, in writing, 
due notice and a full hearing had. The members of such 
commission shall devote due time and attention to the 
performance of the duties hereinafter specified and im- 
posed upon them by this chapter. Two members of such 
commission shall constitute a quorum and the votes of 
any two members of such commission concurring shall 
be sufficient for the decision of all matters and the 
transaction of all business to be decided or transacted by 
the commission under or by virtue of the provisions of 
this chapter. Confirmation of said appointment or ap- 
pointments of commissioners by any legislative body 
shall not be required. At the time of any appointment 
not more than two commissioners shall be adherents of 
the same political party.

41.12.040 Organization of commission Secre- 
tary Powers and duties of commission. Immediately 
after appointment the commission shall organize by 
electing one of its members chairman and hold regular 
meetings at least once a month, and such additional 
meetings as may be required for the proper discharge of 
their duties.

Such rules 
and regulations shall provide in detail the manner in 
which examinations may be held, and appointments, 
promotions, transfers, reinstatements, demotions, sus- 
pensions and discharges shall be made, and may also 
provide for any other matters connected with the general 
subject of personnel administration, and which may be 
considered desirable to further carry out the general 
purposes of this chapter, or which may be found to be in 
the interest of good personnel administration. Such rules 
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and regulations may be changed from time to time. The 
rules and regulations and any amendments thereof shall 
be printed, mimeographed or multigraphed for free pub- 
lic distribution. Such rules and regulations may be 
changed from time to time; 

(2) All tests shall be practical, and shall consist only 
of subjects which will fairly determine the capacity of 
persons examined to perform duties of the position to 
which appointment is to be made, and may include tests 
of physical fitness and/or of manual skill; 

(3) The rules and regulations adopted by the commis- 
sion shall provide for a credit of ten percent in favor of 
all applicants for appointment under civil service, who, 
in time of war, or in any expedition of the armed forces 
of the United States, have served in and been honorably 
discharged from the armed forces of the United States, 
including the army, navy, and marine corps and the 
American Red Cross. These credits apply to entrance 
examinations only; 

(4) The commission shall make investigations con- 
cerning and report upon all matters touching the en- 
forcement and effect of the provisions of this chapter, 
and the rules and regulations prescribed hereunder; in- 
spect all institutions, departments, offices, places, posi- 
tions and employments affected by this chapter, and 
ascertain whether this chapter and all such rules and 
regulations are being obeyed. Such investigations may be 
made by the commission or by any commissioner desig- 
nated by the commission for that purpose. Not only 
must these investigations be made by the commission as 
aforesaid, but the commission must make like investiga- 
tion on petition of a citizen, duly verified, stating that 
irregularities or abuses exist, or setting forth in concise 
language, in writing, the necessity for such investigation. 
In the course of such investigation the commission or 
designated commissioner, or chief examiner, shall have 
the power to administer oaths, subpoena and require the 
attendance of witnesses and the production by them of 
books, papers, documents and accounts appertaining to 
the investigation and also to cause the deposition of wit- 
nesses residing within or without the state to be taken in 
the manner prescribed by law for like depositions in civil 
actions in the superior court; and the oaths administered 
hereunder and the subpoenas issued hereunder shall have 
the same force and effect as the oaths administered by a 
superior court judge in his judicial capacity; and the 
failure upon the part of any person so subpoenaed to 
comply with the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed a violation of this chapter, and punishable as 
such; 

(5) Hearings and Investigations: How conducted. All 
hearings and investigations before the commission, or 
designated commissioner, or chief examiner, shall be 
governed by this chapter and by rules of practice and 
procedure to be adopted by the commission, and in the 
conduct thereof neither the commission, nor designated 
commissioner shall be bound by the technical rules of 
evidence. No informality in any proceedings or hearing, 
or in the manner of taking testimony before the com- 
mission or designated commissioner, shall invalidate any 
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order, decision, rule or regulation made, approved or 
confirmed by the commission: Provided, however, That 
no order, decision, rule or regulation made by any des- 
ignated commissioner conducting any hearing or investi- 
gation alone shall be of any force or effect whatsoever 
unless and until concurred in by at least one of the other 
two members; 

(6) To hear and determine appeals or complaints re- 
specting the administrative work of the personnel de- 
partment; appeals upon the allocation of positions; the 
rejection of an examination, and such other matters as 
may be referred to the commission; 

(7) Establish and maintain in card or other suitable 
form a roster of officers and employees; 

(8) Provide for, formulate and hold competitive tests 
to determine the relative qualifications of persons who 
seek employment in any class or position and as a result 
thereof establish eligible lists for the various classes of 
positions, and to provide that men laid off because of 
curtailment of expenditures, reduction in force, and for 
like causes, head the list in the order of their seniority, 
to the end that they shall be the first to be reemployed; 

(9) When a vacant position is to be filled, to certify to 
the appointing authority, on written request, the name of 
the person highest on the eligible list for the class. If 
there are no such lists, to authorize provisional or tem- 
porary appointment list of such class. Such temporary or 
provisional appointment shall not continue for a period 
longer than four months; nor shall any person receive 
more than one provisional appointment or serve more 
than four months as provisional appointee in any one 
fiscal year; 

(10) Keep such records as may be necessary for the 
proper administration of this chapter. [1937 c 13 § 5;

41.14.010 Declaration of purpose. The general pur- 
pose of this chapter is to establish a merit system of em- 
ployment for county deputy sheriffs and other employees 
of the office of county sheriff, thereby raising the stan- 
dards and efficiency of such offices and law enforcement 
in general. [1987 c 251 § 1; 1985 c 429 § 3; 1959c 1 § 1 
(Initiative Measure No. 23, approved November 4, 
1958).] 


41.14.020 Terms defined. Definition of terms: 

(1) "Commission" means the civil service commission, 
or combined county civil service commission, herein cre- 
ated, and "commissioner" means any one of the three 
members of any such commission; 
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(2) "Appointing power" means the county sheriff who 
is invested by law with power and authority to select, 
appoint, or employ any deputy, deputies or other neces- 
sary employees subject to civil service; 

(3) "Appointment" includes all means of selecting, 
appointing, or employing any person to any office, place, 
position, or employment subject to civil service; 

(4) "County" means any county of the state, or any 
counties combined pursuant to RCW 41.14.040 for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this chapter; 

(5) "Deputy sheriff or other members of the office of 
county sheriff" means all persons regularly employed in 
the office of county sheriff either on a part time or full 
time basis.

41.14.030 Civil service commission Appointment, 
terms, qualifications, compensation, etc. There is created 
in each county and in each combination of counties, 
combined pursuant to RCW 41.14.040 to carry out the 
provisions of this chapter, a civil service commission 
which shall be composed of three persons. The commis- 
sion members shall be appointed by the board of county 
commissioners, or boards of county commissioners of 
each combination of counties, within sixty days after 
December 4, 1958. No person shall be appointed to the 
commission who is not a citizen of the United States, a 
resident of the county, or one of the counties combined, 
for at least two years immediately preceding his ap- 
pointment, and an elector of the county wherein he re- 
sides.

Two 
members of the commission shall constitute a quorum 
and the votes of any two members concurring shall be 
sufficient for the decision of all matters and the transac- 
tion of all business to be decided or transacted by the 
commission. Confirmation of the appointment of com- 
missioners by any legislative body shall not be required. 
At the time of appointment not more than two commis- 
sioners shall be adherents of the same political party. No 
member after appointment shall hold any salaried public 
office or engage in county employment, other than his 
commission duties. The members of the commission 
shall serve without compensation. [1959 c 1 § 3 (Initia- 
tive Measure No. 23, approved November 4, 1958).] 


41.14.040 Combined system authorized in counties of 
fourth class or less. Any counties of the fourth class or 
of lesser classifications, whether contiguous or not, are 
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authorized to establish and operate a combined civil ser- 
vice system to serve all counties so combined. The com- 
bination of any such counties shall be effective whenever 
each board of county commissioners of the counties in- 
volved adopts a resolution declaring intention to partici- 
pate in the operation of a combined county civil service 
system in accordance with agreements made between 
any such counties. Any such combined county civil ser- 
vice commission shall serve the employees of each 
county sheriff's office impartially and according to need.

41.14.050 Commission Organization, meet- 
ings Chief examiner, qualifications, duties. Immedi- 
ately after appointment the commission shall organize 
by electing one of its members chairman and shall hold 
regular meetings at least once a month, and such addi- 
tional meetings as may be required for the proper dis- 
charge of its duties. 

It shall appoint a chief examiner who shall also serve 
as secretary of the commission and such assistants as 
may be necessary.

41.14.060 Powers and duties of commission. It shall 
be the duty of the civil service commission:

Such rules and regu- 
lations shall provide in detail the manner in which 
examinations may be held, and appointments, promo- 
tions, reallocations, transfers, reinstatements, demotions, 
suspensions, and discharges shall be made, and may also 
provide for any other matters connected with the general 
subject of personnel administration, and which may be 
considered desirable to further carry out the general 
purposes of this chapter, or which may be found to be in 
the interest of good personnel administration. The rules 
and regulations and any amendments thereof shall be 
printed, mimeographed, or multigraphed for free public

sons examined to perform duties of the position to which 
appointment is to be made. Such tests may include tests 
of physical fitness or manual skill or both. 

(3) To make investigations concerning and report 
upon all matters touching the enforcement and effect of 
the provisions of this chapter, and the rules and regula- 
tions prescribed hereunder; to inspect all departments, 
offices, places, positions, and employments affected by 
this chapter, and ascertain whether this chapter and all 
such rules and regulations are being obeyed. Such inves- 
tigations may be made by the commission or by any 
commissioner designated by the commission for that 
purpose. Not only must these investigations be made by 
the commission as aforesaid, but the commission must 
make like investigation on petition of a citizen, duly ver- 
ified, stating that irregularities or abuses exist, or setting 
forth in concise language, in writing, the necessity for 
such investigation. In the course of such investigation 
the commission or designated commissioner, or chief ex- 
aminer, may administer oaths, subpoena and require the 
attendance of witnesses and the production by them of 
books, papers, documents, and accounts appertaining to 
the investigation and also cause the deposition of wit- 
nesses residing within or without the state to be taken in 
the manner prescribed by law for like depositions in civil 
actions in the superior court; and the oaths administered 
and the subpoenas issued hereunder shall have the same 
force and effect as the oaths administered and subpoenas 
issued by a superior court judge in his judicial capacity; 
and the failure of any person so subpoenaed to comply 
with the provisions of this section shall be deemed a vio- 
lation of this chapter, and punishable as such. 

(4) To conduct hearings and investigations in accord- 
ance with this chapter and by the rules of practice and 
procedure adopted by the commission, and in the con- 
duct thereof neither the commission, nor designated 
commissioner shall be bound by technical rules of evi- 
dence. No informality in any proceedings or hearing, or 
in the manner of taking testimony before the commission 
or designated commissioner, shall invalidate any order, 
decision, rule, or regulation made, approved, or con- 
firmed by the commission: Provided, That no order, de- 
cision, rule, or regulation made by any designated 
commissioner conducting any hearing or investigation 
alone shall be of any force or effect whatsoever unless 
and until concurred in by at least one of the other two 
members. 

(5) To hear and determine appeals or complaints re- 
specting the allocation of positions, the rejection of an 
examinee, and such other matters as may be referred to 
the commission. 

(6) To provide for, formulate, and hold competitive 
tests to determine the relative qualifications of persons 
who seek employment in any class or position and as a 
result thereof establish eligible lists for the various 
classes of positions, and provide that persons laid off, or 
who have accepted voluntary demotion in lieu of layoff, 
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because of curtailment of expenditures, reduction in 
force, and for like causes, head the list in the order of 
their seniority, to the end that they shall be the first to 
be reemployed or reinstated in their former job class. 

(7) To certify to the appointing authority, when a va- 
cant position is to be filled, on written request, the 
names of the three persons highest on the eligible list for 
the class. If there is no such list, to authorize a provi- 
sional or temporary appointment list for such class. Such 
temporary provisional appointment shall not continue for 
a period longer than four months; nor shall any person 
receive more than one provisional appointment or serve 
more than four months as provisional appointee in any 
one fiscal year. 

(8) To keep such records as may be necessary for the 
proper administration of this chapter. [1979 ex.s. c 153 
§ 2; 1959 c 1 § 6 (Initiative Measure No. 23, approved 
November 4, 1958).] 


41.14.065 Delegation of powers and duties of com- 
mission in class AA county. Any class AA county may 
assign the powers and duties of the commission to such 
county agencies or departments as may be designated by 
charter or ordinance: Provided, That the powers and du- 
ties of the commission under RCW 41.14.120 shall not 
be assigned to any other body but shall continue to be 
vested in the commission, which shall exist to perform 
such powers and duties, together with such other adjudi- 
cative functions as may be designated by charter or or- 
dinance.

41.14.070 Classified and unclassified service desig- 
nated——Procedures. The classified civil service and 
provisions of this chapter shall include all deputy sheriffs 
and other employees of the office of sheriff in each 
county except the county sheriff in every county and an 
additional number of positions, designated the unclassi- 
fied service, determined as follows:

The unclassified position appointments authorized by 
this section must include selections from the following 
positions up to the limit of the number of positions 
authorized: Undersheriff, inspector, chief criminal dep- 
uty, chief civil deputy, jail superintendent, and adminis- 
trative assistant or administrative secretary. The initial 
selection of specific positions to be exempt shall be made 
by the sheriff, who shall notify the civil service commis- 
sion of his selection. Subsequent changes in the designa- 
tion of which positions are to be exempt may be made 
only with the concurrence of the sheriff and the civil 
service commission, and then only after the civil service ` 
commission has heard the issue in open meeting. Should 
the position or positions initially selected by the sheriff 
to be exempt (unclassified) pursuant to this section be 
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under the classified civil service at the time of such se- 
lection, and should it (or they) be occupied, the 
employee(s) occupying said position(s) shall have the 
right to return to the next highest position or a like po- 
sition under classified civil service.

41.14.090 Status of existing employees in classified 
service. For the benefit of the public service and to pre- 
vent delay, injury, or interruption therein by reason of

which is deemed classified by RCW 41.14.070 for a 
continuous period of six months prior to *the effective 
date of this act, are eligible for permanent appointment 
under civil service to the offices, places, positions, or 
employments which they then held without examination 
or other act on their part, and not on probation; and ev- 
ery such person is automatically adopted and inducted 
permanently into civil service, into the office, place, po- 
sition, or employment which he then held as completely 
and effectually to all intents and purposes as if such 
person had been permanently appointed thereto under 
civil service after examination and investigation. [1959 c

41.14.100 Qualifications of applicants for position. 
An applicant for a position of any kind under civil ser- 
vice, must be a citizen of the United States who can 
read and write the English language.

November 4, 1958).] 
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41.14.110 Tenure——Grounds for deprivation. The 
tenure of every person holding an office, place, position, 
or employment under the provisions of this chapter shall 
be only during good behavior, and any such person may 
be removed or discharged, suspended without pay, de- 
moted, or reduced in rank, or deprived of vacation privi- 
leges or other special privileges for any of the following 
reasons: 

(1) Incompetency, inefficiency, or inattention to, or 
dereliction of duty; 

(2) Dishonesty, intemperance, immoral conduct, in- 
subordination, discourteous treatment of the public, or a 
fellow employee, or any other act of omission or com- 
mission tending to injure the public service; or any other 
wilful failure on the part of the employee to properly 
conduct himself; or any wilful violation of the provisions 
of this chapter or the rules and regulations to be adopted 
hereunder; 

(3) Mental or physical unfitness for the position 
which the employee holds; 

(4) Dishonest, disgraceful, or prejudicial conduct; 

(5) Drunkenness or use of intoxicating liquors, narco- 
tics, or any other habit forming drug, liquid, or prepara- 
tion to such extent that the use thereof interferes with 
the efficiency or mental or physical fitness of the em- 
ployee, or which precludes the employee from properly 
performing the function and duties of any position under 
civil service; 

(6) Conviction of a felony, or a misdemeanor involv- 
ing moral turpitude; 

(7) Any other act or failure to act which in the judg- 
ment of the civil service commission is sufficient to show 
the offender to be an unsuitable and unfit person to be 
employed in the public service. [1959 c 1 § 11 (Initiative 
Measure No. 23, approved November 4, 1958).] 


41.14.120 Removal, suspension, demotion, or dis- 
charge Procedure——Appeal. No person in the clas- 
sified civil service who has been permanently appointed 
or inducted into civil service under provisions of this 
chapter, shall be removed, suspended, demoted, or dis- 
charged except for cause, and only upon written accusa- 
tion of the appointing power or any citizen or taxpayer; 
a written statement of which accusation, in general 
terms, shall be served upon the accused, and a duplicate 
filed with the commission. Any person so removed, sus- 
pended, discharged, or demoted may within ten days 
from the time of his removal, suspension, discharge, or 
demotion file with the commission a written demand for 
an investigation, whereupon the commission shall con- 
duct such investigation. Upon receipt of the written de- 
mand for an investigation, the commission shall within 
ten days set a date for a public hearing which will be 
held within thirty days from the date of receipt. The in- 
vestigation shall be confined to the determination of the 
question of whether the removal, suspension, demotion, 
or discharge was made in good faith for cause. After 
such investigation the commission shall render a written 
decision within ten days and may affirm the removal, 
suspension, demotion, or discharge, or if it finds that re- 
moval, suspension, demotion, or discharge was not made 
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in good faith for cause, shall order the immediate rein- 
statement or reemployment of such person in the office, 
place, position, or employment from which he was re- 
moved, suspended, demoted, or discharged, which rein- 
statement shall, if the commission so provides, be 
retroactive, and entitle such person to pay or compensa- 
tion from the time of the removal, suspension, demotion, 
or discharge. The commission upon such investigation, in 
lieu of affirming a removal, suspension, demotion, or 
discharge, may modify the order by directing the re- 
moval, suspension, demotion, or discharge without pay, 
for a given period, and subsequent restoration to duty, or 
demotion in classification, grade, or pay. The findings of 
the commission shall be certified, in writing to the ap- 
pointing power, and shall be forthwith enforced by such 
officer. 

All investigations made by the commission pursuant 
to this section shall be by public hearing, after reason- 
able notice to the accused of the time and place thereof, 
at which hearing the accused shall be afforded an op- 
portunity of appearing in person and by counsel, and 
presenting his defense. If order of removal, suspension, 
demotion, or discharge is concurred in by the commis- 
sion or a majority thereof, the accused may appeal 
therefrom to the superior court of the county wherein he 
resides. Such appeal shall be taken by serving the com- 
mission, within thirty days after the entry of its order, a 
- written notice of appeal, stating the grounds thereof, and 
demanding that a certified transcript of the record and 
of all papers on file in the office of the commission af- 
fecting or relating to its order, be filed by the commis- 
sion with the court. The commission shall, within ten 
days after the filing of the notice, make, certify, and file 
such transcript with the court. The court shall thereupon 
proceed to hear and determine the appeal in a summary 
manner. Such hearing shall be confined to the determi- 
nation of whether the order of removal, suspension, de- 
motion, or discharge made by the commission, was or 
was not made in good faith for cause, and no appeal 
‘shall be taken except upon such ground or grounds. The 
decision of the superior court may be appealed to the 
supreme court or the court of appeals.

41.14.130 Filling vacancies in classified service— 
Eligibility list Probation. Whenever a position in the 
classified service becomes vacant, the appointing power, 
if it desires to fill the vacancy, shall requisition the com- 
mission for the names and addresses of persons eligible 
for appointment thereto. Before a requisition can be 
made, the appointing authority shall give employees of 
the appointing authority who are in layoff status or who 
have been notified of an intended layoff an opportunity 
to qualify for any class within the office of the appoint- 
ing authority. The commission shall certify the names of 
the three persons highest on the eligible list for the class 
to which the vacant position has been allocated, who are 
willing to accept employment.

To enable the appointing power to exercise a greater 
degree of choice in the filling of positions, no appoint- 
ment, employment, or promotion in any position in the 
classified service shall be deemed complete until after 
the expiration of a period of one year's probationary 
service, as may be provided in the rules of the civil ser- 
vice commission, during which the appointing power 
may terminate the employment of the person appointed, 
if during the performance test thus afforded, upon ob- 
servation or consideration of the performance of duty, 
the appointing power deems such person unfit or unsat- 
isfactory for service in the office of county sheriff. 
Thereupon the appointing power shall again requisition 
the commission for the names and addresses of persons 
eligible for appointment in the manner provided by this 
section and the person appointed in the manner provided 
by this section shall likewise enter upon said duties for 
the probationary period, until some person is found who 
is deemed fit for appointment, employment, or promo- 
tion whereupon the appointment, employment, or pro- 
motion shall be deemed complete.

41.14.140 Power to fill positions Consent of 
county commissioners——Salaries and compensation. All 
offices, places, positions, and employments coming 
within the purview of this chapter, shall be filled by the 
appointing power with the consent of the board of 
county commissioners, and nothing herein contained 
shall infringe upon such authority that an appointing 
power may have to fix the salaries and compensation of 
all employees employed hereunder.

istered, or certified pursuant to this chapter, or aid in so 
doing, or make any false representation concerning the 
same, or concerning the person examined, or furnish any 
person any special or secret information for the purpose 
of improving or injuring the prospects or chances of any 
person so examined, registered or certified, or to be ex- 
amined, registered, or certified, or persuade any other 
person, or permit or aid in any manner any other person 
to personate him, in connection with any examination or 
registration of application or request to be examined or 
registered. 

The right of any person to an appointment or promo- 
tion to any position in a sheriff's office shall not be 
withheld because of his race, color, creed, national ori- 
gin, political affiliation or belief, nor shall any person be 
dismissed, demoted, or reduced in grade for such reason.

41.14.190 Political activities regulated. No person 
holding any office, place, position, or employment sub- 
ject to civil service, shall contribute to any political fund 
or render any political service to any person or party 
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whatsoever, and no person shall be removed, reduced in 
grade or salary, or otherwise prejudiced for refusing so 
to do.

41.16.010 Terms defined. For the purpose of this 
chapter, unless clearly indicated by the context, words 
and phrases shall have the following meaning: 

(1) "Beneficiary" shall mean any person or persons 
designated by a fireman in a writing filed with the 
board, and who shall be entitled to receive any benefits 
of a deceased fireman under this chapter. 

(2) "Board" shall mean the municipal firemen's pen- 
sion board. 

(3) "Child or children" shall mean a child or children 
unmarried and under eighteen years of age. 

(4) "Contributions" shall mean and include all sums 
deducted from the salary of firemen and paid into the 
fund as hereinafter provided. 

(5) "Disability" shall mean and include injuries or 
sickness sustained as a result of the performance of duty. 

(6) "Fireman" shall mean any person regularly or 
temporarily, or as a substitute, employed and paid as a 
member of a fire department, who has passed a civil 
service examination for fireman and who is actively em- 
ployed as a fireman; and shall include any "prior 
fireman". 

(7) "Fire department" shall mean the regularly orga- 
nized, full time, paid, and employed force of firemen of 
the municipality. 

(8) "Fund" shall mean the firemen's pension fund 
created herein. 

(9) "Municipality" shall mean every city and town 
having a regularly organized full time, paid, fire depart- 
ment employing firemen. 

(10) "Performance of duty" shall mean the perform- 
ance of work and labor regularly required of firemen 
and shall include services of an emergency nature rend- 
ered while off regular duty, but shall not include time 
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spent in traveling to work before answering roll call or 
traveling from work after dismissal at roll call. 

(11) "Prior fireman" shall mean a fireman who was 
actively employed as a fireman of a fire department 
prior to the first day of January, 1947, and who contin- 
ues such employment thereafter. 

(12) "Retired fireman" shall mean and include a per- 
son employed as a fireman and retired under the provi- 
sions of chapter 50, Laws of 1909, as amended. 

(13) "Widow or widower" means the surviving wife or 
husband of a retired fireman who was retired on account 
of length of service and who was lawfully married to 
such fireman; and whenever that term is used with ref- 
erence to the wife or former wife or husband or former 
husband of a retired fireman who was retired because of 
disability, it shall mean his or her lawfully married wife 
or husband on the date he or she sustained the injury or 
contracted the illness that resulted in his or her disabil- 
ity. Said term shall not mean or include a surviving wife 
or husband who by process of law within one year prior 
to the retired fireman's death, collected or attempted to 
collect from him or her funds for the support of herself 
or himself or for his or her children.

Terms: ‘Vacancies Officers Quorum. There is 
hereby created in each city and town a municipal fire- 
men's pension board to consist of the following five 
members, ex officio, the mayor, or in a city of the first 
class, the mayor or his designated representative who 
shall be an elected official of the city, who shall be 
chairman of the board, the city comptroller or clerk, the 
chairman of finance of the city council, or if there is no 
chairman of finance, the city treasurer, and in addition, 
two regularly employed firemen elected by secret ballot 
of the firemen. The first members to be elected by the 
firemen shall be for a term of one and two years, re- 
spectively, and their successors shall be elected annually 
for a two year term. The two firemen so elected shall, in 
turn, select a third fireman who shall serve as an alter- 
nate in the event of an absence of one of the regularly 
elected firemen.

In case of absence or inability of the chair- 
man to act, the board may select a chairman pro tem- 
pore who shall during such absence or inability perform 
the duties and exercise the powers of the chairman. A 
majority of the members of said board shall constitute a 
quorum and have power to transact business.

(4) Invest the moneys of the fund in such securities of 
the United States, state, municipal corporations and 
other public bodies as are designated by the laws of the 
state of Washington as lawful investments for funds of 
mutual savings banks; and in any bonds or warrants, in- 
cluding local improvement bonds or warrants issued un- 
der the state local improvement guaranty fund law, or in 
utility bonds or warrants issued by the municipality 
operating the fund. Subject to the limitations hereinafter 
in this section contained, investment of moneys of the 
fund may also be made in amounts not to exceed 
twenty-five percent of the fund's total investments in the 
shares of certain open—end investment companies: Pro- 
vided, That the total amount invested in any one com- 
pany shall not exceed five percent of the assets of such 
company, and shall only be made in the shares of such 
companies as are registered as open—end companies un- 
der the federal investment company act of 1940, as from 
time to time amended. The company must be at least ten 
years old and have net assets of at least five million dol- 
lars. It must have outstanding no bonds, debentures, 
notes, or other evidences of indebtedness, or any stock 
having priority over the shares being purchased, either 
as to distribution of assets or payment of dividends. It 
must have paid dividends from investment income in 
each of the ten years next preceding purchase. The 
maximum selling commission on its shares, furthermore, 
may not exceed eight and one-half percent of the sum of 
the asset value plus such commission. 

(5) Employ such agents, employees and other person- 
nel as the board may deem necessary for the proper ad- 
ministration of this chapter. 

(6) Compel witnesses to appear and testify before it, 
in the same manner as is or may be provided by law for 
the taking of depositions in the superior court. Any 
member of the board may administer oaths to witnesses 
who testify before the board of a nature and in a similar 
manner to oaths administered by superior courts of the 
state of Washington. 

(7) Issue vouchers approved by the chairman and sec- 
retary and to cause warrants therefor to be issued and 
paid from said fund for the payment of claims allowed 
by it. 
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(8) Keep a record of all its proceedings, which record 
shall be public; and prepare and file with the city trea- 
surer and city clerk or comptroller prior to the date 
when any payments are to be made from the fund, a list 
of all persons entitled to payment from the fund, stating 
the amount and purpose of such payment, said list to be 
certified to and signed by the chairman and secretary of 
the board and attested under oath. 

(9) Make rules and regulations not inconsistent with 
this chapter for the purpose of carrying out and effecting 
the same. 

(10) Appoint one or more duly licensed and practicing 
physicians who shall examine and report to the board 
upon all applications for relief and pension under this 
chapter. Such physicians shall visit and examine all sick 
and disabled firemen when, in their judgment, the best 
interests of the relief and pension fund require it or 
when ordered by the board. They shall perform all oper- 
ations on such sick and injured firemen and render all 
medical aid and care necessary for the recovery of such 
firemen on account of sickness or disability received 
while in the performance of duty as defined in this 
chapter. Such physicians shall be paid from said fund, 
the amount of said fees or salary to be set and agreed 
upon by the board and the physicians. No physician not 
regularly appointed or specially appointed and em- 
ployed, as hereinafter provided, shall receive or be enti- 
tled to any fees or compensation from said fund as 
attending physician to a sick or injured fireman. If any 
sick or injured fireman refuses the services of the ap- 
pointed physicians, or the specially appointed and em- 
ployed physician, he shall be personally liable for the 
fees of any other physician employed by him. No person 
shall have a right of action against the board or the mu- 
nicipality for negligence of any physician employed by it. 
The board shall have the power and authority to select 
and employ, besides the regularly appointed physician, 
such other physician, surgeon or specialist for consulta- 
tion with, or assistance to the regularly appointed physi- 
cian, or for the purpose of performing operations or 
rendering services and treatment in particular cases, as 
it shall deem advisable, and to pay fees for such services 
from said fund. Said board shall hear and decide all ap- 
plications for such relief or pensions under this chapter, 
and its decisions on such applications shall be final and 
conclusive and not subject to revision or reversal except 
by the board.

41.16.060 Tax levy for fund. It shall be the duty of 
the legislative authority of each municipality, each year 
as a part of its annual tax levy, to levy and place in the 
fund a tax of twenty-two and one-half cents per thou- 
sand dollars of assessed value against all the taxable 
property of such municipality: Provided, That if a report 
by a qualified actuary on the condition of the fund es- 
tablishes that the whole or any part of said dollar rate is 
not necessary to maintain the actuarial soundness of the 
fund, the levy of said twenty-two and one-half cents per 
thousand dollars of assessed value may be omitted, or 
the whole or any part of said dollar rate may be levied 
and used for any other municipal purpose. 

It shall be the duty of the legislative authority of each 
municipality, each year as a part of its annual tax levy 
and in addition to the city levy limit set forth in RCW 
84.52.043, to levy and place in the fund an additional 
tax of twenty-two and one-half cents per thousand dol- 
lars of assessed value against all taxable property of such 
municipality: Provided, That if a report by a qualified 
actuary establishes that all or any part of the additional 
twenty-two and one-half cents per thousand dollars of 
assessed value levy is unnecessary to meet the estimated 
demands on the fund under this chapter for the ensuing 
budget year, the levy of said additional twenty-two and 
one-half cents per thousand dollars of assessed value 
may be omitted, or the whole or any part of such dollar 
rate may be levied and used for any other municipal 
purpose: Provided further, That cities that have annexed 
to library districts according to RCW 27.12.360 through 
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27.12.395 and/or fire protection districts according to 
RCW 52.04.061 through 52.04.081 shall not levy this 
additional tax to the extent that it causes the combined 
levies to exceed the statutory or constitutional limits. 

The amount of a levy under this section allocated to 
the pension fund may be reduced in the same proportion 
as the regular property tax levy of the municipality is 
reduced by chapter 84.55 RCW.

(4) "Basic salary" means the basic monthly salary, 
including longevity pay, attached to the rank held by the 
retired fireman at the date of his retirement, without re- 
gard to extra compensation which such fireman may 
have received for special duties assignments not acquired 
through civil service examination: Provided, That such 
basic salary shall not be deemed to exceed the salary of 
a battalion chief. 

(5) "Widow or widower" means the surviving spouse 
of a fireman and shall include the surviving wife or hus- 
band of a fireman, retired on account of length of ser- 
vice, who was lawfully married to him or to her for a 
period of five years prior to the time of his or her retire- 
ment; and the surviving wife or husband of a fireman, 
retired on account of disability, who was lawfully mar- 
ried to him or her at and prior to the time he or she 
sustained the injury or contracted the illness resulting in 
his or her disability. The word shall not mean the di- 
vorced wife or husband of an active or retired fireman. 

(6) "Child" or "children" means a fireman's child or 
children under the age of eighteen years, unmarried, and 
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in the legal custody of such fireman at the time of his 
death or her death. 

(7) "Earned interest" means and includes all annual 
increments to the firemen's pension fund from income 
earned by investment of the fund. The earned interest 
payable to any fireman when he leaves the service and 
accepts his contributions, shall be that portion of the to- 
tal earned income of the fund which is directly attribut- 
able to each individual fireman's contributions. Earnings 
of the fund for the preceding year attributable to indi- 
vidual contributions shall be allocated to individual fire- 
men's accounts as of January Ist of each year. 

(8) "Board" shall mean the municipal firemen's pen- 
sion board. 

(9) "Contributions" shall mean and include all sums 
deducted from the salary of firemen and paid into the 
fund as hereinafter provided. 

(10) "Disability" shall mean and include injuries or 
sickness sustained by a fireman. 

(11) "Fire department" shall mean the regularly or- 
ganized, full time, paid, and employed force of firemen 
of the municipality. 

(12) "Fund" shall have the same meaning as in RCW 
41.16.010 as now or hereafter amended. Such fund shall 
be created in the manner and be subject to the provi- 
sions specified in chapter 41.16 RCW as now or hereaf- 
ter amended. 

(13) "Municipality" shall mean every city, town and 
fire protection district having a regularly organized full 
time, paid, fire department employing firemen. 

(14) "Performance of duty" shall mean the perform- 
ance of work or labor regularly required of firemen and 
shall include services of an emergency nature normally 
rendered while off regular duty.

41.18.015 Pension boards in fire districts cre- 
ated——_Members. Terms Vacancies——Offi- 
cers——Quorum. There is hereby created in each fire 
protection district which qualifies under this chapter, a 
firemen's pension board to consist of the following five 
members, the chairman of the fire commissioners for 
said district who shall be chairman of the board, the 
county auditor, county treasurer, and in addition, two 
regularly employed firemen elected by secret ballot of 
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the firemen. The first members to be elected by the fire- 
men shall be for a term of one and two years, respec- 
tively, and their successors shall be elected annually for 
a two year term. That the two firemen so elected shall, 
in turn, select a third fireman who shall serve in the 
event of an absence of one of the regularly elected fire- 
men.

In case of absence or inability of the chairman to 
act, the board may select a chairman pro tempore who 
shall during such absence or inability perform the duties 
and exercise the powers of the chairman. A majority of 
the members of said board shall constitute a quorum and 
have power to transact business.

For the purposes of RCW 41.18.030, the date 
of entry of service shall be deemed the date of entry into 
service with the private enterprise, which service is ac- 
credited by this section, and the amount of contributions 
for the period of accredited service shall be based on the 
wages or salary of such person during that added and 
accredited period of service with the private enterprise. 

The city may receive payments for these purposes 
from a third party and shall make from such payments 
contributions with respect to such prior service as may 
be necessary to enable the fund to assume its obligations.

Any employee so transferring shall have all the rights, 
benefits, and privileges that he would have been entitled 
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to had he been a member of the city's fireman's pension 
system from the beginning of his employment with the 
city. 

No person so transferring shall thereafter be entitled 
to any other public pension, except that provided by 
chapter 41.26 RCW or social security, which is based 
upon such service with the city. 

The right of any employee to file a written request for 
transfer of membership as set forth in this section shall 
expire December 31, 1974.

the said election to retire at a higher position by Sep- 
tember 1, 1969 and at the time of making the said elec- 
tion, pay into the relief and pension fund in addition to 
the contribution required by RCW 41.20.130: (1) an 
amount equal to six percent of that portion of all 
monthly salaries previously received upon which a sum 
equal to six percent has not been previously deducted

Whenever any person, while serving as a policeman in 
any such city becomes physically disabled by reason of 
any bodily injury received in the immediate or direct 
performance or discharge of his duties as a policeman, 
or becomes incapacitated for service, such incapacity not 
having been caused or brought on by dissipation or 
abuse, of which the board shall be judge, the board may, 
upon his written request filed with the secretary, or 
without such written request, if it deems it to be for the

sponding to, working at, or returning from an alarm of 
fire; drill; or any work performed of an emergency na- 
ture in accordance with the rules and regulations of the 
fire department.

ipality and twenty dollars of which shall be paid by the 
fireman. 

(4) Forty percent of all moneys received by the state 
from taxes on fire insurance premiums shall be paid into 
the state treasury and credited to the fund. 

(5) The state investment board, upon request of the 
state treasurer shall invest such portion of the amounts 
credited to the fund as is not, in the judgment of the 
treasurer, required to meet current withdrawals. Such 
investments may be made in such bonds, notes or other 
obligations now or hereafter authorized as an investment 
for the funds of the public employees’ retirement system. 

(6) All bonds or other obligations purchased accord- 
ing to subsection (5) of this section shall be forthwith 
placed in the custody of the state treasurer, and he shall 
collect the principal thereof and interest thereon when 
due. 

The state investment board may sell any of the bonds 
or obligations so acquired and the proceeds thereof shall 
be paid to the state treasurer. 

The interest and proceeds from the sale and redemp- 
tion of any bonds or other obligations held by the fund 
shall be credited to and form a part of the fund. 

All amounts credited to the fund shall be available for 
making the payments required by this chapter.

(1) Whenever a fireman 
dies as the result of injuries received, or sickness con- 
tracted in consequence or as the result of the perform- 
ance of his or her duties, the board of trustees shall 
order and direct the payment of the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars to his widow or her widower, or if there is 
no widow or widower, then to his or her dependent child 
or children, or if there is no dependent child or children, 
then to his or her parents or either of them, and the sum 
of six hundred dollars per month to his widow or her 
widower during his or her life together with the addi- 
tional monthly sum of fifty dollars for each child of the 
member, unemancipated or under eighteen years of age, 
dependent upon the member for support at the time of 
his or her death, to a maximum total of one thousand 
two hundred dollars per month.

Such 
payments on account of such child or children shall be 
subtracted from the amount to which such widow or 
widower would have been entitled had such widow or 
widower had legal custody of all the children and the 
widow or widower shall receive the remainder after such 
payments on account of such child or children have been 
subtracted. If there is no widow or widower, or the 
widow or widower dies while there are children, une- 
mancipated or under eighteen years of age, then the 
amount of six hundred dollars per month shall be paid 
for the youngest or only child together with an addi- 
tional fifty dollars per month for each additional of such 
children to a maximum of one thousand two hundred 
dollars per month until they become emancipated or 
reach the age of eighteen years; and if there are no 
widow or widower, child, or children entitled thereto, 
then to his or her parents or either of them the sum of 
six hundred dollars per month for life, if it is proved to 
the satisfaction of the board that the parents, or either 
of them, were dependent on the deceased for their sup- 
port at the time of his or her death. In any instance in 
subsections (1) and (2) of this section, if the widow or 
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widower, child or children, or the parents, or either of 
them, marries while receiving such pension the person so 
marrying shall thereafter receive no further pension 
from the fund. 

(3) In the case provided for in this section, the 
monthly payment provided may be converted in whole or 
in part into a lump sum payment, not in any case to ex- 
ceed twelve thousand dollars, equal or proportionate, as 
the case may be, to the value of the annuity then re- 
maining, to be fixed and certified by the state insurance 
commissioner, in which event the monthly payments 
shall cease in whole or in part accordingly or propor- 
tionately.

41.24.170 Retirement pensions. Whenever any fire- 
man has been a member and served honorably for a pe- 
riod of ten years or more as an active member in any 
capacity, of any regularly organized volunteer fire de- 
partment of any municipality in this state, and which 
municipality and fireman are enrolled under the retire- 
ment provisions, and the fireman has reached the age of 
sixty-five years, the board of trustees shall order and di- 
rect that he be retired and be paid a monthly pension as 
provided in this section. 

Whenever a fireman has been a member, and served 
honorably for a period of twenty-five years or more as 
an active member in any capacity, of any regularly or- 
ganized volunteer fire department of any municipality in 
this state, and he has reached the age of sixty-five years, 
and the annual retirement fee has been paid for a period 
of twenty-five years, the board of trustees shall order 
and direct that he be retired and such fireman be paid a 
monthly pension of two hundred dollars from the fund 
for the balance of his life. 

Whenever any fireman has been a member, and 
served honorably for a period of twenty-five years or 
more as an active member in any capacity, of any regu- 
larly organized volunteer fire department of any munici- 
pality in this state, and the fireman has reached the age 
of sixty-five years, and the annual retirement fee has 
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been paid for a period of less than twenty-five years, the 
board of trustees shall order and direct that he be retired 
and that such fireman shall receive a minimum monthly 
pension of twenty-five dollars increased by the sum of 
seven dollars each month for each year the annual fee 
has been paid, but not to exceed the maximum monthly 
pension herein provided, for the balance of his life. 

No pension herein provided may become payable be- 
fore the sixty-fifth birthday of the fireman, nor for any 
service less than twenty-five years: Provided, however, 
That: 

(1) Any fireman, upon completion of twenty-five 
years’ service and attainment of age sixty, may irrevoca- 
bly elect, in lieu of the pension to which he would be 
entitled hereunder at age sixty-five, to receive for the 
balance of his life a monthly pension equal to sixty per- 
cent of such pension. 

(2) Any fireman, upon completion of twenty-five 
years’ service and attainment of age sixty-two, may ir- 
revocably elect, in lieu of the pension to which he would 
be entitled hereunder at age sixty-five, to receive for the 
balance of his life a monthly pension equal to seventy— 
five percent of such pension. 

(3) Any fireman, upon completion of less than 
twenty-five years of service shall receive the applicable 
reduced pension provided below, according to the age at 
which he elects to begin to receive the pension. If receipt 
of the benefits begins at age sixty-five he shall receive 
one hundred percent of the reduced benefit; at age sixty— 
two he shall receive seventy-five percent of the reduced 
benefit; and at age sixty he shall receive sixty percent of 
the reduced benefit. The reduced benefit shall be com- 
puted as follows: 

(a) Upon completion of ten years, but less than fifteen 
years of service, a monthly pension equal to fifteen per- 
cent of such pension as he would have been entitled to 
receive at age sixty-five after twenty-five years of 
service; 

(b) Upon completion of fifteen years, but less than 
twenty years of service, a monthly pension equal to 
thirty percent of such pension as he would have been 
entitled to receive at age sixty-five after twenty-five 
years of service; and 

(c) Upon completion of twenty years, but less than 
twenty-five years of service, a monthly pension equal to 
sixty percent of such pension as he would have been en- 
titled to receive at age sixty-five after twenty-five years 
of service. 

(4) Any monthly pension, payable to any fireman, 
which will not, under the provisions of this section, 
amount to twenty-five dollars, may be converted into a 
lump sum payment to the value of the annuity then re- 
maining, as fixed and certified by the state insurance 
commissioner. Such conversion may be made either upon 
written application to the state board and shall rest at 
the discretion of the state board; or the state board may 
make, on its own motion, lump sum payments, equal or 
proportionate, as the case may be, to the value of the 
annuity then remaining in full satisfaction of claims due. 
Any person receiving a monthly payment of less than 
twenty-five dollars at the time of September 1, 1979, 
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may elect, within two years, to convert such payments 
into a lump sum payment as herein provided.

to his widow or her widower, or if there be no widow or 
widower then to his or her child or children, or if there 
be no widow or widower or child or children then to his 
or her heirs at law as may be determined by the board of 
trustees, or to his or her estate if it be administered and 
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there be no heirs as above determined, an amount equal 
to the difference between the amount paid into said fund 
by himself or herself and the municipality or municipal- 
ities in whose department he or she shall have served 
and the amount received by him or her as a pensioner. 

(4) If any volunteer fireman retires from the fire ser- 
vice before attaining the age of sixty-five years, he or 
she may make application for the return of the amount 
paid into said fund by himself or herself.

(5) "Retirement board" means the Washington public 
employees’ retirement system board established in chap- 
ter 41.40 RCW, including two members of the retire- 
ment system and two employer representatives as 
provided for in **RCW 41.26.050. The retirement board 
shall be called the Washington law enforcement officers' 
and fire fighters’ retirement board and may enter in le- 
gal relationships in that name.

(6) "Surviving spouse" means the surviving widow or 
widower of a member. The word shall not include the 
divorced spouse of a member. 

(7) "Child" or "children" whenever used in this chap- 
ter means every natural born child and stepchild where 
that relationship was in existence prior to the date bene- 
fits are payable under this chapter, posthumous child, 
child legally adopted or made a legal ward of a member

(b) "Beneficiary" for persons who establish member- 
ship in the retirement system on or after October I, 
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1977, means any person in receipt of a retirement allow- 
ance or other benefit provided by this chapter resulting 
from service rendered to an employer by another person. 

(12) (a) "Final average salary" for persons who es- 
tablish membership in the retirement system on or be- 
fore September 30, 1977, means (i) for a member 
holding the same position or rank for a minimum of 
twelve months preceding the date of retirement, the 
basic salary attached to such same position or rank at 
time of retirement; (ii) for any other member, including 
a civil service member who has not served a minimum of 
twelve months in the same position or rank preceding the 
date of retirement, the average of the greatest basic sal- 
aries payable to such member during any consecutive 
twenty-four month period within such member's last ten 
years of service for which service credit is allowed, com- 
puted by dividing the total basic salaries payable to such 
member during the selected twenty-four month period 
by twenty-four; (iii) in the case of disability of any 
member, the basic salary payable to such member at the 
time of disability retirement; (iv) in the case of a mem- 
ber who hereafter vests pursuant to RCW 41.26.090, the 
basic salary payable to such member at the time of 
vesting. 

(b) "Final average salary" for persons who establish 
membership in the retirement system on or after Octo- 
ber 1, 1977, means the monthly average of the member's 
basic salary for the highest consecutive sixty months of 
service prior to such member's retirement, termination, 
or death. Periods constituting authorized unpaid leaves 
of absence may not be used in the calculation of final 
average salary. 

(13) (a) "Basic salary" for persons who establish 
membership in the retirement system on or before Sep- 
tember 30, 1977, means the basic monthly rate of salary 
or wages, including longevity pay but not including 
overtime earnings or special salary or wages, upon which 
pension or retirement benefits will be computed and 
upon which employer contributions and salary deduc- 
tions will be based. 

(b) "Basic salary" for persons who establish member- 
ship in the retirement system on or after October 1, 
1977, means salaries or wages earned by a member dur- 
ing a payroll period for personal services, including 
overtime payments, and shall include wages and salaries 
deferred under provisions established pursuant to sec- 
tions 403(b), 414(h), and 457 of the United States In- 
ternal Revenue Code, but shall exclude lump sum 
payments for deferred annual sick leave, unused accu- 
mulated vacation, unused accumulated annual leave, or 
any form of severance pay: Provided, That in any year in 
which a member serves in the legislature the member 
shall have the option of having such member's basic sal- 
ary be the greater of: 

(i) the basic salary the member would have received 
had such member not served in the legislature; or 

(ii) such member's actual basic salary received for 
nonlegislative public employment and legislative service 
combined. Any additional contributions to the retire- 
ment system required because basic salary under sub- 
paragraph (i) of this subsection is greater than basic 
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salary under subparagraph (ii) of this subsection shall be 
paid by the member for both member and employer 
contributions. 

(14) (a) "Service" for persons who establish member- 
ship in the retirement system on or before September 30, 
1977, means all periods of employment for an employer 
as a fire fighter or law enforcement officer, for which 
compensation is paid, together with periods of suspen- 
sion not exceeding thirty days in duration. For the pur- 
poses of this chapter service shall also include service in 
the armed forces of the United States as provided in 
RCW 41.26.190. Credit shall be allowed for all months 
of service rendered by a member from and after the 
member's initial commencement of employment as a fire 
fighter or law enforcement officer, during which the 
member worked for seventy or more hours, or was on 
disability leave or disability retirement. Only months of 
service shall be counted in the computation of any re- 
tirement allowance or other benefit provided for in this 
chapter. In addition to the foregoing, for members retir- 
ing after May 21, 1971 who were employed under the 
coverage of a prior pension act before March 1, 1970, 
"service" shall include (i) such military service not ex- 
ceeding five years as was creditable to the member as of 
March 1, 1970, under the member's particular prior 
pension act, and (ii) such other periods of service as 
were then creditable to a particular member under the 
provisions of RCW 41.18.165, 41.20.160 or 41.20.170. 
However, in no event shall credit be allowed for any 
service rendered prior to March 1, 1970, where the 
member at the time of rendition of such service was em- 
ployed in a position covered by a prior pension act, un- 
less such service, at the time credit is claimed therefor, is 
also creditable under the provisions of such prior act: 
Provided, That if such member's prior service is not 
creditable due to the withdrawal of his contributions 
plus accrued interest thereon from a prior pension sys- 
tem, such member shall be credited with such prior ser- 
vice, as a law enforcement officer or fire fighter, by 
paying to the Washington law enforcement officers’ and 
fire fighters’ retirement system, on or before March 1, 
1975, an amount which is equal to that which was with- 
drawn from the prior system by such member, as a law 
enforcement officer or fire fighter: Provided further, 
That if such member's prior service is not creditable be- 
cause, although employed in a position covered by a 
prior pension act, such member had not yet become a 
member of the pension system governed by such act, 
such member shall be credited with such prior service as 
a law enforcement officer or fire fighter, by paying to 
the Washington law enforcement officers’ and fire fight- 
ers' retirement system, on or before March 1, 1975, an 
amount which is equal to the employer's contributions 
which would have been required under the prior act 
when such service was rendered if the member had been 
a member of such system during such period: And pro- 
vided further, That where a member is employed by two 
employers at the same time, he shall only be credited 
with service to one such employer for any month during 
which he rendered such dual service. 
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(b) "Service" for persons who establish membership in 
the retirement system on or after October 1, 1977, 
means periods of employment by a member for one or 
more employers for which basic salary is earned for 
ninety or more hours per calendar month. 

Members of the retirement system who are elected or 
appointed to a state elective position may elect to con- 
tinue to be members of this retirement system. 

Years of service shall be determined by dividing the 
total number of months of service by twelve. Any frac- 
tion of a year of service as so determined shall be taken 
into account in the computation of such retirement al- 
lowance or benefits. 

If a member receives basic salary from two or more 
employers during any calendar month, the individual 
shall receive one month's service credit during any cal- 
endar month in which multiple service for ninety or 
more hours is rendered. 

(15) "Accumulated contributions" means the employ- 
ee's contributions made by a member plus accrued in- 
terest credited thereon. 

(16) "Actuarial reserve" means a method of financing 
a pension or retirement plan wherein reserves are accu- 
mulated as the liabilities for benefit payments are in- 
curred in order that sufficient funds will be available on 
the date of retirement of each member to pay the mem- 
ber's future benefits during the period of retirement. 

(17) "Actuarial valuation" means a mathematical de- 
termination of the financial condition of a retirement 
plan. It includes the computation of the present mone- 
tary value of benefits payable to present members, and 
the present monetary value of future employer and em- 
ployee contributions, giving effect to mortality among 
active and retired members and also to the rates of dis- 
ability, retirement, withdrawal from service, salary and 
interest earned on investments. 

(18) "Disability board" means either the county dis- 
ability board or the city disability board established in 
RCW 41.26.110 for persons who establish membership 
in the retirement system on or before September 30, 
1977. 

(19) "Disability leave" means the period of six months 
or any portion thereof during which a member is on 
leave at an allowance equal to the member's full salary 
prior to the commencement of disability retirement. The 
definition contained in this subsection shall apply only to 
persons who establish membership in the retirement sys- 
tem on or before September 30, 1977. 

(20) "Disability retirement" for persons who establish 
membership in the retirement system on or before Sep- 
tember 30, 1977, means the period following termination 
of a member's disability leave, during which the member 
is in receipt of a disability retirement allowance. 

(21) "Position" means the employment held at any 
particular time, which may or may not be the same as 
civil service rank. 

(22) "Medical services" for persons who establish 
membership in the retirement system on or before Sep- 
tember 30, 1977, shall include the following as minimum 
services to be provided. Reasonable charges for these

services shall be paid in accordance with RCW 
41.26.150. 

(a) Hospital expenses: These are the charges made by 
a hospital, in its own behalf, for 

(i) Board and room not to exceed semiprivate room 
rate unless private room is required by the attending 
physician due to the condition of the patient. 

(ii) Necessary hospital services, other than board and 
room, furnished by the hospital. 

(b) Other medical expenses: The following charges are 
considered "other medical expenses", provided that they 
have not been considered as "hospital expenses". 

(i) The fees of the following: 

(A) A physician or surgeon licensed under the provi- 
sions of chapter 18.71 RCW; 

(B) An osteopath licensed under the provisions of 
chapter 18.57 RCW;

(G) Professional ambulance service when used to 
transport the member to or from a hospital when he is 
injured by an accident or stricken by a disease; 

(H) Dental charges incurred by a member who sus- 
tains an accidental injury to his teeth and who com- 
mences treatment by a legally licensed dentist within 
ninety days after the accident; 

(I) Nursing home confinement or hospital extended 
care facility; 

(J) Physical therapy by a registered physical 
therapist; 

(K) Blood transfusions, including the cost of blood 
and blood plasma not replaced by voluntary donors; 

(L) An optometrist licensed under the provisions of 
chapter 18.53 RCW. 

(23) "Regular interest" means such rate as the direc- 
tor may determine. 

(24) "Retiree" for persons who establish membership 
in the retirement system on or after October 1, 1977, 
means any member in receipt of a retirement allowance 
or other benefit provided by this chapter resulting from 
service rendered to an employer by such member. 

(25) "Department" means the department of retire- 
ment systems created in chapter 41.50 RCW. 

(26) "Director" means the director of the department. 

(27) "State actuary" or "actuary" means the person 
appointed pursuant to RCW 44.44.010(2). 
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(28) "State elective position" means any position held 
by any person elected or appointed to state-wide office 
or elected or appointed as a member of the legislature.

41.26.040 System created Membership — 
Funds, transfers——Amortization of unfunded liabilities. 
The Washington law enforcement officers' and fire 
fighters' retirement system is hereby created for fire 
fighters and law enforcement officers. 

(1) (a) Notwithstanding RCW 41.26.030(8) and ex- 
cept as provided in subsection (1)(b) of this section, all 
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fire fighters and law enforcement officers employed as 
such on or after March 1, 1970, on a full time fully 
compensated basis in this state shall be members of the 
retirement system established by this chapter with re- 
spect to all periods of service as such, to the exclusion of 
any pension system existing under any prior act except 
as provided in subsection (2) of this section. 

(b) No fire fighter or law enforcement officer who 
commences a period of employment on or after July 1,

(2) Any employee serving as a law enforcement offi- 
cer or fire fighter on March 1, 1970, who is then making 
retirement contributions under any prior act shall have 
his membership transferred to the system established by 
this chapter as of such date. Upon retirement for service 
or for disability, or death, of any such employee, his re- 
tirement benefits earned under this chapter shall be 
computed and paid. In addition, his benefits under the 
prior retirement act to which he was making contribu- 
tions at the time of this transfer shall be computed as if 
he had not transferred. For the purpose of such compu- 
tations, the employee's creditability of service and eligi- 
bility for service or disability retirement and survivor 
and all other benefits shall continue to be as provided in 
such prior retirement act, as if transfer of membership 
had not occurred.

The mu- 
nicipality shall continue to levy the dollar rate as pro- 
vided in RCW 41.16.060, and this dollar rate shall be 
used for the purpose of paying the benefits provided in 
chapters 41.16 and 41.18 RCW. The obligations of

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whatever financial sources the city has been using for 
this purpose. 

(4) Any member transferring from the Washington 
public employees’ retirement system or the state-wide 
city employees’ retirement system shall have transferred 
from the appropriate fund of the prior system of mem- 
bership, a sum sufficient to pay into the Washington law 
enforcement officers' and fire fighters’ retirement system 
fund the amount of the employees’ and employers’ con- 
tributions plus credited interest in the prior system for 
all service, as defined in this chapter, from the date of 
the employee's entrance therein until March 1, 1970.

(4) There is hereby utilized for the purposes of this 
chapter, the department of retirement systems expense 
fund, as provided for in RCW 41.40.080 and from which 
shall be paid the expenses of the administration of this 
retirement system. 

(5) In order to reimburse the department of retire- 
ment systems expense fund on an equitable basis the re- 
tirement board shall ascertain and report to each 
employer the sum necessary to defray its proportional 
share of the entire expense of the administration of this 
chapter during the ensuing biennium or fiscal year 
whichever may be required. Such sum is to be computed 
in an amount directly proportional to the estimated en- 
tire expense of the said administration as the ratio of 
monthly salaries of the employer's members bears to the 
total salaries of all members in the entire system. It shall 
then be the duty of all such employers to include in their 
budgets or otherwise provide the amounts so required. 

(6) The retirement board shall compute and bill each 
employer at the end of each month for the amount due 
for that month to the department of retirement systems 
expense fund and the same shall be paid as are its other 
obligations. Such computation as to each such employer 
shall be made on a percentage rate of salary established 
by the board: Provided, That the retirement board may 
at its discretion establish a system of billing based upon 
calendar year quarters in which event the said billing 
shall be at the end of each such quarter.

(1) Every member shall have deducted from each 
payroll a sum equal to six percent of his basic salary for 
each pay period.

Retirement of a 
member for service shall be made by the board as 
follows: 

(1) Any member having five or more years of service 
and having attained the age of fifty years shall be eligi- 
ble for a service retirement allowance and shall be re- 
tired upon his written request effective the first day 
following the date upon which the member is separated 
from service. 

(2) Any member having five or more years of service, 
who terminates his employment with any employer, may 
leave his contributions in the fund. Any employee who so 
elects, upon attaining age fifty, shall be eligible to apply 
for and receive a service retirement allowance based on 
his years of service, commencing on the first day follow- 
ing his attainment of age fifty.

either physically or mentally: Provided, That no such 
application shall be considered unless said member or 
someone in his behalf, in case of the incapacity of a 
member, shall have filed the application within a period 
of one year from and after the discontinuance of service 
of said member. 

(2) If the examination shows, to the satisfaction of the 
disability board, that the member is physically or men- 
tally disabled from the further performance of duty, that 
such disability was incurred in the line of duty, and that 
such disability has been continuous from the discontinu- 
ance of service, the disability board shall enter its writ- 
ten decision and order, accompanied by appropriate 
findings of fact and by conclusions evidencing compli- 
ance with this chapter as now or hereafter amended, 
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granting the member a disability retirement allowance; 
otherwise, if the member is not found by the disability 
board to be so disabled, the application shall be denied 
pursuant to a similar written decision and order, subject 
to appeal to the director in accordance with RCW 41- 
.26.200: Provided, That in any order granting a duty 
disability retirement allowance, the disability board shall 
make a finding that the disability was incurred in line of 
duty. 

(3) Every order of a disability board granting a duty 
disability retirement allowance shall forthwith be re- 
viewed by the director except the finding that the dis- 
ability was incurred in the line of duty. The director 
may affirm the decision of the disability board or re- 
mand the case for further proceedings, or the director 
may reverse the decision of the disability board if the 
director finds the disability board's findings, inferences, 
conclusions, or decisions are:

(b) In excess of the statutory authority or jurisdiction

(c) Made upon unlawful procedure; or 

(d) Affected by other error of law; or 

(e) Clearly erroneous in view of the entire record as

(f) Arbitrary or capricious. 

(4) Every member who can establish, to the disability 
board, that he is physically or mentally disabled from 
the further performance of duty, that such disability was 
incurred in the line of duty, and that such disability will 
be in existence for a period of at least six months may 
waive the six-month period of disability leave and be 
immediately granted a duty disability retirement allow- 
ance, subject to the approval of the director as provided 
in subsection (3) above.

Any member, regardless of age or years 
of service, may be retired by the disability board, subject 
to approval by the director as provided in this section, 
for any disability not incurred in the line of duty which 
has been continuous since discontinuance of service and 
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which renders the member unable to continue service. 
No disability retirement allowance may be paid until the 
expiration of a period of six months after the discontin- 
uance of service during which period the member, if 
found to be physically or mentally unfit for duty by the 
disability board following receipt of the member's appli- 
cation for disability retirement, shall be granted a dis- 
ability leave by the disability board and shall receive an 
allowance equal to the member's full monthly salary and 
shall continue to receive all other benefits provided to 
active employees from the member's employer for the 
period. However, if, at any time during the initial six— 
month period, the disability board finds the beneficiary 
is no longer disabled, the disability leave allowance shall 
be canceled and the member shall be restored to duty in 
the same rank or position, if any, held by the member at 
the time the member became disabled. Applications for 
disability retirement shall be processed in accordance 
with the following procedures: 

(1) Any member who believes he or she is, or is be- 
lieved to be, physically or mentally disabled shall be ex- 
amined by such medical authority as the disability board 
shall employ, upon application of the member, or a per- 
son acting in the member's behalf, stating that the 
member is disabled, either physically or mentally: Pro- 
vided, That no such application shall be considered un- 
less the member or someone acting in the member's 
behalf, in case of the incapacity of a member, has filed 
the application within a period of one year from and af- 
ter the discontinuance of service of the member. 

(2) If the examination shows, to the satisfaction of the 
disability board, that the member is physically or men- 
tally disabled from the further performance of duty, that 
such disability was not incurred in the line of duty, and 
that such disability had been continuous from the dis- 
continuance of service, the disability board shall enter its 
written decision and order, accompanied by appropriate 
findings of fact and by conclusions evidencing compli- 
ance with this chapter, granting the member a disability 
retirement allowance. Otherwise, if the member is not 
found by the disability board to be so disabled, the ap- 
plication shall be denied pursuant to a similar written 
decision and order, subject to appeal to the director in 
accordance with RCW 41.26.200: Provided, That in any 
order granting a nonduty disability retirement allow- 
ance, the disability board shall make a finding that the 
disability was not incurred in the line of duty. 

(3) Every order of a disability board granting a non- 
duty disability retirement allowance shall forthwith be 
reviewed by the director except the finding that the dis- 
ability was not incurred in the line of duty. The director 
may affirm the decision of the disability board or re- 
mand the case for further proceedings, or the director 
may reverse the decision of the disability board if the 
director finds the disability board's findings, inferences, 
conclusions, or decisions are: 

(a) In violation of constitutional provisions; or 

(b) In excess of the statutory authority or jurisdiction 
of the disability board; or 

(c) Made upon unlawful procedure; or 

(d) Affected by other error of law; or 
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(e) Clearly erroneous in view of the entire record as 
submitted and the public policy contained in this chap- 
ter; or 

(f) Arbitrary or capricious. 

(4) Every member who can establish to the disability 
board that the member is physically or mentally disabled 
from the further performance of duty, that such disabil- 
ity was not incurred in the line of duty, and that such 
disability will be in existence for a period of at least six 
months, may waive the six—month period of disability 
leave and be immediately granted a nonduty disability 
retirement allowance, subject to the approval of the di- 
rector as provided in subsection (3) of this section. [1986

Upon retirement for disability a member shall be enti- 
tled to receive a monthly retirement allowance computed 
as follows: (a) A basic amount of fifty percent of final 
average salary at time of disability retirement, and (b) 
an additional five percent of final average salary for 
each child as defined in RCW 41.26.030(7), (c) the 
combined total of subsections (1)(a) and (1)(b) of this 
section shall not exceed a maximum of sixty percent of 
final average salary.

(1) Upon the basis of re- 
examinations of members on disability retirement as 
provided in RCW 41.26.130, the disability board shall 
determine whether such disability beneficiary is still un- 
able to perform his duties either physically or mentally 
for service in the department where he was employed. 

(2) If the disability board shall determine that the 
beneficiary is not so incapacitated his retirement allow- 
ance shall be canceled and he shall be restored to duty in

41.26.150 Sickness or disability benefits——Medical 
services. (1) Whenever any active member, or any mem- 
ber hereafter retired, on account of service, sickness or 
disability, not caused or brought on by dissipation or 
abuse, of which the disability board shall be judge, is 
confined in any hospital or in his home, and whether or 
not so confined, requires medical services, the employer 
shall pay for such active or retired member the neces- 
sary medical services not payable from some other 
source as provided for in subsection (2). In the case of

recover the amount of payments made by the employer.

41.26.160 Death benefits. (1) In the event of the 
death of any member who is in active service, or who has 
vested under the provisions of RCW 41.26.090 with 
twenty or more years of service, or who is on disability 
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leave or retired, whether for disability or service, his 
surviving spouse shall become entitled to receive a 
monthly allowance equal to fifty percent of his final av- 
erage salary at the date of death if active, or the amount 
of retirement allowance the vested member would have 
received at age fifty, or the amount of the retirement al- 
lowance such retired member was receiving at the time 
of his death if retired for service or disability. The 
amount of this allowance will be increased five percent 
of final average salary for each child as defined in RCW 
41.26.030(7), as now or hereafter amended, subject to a 
maximum combined allowance of sixty percent of final 
average salary: Provided, That if the child or children is 
or are in the care of a legal guardian, payment of the 
increase attributable to each child will be made to the 
child's legal guardian or, in the absence of a legal 
guardian and if the member has created a trust for the 
benefit of the child or children, payment of the increase 
attributable to each child will be made to the trust.

service if a vested member, the surviving spouse shall not 
be eligible to receive the benefits under this section: 
Provided, That if a member dies as a result of a disabil- 
ity incurred in the line of duty, then if he was married at 
the time he was disabled, his surviving spouse shall be 
eligible to receive the benefits under this section.

(1) "Index" shall mean, for any calendar year, that 
year's average Consumer Price Index Seattle, 
Washington area for urban wage earners and clerical 
workers, all items (1957-1959=100), compiled by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, United States Department of 
Labor;

These activities encompass all enforcement 
practices of the laws, accident and criminal investigations, or 
actions requiring physical exertion or ane to hazardous 
elements. 

The chief shall define by rule the situations where a 
disability has occurred during line duty; 

(b) Benefits under this section for a disability that is 
incurred while in other employment will be reduced by any 
amount the officer receives or is entitled to receive from 
workers’ compensation, social security, group insurance, 
other pension plan, or any. other similar source provided by 
another employer on account of the same disability; 

(c) An officer injured while engaged in wilfully tortious 
or criminal conduct shall not be entitled to disability benefits 
under this section; and 

(d) Should a disability beneficiary whose disability was 
not incurred in line of duty, prior to attaining age fifty, 
engage in a gainful occupation, the chief shall reduce the 
amount of his retirement allowance to an amount which 
when added to the compensation earned by him in such 
occupation shall not exceed the basic salary currently being 
paid for the rank the retired officer held at the time he was 
disabled. All such disability beneficiaries under age fifty 
shall file with the chief every six months а signed and sworn 
statement of earnings and any person who shall knowingly 
swear falsely on such statement shall be subject to prosecu- 
tion for perjury. Should the earning capacity of such 
beneficiary be further altered, the chief may further alter his 
disability retirement allowance as indicated above. The 
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failure of any officer to file the required statement of 
earnings shall be cause for cancellation of retirement 
benefits.

becoming a commissioned trooper. "Like classification" 
includes: Radio operators or dispatchers; persons providing 
security for the governor or legislature; patrolmen; drivers’ 
license examiners; weighmasters; vehicle safety inspectors; 
central wireless operators; and warehousemen. 

(7) "Beneficiary" means any person in receipt of 
retirement allowance or any other benefit allowed by this 
chapter. 

(8) "Regular interest" means interest compounded 
annually at such rates as may be determined by the director. 

(9) "Retirement board" means the board provided for in 
this chapter. 

(10) "Insurance commissioner" means the insurance 
commissioner of the state of Washington. 

(11) "Lieutenant governor" means the lieutenant gover- 
nor of the state of Washington. 

(12) "Service" shall mean services rendered to the state 
of Washington or any political subdivisions thereof for 
which compensation has been paid. Full time employment 
for seventy or more hours in any given calendar month shall 
constitute one month of service. An employee who is 
reinstated in accordance with RCW 43.43.110 shall suffer no 
loss of service for the period reinstated subject to the 
contribution requirements of this chapter. Only months of 
service shall be counted in the computation of any retirement 
allowance or other benefit provided for herein. Years of 
service shall be determined by dividing the total number of 
months of service by twelve. Any fraction of a year of 
service as so determined shall be taken into account in the 
computation of such retirement allowance or benefit. 

(13) "Prior service" shall mean all services rendered by 
a member to the state of Washington, or any of its political 
subdivisions prior to August І, 1947, unless such service has 
been credited in another public retirement or pension system 
operating in the state of Washington. 

(14) "Current service" shall mean all service as a 
member rendered on or after August І, 1947. 

(15) "Average final salary" shall mean the average 
monthly 5 received by a member during the member’s 
last two years of service or any consecutive two-year period 
of service, whichever is the greater, as an employee of the 
Washington state patrol; or if the member has less than two 
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years of service, then the average monthly salary received by 
the member during the member’s total years of service. 

(16) "Actuarial equivalent” shall mean a benefit of equal 
value when computed upon the basis of such mortality table 
as may be adopted and such interest rate as may be deter- 
mined by the director. 

(17) Unless the context expressly indicates otherwise, 
words importing the masculine gender shall be extended to 
include the feminine gender and words importing the 
feminine gender shall be extended to include the masculine 
gender. 

(18) "Director" means the director of the department of 
retirement systems. 

(19) "Department" means the department of retirement 
systems created in chapter 41.50 RCW. 

(20) "State actuary" or "actuary" means the person 
appointed pursuant to RCW 44.44.010(2). 

(21) "Contributions" means the deduction from the 
compensation of each member in accordance with the 
contribution rates established under RCW 43.43.300.

ship he earned at the time of termination. 
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(3) (a) An employee of the Washington state patrol who 
becomes a member of the retirement system after June 12, 
1980, and who has service as a cadet in the patrol training 
program may make an irrevocable election to transfer the 
service to the retirement system. Any member upon making 
such election shall have transferred all existing service 
credited in a prior public retirement system in this state for 
periods of employment as а cadet. Transfer of credit under 
this subsection is contingent on completion of the transfer of 
funds specified in subsection (3)(b) of this section. 

(b) Within sixty days of notification of a member’s 
cadet service transfer as provided in subsection (3)(a) of this 
section, the department of retirement systems shall transfer 
the employee’s accumulated contributions attributable to the 
periods of service as a cadet, including accumulated interest. 

(4) A member of the retirement system who has served 
or shall serve on active federal service in the armed forces 
of the United States pursuant to and by reason of orders by 
competent federal authority, who left or shall leave the 
Washington state patrol to enter such service, and who 
within one year from termination of such active federal 
service, resumes employment as a state employee, shall have 
his service in such armed forces credited to him as a 
member of the retirement system: PROVIDED, That no 
such service in excess of five years shall be credited unless 
such service was actually rendered during time of war or 
emergency. 

(5) An active employee of the Washington state patrol 
who either became a member of the retirement system prior 
to June 12, 1980, and who has prior service as a cadet in the 
public employees’ retirement system may make an irrevoca- 
ble election to transfer such service to the retirement system 
within a period ending June 30, 1985, or, if not an active 
employee on July 1, 1983, within one year of returning to 
commissioned service, whichever date is later. Any member 
upon making such election shall have transferred all existing 
service credited in the public employees’ retirement system 
which constituted service as a cadet together with the 
employee’s contributions plus credited interest. If the 
employee has withdrawn the employee’s contributions, the 
contributions must be restored to the public employees’ 
retirement system before the transfer of credit can occur and 
such restoration must be completed within the time limits 
specified in this subsection for making the elective transfer. 

(6) An active employee of the Washington state patrol 
may establish up to six months’ retirement service credit in 
the state patrol retirement system for any period of employ- 
ment by the Washington state patrol as a cadet if service 
credit for such employment was not previously established 
in the public employees’ retirement system, subject to the 
following: 

(a) Certification by the patrol that such employment as 
a cadet was for the express purpose of receiving on-the-job 
training required for attendance at the state patrol academy 
and for becoming a commissioned trooper. 

(b) Payment by the member of employee contributions 
in the amount of seven percent of the total salary paid for 
each month of service to be established, plus interest at 
seven percent from the date of the probationary service to 
the date of payment. This payment shall be made by the 
member no later than July 1, 1988. 
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(c) A written waiver by the member of the member’s 
right to ever establish the same service in the public 
employees’ retirement system at any time in the future. 

(7) The department of retirement systems shall make the 
requested transfer subject to the conditions specified in 
subsection (5) of this section or establish additional credit as 
provided in subsection (6) of this section.

To be eligible for an allowance the lawful 
surviving spouse of a retired member shall have been 
married to the member prior to the member’s retirement and 
continuously thereafter until the date of the member’s death 
or shall have been married to the retired member at least two 
years prior to the member’s death. 

(3) If a member should die, either while in service or 
after retirement, the member’s surviving unmarried children 
under the age of eighteen years shall be provided for in the 
following manner: 

(a) If there is a surviving spouse, each child shall be 
entitled to a benefit equal to five percent of the final average 
salary of the member or retired member. The combined 
benefits to the surviving spouse and all children shall not 
exceed sixty percent of the final average salary of the 
member or retired member; and 

(b) If there is no surviving spouse or the spouse should 
die, the child or children shall be entitled to a benefit equal 
to thirty percent of the final average salary of the member or 
retired member for one child and an additional ten percent 
for each additional child. The combined benefits to the 
children under this subsection shall not exceed sixty percent 
of the final average salary of the member or retired member. 
Payments under this subsection shall be prorated equally 
among the children, if more than one. 

(4) If a member should die in the line of duty while 
employed by the Washington state patrol, the member’s 
surviving children under the age of twenty years and eleven 
months if attending any high school, college, university, or 
vocational or other educational institution accredited or 
approved by the state of Washington shall be provided for in 
the following manner: 

(a) If there is a surviving spouse, each child shall be 
entitled to a benefit equal to five percent of the final average 
salary of the member. The combined benefits to the 
surviving spouse and all children shall not exceed sixty 
percent of the final average salary of the member; 

(b) If there is no surviving spouse or the spouse should 
die, the unmarried child or children shall be entitled to 
receive a benefit equal to thirty percent of the final average 
salary of the member or retired member for one child and an 
additional ten percent for each additional child. The com- 
bined benefits to the children under this subsection shall not 
exceed sixty percent of the final average salary.

A person 
receiving benefits under RCW 43.43.040 will be a nonactive 
member. If any person who is or has been receiving 
benefits under RCW 43.43.040 returns or has returned to 
active duty with the Washington state patrol, the person shall 
become an active member of the retirement system on the 
first day of reemployment. The person may acquire service 
credit for the period of disablement by paying into the 
retirement fund all contributions required based on the 
compensation which would have been received had the 
person not been disabled.

By enforcing 
bicycle regulations, law enforcement officers are reinforcing 
educational programs. Bicycling takes more skill than most 
people realize. Since bicyclists have a low profile in traffic 
and are unprotected, they need more defensive riding skills 
than motorists do. 

A bicycle awareness program is created within the 
Washington state patrol. In developing the curriculum for 
the bicycle awareness program the patrol shall consult with 
the traffic safety commission and with bicycling groups 
providing bicycle safety education. The patrol shall conduct 
the program in conjunction with the safety education officer 
program and may use other law enforcement personnel and 
volunteers to implement the program for children in grades 
kindergarten through six. The patrol shall ensure that each 
safety educator presenting the bicycle awareness program has 
received specialized training in bicycle safety education and 
has been trained in effective defensive bicycle riding skills.

43.43.680 Controlled substance analysis—Prima 
facie evidence. (1) In all prosecutions involving the analysis 
of а controlled substance or a sample of a controlled 
substance by the crime laboratory system of the state patrol, 
a certified copy of the analytical report signed by the 
supervisor of the state patrol’s crime laboratory or the 
forensic scientist conducting the analysis is prima facie 
evidence of the results of the analytical findings.

43.43.690 Crime laboratory analysis—Guilty 
persons to pay fee. (1) When a person has been adjudged 
guilty of violating any criminal statute of this state and a 
crime laboratory analysis was performed by a state crime 
laboratory, in addition to any other disposition, penalty, or 
fine imposed, the court shall levy a crime laboratory analysis 
fee of one hundred dollars for each offense for which the 
person was convicted. Upon a verified petition by the 
person assessed the fee, the court may suspend payment of 
all or part of the fee if it finds that the person does not have 
the ability to pay the fee. 

(2) When a minor has been adjudicated a juvenile 
offender for an offense which, if committed by an adult, 
would constitute a violation of any criminal statute of this 
state and a crime laboratory analysis was performed, in 
addition to any other disposition imposed, the court shall 
assess a crime laboratory analysis fee of one hundred dollars 
for each adjudication. Upon a verified petition by a minor 
assessed the fee, the court may suspend payment of all or 
part of the fee [if] it finds that the minor does not have the 
ability to pay the fee. 

(3) All crime laboratory analysis fees assessed under 
this section shall be collected by the clerk of the court and 
forwarded to the state general fund, to be used only for 
crime laboratories. The clerk may retain five dollars to 
defray the costs of collecting the fees. [1992 c 129 § 2.] 


43.43.700 Identification, child abuse, vulnerable 
adult abuse, and criminal history section—Generally. 
There is hereby established within the Washington state 
patrol a section on identification, child abuse, vulnerable 
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adult abuse, and criminal history hereafter referred to as the 
section. 

In order to aid the administration of justice the section 
shall install systems for the identification of individuals, 
including the fingerprint system and such other systems as 
the chief deems necessary. The section shall keep a com- 
plete record and index of all information received in conve- 
nient form for consultation and comparison. 

The section shall obtain from whatever source available 
and file for record the fingerprints, palmprints, photographs, 
or such other identification data as it deems necessary, of 
persons who have been or shall hereafter be lawfully arrested 
and charged with, or convicted of any criminal offense. The 
section may obtain like information concerning persons 
arrested for or convicted of crimes under the laws of another 
state or government. 

The section shall also contain like information concern- 
ing persons, over the age of eighteen years, who have been 
found, pursuant to a dependency proceeding under RCW 
13.34.030(2)(b) to have physically abused or sexually abused 
or exploited a child or, pursuant to a protection proceeding 
under chapter 74.34 RCW, to have abused or financially 
exploited a vulnerable adult. [1989 c 334 § 6; 1987 c 486

43.43.705 Identification data—Processing proce- 
dure—Definitions. Upon the receipt of identification data 
from criminal justice agencies within this state, the section 
shall immediately cause the files to be examined and upon 
request shall promptly return to the contributor of such data 
a transcript of the record of previous arrests and dispositions 
of the persons described in the data submitted. 

Upon application, the section shall furnish to criminal 
justice agencies, or to the department of social and health 
services, hereinafter referred to as the "department", a 
transcript of the criminal offender record information, 
dependency record information, or protection proceeding 
record information available pertaining to any person of 
whom the section has a record. 

For the purposes of RCW 43.43.700 through 43.43.800 
the following words and phrases shall have the following 
meanings: 

"Criminal offender record information" includes, and 
shall be restricted to identifying data and public record 
information recorded as the result of an arrest or other 
initiation of criminal proceedings and the consequent 
proceedings related thereto. "Criminal offender record 
information" shall not include intelligence, analytical, or 
investigative reports and files. 

"Criminal justice agencies" are those public agencies 
within or outside the state which perform, as a principal 
function, activities directly relating to the apprehension, 
prosecution, adjudication or rehabilitation of criminal 
offenders. 

"Dependency record information" includes and shall be 
restricted to identifying data regarding a person, over the age 
of eighteen, who was a party to a dependency proceeding 
brought under chapter 13.34 RCW and who has been found, 
pursuant to such dependency proceeding, to have sexually 
abused or exploited or physically abused a child. 
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"Protection proceeding record information" includes and 
shall be restricted to identifying data regarding a person, 
over eighteen, who was a respondent to a protection proceed- 
ing brought under chapter 74.34 RCW and who has been 
found pursuant to such a proceeding to have abused or 
financially exploited a vulnerable adult. 

The section may refuse to furnish any information 
pertaining to the identification or history of any person or 
persons of whom it has a record, or other information in its 
files and records, to any applicant if the chief determines 
that the applicant has previously misused information 
furnished to such applicant by the section or the chief 
believes that the applicant will not use the information 
requested solely for the purpose of due administration of the 
criminal laws or for the purposes enumerated in RCW 
43.43.760(3). The applicant may appeal such determination 
and denial of information to the advisory council created in 
*RCW 43.43.785 and the council may direct that the section 
furnish such information to the applicant. [1989 c 334 § 7;

All information contained in 
the files of the section relative to criminal records and 
personal histories of persons arrested for the commission of 
a crime shall be available to all criminal justice agencies 
and, for the sole purpose of investigating the cause of fires 
under RCW 48.48.060(2) where the cause is suspected to be 
arson, to the director of community development, through 
the director of fire protection, upon the filing of an applica- 
tion as provided in RCW 43.43.705. 

Although no application for information has been made 
to the section as provided in RCW 43.43.705, the section 
may transmit such information in the chief’s discretion, to 
such agencies as are authorized by RCW 43.43.705 to make 
application for it.

commission of crimes, and persons who are the subject of 
dependency record information or protection proceeding 
record information, to the end that proper identification may 
rapidly be made and the ends of justice served.

43.43.735 Photographing and fingerprinting—

every chief officer of other law enforcement agencies duly 
operating within this state, to cause the photographing and 
fingerprinting of all adults and juveniles lawfully arrested for 
the commission of any criminal offense constituting a felony 
or gross misdemeanor. (a) When such juveniles are brought 
directly to a juvenile detention facility, the juvenile court 
administrator is also authorized, but not required, to cause 
the photographing, fingerprinting, and record transmittal to 
the appropriate law enforcement agency; and (b) a further 
exception may be made when the arrest 15 for a violation 
punishable as a gross misdemeanor and the arrested person 
is not taken into custody. 

(2) It shall be the right, but not the duty, of the sheriff 
or director of public safety of every county, and the chief of 
police of every city or town, and every chief officer of other 
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law enforcement agencies operating within this state to 
photograph and record the fingerprints of all adults lawfully 
arrested, all persons who are the subject of dependency 
record information, or all persons who are the subject of 
protection proceeding record information. 

(3) Such sheriffs, directors of public safety, chiefs of 
police, and other chief law enforcement officers, may record, 
in addition to photographs and fingerprints, the palmprints, 
soleprints, toeprints, or any other identification data of all 
persons whose photograph and fingerprints are required or 
allowed to be taken under this section, all persons who are 
the subject of dependency record information, or all persons 
who are the subject of protection proceeding record informa- 
tion, when in the discretion of such law enforcement officers 
it is necessary for proper identification of the arrested person 
or the investigation of the crime with which he is charged. 

(4) It shall be the duty of the department of health or 
the court having jurisdiction over the dependency action and 
protection proceedings under chapter 74.34 RCW to cause 
the fingerprinting of all persons who are the subject of a 
disciplinary board final decision, dependency record informa- 
tion, protection proceeding record information, or to obtain 
other necessary identifying information, as specified by the 
section in rules adopted under chapter 34.05 RCW to carry 
out the provisions of this subsection. 

(5) The court having jurisdiction over the dependency 
or protection proceeding action may obtain and record, in 
addition to fingerprints, the photographs, palmprints, 
soleprints, toeprints, or any other identification data of all 
persons who are the subject of dependency record informa- 
tion or protection proceeding record information, when in the 
discretion of the court it is necessary for proper identification 
of the person.

(1) It shall be 
the duty of the sheriff or director of public safety of every 
county, and the chief of police of every city or town, and of 
every chief officer of other law enforcement agencies duly 
operating within this state to furnish within seventy-two 
hours from the time of arrest to the section the required sets 
of fingerprints together with other identifying data as may be 
prescribed by the chief, of any person lawfully arrested, 
fingerprinted, and photographed pursuant to RCW 43.43.735. 

(2) Law enforcement agencies may retain and file copies 
of the fingerprints, photographs, and other identifying data 
and information obtained pursuant to RCW 43.43.735. Said 
records shall remain in the possession of the law enforce- 
ment agency as part of the identification record and are not 
returnable to the subjects thereof. 

(3) It shall be the duty of the court having jurisdiction 
over the dependency action to furnish dependency record 
information, obtained pursuant to RCW 43.43.735, to the 
section within seven days, excluding Saturdays, Sundays, and 
holidays, from the date that the court enters a finding, 
pursuant to a dependency action brought under chapter 13.34 
RCW, that a person over the age of eighteen, who is a party 
to the dependency action, has sexually abused or exploited 
or physically abused a child.

Such audits shall ensure that all dependency 
record information regarding persons over the age of 
eighteen years has been furnished to the section as required 
in subsection (3) of this section.

forty-eight hour time period shall not be required but 
notification shall be made as promptly as possible and before 
the prisoner is released on furlough. Upon receipt of 
furlough information pursuant to the provisions of this 
subsection the section shall notify the sheriff or director of 
public safety of the county to which the prisoner is being 
furloughed, the nearest attachment of the Washington state 
patrol in the county wherein the furloughed prisoner shall be 
residing and such other criminal justice agencies as the 
section may determine should be so notified. 

(3) Disposition of the charge for which the arrest was 
made shall be reported to the section at whatever stage in the 
proceedings a final disposition occurs by the arresting law 
enforcement agency, county prosecutor, city attorney, or 
court having jurisdiction over the offense: PROVIDED, 
That the chief shall promulgate rules pursuant to chapter 
34.05 RCW to carry out the provisions of this subsection.

department of corrections shall promptly notify the section 
that the named person has been released or discharged, the 
place to which such person has been released or discharged, 
and the conditions of his release or discharge, and shall 
additionally notify the section of change in residence or 
conditions of release or discharge of persons on active parole 
supervision, and shall notify the section when persons are 
discharged from active parole supervision.

In exercising their duties and 
authority under RCW 43.43.735 and 43.43.740, the sheriffs, 
directors of public safety, chiefs of police, and other chief 
law enforcement officers, may, consistent with constitutional 
and legal requirements, use such reasonable force as is 
necessary to compel an unwilling person to submit to being 
photographed, or fingerprinted, or to submit to any other 
identification procedure, except interrogation, which will 
result in obtaining physical evidence serving to identify such 
person.

In implementing the plan, the state patrol shall 
purchase the appropriate equipment and supplies. The state 
patrol shall procure the most efficient equipment available. 

(2) The DNA identification system as established shall 
be compatible with that utilized by the federal bureau of 
investigation. 

(3) The state patrol and the University of Washington 
school of medicine shall report on the DNA identification 
system to the legislature no later than November І, 1989.

(2) "Business or organization" means a business or 
organization licensed in this state, any agency of the state, or 
other governmental entity, that educates, trains, treats, 
supervises, or provides recreation to developmentally 
disabled persons, vulnerable adults, or children under sixteen 
years of age, including school districts and educational 
service districts. 

(3) "Civil adjudication" means a specific court finding 
of sexual abuse or exploitation or physical abuse in a 
dependency action under RCW 13.34.040 or in a domestic 
relations action under Title 26 RCW. In the case of vulnera- 
ble adults, civil adjudication means a specific court finding 
of abuse or financial exploitation in a protection proceeding 
under chapter 74.34 RCW. It does not include administra- 
tive proceedings. The term "civil adjudication" is further 
limited to court findings that identify as the perpetrator of 
the abuse a named individual, over the age of eighteen years, 
who was a party to the dependency or dissolution proceeding 
ог was a respondent in a protection proceeding in which the 
finding was made and who contested the allegation of abuse 
or exploitation. 
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(4) "Conviction record" means "conviction record" 
information as defined in RCW 10.97.030(3) relating to a 
crime against children or other persons committed by either 
an adult or a juvenile.

(m) Real estate brokers and salesmen. 

(8) "Unsupervised" means not in the presence of: 

(a) Another employee or volunteer from the same 
business or organization as the applicant; or 
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(b) Any relative or guardian of any of the children or 
developmentally disabled persons to which the applicant has 
access during the course of his or her employment or 
involvement with the business or organization. 

(9) "Vulnerable adult" means a person sixty years of age 
or older who has the functional, mental, or physical inability 
to care for himself or herself or a patient in a state hospital 
as defined in chapter 72.23 RCW. 

(10) "Financial exploitation" means the illegal or 
improper use of a vulnerable adult or that adult’s resources 
for another person’s profit or advantage.

(1) A business or organization shall not make an inquiry to 
the Washington state patrol under RCW 43.43.832 or an 
equivalent inquiry to a federal law enforcement agency 
unless the business or organization has notified the applicant 
who has been offered a position as an employee or volun- 
teer, that an inquiry may be made. 

(2) A business or organization shall require each 
applicant to disclose to the business or organization whether 
the applicant has been: 

(a) Convicted of any crime against children or other 
persons; 

(b) Convicted of crimes relating to financial exploitation 
if the victim was a vulnerable adult; 

(c) Found in any dependency action under RCW 
13.34.040 to have sexually assaulted or exploited any minor 
or to have physically abused any minor; 

(d) Found by a court іп a domestic relations proceeding 
under Title 26 RCW to have sexually abused or exploited 
any minor or to have physically abused any minor; 

(e) Found in any disciplinary board final decision to 
have sexually or physically abused or exploited any minor or 
developmentally disabled person or to have abused or 
financially exploited any vulnerable adult; or 

(f) Found by a court in a protection proceeding under 
chapter 74.34 RCW, to have abused or financially exploited 
a vulnerable adult. 

The disclosure shall be made in writing and signed by 
the applicant and sworn under penalty of perjury. The 
disclosure sheet shall specify all crimes against children or 
other persons and all crimes relating to financial exploitation 
as defined in RCW 43.43.830 in which the victim was a 
vulnerable adult. 

(3) The business or organization shall pay such reason- 
able fee for the records check as the state patrol may require 
under RCW 43.43.838. | 

(4) The business ог organization shall notify the 
applicant of the state patrol’s response within ten days after 
receipt by the business or organization. The employer shall 
provide a copy of the response to the applicant and shall 
notify the applicant of such availability. 

(5) The business or organization shall use this record 
only in making the initial employment or engagement 
decision. Further dissemination or use of the record is 
prohibited. A business or organization violating this subsec- 
tion is subject to a civil action for damages. 

(6) An insurance company shall not require a business 
or organization to request background information on any 
employee before issuing a policy of insurance. 

(7) The business and organization shall be immune from 
civil liability for failure to request background information 
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on an applicant unless the failure to do so constitutes gross 
negligence.

43.43.838 Record checks—Transcript of conviction 
record, disciplinary board decision, criminal charges, or 
civil adjudication—Finding of no evidence, identification 
document—Immunity—Rules. (1) After January 1, 1988, 
and notwithstanding any provision of RCW 43.43.700 
through 43.43.810 to the contrary, the state patrol shall 
furnish a transcript of the conviction record, disciplinary

(e) The department of social and health services for the 
purpose of meeting responsibilities set forth in chapter 74.15, 
18.51, 18.20, or 72.23 RCW, or any later-enacted statute 
which purpose is to regulate or license a facility which 
handles vulnerable adults. However, access to conviction 
records pursuant to this subsection (1)(e) does not limit or 
restrict the ability of the department to obtain additional 
information regarding conviction records and pending 
charges as set forth in RCW 74.15.030(2)(b). 

After processing the request, if the conviction record, 
disciplinary board final decision and any subsequent criminal 
charges associated with the conduct that is the subject of the 
disciplinary board final decision, or adjudication record 
shows no evidence of a crime against children or other 
persons or, in the case of vulnerable adults, no evidence of 
crimes relating to financial exploitation in which the victim 
was a vulnerable adult, an identification declaring the 
showing of no evidence shall be issued to the applicant by 
the state patrol and shall be issued within fourteen working 
days of the request. Possession of such identification shall 
satisfy future record check requirements for the applicant for 
a two-year period unless the prospective employee is any 
current school district employee who has applied for a 
position in another school district. 

(2) The state patrol shall by rule establish fees for 
disseminating records under this section to recipients 
identified in subsection (1)(a) and (b) of this section. The 
state patrol shall also by rule establish fees for disseminating 
records in the custody of the national crime information 
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center. The revenue from the fees shall cover, as nearly as 
practicable, the direct and indirect costs to the state patrol of 
disseminating the records: PROVIDED, That no fee shall be 
charged to a nonprofit organization for the records check: 
PROVIDED FURTHER, That in the case of record checks 
using fingerprints requested by school districts and educa- 
tional service districts, the state patrol shall charge only for 
the incremental costs associated with checking fingerprints 
in addition to name and date of birth.

(2) The department of licensing shall notify the state 
patrol of any disciplinary board final decision that includes 
specific findings of physical abuse or sexual abuse or 
exploitation of a child or abuse or financial exploitation of 
a vulnerable adult. 

(3) When a business or an organizaiion terminates, fires, 
dismisses, fails to renew the contract, or permits the resigna- 
tion of an employee because of crimes against children or 
other persons or because of crimes relating to the financial 
exploitation of a vulnerable adult, and if that employee is 
employed in a position requiring a certificate or license 
issued by a licensing agency such as the state board of 
education, the business or organization shall notify the 
licensing agency of such termination of employment.

43.43.842 Vulnerable adults—Additional licensing 
requirements for agencies providing services. (1) The 
secretary of social and health services and the secretary of 
health shall adopt additional requirements for the licensure 
or relicensure of agencies or facilities which provide care 
and treatment to vulnerable adults. These additional require- 
ments shall ensure that any person associated with a licensed 
agency or facility having direct contact with a vulnerable 
adult shall not have been: (a) Convicted of a crime against 
persons as defined in RCW 43.43.830, except as provided in 
this section; (b) convicted of crimes relating to financial 
exploitation as defined in RCW 43.43.830, except as 
provided in this section; (c) found in any disciplinary board 
final decision to have abused a vulnerable adult under RCW 
43.43.830; or (d) the subject in a protective proceeding under 
chapter 74.34 RCW. 

(2) The rules adopted under this section shall permit the 
licensee to consider the criminal history of an applicant for 
employment in a licensed facility when the applicant has one 
or more convictions for a past offense and: 

(a) The offense was simple assault, assault in the fourth 
degree, or the same offense as it may be renamed, and three 
or more years have passed between the most recent convic- 
tion and the date of application for employment; 

(b) The offense was prostitution, or the same offense as 
it may be renamed, and three or more years have passed 
between the most recent conviction and the date of applica- 
tion for employment; 

(c) The offense was theft in the third degree, or the 
same offense as it may be renamed, and three or more years 
have passed between the most recent conviction and the date 
of application for employment; 

(d) The offense was theft in the second degree, or the 
same offense as it may be renamed, and five or more years 
have passed between the most recent conviction and the date 
of application for employment; 

(e) The offense was forgery, or the same offense as it 
may be renamed, and five or more years have passed 
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between the most recent conviction and the date of applica- 
tion for employment. 

The offenses set forth in (a) through (e) of this subsec- 
tion do not automatically disqualify an applicant from 
employment by a licensee. Nothing in this section may be 
construed to require the employment of any person against 
a licensee’s judgment. 

In consultation with law enforcement personnel, the 
secretary of social and health services and the secretary of 
health shall investigate the conviction record and the 
protection proceeding record information under chapter 43.43 
RCW of each agency or facility and its staff under their 
respective jurisdictions seeking licensure or relicensure. The 
secretaries shall use the information solely for the purpose of 
determining eligibility for licensure or relicensure. Criminal 
justice agencies shall provide the secretaries such informa- 
tion as they may have and that the secretaries may require 
for such purpose.

The lieutenant governor shall appoint four members of 
the senate to the board, no more than two of whom shall be 
from the same political party. 

The governor shall appoint five members to the board. 
Two members shall be county prosecuting attorneys and 
shall be appointed from a list of four county prosecutors 
agreed upon and submitted to the governor by the elected 
county prosecutors.

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chief, and one member shall be a county sheriff, both of 
whom shall be appointed from a list of three police chiefs 
and three sheriffs agreed upon and submitted to the governor 
by the association of sheriffs and police chiefs (RCW 
36.28A.010).

The speaker of the house shall appoint four members of 
the house of representatives to the board, no more than two 
of whom shall be from the same political party. 

The members of the board shall be qualified on the 
basis of knowledge and experience in matters relating to 
crime prevention and security or with such other abilities as 
may be expected to contribute to the effective performance 
of the board’s duties. The members of the board shall meet 
with the chief of the Washington state patrol at least four 
times a year to perform the duties enumerated in RCW 
43.43.862 and to discuss any other matters related to 
organized crime. Additional meetings of the board may be 
convened at the call of the chairperson or by a majority of 
the members. The board shall elect its own chairperson 
from among its members. Legislative members shall receive 
reimbursement for travel expenses incurred in the perfor- 
mance of their duties in accordance with RCW 44.04.120 as 
now existing or hereafter amended, and the other members 
in accordance with RCW 43.03.050 and 43.03.060, as now 
existing or hereafter amended.

(b) The person is a domiciliary of the state of Washing- 
ton and meets reasonable residency requirements prescribed 
by the commission; and 

(c) The person and his or her spouse have a combined 
income which would qualify the person for a property tax 
exemption pursuant to RCW 84.36.381, as now law or 
hereafter amended. The financial eligibility requirements of 
this subparagraph (c) shall apply regardless of whether the 
applicant for a senior citizen’s pass owns taxable property or 
has obtained or applied for such property tax exemption. 
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(3) Each senior citizen’s pass granted pursuant to this 
section is valid so long as the senior citizen meets the 
requirements of subsection (2)(b) of this section. Notwith- 
standing, any senior citizen meeting the eligibility require- 
ments of this section may make a voluntary donation for the 
upkeep and maintenance of state parks. 

(4) A holder of a senior citizen’s pass shall surrender 
the pass upon request of a commission employee when the 
employee has reason to believe the holder fails to meet the 
criteria in subsection (2)(a), (b), or (c) of this section. The 
holder shall have the pass returned upon providing proof to 
the satisfaction of the director of the parks and recreation 
commission that the holder does meet the eligibility criteria 
for obtaining the senior citizen’s pass. 

(5) Any resident of Washington who is disabled as 
defined by the social security administration and who 
receives social security benefits for that disability, or any 
other benefits for that disability from any other governmental 
or nongovernmental source, or who is entitled to benefits for 
permanent disability under RCW 71A.10.020(2) due to 
unemployability full time at the minimum wage, or who is 
legally blind or profoundly deaf, or who has been issued a 
card, decal, or special license plate for a permanent disability 
under RCW 46.16.381 shall be entitled to receive, regardless 
of age and upon making application therefor, a disability 
pass at no cost to the holder. The pass shall (a) entitle such 
person, and members of his camping unit, to a fifty percent 
reduction in the campsite rental fee prescribed by the 
commission, and (b) entitle such person to free admission to 
any state park. 

(6) A card, decal, or special license plate issued for a 
permanent disability under RCW 46.16.381 may serve as a 
pass for the holder to entitle that person and members of the 
person’s camping unit to a fifty percent reduction in the 
campsite rental fee prescribed by the commission, and to 
allow the holder free admission to state parks. 

(7) Any resident of Washington who is a veteran and 
has a service-connected disability of at least thirty percent 
shall be entitled to receive a lifetime veteran’s disability pass 
at no cost to the holder. The pass shall (a) entitle such 
person, and members of his camping unit, to free use of any 
campsite within any state park, and (b) entitle such person 
to free admission to any state park. 

(8) All passes issued pursuant to this section shall be 
valid at all parks any time during the year: PROVIDED, 
That the pass shall not be valid for admission to concession- 
aire operated facilities. 

(9) This section shall not affect or otherwise impair the 
power of the commission to continue or discontinue any 
other programs it has adopted for senior citizens. 

(10) The commission shall adopt such rules and regula- 
tions as it finds appropriate for the administration of this 
section. Among other things, such rules and regulations 
shall prescribe a definition of "camping unit" which will 
authorize a reasonable number of persons traveling with the 
person having a pass to stay at the campsite rented by such 
person, a minimum Washington residency requirement for 
applicants for a senior citizen’s pass and an application form 
to be completed by applicants for a senior citizen’s pass.

43.51.400 Powers and duties—Program of boating 
safety education—Inventory of marine state parks and 
recreational facilities—Casualty and accident reporting 
program.

(7) Coordinate with local and state agencies the devel- 
opment of biennial plans and programs for the enhancement 
of boating safety, safety education, and enforcement of 
safety rules and laws; allocate money appropriated to the 
commission for these programs as necessary; and accept and 
administer any public or private grants or federal funds 
which are obtained for these purposes under chapter 43.88 
RCW;; and 

(8) Take additional actions necessary to gain acceptance 
of a program of boating safety for this state under the federal 
boating safety act of 1971.

SEASHORE CONSERVATION AREA 


43.51.650 Declaration of principles. The beaches 
bounding the Pacific Ocean from the Straits of Juan de Fuca 
to Cape Disappointment at the mouth of the Columbia River 
constitute some of the last unspoiled seashore remaining in 
the United States. They provide the public with almost 
unlimited opportunities for recreational activities, like 
swimming, surfing and hiking; for outdoor sports, like 
hunting, fishing, clamming, and boating; for the observation 
of nature as it existed for hundreds of years before the 
arrival of white men; and for relaxation away from the 
pressures and tensions of modern life. In past years, these 
recreational activities have been enjoyed by countless 
Washington citizens, as well as by tourists from other states 
and countries. The number of people wishing to participate 
in such recreational activities grows annually. This increas- 
ing public pressure makes it necessary that the state dedicate 
the use of the ocean beaches to public recreation and to 
provide certain recreational and sanitary facilities. 
Nonrecreational use of the beach must be strictly limited. 
Even recreational uses must be regulated in order that 
Washington’s unrivaled seashore may be saved for our 
children in much the same form as we know it today. [1967

The area, a unique recreational 
attraction with more than one million seven hundred thou- 
sand people living within an hour’s driving time, is presently 
used by hikers, geologists, fishermen, kayakers and canoe- 
ists, picnickers and swimmers, and those seeking the solitude 
offered by this unique area. Abutting and adjacent landown- 
ers generally have kept the gorge lands in their natural state; 
however, economic and urbanization pressures for develop- 
ment are rapidly increasing. Local and state outdoor 
recreation plans show a regional need for resources and 
facilities which could be developed in this area. A twelve 
mile strip incorporating the visual basins of the Green River 
from the Kummer bridge to Palmer needs to be acquired and 
developed as a conservation area to preserve this unique area 
for the recreational needs of the region.

43.52.300 Powers and duties of an operating 
agency. An operating agency formed under RCW 43.52.360 
shall have authority: 

(1) To generate, produce, transmit, deliver, exchange, 
purchase or sell electric energy and to enter into contracts 
for any or all such purposes. 

(2) To construct, condemn, purchase, lease, acquire, add 
to, extend, maintain, improve, operate, develop and regulate 
plants, works and facilities for the generation and/or trans- 
mission of electric energy, either within or without the state 
of Washington, and to take, condemn, purchase, lease and 
acquire any real or personal, public or private property, 
franchise and property rights, including but not limited to 
state, county and school lands and properties, for any of the 
purposes herein set forth and for any facilities or works 
necessary or convenient for use in the construction, mainte- 
nance or operation of any such works, plants and facilities; 
provided that an operating agency shall not be authorized to 
acquire by condemnation any plants, works and facilities 
owned and operated by any city or district, or by a privately 
owned public utility. An operating agency shall be autho- 
rized to contract for and to acquire by lease or purchase 
from the United States or any of its agencies, any plants, 
works or facilities for the generation and transmission of 
electricity and any real or personal property necessary or 
convenient for use in connection therewith. 

(3) To negotiate and enter into contracts with the United 
States or any of its agencies, with any state or its agencies, 
with Canada or its agencies or with any district or city of 
this state, for the lease, purchase, construction, extension, 
betterment, acquisition, operation and maintenance of all or 
any part of any electric generating and transmission plants 
and reservoirs, works and facilities or rights necessary 
thereto, either within or without the state of Washington, and 
for the marketing of the energy produced therefrom. Such 
negotiations or contracts shall be carried on and concluded 
with due regard to the position and laws of the United States 
in respect to international agreements. 

(4) To negotiate and enter into contracts for the pur- 
chase, sale, exchange, transmission or use of electric energy 
or falling water with any person, firm or corporation, 
including political subdivisions and agencies of any state of 
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Canada, or of the United States, at fair and nondiscriminat- 
ing rates. 

(5) To apply to the appropriate agencies of the state of 
Washington, the United States or any thereof, and to Canada 
and/or to any other proper agency for such permits, licenses 
or approvals as may be necessary, and to construct, maintain 
and operate works, plants and facilities in accordance with 
such licenses or permits, and to obtain, hold and use such 
licenses and permits in the same manner as any other person 
or operating unit. 

(6) To establish rates for electric energy sold or trans- 
mitted by the operating agency. When any revenue bonds or 
warrants are outstanding the operating agency shall have the 
power and shall be required to establish and maintain and 
collect rates or charges for electric energy, falling water and 
other services sold, furnished or supplied by the operating 
agency which shall be fair and nondiscriminatory and 
adequate to provide revenues sufficient for the payment of 
the principal and interest on such bonds or warrants and all 
payments which the operating agency is obligated to set 
aside in any special fund or funds created for such purposes, 
and for the proper operation and maintenance of the public 
utility owned by the operating agency and all necessary 
repairs, replacements and renewals thereof. 

(7) To act as agent for the purchase and sale at whole- 
sale of electricity for any city or district whenever requested 
so to do by such city or district. 

(8) To contract for and to construct, operate and 
maintain fishways, fish protective devices and facilities and 
hatcheries as necessary to preserve or compensate for 
projects operated by the operating agency. 

(9) To construct, operate and maintain channels, locks, 
canals and other navigational, reclamation, flood control and 
fisheries facilities as may be necessary or incidental to the 
construction of any electric generating project, and to enter 
into agreements and contracts with any person, firm or 
corporation, including political subdivisions of any state, of 
Canada or the United States for such construction, operation 
and maintenance, and for the distribution and payment of the 
costs thereof. 

(10) To employ legal, engineering and other professional 
services and fix the compensation of a managing director 
and such other employees as the operating agency may 
deem necessary to carry on its business, and to delegate to 
such manager or other employees such authority as the 
operating agency shall determine. Such manager and 
employees shall be appointed for an indefinite time and be 
removable at the will of the operating agency. 

(11) To study, analyze and make reports concerning the 
development, utilization and integration of electric generating 
facilities and requirements within the state and without the 
State in that region which affects the electric resources of the 
state. 

(12) To acquire any land bearing coal, uranium, geother- 
mal, or other energy resources, within or without the state, 
or any rights therein, for the purpose of assuring a long-term, 
adequate supply of coal, uranium, geothermal, or other 
energy resources to supply its needs, both actual and 
prospective, for the generation of power and may make such 
contracts with respect to the extraction, sale, or disposal of 
such energy resources that it deems proper.

43.52.3411 Revenue bonds ог warrants. For the 
purposes provided for in this chapter, an operating agency 
shall have power to issue revenue bonds or warrants payable 
from the revenues of the utility properties operated by it.

43.52.360 Operating agency—Formation— 
Additional projects—Appeals—Membership, withdraw- 
al—Dissolution. Any two or more cities or public utility 
districts or combinations thereof may form an operating 
agency (herein sometimes called a joint operating agency) 
for the purpose of acquiring, constructing, operating and 
owning plants, systems and other facilities and extensions 
thereof, for the generation and/or transmission of electric 
energy and power. Each such agency shall be a municipal 
corporation of the state of Washington with the right to sue 
and be sued in its own name. 

Application for the formation of an operating agency 
shall be made to the director of the department of ecology 
(herein sometimes referred to as the director) after the 
adoption of a resolution by the legislative body of each city 
or public utility district to be initial members thereof 
authorizing said city or district to participate. Such applica- 
tion shall set forth (1) the name and address of each partici- 
pant, together with a certified copy of the resolution autho- 
rizing its participation; (2) a general description of the 
project and the principal project works, including dams, 
reservoirs, power houses and transmission lines; (3) the 
general location of the project and, if a hydroelectric project, 
the name of the stream on which such proposed project is to 
be located; (4) if the project is for the generation of electrici- 
ty, the proposed use or market for the power to be devel- 
oped; (5) a general statement of the electric loads and 
resources of each of the participants; (6) a statement of the 
proposed method of financing the preliminary engineering 
and other studies and the participation therein by each of the 
Participants. 

Within ten days after such application is filed with the 
director of the department of ecology notice thereof shall be 
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published by the director once a week for four consecutive 
weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the county or 
counties in which such project is to be located, setting forth 
the names of the participants and the general nature, extent 
and location of the project. Any public utility wishing to do 
so may object to such application by filing an objection, 
setting forth the reasons therefor, with the director of the 
department of ecology not later than ten days after the date 
of last publication of such notice. 

Within ninety days after the date of last publication the 
director shall either make findings thereon or have instituted 
a hearing thereon. Іп [the] event the director has neither 
made findings nor instituted a hearing within ninety days of 
the date of last publication, or if such hearing is instituted 
within such time but no findings are made within one 
hundred and twenty days of the date of such last publication, 
the application shall be deemed to have been approved and 
the operating agency established. If it shall appear (a) that 
the statements set forth in said application are substantially 
correct; (b) that the contemplated project is such as is 
adaptable to the needs, both actual and prospective, of the 
participants and such other public utilities as indicate a good 
faith intention by contract or by letter of intent to participate 
in the use of such project; (c) that no objection to the 
formation of such operating agency has been filed by any 
other public utility which prior to and at the time of the 
filing of the application for such operating agency had on 
file a permit or license from an agency of the state or an 
agency of the United States, whichever has primary jurisdic- 
tion, for the construction of such project; (d) that adequate 
provision will be made for financing the preliminary engi- 
neering, legal and other costs necessary thereto; the director 
shall make findings to that effect and enter an order creating 
such operating agency, establishing the name thereof and the 
specific project for the construction and operation for which 
such operating agency is formed. Such order shall not be 
construed to constitute a bar to any other public utility 
proceeding according to law to procure any required govern- 
mental permits, licenses or authority, but such order shall 
establish the competency of the operating agency to proceed 
according to law to procure such permits, licenses or 
authority. 

No operating agency shall undertake projects or conser- 
vation activities in addition to those for which it was formed 
without the approval of the legislative bodies of a majority 
of the members thereof. Prior to undertaking any new 
project for acquisition of an energy resource, a joint operat- 
ing agency shall prepare a plan which details a least-cost 
approach for investment in energy resources. The plan shall 
include an analysis of the costs of developing conservation 
compared with costs of developing other energy resources 
and a strategy for implementation of the plan. The plan 
shall be updated annually and presented to the energy and 
utilities committees of the senate and house of representa- 
tives for their review and comment. In the event that an 
operating agency desires to undertake such a hydroelectric 
project at a site or sites upon which any publicly or privately 
owned public utility has a license or permit or has a prior 
application for a license or permit pending with any commis- 
sion or agency, state or federal, having jurisdiction thereof, 
application to construct such additional project shall be made 
to the director of the department of ecology in the same 
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manner, subject to the same requirements and with the same 
notice as required for an initial agency and project and shall 
not be constructed until an order authorizing the same shall 
have been made by the director in the manner provided for 
such original application. | 

Any party who has joined in filing the application for, 
or objections against, the creation of such operating agency 
and/or the construction of an additional project, and who 
feels aggrieved by any order or finding of the director shall 
have the right to appeal to the superior court in the manner 
set forth in RCW 43.52.430. 

After the formation of an operating agency, any other 
city or district may become a member thereof upon applica- 
tion to such agency after the adoption of a resolution of its 
legislative body authorizing said city or district to participate, 
and with the consent of the operating agency by the affirma- 
tive vote of the majority of its members.

Members—Terms—Removal—Rules—Proceedings—

indemnification. (1) With the exception of the powers and 
duties of the board of directors described in RCW 
43.52.370(2), the management and control of an operating 
agency constructing, operating, terminating, or decommis- 
sioning a nuclear power plant under a site certification 
agreement under chapter 80.50 RCW is vested in an execu- 
tive board established under this subsection and consisting of 
eleven members. 

(a) Five members of the executive board shall be elected 
to four-year terms by the board of directors from among the 
members of the board of directors. The board of directors 
may provide by rule for the composition of the five members 
of the executive board elected from among the members of 
the board of directors so as to reflect the member public 
utility districts’ and cities’ participation in the joint operating 
agency’s projects. Members elected to the executive board 
from the board of directors are ineligible for continued 
membership on the executive board if they cease to be 
members of the board of directors. The board of directors 
may also provide by rule for the removal of a member of the 
executive board, except for the outside directors. Members 
of the board of directors may be elected to serve successive 
terms on the executive board. Members elected to the 
executive board from the board of directors shall receive a 
salary from the operating agency at arate set by the board 
of directors. 

(b) Six members of the executive board shall be outside 
directors. Three shall be selected and appointed by the 
board of directors, and three shall be selected and appointed 
by the governor and confirmed by the senate. All outside 
directors shall: 

(i) Serve four-year terms on the executive board. 
However, of the initial members of the executive board, the 
board of directors and the governor shall each appoint one 
outside director to serve a two-year term, one outside 
director to serve a three-year term, and one outside director 
to serve a four-year term. Thereafter, all outside directors 
shall be appointed for four-year terms. All outside directors 
are eligible for reappointment; 

(ii) Receive travel expenses on the same basis as the 
five members elected from the board of directors. The 
outside directors shall also receive a salary from the operat- 
ing agency as fixed by the governor; 

(iii) Not be an officer or employee of, or in any way 
affiliated with, the Bonneville power administration or any 
electric utility conducting business in the states of Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Idaho, or Montana; 

(iv) Not be involved in the financial affairs of the 
operating agency as an underwriter or financial adviser of 
the operating agency or any of its members or any of the 
participants in any of the operating agency’s plants; and 

(v) Be representative of policy makers in business, 
finance, or science, or have expertise in the construction or 
management of such facilities as the operating agency is 
constructing or operating, or have expertise in the termina- 
tion, disposition, or liquidation of corporate assets. 
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(с) The governor may remove outside directors from the 
executive board for incompetency, misconduct, or malfea- 
sance in office in the same manner as state appointive 
officers under chapter 43.06 RCW. For purposes of this 
subsection, misconduct shall include, but not be limited to, 
nonfeasance and misfeasance. 

(2) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to mean 
that an operating agency is in any manner an agency of the 
state. Nothing in this chapter alters or destroys the status of 
an operating agency as a separate municipal corporation or 
makes the state liable in any way or to any extent for any 
preexisting or future debt of the operating agency or any 
present or future claim against the agency. 

(3) The eleven members of the executive board shall be 
selected with the objective of establishing an executive board 
which has the resources to effectively carry out its responsi- 
bilities. All members of the executive board shall conduct 
their business in a manner which in their judgment is in the 
interest of all ratepayers affected by the joint operating 
agency and its projects. 

(4) The executive board shall elect from its members a 
chairman, vice chairman, and secretary, who shall serve at 
the pleasure of the executive board. The executive board 
shall adopt rules for the conduct of its meetings and the 
carrying out of its business. All proceedings shall be by 
motion or resolution and shall be recorded in the minute 
book, which shall be a public record. A majority of the 
executive board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business. 

(5) With respect to any operating agency existing on 
April 20, 1982, to which the provisions of this section are 
applicable: 

(a) The board of directors shall elect five members to 
the executive board no later than sixty days after April 20, 
1982; and 

(b) The board of directors and the governor shall select 
and appoint the initial outside directors and the executive 
board shall hold its organizational meeting no later than sixty 
days after April 20, 1982, and the powers and duties 
prescribed in this chapter shall devolve upon the executive 
board at that time. 

(6) The executive board shall select and employ a 
managing director of the operating agency and may delegate 
to the managing director such authority for the management 
and control of the operating agency as the executive board 
deems appropriate. The managing director’s employment is 
terminable at the will of the executive board. 

(7) Members of the executive board shall be immune 
from civil liability for mistakes and errors of judgment in the 
good faith performance of acts within the scope of their 
official duties involving the exercise of judgment and 
discretion. This grant of immunity shall not be construed as 
modifying the liability of the operating agency. 

The operating agency shall undertake the defense of and 
indemnify each executive board member made a party to any 
civil proceeding including any threatened, pending, or 
completed action, suit, or proceeding, whether civil, adminis- 
trative, or investigative, by reason of the fact he or she is or 
was a member of the executive board, against judgments, 
penalties, fines, settlements, and reasonable expenses, 
actually incurred by him or her in connection with such 
proceeding if he or she had conducted himself or herself in 
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good faith and reasonably believed his or her conduct to be 
in the best interest of the operating agency. 

In addition members of the executive board who are 
utility employees shall not be fired, forced to resign, or 
demoted from their utility jobs for decisions they make while 
carrying out their duties as members of the executive board 
involving the exercise of judgment and discretion.

The auditor shall report directly to 
the board and be responsible to it for discharging his duties. 

The premiums on the bonds of the auditor and the 
treasurer shall be paid by the operating agency. The board 
may provide for coverage of said officers and other persons 
on the same bond. 
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All funds of the joint operating agency shall be paid to 
the treasurer and shall be disbursed by him only on warrants 
issued by the auditor upon orders or vouchers approved by 
the board: PROVIDED, That the board by resolution may 
authorize the managing director or any other bonded officer 
or employee as legally permissible to approve or disapprove 
vouchers presented to defray salaries of employees and other 
expenses of the operating agency arising in the usual and 
ordinary course of its business, including expenses incurred 
by the board of directors, its executive committee, or the 
executive board in the performance of their duties. All 
moneys of the operating agency shall be deposited forthwith 
by the treasurer in such depositaries, and with such securities 
as are designated by rules of the board. The treasurer shall 
establish a general fund and such special funds as shall be 
created by the board, into which he shall place all money of 
the joint operating agency as the board by resolution or 
motion may direct.

The administrative auditor shall 
assist the firm or firms in the performance of its duties. The 
administrative auditor and the firm or firms shall consult 
regularly with the executive board and furnish any informa- 
tion or data to the executive board which the administrative 
auditor, firm, or executive board deems helpful in accom- 
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plishing the purpose above stated. The administrative 
auditor shall perform such other duties as the executive 
board shall prescribe to accomplish the purposes of this 
section.

(c) As provided in the request for proposals, the 
operating agency shall specify at a preproposal conference 
the contract requirements in the request for proposal, which 
may include but are not limited to: Schedule, managerial, 
and staffing requirements, productivity and production levels, 
technical expertise, approved project quality assurance 
procedures, and time and place for submission of proposals. 
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Any inquiries and responses thereto shall be confirmed in 
writing and shall be sent to all potential offerors. 

(d) Proposals shall be opened so as to avoid disclosure 
of contents to competing offerors during the process of 
negotiation. A register of proposals shall be open for public 
inspection after contract award. 

(e) As provided in the request for proposals, invitations 
shall be sent to all responsible offerors who submit proposals 
to attend discussions for the purpose of clarification to assure 
full understanding of, and responsiveness to, the solicitation 
requirements. Any inquiries and responses thereto shall be 
confirmed in writing and shall be sent to all offerors. 
Offerors shall be accorded fair and equal treatment with 
respect to any opportunity for discussion and revision of 
proposals, and such revisions may be permitted after 
submissions and prior to award for the purpose of obtaining 
best and final offers. In conducting discussions, there shall 
be no disclosure of any information derived from proposals 
submitted by competing offerors. 

(f) The operating agency shall execute a contract with 
the responsible offeror whose proposal is determined in 
writing to be the most advantageous to the operating agency 
taking into consideration the requirements set forth in the 
request for proposals: PROVIDED, That for any proposed 
contract which exceeds ten million dollars, the operating 
agency shall notify the committees on energy and utilities of 
the senate and house of representatives at least thirty days 
prior to the date of contract execution and shall provide a 
copy of the contract with the notification. The contract file 
shall contain the basis on which the successful offeror is 
selected. The operating agency shall conduct a briefing 
conference on the selection if requested by an offeror. 

(g) The contract may be fixed price or cost-reimburs- 
able, in whole or in part, but not cost-plus-percentage-of- 
cost. 

(h) The operating agency shall retain authority and 
responsibility for inspection, testing, and compliance with 
applicable regulations or standards of any state or federal 
governmental agency.

43.52.570 Purchase of materials by telephone or 
written quotation authorized—Procedure. For the 
awarding of a contract to purchase any item or items of

(3) The ability to comply with the required performance 
schedule taking into consideration all of its existing business 
commitments; 

(4) A satisfactory record of performance, integrity, 
judgment, and skills; and 

(5) Be otherwise qualified and eligible to receive an 
award under applicable laws and regulations. 

The refusal shall be conclusive unless appealed to the 
superior court of the county where the operating agency is 
situated or Thurston county within fifteen days, which appeal 
shall be heard summarily within ten days after the appeal is 
made and on five days’ notice thereof to the operating 
agency. 

The prevailing party in such litigation shall be awarded 
its attorney fees and costs.

ARTICLE I. PURPOSE 


The boundary between the states of Oregon and Wash- 
ington along the course of the Columbia River has not been 
easy to ascertain because of changes in the main channel of 
the river with a result that a state of confusion and dispute 
exists and the enforcement and administration of the laws of 
the two states has been rendered difficult. 

The purpose of this-compact is to fix with precision by 
reference to stations of longitude and latitude the boundary 
between the states of Oregon and Washington from one 
marine league due west of the mouth of the Columbia River 
to the most easterly point at which the 46th parallel of North 
latitude crosses said river, at which point the river ceases to 
form the boundary between the two states. 


ARTICLE II. DESCRIPTION 


The boundary between the states of Oregon апа Wash- 
ington from one marine league due west of the mouth of the 
Columbia River to the point at which the last described point 
number (# 191) of the boundary as herein determined meets 
the 46th parallel of North latitude at 118° 59” 10".12 of West 
longitude shall be as follows: 

Beginning one marine league at sea off the mouth of the 
Columbia river at north latitude 46° 15’00".00; running 
thence due east to point number | of this description, which 
point is at north latitude 46° 15’00".00, west longitude 124° 
05’00".00; thence from point number | continuing upstream 
in the channel of the Columbia river by a series of straight 
lines connecting the following numbered and described 
points in consecutive order.

Such proposed rules shall be submitted by the 
department at the time of filing notice with the code reviser 
as required by RCW 34.05.320 to the respective legislative 
committees of the senate and of the house of representatives 
dealing with the subject of veteran affairs legislation through 
the offices of the secretary of the senate and chief clerk of 
the house of representatives.

(c) Ten members shall be chosen to represent those 
congressionally chartered veterans organizations having at 
least one active chapter within the state of Washington. Up 
to three nominations may be forwarded from each organiza- 
tion to the governor by the director. In making the appoint- 
ments, the governor shall consider these recommendations or 
request additional nominations. 

(d) Two members shall be veterans at large. Any 
individual or organization may nominate a veteran for an at- 
large position. Organizational affiliation shall not be a 
prerequisite for nomination or appointment. All nominations 
for the at-large positions shall be forwarded by the director 
to the governor. 

(e) No organization shall have more than one official 
representative on the committee at any one time. 

(f) In making appointments to the committee, care shall 
be taken to ensure that members represent the geographical 
portions of the state and minority viewpoints, and that the 
issues and views of concern to women veterans are repre- 
sented. . 
(2) АП members shall have terms of four years. In the 
case of a vacancy, appointment shall be only for the remain- 
der of the unexpired term for which the vacancy occurs. No 
member may serve more than two consecutive terms, with 
vacancy appointments to an unexpired term not considered 
as a term. Members appointed before June 11, 1992, shall 
continue to serve until the expiration of their current terms; 
and then, subject to the conditions contained in this section, 
are eligible for reappointment.

(2) Grants under subsection (1) of this section shall give 
priority to programs in the areas of education, tutoring, 
English as a second language, combating of and education 
on drug abuse, housing and homeless, and respite care, and 
shall be distributed in accordance with the following: 

(a) None of the grant moneys may be used to displace 
any paid employee in the area being served. 

(b) Grants shall be made for programs that focus оп: 

(i) Developing new roles for senior volunteers in 
nonprofit and public organizations with special emphasis on 
areas targeted in section |, chapter 65, Laws of 1992. The 
roles shall reflect the diversity of the local senior population 
and shall respect their life experiences; 

(ii) Increasing the expertise of volunteer managers and 
RSVP managers in the areas of communication, recruitment, 
motivation, and retention of today’s over-sixty population; 

(iii) Increasing the number of senior citizens recruited, 
referred, and placed with nonprofit and public organizations; 
and 

(iv) Providing volunteer support such as: Mileage to 
and from the volunteer assignment, recognition, and volun- 
teer insurance. [1992 c 65 § 2.] 

Findings—1992 c 65: "The legislature finds that there is a growing 
number of citizens in the state over the age of sixty who have much to offer 
their fellow citizens and communities through volunteer service.

At least one 
shall be from a fire department east of the Cascade moun- 
tains and at least one shall be from a fire department west of 
the Cascade mountains. One shall be from a fire protection 
district;

(6) One volunteer fire fighter; and 

(7) One representative of fire commissioners. 

In making the appointments required under subsections 
(1) through (7) of this section, the governor shall (a) seek 
the advice of and consult with organizations involved in fire 
protection; and (b) ensure that racial minorities, women, and 
persons with disabilities are represented. 

The terms of the appointed members of the board shall 
be three years and until a successor is appointed and 
qualified. However, initial board members shall be appoint- 
ed as follows: Three members to terms of one year, three 
members to terms of two years, and four members to terms 
of three years. In the case of a vacancy of a member 
appointed under subsections (1) through (7) of this section, 
the governor shall appoint a new representative to fill the 
unexpired term of the member whose office has become 
vacant. A vacancy shall occur whenever an appointed 
member ceases to be employed in the occupation the 
member was appointed to represent. 

The appointed members of the board shall be reim- 
bursed for travel expenses under RCW 43.03.050 and 
43.03.060. 

The board shall select its own chairperson and shall 
meet at the request of the governor or the chairperson and at 
least four times per year.

(9) Adopt a state fire training and education master 
plan; 

(10) Develop and adopt a master plan for the construc- 
tion, equipping, maintaining, and operation of necessary fire 
service training and education facilities, but the authority to 
construct, equip, and maintain such facilities is subject to 
chapter 43.19 RCW; 

(11) Develop and adopt a master plan for the purchase, 
lease, or other acquisition of real estate necessary to estab- 
lish and operate fire service training and education facilities 
in a manner provided by law; 

(12) Adopt standards for state-wide fire service training 
and education courses including courses in arson detection 
and investigation for personnel of fire, police, and 
prosecutor’s departments; 

(13) Assure the administration of any legislation enacted 
by the legislature in pursuance of the aims and purposes of 
any acts of Congress insofar as the provisions thereof may 
apply; 

(14) Cooperate with the common schools, community 
colleges, institutions of higher education, and any department 
or division of the state, or of any county or municipal 
corporation in establishing and maintaining instruction in fire 
service training and education in accordance with any act of 
Congress and legislation enacted by the legislature in 
pursuance thereof and in establishing, building, and operating 
training and education facilities. 

This section does not apply to forest fire service 
personnel and programs. Industrial fire departments and 
private fire investigators may participate in training and 
education programs under this chapter for a reasonable fee 
established by rule.

antenna height possible under the station’s federal communi- 
cations commission license. 

(b) A grant of up to eight thousand dollars per year may 
be made under this section to those eligible stations operat- 
ing at least twelve hours per day, three hundred sixty-five 
days each year, with transmitting facilities not fully devel- 
oped under federal communications commission rules. 

(c) A grant of up to five thousand dollars per year may 
be made under this section to those eligible stations operat- 
ing less than twelve hours per day, three hundred sixty-five 
days each year, with transmitting facilities developed to the 
maximum combination of effective radiated power and 
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antenna height possible under the station’s federal communi- 
cations commission license. 

(d) A grant of up to one thousand five hundred dollars 
per year may be made under this section to those eligible 
stations not meeting the requirements of (a), (b), or (c) of 
this subsection. 

(3) Funding received under this section is specifically 
for the support of public broadcast operations and facilities 
improvements which benefit the general community. No 
funds received under this section may be used for any other 
purposes by licensees of eligible stations.

(5) The identification of diversification efforts conducted 
by other states, the federal government, and other nations, 
and the provision of information on these efforts, as well as 
information gained through carrying out subsections (1) and 
(2) of this section, to firms, communities, and workforces 
that are defense dependent. 

The department shall, beginning January 1, 1992, report 
annually to the governor and the legislature on the activities 
of the community diversification program.

(1) The department shall assist in the 
process of inventorying and collecting data on public and 
private land for the acquisition of data describing land uses, 
demographics, infrastructure, critical areas, transportation 
corridors physical features, housing, and other information 
useful in managing growth throughout the state. For this 
purpose the department shall contract with the department of 
information services and shall form an advisory group 
consisting of representatives from state, local, and federal 
agencies, colleges and universities, and private firms with 
expertise in land planning, and geographic information 
systems. 

(2) The department shall establish a sequence for 
acquiring data, giving priority to rapidly growing areas. 
The data shall be retained in a manner to facilitate its use in 
preparing maps, aggregating with data from multiple 
jurisdictions, and comparing changes over time. Data shall 
further be retained in a manner which permits its access via 
computer. 

(3) By December 1, 1990, the department shall report to

43.70.005 Intent. The legislature finds and declares 
that it is of importance to the people of Washington state to 
live in a healthy environment and to expect a minimum 
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standard of quality in health care. The legislature further 
finds that the social and economic vitality of the state 
depend[s] on a healthy and productive population. The 
legislature further declares where it is a duty of the state to 
assure a healthy environment and minimum standards of 
quality in health care facilities and among health care 
professionals, the ultimate responsibility for a healthy society 
lies with the citizens themselves. 

For these reasons, the legislature recognizes the need for 
a strong, clear focus on health issues in state government 
and among state health agencies to give expression to the 
needs of individual citizens and local communities as they 
seek to preserve the public health. It is the intent of the 
legislature to form such focus by creating a single depart- 
ment in state government with the primary responsibilities 
for the preservation of public health, monitoring health care 
costs, the maintenance of minimal standards for quality in 
health care delivery, and the general oversight and planning 
for all the state’s activities as they relate to the health of its 
citizenry. 

Further, it is the intent of the legislature to improve 
illness and injury prevention and health promotion, and 
restore the confidence of the citizenry in the expenditure of 
public funds on health activities, and to ensure that this new 
health agency delivers quality health services in an efficient, 
effective, and economical manner that is faithful and 
responsive to policies established by the legislature. [1989

(d) A substate or regional organizational structure for 
the department’s health service delivery programs and 
activities that encourages joint working agreements with 
local health departments and that is consistent between 
programs; 

(e) Decentralized authority and responsibility, with clear 
accountability; 

(f) A single point of access for persons receiving like 
services from the department which would limit the number 
of referrals between divisions. 

(3) The department shall provide leadership and coordi- 
nation in identifying and resolving threats to the public 
health by: 

(a) Working with local health departments and local 
governments to strengthen the state and local governmental 
partnership in providing public protection; 

(b) Developing intervention strategies; 

(c) Providing expert advice to the executive and 
legislative branches of state government; 

(d) Providing active and fair enforcement of rules; 

(e) Working with other federal, state, and local agencies 
and facilitating their involvement in planning and implement- 
ing health preservation measures; 

(f) Providing information to the public; and 

(g) Carrying out such other related actions as may be 
appropriate to this purpose. 

(4) In accordance with the administrative procedure act, 
chapter 34.05 RCW, the department shall ensure an opportu- 
nity for consultation, review, and comment by the 
department’s clients before the adoption of standards, 
guidelines, and rules. 

(5) Consistent with the principles set forth in subsection 
(2) of this section, the secretary may create such administra- 
tive divisions, offices, bureaus, and programs within the 
department as the secretary deems necessary. The secretary 
shall have complete charge of and supervisory powers over 
the department, except where the secretary’s authority is 
specifically limited by law. 

(6) The secretary shall appoint such personnel as are 
necessary to carry out the duties of the department in 
accordance with chapter 41.06 RCW. 

(7) The secretary shall appoint the state health officer 
and such deputy secretaries, assistant secretaries, and other 
administrative positions as deemed necessary consistent with 
the principles set forth in subsection (2) of this section. All 
persons who administer the necessary divisions, offices, 
bureaus, and programs, and five additional employees shall 
be exempt from the provisions of chapter 41.06 RCW.

43.70.050 Collection, utilization, and accessibility of 
health-related data. (1) The legislature intends that the 
department, board, and council promote and assess the 
quality, cost, and accessibility of health care throughout the 
state as their roles are specified in *this act in accordance 
with the provisions of this chapter. In furtherance of this 
goal, the secretary shall create an ongoing program of data 
collection, storage, assessability, and review. The legislature 
does not intend that the department conduct or contract for 
the conduct of basic research activity. The secretary may 
request appropriations for studies according to this section 
from the legislature, the federal government, or private 
sources. 

(2) All state agencies which collect or have access to 
population-based, health-related data are directed to allow the 
secretary access to such data. This includes, but is not 
limited to, data on needed health services, facilities, and 
personnel; future health issues; emerging bioethical issues; 
health promotion; recommendations from state and national 
organizations and associations; and programmatic and 
statutory changes needed to address emerging health needs. 
Private entities, such as insurance companies, health mainte- 
nance organizations, and private purchasers are also encour- 
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aged to give the secretary access to such data in their 
possession. The secretary’s access to and use of all data 
shall be in accordance with state and federal confidentiality 
laws and ethical guidelines. Such data in any form where 
the patient or provider of health care can be identified shall 
not be disclosed, subject to disclosure according to chapter 
42.17 RCW, discoverable or admissible in judicial or 
administrative proceedings. Such data can be used in 
proceedings in which the use of the data is clearly relevant 
and necessary and both the department and the patient or 
provider are parties. 

(3) The department shall serve as the clearinghouse for 
information concerning innovations in the delivery of health 
care services, the enhancement of competition in the health 
care marketplace, and federal and state information affecting 
health care costs. 

(4) The secretary shall review any data collected, 
pursuant to this chapter, to: 

(a) Identify high-priority health issues that require study 
or evaluation. Such issues may include, but are not limited 
to: 

(i) Identification of variations of health practice which 
indicate a lack of consensus of appropriateness; 

(ii) Evaluation of outcomes of health care interventions 
to assess their benefit to the people of the state; 

(iii) Evaluation of specific population groups to identify 
needed changes in health practices and services; 

(iv) Evaluation of the risks and benefits of various 
incentives aimed at individuals and providers for both 
preventing illnesses and improving health services; 

(v) Identification and evaluation of bioethical issues 
affecting the people of the state; and 

(vi) Other such objectives as may be appropriate; 

(b) Further identify a list of high-priority health study 
issues for consideration by the board or council, within their 
authority, for inclusion in the state health report required by 
RCW 43.20.050. The list shall specify the objectives of 
each study, a study timeline, the specific improvements in 
the health status of the citizens expected as a result of the 
study, and the estimated cost of the study; and 

(c) Provide background for the state health report 
required by RCW 43.20.050. 

(5) Any data, research, or findings may also be made 
available to the general public, including health professions, 
health associations, the governor, professional boards and 
regulatory agencies and any person or group who has 
allowed the secretary access to data. 

(6) The secretary may charge a fee to persons requesting 
copies of any data, research, or findings. The fee shall be 
no more than necessary to cover the cost to the department 
of providing the copy.

The application must be in writing, 
state the basis for contesting the fine, include a copy of the 
adverse notice, be served on and received by the department 
within twenty-eight days of the person’s receiving the notice 
of civil fine, and be served in a manner which shows proof 
of receipt. 

(4) If the person files a timely and sufficient appeal, the 
department shall not implement the action until the final 
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order has been served. The presiding or reviewing officer 
may permit the department to implement part or all of the 
action while the proceedings are pending if the appellant 
causes an unreasonable delay in the proceedings or for other 
good cause.

When the department does so, it shall state the effective date 
and the reasons supporting the effective date in the written 
notice given to the licensee or agent. 

(3) A license applicant or licensee who is aggrieved by 
a department denial, revocation, suspension, or modification 
has the right to an adjudicative proceeding. The proceeding 
is governed by the Administrative Procedure Act, chapter 
34.05 RCW. The application must be in writing, state the 
basis for contesting the adverse action, include a copy of the 
adverse notice, be served on and received by the department 
within twenty-eight days of the license applicant’s or 
licensee’s receiving the adverse notice, and be served in a 
manner that shows proof of receipt. 

(4)(a) If the department gives a licensee twenty-eight or 
more days notice of revocation, suspension, or modification 
and the licensee files an appeal before its effective date, the 
department shall not implement the adverse action until the 
final order has been entered.

(5) Investigate outbreaks and epidemics of disease that 
may occur and advise local health officers as to measures to 
be taken to prevent and control the same; 

(6) Exercise general supervision over the work of all 
local health departments and establish uniform reporting 
systems by local health officers to the state department of 
health; 

(7) Have the same authority as local health officers, 
except that the secretary shall not exercise such authority 
unless the local health officer fails or is unable to do so, or 
when in an emergency the safety of the public health 
demands it, or by agreement with the local health officer or 
local board of health; 

(8) Cause to be made from time to time, personal health 
and sanitation inspections at state owned or contracted

(1) In any action brought by 
the secretary of health or by a local health officer pursuant 
to chapter 7.60 RCW to place a public water system in 
receivership, the petition shall include the names of one or 
more suitable candidates for receiver who have consented to 
assume operation of the water system. The department shall 
maintain a list of interested and qualified individuals, 
municipal entities, special purpose districts, and investor- 
owned water companies with experience in the provision of 
water service and a history of satisfactory operation of a 
water system. If there is no other person willing and able to 
be named as receiver, the court shall appoint the county in 
which the water system is located as receiver. The county 
may designate a county agency to operate the system, or it 
may contract with another individual or public water system 
to provide management for the system. If the county is 
appointed as receiver, the secretary of health and the county 
health officer shall provide regulatory oversight for the 
agency or other person responsible for managing the water 
system. 

(2) In any petition for receivership under subsection (1) 
of this section, the department shall recommend that the 
court grant to the receiver full authority to act in the best 
interests of the customers served by the public water system. 
The receiver shall assess the capability, in conjunction with 
the department and local government, for the system to 
operate in compliance with health and safety standards, and 
shall report to the court its recommendations for the system’s 
future operation, including the formation of a water district 
or other public entity, or ownership by another existing water 
system capable of providing service. 

(3) If a petition for receivership and verifying affidavit 
executed by an appropriate departmental official allege an 
immediate and serious danger to residents constituting an 
emergency, the court shall set the matter for hearing within 
three days and may appoint a temporary receiver ex parte 
upon the strength of such petition and affidavit pending a 
full evidentiary hearing, which shall be held within fourteen 
days after receipt of the petition. 

(4) A bond, if any is imposed upon a receiver, shall be 
minimal and shall reasonably relate to the level of operating 
revenue generated by the system. Any receiver appointed 
pursuant to this section shall not be held personally liable for 
any good faith, reasonable effort to assume possession of, 
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and to operate, the system in compliance with the court’s 
orders. 

(5) The court shall authorize the receiver to impose 
reasonable assessments on a water system’s customers to 
recover expenditures for improvements necessary for the 
public health and safety.

The legislature further finds that the lack of a clear program for the 
regulation and inspection of farmworker housing has impeded the construc- 
tion and renovation of housing units in this state. 

It is the purpose of this act for the various agencies involved in the 
regulation of farmworker housing to coordinate and consolidate their 
activities to provide for efficient and effective monitoring of farmworker 
housing. It is intended that this action will provide greater responsiveness 


in dealing with public concerns over farmworker housing, and allow greater 
numbers of housing units to be built.” [1990 с 253 $ 1.) 


43.70.340 Farmworker housing inspection fund— 
Fee on labor camp operating license—Licenses generally. 
(1) The farmworker housing inspection fund is established in 
the custody of the state treasury. The department of health 
shall deposit all funds received under subsection (2) of this 
section and from the legislature to administer a labor camp 
inspection program conducted by the department of health. 
Disbursement from the fund shall be on authorization of the 
secretary of health or the secretary’s designee. The fund is 
subject to the allotment procedure provided under chapter 
43.88 RCW, but no appropriation is required for disburse- 
ments.

safety, pedestrian safety, bicycle passenger seat safety, 
motorcycle safety, motor vehicle safety, and sports safety. 
If the department finds that programs are not available or not 
in use, it may, within funds appropriated for the purpose, 
provide grants to promote public education efforts. Grants 
may be awarded only after recipients have demonstrated 
coordination with relevant and knowledgeable groups within 
their communities, including at least schools, brain injury 
support organizations, hospitals, physicians, traffic safety 
specialists, police, and the public. The department may 
accept grants, gifts, and donations from public or private 
sources to use to carry out the head injury prevention 
program. 

The department may assess or contract for the assess- 
ment of the effectiveness of public education efforts coordi- 
nated or initiated by any agency of state government. 
Agencies are directed to cooperate with assessment efforts 
by providing access to data and program records as reason- 
ably required. The department may seek and receive 
additional funds from the federal government or private 
sources for assessments. Assessments shall contain findings 
and recommendations that will improve the effectiveness of 
public education efforts. These findings shall be distributed 
among public and private groups concerned with traumatic 
brain injury prevention. [1990 c 270 § 3.]

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(a) Primary health care services shall be provided at 
community clinics that are public or private tax-exempt 
corporations; 

(b) Primary health care services provided at the clinics 
shall be offered to low-income patients based on their ability 
to pay;

(d) The department shall contract only with a liability 
insurer authorized to offer liability malpractice i insurance in 
the state. 

(2) This section and RCW 43.70.470 shall not be 
interpreted to require a liability insurer to provide coverage 
to a physician should the insurer determine that coverage 
should not be offered to a physician because of past claims 
experience or for other appropriate reasons. 

(3) The state and its employees who operate the 
program shall be immune from any civil or criminal action 
involving claims against clinics or physicians that provided 
health care services under this section and RCW 43.70.470. 
This protection of immunity shall not extend to any clinic or 
physician participating in the program. 

(4) The department may monitor the claims experience 
of retired physicians covered by liability insurers contracting 
with the department. 

(5) The department may provide liability insurance 
under chapter 113, Laws of 1992 only to the extent funds 
are provided for this purpose by the legislature. [1992 c 113 
$ 2.] 

Legislative declaration—1992 с 113: "There are a number of retired 
physicians who wish to provide, or are providing, health care services to 
low-income patients without compensation. However, the cost of obtaining 
malpractice insurance is a burden that is deterring them from donating their 
time and services in treating the health problems of the poor. The necessity 
of maintaining malpractice insurance for those in practice is a significant 
reality in today's litigious society. 

A program to alleviate the onerous costs of malpractice insurance for 
retired physicians providing uncompensated health care services to low- 
income patients will encourage philanthropy and augment state resources in 
providing for the health care needs of those who have no access to basic 
health care services. 

An estimated sixteen percent of the nonelderly population do not have 
health insurance and lack access to even basic health care services. This is 
especially problematic for low-income persons who are young and who are 
either unemployed or have entry-level jobs without health care benefits. 
The majority of the uninsured, however, are working adults, and some 
twenty-nine percent are children. 

The legislature declares that this act will increase the availability of 


primary care to low-income persons and is in the interest of the public 
health and safety." [1992 с 113 $ 1.) 


43.70.470 Retired physician liability malpractice 
insurance—Conditions. The department may establish by 
rule the conditions of participation in the liability insurance 
program by retired physicians at clinics utilizing retired

(4) The participating physician shall limit the provision 
of health care services to low-income persons provided that 
clinics may, but are not required to, provide means tests for 
eligibility as a condition for obtaining health care services; 

(5) The participating physician shall not accept compen- 
sation for providing health care services from patients served 
pursuant to this section and RCW 43.70.460, nor from 
clinics serving these patients. "Compensation" shall mean 
any remuneration of value to the participating physician for 
services provided by the physician, but shall not be con- 
strued to include any nominal copayments charged by the 
clinic, nor reimbursement of related expenses of a participat- 
ing physician authorized by the clinic in advance of being 
incurred; and 

(6) The use of mediation or arbitration for resolving 
questions of potential liability may be used, however any 
mediation or arbitration agreement format shall be expressed 
in terms clear enough for a person with a sixth grade level 
of education to understand, and on a form no longer than 
one page in length.

agency so ordering, the saving in time and processing 
justifies the award to such local private printing concern. 
Further, where any printing or binding needed by an institu- 
tion of higher education is to be paid for from research grant 
or contract funds, short course revenues, or other nonstate 
appropriated funding source, such printing or binding may be 
done by any private printing company in the state of 
Washington, irrespective of the dollar limit specified in this 
section, when in the judgment of the officer of the institution 
so ordering, the saving in time or cost justifies the award to 
such local private printing concern.

Such 
operations include certain types of facilities managed by 
agencies such as the departments of natural resources, 
corrections, fisheries, wildlife, social and health services, 
transportation, and veterans affairs, and the parks and 
recreation commission. 

The means of assuring that such personnel are available 
on an extended basis is through the establishment of on-site 
state-owned or leased living facilities. The legislature also 
recognizes the restrictions and hardship placed upon those 
personnel who are required to reside in such state-owned or 
leased living facilities in order to provide extended personnel 
services. 

The legislature further recognizes that there are instanc- 
es where it is to the benefit of the state to have state-owned 
or leased living facilities occupied even though such occu- 
pancy is not required by the agency as a condition of 
employment.

EMERGENCY WATER WITHDRAWAL AND 
FACILITIES 


43.83B.300 Legislative findings—General obligation 
bonds authorized—Issuance, terms—Appropriation 
required. The legislature finds that the fundamentals of 
water resource policy in this state must be reviewed by the 
legislature to ensure that the water resources of the state are 
protected and fully utilized for the greatest benefit to the 
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people of the state of Washington. The legislature further 
finds that it is necessary to provide the department of 
ecology with emergency powers to authorize withdrawals of 
public surface and ground waters, including dead storage 
within reservoirs, on a temporary basis, and construction of 
facilities in relation thereto, in order to alleviate emergency 
water supply conditions arising from the drought forecast for 
the state of Washington during 1977 and during 1987 
through 1989. 

The legislature further finds that there is a continuing 
water supply shortage in many areas of the state and that 
there is an urgent need to assure the survival of irrigated 
crops and of the state’s fisheries. 

The legislature further finds that in addition to water 
storage facilities or other augmentation programs, improved 
efficiency of water use could provide an important new 
supply of water in many parts of the state with which to 
meet future water needs and that improved efficiency of 
water use should receive greater emphasis in the manage- 
ment of the state’s water resources. 

In order to study the fundamentals of water resource 
policy of the state and to provide needed moneys for the 
planning, acquisition, construction, and improvement of 
water supply facilities and for other appropriate measures to 
assure the survival of irrigated crops and/or the state’s 
fisheries to alleviate emergency water supply conditions 
arising from droughts occurring from time to time in the 
state of Washington, and to carry out a comprehensive water 
use efficiency study for the state of Washington, the state 
finance committee is authorized to issue general obligation 
bonds of the state of Washington in the sum of eighteen 
million dollars, or so much thereof as may be required to 
finance such projects, and all costs incidental thereto. No 
bonds authorized by this section and RCW 43.83B.360 
through 43.83B.375 shall be offered for sale without prior 
legislative appropriation, and these bonds shall be paid and 
discharged within thirty years of the date of issuance in 
accordance with Article VIII, section | of the state Constitu- 
tion.

(3) The department of ecology is authorized to enter 
into appropriate contracts to ensure effective delivery of 
water and the operation and maintenance of facilities 
constructed pursuant to *RCW 43.83B.300 through

43.83B.350 Loans or grants from department of 
ecology—Authorized—Limitations.

The state finance committee is 
authorized to prescribe the form of the bonds authorized in 
RCW 43.83B.300, the time of sale of all or any portion or 
portions of such bonds, and the conditions of sale and 
issuance thereof. 

The bonds shall pledge the full faith and credit of the 
state of Washington and contain an unconditional promise to 
pay the principal and interest when due. The committee 
may provide that the bonds, or any of them, may be called 
prior to the due date thereof under such terms and conditions 
as it may determine.

industrial water supply and distribution facility projects for 
which applications are in progress on March 25, 1977 and 
have arisen from the drought forecast for the summer and 
fall of 1977. Prior to the expenditure of funds for projects 
approved by the department, the department shall file a 
listing of the approved projects with the senate ways and 
means committee and the house appropriations committee. 

The municipal and industrial water supply and distribu- 
tion facilities receiving funds from the appropriations 
contained in this section shall comply with the eligible costs 
criteria, health and design standards, and contract perfor- 
mance requirements of the municipal and industrial funding 
program under chapter 43.83B RCW. All projects shall be 
evaluated by applying the said chapter’s evaluation and 
prioritization criteria to insure that only projects related to 
water shortage problems receive funding. The projects 
funded shall be limited to those projects providing interties 
with adjacent utilities, an expanded source of supply, 
conservation projects which will conserve or maximize 
efficiency of the existing supply, or a new source of supply. 
No obligation to provide a grant for a project authorized 
under this section shall be incurred after June 30, 1977.

(1) There is 
hereby appropriated to the department of ecology for the 
biennium ending June 30, 1977, from the state emergency 
water projects revolving account in the general fund, the sum 
of seven million dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, which shall be expended for the financing of the 
following agricultural water supply and distribution projects 
from surface water sources: Kennewick Irrigation District; 
Kittitas Reclamation District; Stemilt Irrigation District; 
Wenatchee Heights Reclamation District; and the Wenatchee 
Reclamation District. 

(2) There is hereby appropriated to the department of 
ecology for the biennium ending June 30, 1977, from the 
state emergency water projects revolving account in the 
general fund, the sum of five million dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, which shall be expended for 
the financing and construction of agricultural water supply 
and distribution projects from ground water sources primarily 
in the Moxee-Ahtanum and Park Creek aquifer areas. 

(3) There is hereby appropriated to the department of 
ecology for the biennium ending June 30, 1977, from the 
state emergency water supply revolving account in the 
general fund the sum of six million dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, which shall be expended for 
water withdrawal projects relating to ground and surface 
waters as provided for in subsections (1) and (2) of this 
section and for the financing and construction of agricultural 
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water supply and distribution projects from ground and 
surface water sources which may become required by public 
bodies other than those identified in this section as a result 
of the drought forecast for the summer and fall of 1977. 

The department may expend funds from the appropria- 
tions contained in subsections (1), (2), and (3) of this section 
to make loans or combinations of loans and grants to public 
bodies as defined in RCW 43.83B.050. The grant portion of 
a combination loan and grant to a public body for any 
project shall not exceed fifteen percent of the total amount 
received by such project under this section. 

The department may expend funds from the appropria- 
tions contained in subsections (1), (2), and (3) of this section 
to make loans or combinations of loans and grants to public 
bodies as defined in RCW 43.83В.050 to satisfy the match- 
ing requirements of RCW 43.83B.210 as now or hereafter 
amended.

43.83B.410 Drought conditions—Withdrawals and 
diversions—Orders, authority granted. Upon the issuance 
of an order under RCW 43.83B.405, the department of 
ecology is empowered to: 

(1)(a) Authorize emergency withdrawal of public surface 
and ground waters, including dead storage within reservoirs, 
on a temporary basis and authorize associated physical works 
which may be either temporary or permanent. The termina- 
tion date for the authority to make such an emergency 
withdrawal may not be later than the termination date of the 
order issued under RCW 43.83B.405 under which the power 
to authorize the withdrawal is established. The department 
of ecology may issue such withdrawal authorization when, 
after investigation and after providing appropriate federal, 
state, and local governmental bodies an opportunity to 
comment, the following are found: 

(i) The waters proposed for withdrawal are to be used 
for a beneficial use involving a previously established 
activity or purpose; 

(ii) The previously established activity or purpose was 
furnished water through rights applicable to the use of a 
public body of water that cannot be exercised due to the lack 
of water arising from natural drought conditions; and 

(iii) The proposed withdrawal will not reduce flows or 
levels below essential minimums necessary (A) to assure the 
maintenance of fisheries requirements, and (B) to protect 
federal and state interests including, among others, power 
generation, navigation, and existing water rights; 

(b) All withdrawal authorizations issued under this 
section shall contain provisions that allow for termination of 
withdrawals, in whole or in part, whenever withdrawals will 
conflict with flows and levels as provided іп (a)(iii) of this 
subsection. Domestic and irrigation uses of public surface 
and ground waters shall be given priority in determining 
"beneficial uses." As to water withdrawal and associated 
works authorized under this subsection, the requirements of 
chapter 43.21C RCW and public bidding requirements as 
otherwise provided by law are waived and inapplicable. All 
state and local agencies with authority to issue permits or 
other authorizations for such works shall, to the extent 
possible, expedite the processing of the permits or authoriza- 
tions in keeping with the emergency nature of the requests 
and shall provide a decision to the applicant within fifteen 
calendar days of the date of application. All state depart- 
ments or other agencies having jurisdiction over state or 
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other public lands, if such lands are necessary to effectuate 
the withdrawal authorizations issued under this subsection, 
shall provide short-term easements or other appropriate 
property interest upon the payment of the fair market value. 
This mandate shall not apply to any lands of the state that 
are reserved for a special purpose or use that cannot properly 
be carried out if the property interest were conveyed; 

(2) Approve a temporary change in purpose, place of 
use, or point of diversion, consistent with existing state 
policy allowing transfer or lease of waters between willing 
parties, as provided for in RCW 90.03.380, 90.03.390, and 
90.44.100. However, compliance with any requirements of 
(a) notice of newspaper publication of these sections or (b) 
the state environmental policy act, chapter 43.21C RCW, is 
not required when such changes are necessary to respond to 
drought conditions as determined by the department of 
ecology. An approval of a temporary change of a water 
right as authorized under this subsection is not admissible as 
evidence in either supporting or contesting the validity of 
water claims in State of Washington, Department of Ecology 
v. Acquavella, Yakima county superior court number 77-2- 
01484-5 or any similar proceeding where the existence of a 
water right is at issue. 

(3) Employ additional persons for specified terms of 
time, consistent with the term of a drought condition, as are 
necessary to ensure the successful performance of the 
activities associated with implementing the emergency 
drought program of this chapter. 

(4) Revise the drought contingency plan previously 
developed by the department; and 

(5) Acquire needed emergency drought-related equip- 
ment.

43.83B.415 Drought conditions—Loans and grants. 
(1) The department of ecology is authorized to make loans, 
grants, or combinations of loans and grants from emergency 
agricultural water supply funds when necessary to provide 
water to alleviate emergency drought conditions in order to 
ensure the survival of irrigated crops and the state’s fisher- 
ies. For the purposes of this section, "emergency agricultur- 
al water supply funds" means funds appropriated from the 
state emergency water projects revolving account created 
under RCW 43.83B.360. The department of ecology may 
make the loans, grants, or combinations of loans and grants 
as matching funds in any case where federal, local, or other 
funds have been made available on a matching basis. The 
department may make a loan of up to ninety percent of the 
total eligible project cost or combination loan and grant up 
to one hundred percent of the total single project cost. The 
grant portion for any single project shall not exceed twenty 
percent of the total project cost except that, for activities 
forecast to have fifty percent or less of normal seasonal 
water supply, the grant portion for any single project or 
entity shall not exceed forty percent of the total project cost. 
No single entity shall receive more than ten percent of the 
total emergency agricultural water supply funds available for 
drought relief. These funds shall not be used for nonagricul- 
tural drought relief purposes unless there are no other 
capital budget funds available for these purposes. In any 
biennium the total expenditures of emergency agricultural

water supply funds for nonagricultural drought relief purpos- 
es may not exceed ten percent of the total of such funds 
available during that biennium.

43.88.010 Purpose—lIntent. It is the purpose of this 
chapter to establish an effective state budgeting, accounting, 
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and reporting system for all activities of the state govern- 
ment, including both capital and operating expenditures; to 
prescribe the powers and duties of the governor as these 
relate to securing such fiscal controls as will promote 
effective budget administration; and to prescribe the respon- 
sibilities of agencies of the executive branch of the state 
government. 

It is the intent of the legislature that the powers con- 
ferred by this chapter, as amended, shall be exercised by the 
executive in cooperation with the legislature and its standing, 
special, and interim committees in its status as a separate 
and coequal branch of state government.

43.88.020 Definitions. (1) "Budget" means a pro- 
posed plan of expenditures for a given period or purpose and 
the proposed means for financing these expenditures. 

(2) "Budget document" means a formal, written state- 
ment offered by the governor to the legislature, as provided 
in RCW 43.88.030. 

(3) "Director of financial management" means the 
official appointed by the governor to serve at the governor’s 
pleasure and to whom the governor may delegate necessary 
authority to carry out the governor’s duties as provided in 
this chapter. The director of financial management shall be 
head of the office of financial management which shall be in 
the office of the governor. 

(4) "Agency" means and includes every state office, 
officer, each institution, whether educational, correctional or 
other, and every department, division, board and commis- 
sion, except as otherwise provided in this chapter. 

(5) "Public funds", for purposes of this chapter, means 
all moneys, including cash, checks, bills, notes, drafts, 
stocks, and bonds, whether held in trust, for operating 
purposes, or for capital purposes, and collected or disbursed 
under law, whether or not such funds are otherwise subject 
to legislative appropriation, including funds maintained 
outside the state treasury. 

(6) "Regulations" means the policies, standards, and 
requirements, stated in writing, designed to carry out the 
purposes of this chapter, as issued by the governor or the 
governor’s designated agent, and which shall have the force 
and effect of law. 

(7) "Епѕиіпр biennium" means the fiscal biennium 
beginning on July Ist of the same year in which a regular 
session of the legislature is held during an odd-numbered 
year pursuant to Article II, section 12 of the Constitution and 
which biennium next succeeds the current biennium. 

(8) "Dedicated fund" means a fund in the state treasury, 
or a Separate account or fund in the general fund in the state 
treasury, that by law is dedicated, appropriated or set aside 
for a limited object or purpose; but "dedicated fund" does 
not include a revolving fund or a trust fund. 
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(9) "Revolving fund" means a fund in the state treasury, 
established by law, from which is paid the cost of goods or 
services furnished to or by a state agency, and which is 
replenished through charges made for such goods or services 
or through transfers from other accounts or funds. 

(10) "Trust fund" means a fund in the state treasury in 
which designated persons or classes of persons have a vested 
beneficial interest or equitable ownership, or which was 
created or established by a gift, grant, contribution, devise, 
or bequest that limits the use of the fund to designated 
objects or purposes. 

(11) "Administrative expenses" means expenditures for: 
(a) Salaries, wages, and related costs of personnel and (b) 
operations and maintenance including but not limited to costs 
of supplies, materials, services, and equipment. 

(12) "Fiscal year" means the year beginning July Ist and 
ending the following June 30th. 

(13) "Lapse" means the termination of authority to 
expend an appropriation. 

(14) "Legislative fiscal committees" means the legisla- 
tive budget committee, the legislative evaluation and ac- 
countability program committee, the ways and means 
committees of the senate and house of representatives, and, 
where appropriate, the legislative transportation committee. 

(15) "Fiscal period” means the period for which an 
appropriation is made as specified within the act making the 
appropriation. 

(16) "Primary budget driver" means the primary 
determinant of a budget level, other than a price variable, 
which causes or is associated with the major expenditure of 
an agency or budget unit within an agency, such as a 
caseload, enrollment, workload, or population statistic. 

(17) "Stabilization account" means the budget stabiliza- 
tion account created under RCW 43.88.525 as an account in 
the general fund of the state treasury. 

(18) "State tax revenue limit" means the limitation 
created by chapter 43.135 RCW. 

(19) "General state revenues" means the revenues 
defined by Article VII, section 1(с) of the state Constitution. 

(20) "Annual growth rate іп real personal income" 
means the estimated percentage growth in personal income 
for the state during the current fiscal year, expressed in 
constant value dollars, as published by the office of financial 
management or its successor agency. 

(21) "Estimated revenues" means estimates of revenue 
in the most recent official economic and revenue forecast 
prepared under RCW 82.33.020, and prepared by the office 
of financial management for those funds, accounts, and 
sources for which the office of the economic and revenue 
forecast council does not prepare an official forecast includ- 
ing estimates of revenues to support financial plans under 
RCW 44.40.070, that are prepared by the office of financial 
management in consultation with the interagency task force. 

(22) "Estimated receipts" means the estimated receipt of 
cash in the most recent official economic and revenue 
forecast prepared under RCW 82.33.020, and prepared by 
the office of financial management for those funds, accounts, 
and sources for which the office of the economic and 
revenue forecast council does not prepare an official fore- 
cast. 

(23) "State budgeting, accounting, and reporting system" 
means a system that gathers, maintains, and communicates

fiscal information. The system links fiscal information 
beginning with development of agency budget requests 
through adoption of legislative appropriations to tracking 
actual receipts and expenditures against approved plans. 

(24) "Allotment of appropriation" means the agency’s 
statement of proposed expenditures, the director of financial 
Mmanagement’s review of that statement, and the placement 
of the approved statement into the state budgeting, account- 
ing, and reporting system. 

(25) "Statement of proposed expenditures" means a plan 
prepared by each agency that breaks each appropriation out 
into monthly detail representing the best estimate of how the 
appropriation will be expended. 

(26) "Undesignated fund balance (or deficit)" means 
unreserved and undesignated current assets or other resources 
available for expenditure over and above any current 
liabilities which are expected to be incurred by the close of 
the fiscal period.

(1) The director of financial management shall 
provide all agencies with a complete set of instructions for 
submitting biennial budget requests to the director at least 
three months before agency budget documents are due into 
the office of financial management. The director shall 
provide agencies that are required under RCW 44.40.070 to 
develop comprehensive six-year program and financial plans 
with a complete set of instructions for submitting these 
program and financial plans at the same time that instruc- 
tions for submitting other budget requests are provided.

important features of the budget. The message shall set 
forth the reasons for salient changes from the previous fiscal 
period in expenditure and revenue items and shall explain 
any major changes in financial policy. Attached to the 
budget message shall be such supporting schedules, exhibits 
and other explanatory material in respect to both current 
operations and capital improvements as the governor shall 
deem to be useful to the legislature. The budget document 
or documents shall set forth a proposal for expenditures in 
the ensuing fiscal period, or six-year period where applica- 
ble, based upon the estimated revenues as approved by the 
economic and revenue forecast council or upon the estimated 
revenues of the office of financial management for those 
funds, accounts, and sources for which the office of the 
economic and revenue forecast council does not prepare an 
official forecast, including those revenues anticipated to 
support the six-year programs and financial plans under 
RCW 44.40.070. In estimating revenues to support financial 
plans under RCW 44.40.070, the office of financial manage- 
ment shall rely on information and advice from the inter- 
agency revenue task force. Revenues shall be estimated for 
such fiscal period from the source and at the rates existing 
by law at the time of submission of the budget document, 
including the supplemental budgets submitted in the even- 
numbered years of a biennium. However, the estimated 
revenues for use in the governor’s budget document may be 
adjusted to reflect budgetary revenue transfers and revenue 
estimates dependent upon budgetary assumptions of enroll- 
ments, workloads, and caseloads. All adjustments to the 
approved estimated revenues must be set forth in the budget 
document. The governor may additionally submit, as an 
appendix to each supplemental, biennial, or six-year agency 
budget or to the budget document or documents, a proposal 
for expenditures in the ensuing fiscal period from revenue 
sources derived from proposed changes in existing statutes. 

Supplemental and biennial documents shall reflect a six- 
year expenditure plan consistent with estimated revenues 
from existing sources and at existing rates for those agencies 
required to submit six-year program and financial plans 
under RCW 44.40.070. Any additional revenue resulting 
from proposed changes to existing statutes shall be separate- 
ly identified within the document as well as related expendi- 
tures for the six-year period. 

The budget document or documents shall also contain: 

(a) Revenues classified by fund and source for the 
immediately past fiscal period, those received or anticipated 
for the current fiscal period, those anticipated for the ensuing 
biennium, and those anticipated for the ensuing six-year 
period to support the six-year programs and financial plans 
required under RCW 44.40.070; 

(b) The undesignated fund balance or deficit, by fund; 

(c) Such additional information dealing with expendi- 
tures, revenues, workload, performance, and personnel as the 
legislature may direct by law or concurrent resolution; 

(d) Such additional information dealing with revenues 
and expenditures as the governor shall deem pertinent and 
useful to the legislature; 

(e) Tabulations showing expenditures classified by fund, 
function, activity and object; 

(f) A delineation of each agency’s activities, including 
those activities funded from nonbudgeted, nonappropriated

sources, including funds maintained outside the state trea- 
sury; and 

(g) Identification of all proposed direct expenditures to 
implement the Puget Sound water quality plan under chapter 
90.70 RCW, shown by agency and in total. 

(2) The budget document or documents shall include 
detailed estimates of all anticipated revenues applicable to 
proposed operating or capital expenditures and shall also 
include all proposed operating or capital expenditures. The 
total of beginning undesignated fund balance and estimated 
revenues less working capital and other reserves shall equal 
or exceed the total of proposed applicable expenditures. The 
budget document or documents shall further include: 

(a) Interest, amortization and redemption charges on the 
state debt; 

(b) Payments of all reliefs, judgments and claims; 

(c) Other statutory expenditures; 

(d) Expenditures incident to the operation for each 
agency; 

(e) Revenues derived from agency operations; 

(f) Expenditures and revenues shall be given in compar- 
ative form showing those incurred or received for the 
immediately past fiscal period and those anticipated for the 
current biennium and next ensuing biennium, as well as 
those required to support the six-year programs and financial 
plans required under RCW 44.40.070; 

(g) A showing and explanation of amounts of general 
fund and other funds obligations for debt service and any 
transfers of moneys that otherwise would have been avail- 
able for appropriation; 

(h) Common school expenditures on a fiscal-year basis; 

(i) A showing, by agency, of the value and purpose of 
financing contracts for the lease/purchase or acquisition of 
personal or real property for the current and ensuing fiscal 
periods. 

(3) A separate capital budget document or schedule shall 
be submitted that will contain the following: 

(a) A capital plan consisting of proposed capital 
spending for at least four fiscal periods succeeding the next 
fiscal period; 

(b) A capital program consisting of proposed capital 
projects for at least the two fiscal periods succeeding the 
next fiscal period; 

(c) A capital plan consisting of proposed capital 
spending for at least four fiscal periods succeeding the next 
fiscal period; 

(d) A statement of the reason or purpose for a project; 

(e) Verification that a project is consistent with the 
provisions set forth in chapter 36.70A RCW; 

(f) A statement about the proposed site, size, and 
estimated life of the project, if applicable; 

(g) Estimated total project cost; 

(h) Estimated total project cost for each phase of the 
project as defined by the office of financial management; 

(i) Estimated ensuing biennium costs; 

(j) Estimated costs beyond the ensuing biennium; 

(k) Estimated construction start and completion dates; 

(1) Source and type of funds proposed; 

(m) Such other information bearing upon capital projects 
as the governor deems to be useful; 

(n) Standard terms, including a standard and uniform 
definition of maintenance for all capital projects; 
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(о) Such other information as the legislature may direct 
by law or concurrent resolution. 

For purposes of this subsection (3), the term "capital 
project" shall be defined subsequent to the analysis, findings, 
and recommendations of a joint committee comprised of 
representatives from the house capital appropriations com- 
mittee, senate ways and means committee, legislative 
transportation committee, legislative evaluation and account- 
ability program committee, and office of financial manage- 
ment. 

(4) No change affecting the comparability of agency or 
program information relating to expenditures, revenues,

(1) Allotments of an appropriation for any fiscal period 
shall conform to the terms, limits, or conditions of the 
appropriation. 

(2) The director of financial management shall provide 
all agencies with a complete set of operating and capital 
instructions for preparing a statement of proposed expendi- 
tures at least thirty days before the beginning of a fiscal 
period. The set of instructions need not include specific 
appropriation amounts for the agency. 

(3) Within forty-five days after the beginning of the 
fiscal period or within forty-five days after the governor 
signs the omnibus biennial appropriations act, whichever is 
later, all agencies shall submit to the governor a statement of 
proposed expenditures at such times and in such form as 
may be required by the governor. 

(4) The office of financial management shall develop a 
method for monitoring capital appropriations and expendi- 
tures that will capture at least the following elements: 
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(a) Appropriations made for capital projects including 
transportation projects; 

(b) Estimates of total project costs including past, 
current, ensuing, and future biennial costs; 

(c) Comparisons of actual costs to estimated costs; 

(d) Comparisons of estimated construction start and 
completion dates with actual dates; 

(e) Documentation of fund shifts between projects. 

This data may be incorporated into the existing account- 
ing system or into a separate project management system, as 
deemed appropriate by the office of financial management. 

(5) If at any time during the fiscal period the governor 
projects a cash deficit in a particular fund or account as 
defined by RCW 43.88.050, the governor shall make across- 
the-board reductions in allotments for that particular fund or 
account so as to prevent a cash deficit, unless the legislature 
has directed the liquidation of the cash deficit over one or 
more fiscal periods. Except for the legislative and judicial 
branches and other agencies headed by elective officials, the 
governor shall review the statement of proposed operating 
expenditures for reasonableness and conformance with 
legislative intent. Once the governor approves the statements 
of proposed operating expenditures, further revisions shall be 
made only at the beginning of the second fiscal year and 
must be initiated by the governor. However, changes in 
appropriation level authorized by the legislature, changes 
required by across-the-board reductions mandated by the 
governor, changes caused by executive increases to spending 
authority, and changes caused by executive decreases to 
spending authority for failure to comply with the provisions 
of chapter 36.70A RCW may require additional revisions. 
Revisions shall not be made retroactively. Revisions caused 
by executive increases to spending authority shall not be 
made after June 30, 1987. However, the governor may 
assign to a reserve status any portion of an agency appropri- 
ation withheld as part of across-the-board reductions made 
by the governor and any portion of an agency appropriation 
conditioned on a contingent event by the appropriations act. 
The governor may remove these amounts from reserve status 
if the across-the-board reductions are subsequently modified 
or if the contingent event occurs. The director of financial 
management shall enter approved statements of proposed 
expenditures into the state budgeting, accounting, and 
reporting system within forty-five days after receipt of the 
proposed statements from the agencies. If an agency or the 
director of financial management is unable to meet these 
requirements, the director of financial management shall 
provide a timely explanation in writing to the legislative 
fiscal committees. 

(6) It is expressly provided that all agencies shall be 
required to maintain accounting records and to report thereon 
in the manner prescribed in this chapter and under the 
regulations issued pursuant to this chapter. Within ninety 
days of the end of the fiscal year, all agencies shall submit 
to the director of financial management their final adjust- 
ments to close their books for the fiscal year. Prior to 
submitting fiscal data, written or oral, to committees of the 
legislature, it is the responsibility of the agency submitting 
the data to reconcile it with the budget and accounting data 
reported by the agency to the director of financial manage- 
ment. 
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(7) The director of financial management shall monitor 
agency operating expenditures against the approved state- 
ment of proposed expenditures and shall provide the legisla- 
ture with quarterly explanations of major variances. 

(8) The director of financial management may exempt 
certain public funds from the allotment controls established 
under this chapter if it is not practical or necessary to allot 
the funds. Allotment control exemptions expire at the end 
of the fiscal biennium for which they are granted. The 
director of financial management shall report any exemptions 
granted under this subsection to the legislative fiscal commit- 
tees.

43.88.160 Fiscal management—Powers and duties 
of officers and agencies. This section sets forth the major 
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fiscal duties and responsibilities of officers and agencies of 
the executive branch. The regulations issued by the gover- 
пог pursuant to this chapter shall provide for a comprehen- 
sive, orderly basis for fiscal management and control, 
including efficient accounting and reporting therefor, for the 
executive branch of the state government and may include, 
in addition, such requirements as will generally promote 
more efficient public management in the state. 

(1) Governor; director of financial management. The 
governor, through the director of financial management, shall 
devise and supervise a modern and complete accounting 
system for each agency to the end that all revenues, expendi- 
tures, receipts, disbursements, resources, and obligations of 
the state shall be properly and systematically accounted for. 
The accounting system shall include the development of 
accurate, timely records and reports of all financial affairs of 
the state. The system shall also provide for central accounts 
in the office of financial management at the level of detail 
deemed necessary by the director to perform central financial 
management. The director of financial management shall 
adopt and periodically update an accounting procedures 
manual. Any agency maintaining its own accounting and 
reporting system shall comply with the updated accounting 
procedures manual and the rules of the director adopted 
under this chapter. An agency may receive a waiver from 
complying with this requirement if the waiver is approved by 
the director. Waivers expire at the end of the fiscal bienni- 
um for which they are granted. The director shall forward 
notice of waivers granted to the appropriate legislative fiscal 
committees. The director of financial management may 
require such financial, statistical, and other reports as the 
director deems necessary from all agencies covering any 
period. 

(2) The director of financial management is responsible 
for quarterly reporting of primary operating budget drivers 
such as applicable workloads, caseload estimates, and 
appropriate unit cost data. These reports shall be transmitted 
to the legislative fiscal committees or by electronic means to 
the legislative evaluation and accountability program 
committee. Quarterly reports shall include actual monthly 
data and the variance between actual and estimated data to 
date. The reports shall also include estimates of these items 
for the remainder of the budget period. 

(3) The director of financial management shall report at 
least annually to the appropriate legislative committees 
regarding the status of all appropriated capital projects, 
including transportation projects, showing significant cost 
overruns or underruns. If funds are shifted from one project 
to another, the office of financial management shall also 
reflect this in the annual variance report. Once a project is 
complete, the report shall provide a final summary showing 
estimated start and completion dates of each project phase 
compared to actual dates, estimated costs of each project 
phase compared to actual costs, and whether or not there are 
any outstanding liabilities or unsettled claims at the time of 
completion. 

(4) In addition, the director of financial management, as 
agent of the governor, shall: 

(a) Make surveys and analyses of agencies with the 
object of determining better methods and increased effective- 
ness in the use of manpower and materials; and the director 
shall authorize expenditures for employee training to the end 
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that the state may benefit from training facilities made 
available to state employees; 

(b) Report to the governor with regard to duplication of 
effort or lack of coordination among agencies; 

(c) Review any pay and classification plans, and 
changes thereunder, developed by any agency for their fiscal 
impact: PROVIDED, That none of the provisions of this 
subsection shall affect merit systems of personnel manage- 
ment now existing or hereafter established by statute relating 
to the fixing of qualifications requirements for recruitment, 
appointment, or promotion of employees of any agency. The 
director shall advise and confer with agencies including 
appropriate standing committees of the legislature as may be 
designated by the speaker of the house and the president of 
the senate regarding the fiscal impact of such plans and may 
amend or alter said plans, except that for the following 
agencies no amendment or alteration of said plans may be 
made without the approval of the agency concerned: 
Agencies headed by elective officials; 

(d) Fix the number and classes of positions or autho- 
rized man years of employment for each agency and during 
the fiscal period amend the determinations previously fixed 
by the director except that the director shall not be empow- 
ered to fix said number or said classes for the following: 
Agencies headed by elective officials; 

(e) Provide for transfers and repayments between the 
budget stabilization account and the general fund as directed 
by appropriation and RCW 43.88.525 through 43.88.540; 

(f) Promulgate regulations to effectuate provisions 
contained in (a) through (e) of this subsection. 

(5) The treasurer shall: 

(a) Receive, keep, and disburse all public funds of the 
state not expressly required by law to be received, kept, and 
disbursed by some other persons: PROVIDED, That this 
subsection shall not apply to those public funds of the 
institutions of higher learning which are not subject to 
appropriation; 

(b) Disburse public funds under the treasurer’s supervi- 
sion or custody by warrant or check; 

(с) Keep a correct and current account of all moneys 
received and disbursed by the treasurer, classified by fund or 
account; 

(d) Perform such other duties as may be required by law 
or by regulations issued pursuant to this law. 

It shall be unlawful for the treasurer to issue any 
warrant or check for public funds in the treasury except upon 
forms duly prescribed by the director of financial manage- 
ment. Said forms shall provide for authentication and 
certification by the agency head or the agency head’s 
designee that the services have been rendered or the materi- 
als have been furnished; or, in the case of loans or grants, 
that the loans or grants are authorized by law; or, in the case 
of payments for periodic maintenance services to be per- 
formed on state owned equipment, that a written contract for 
such periodic maintenance services is currently in effect and 
copies thereof are on file with the office of financial man- 
agement; and the treasurer shall not be liable under the 
treasurer’s surety bond for erroneous or improper payments 
so made: PROVIDED, That when services are lawfully paid 
for in advance of full performance by any private individual 
or business entity other than as provided for by RCW 
42.24.035, such individual or entity other than central stores 
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rendering such services shall make a cash deposit or furnish 
surety bond coverage to the state as shall be fixed in an 
amount by law, or if not fixed by law, then in such amounts 
as shall be fixed by the director of the department of general 
administration but in no case shall such required cash deposit 
or surety bond be less than an amount which will fully 
indemnify the state against any and all losses on account of 
breach of promise to fully perform such services: AND 
PROVIDED FURTHER, That no payments shall be made in 
advance for any equipment maintenance services to be 
performed more than three months after such payment. Any 
such bond so furnished shall be conditioned that the person, 
firm or corporation receiving the advance payment will apply 
it toward performance of the contract. The responsibility for 
recovery of erroneous or improper payments made under this 
section shall lie with the agency head or the agency head’s 
designee in accordance with regulations issued pursuant to 
this chapter. Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
permit a public body to advance funds to a private service 
provider pursuant to a grant or loan before services have 
been rendered or material furnished. 

(6) The state auditor shall: 

(a) Report to the legislature the results of current post 
audits that have been made of the financial transactions of 
each agency; to this end the auditor may, in the auditor’s 
discretion, examine the books and accounts of any agency, 
official or employee charged with the receipt, custody or 
safekeeping of public funds. The current post audit of each 
agency may include a section on recommendations to the 
legislature as provided in (c) of this subsection. 

(b) Give information to the legislature, whenever 
required, upon any subject relating to the financial affairs of 
the state. 

(c) Make the auditor’s official report on or before the 
thirty-first of December which precedes the meeting of the 
legislature. The report shall be for the last complete fiscal 
period and shall include at least the following: 

Determinations as to whether agencies, in making 
expenditures, complied with the laws of this state: PRO- 
VIDED, That nothing in this section may be construed to 
grant the state auditor the right to perform performance 
audits. A performance audit for the purpose of this section 
is the examination of the effectiveness of the administration, 
its efficiency, and its adequacy in terms of the programs of 
departments or agencies as previously approved by the 
legislature. The authority and responsibility to conduct such 
an examination shall be vested in the legislative budget 
committee as prescribed in RCW 44.28.085. 

(d) Be empowered to take exception to specific expendi- 
tures that have been incurred by any agency or to take 
exception to other practices related in any way to the 
agency’s financial transactions and to cause such exceptions 
to be made a matter of public record, including disclosure to 
the agency concerned and to the director of financial 
management. It shall be the duty of the director of financial 
management to cause corrective action to be taken promptly, 
such action to include, as appropriate, the withholding of 
funds as provided in RCW 43.88.110. 

(e) Promptly report any irregularities to the attorney 
general. 

(f) Investigate improper governmental activity under 
chapter 42.40 RCW. 
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(7) The legislative budget committee may: 

(a) Make post audits of the financial transactions of any 
agency and management surveys and program reviews as 
provided for in RCW 44.28.085. To this end the committee 
may in its discretion examine the books, accounts, and other 
records of any agency, official, or employee. 

(b) Give information to the legislature or any legislative 
committee whenever required upon any subject relating to 
the performance and management of state agencies. 

(c) Make a report to the legislature which shall include 
at least the following: 

(i) Determinations as to the extent to which agencies in 
making expenditures have complied with the will of the 
legislature and in this connection, may take exception to 
specific expenditures or financial practices of any agencies;

43.89.010 Teletypewriter communications net- 
work—Establishment—Use—Charges—Duties of chief of 
state patrol. The chief of the Washington state patrol is 
hereby authorized to establish a teletypewriter communica- 
tions network which will inter-connect the law enforcement 
agencies of the state and its political subdivisions into a 
unified written communications system. The chief of the 
Washington state patrol is authorized to lease or purchase 
such facilities and equipment as may be necessary to 
establish and maintain such teletypewriter communications 
network. 

(1) The communications network shall be used exclu- 
sively for the official business of the state, and the official 
business of any city, county, city and county, or other public 
agency. 

(2) This section does not prohibit the occasional use of 
the state’s communications network by any other state or 
public agency thereof when the messages transmitted relate 
to the enforcement of the criminal laws of the state. 

(3) The chief of the Washington state patrol shall fix the 
monthly operational charge to be paid by any department or 
agency of state government, or any city, county, city and 
county, or other public agency participating in the communi- 
cations network: PROVIDED, That in computing charges to 
be made against a city, county, or city and county the state 
shall bear at least fifty percent of the costs of such service 
as its share in providing a modern unified communications 
network to the law enforcement agencies of the state. 

(4) The chief of the Washington state patrol is autho- 
rized to arrange for the connection of the communications 
network with the law enforcement communications system 
of any adjacent state, or the Province of British Columbia, 
Canada.

Any city, county, city 
and county, or other public agency may connect with and 
Participate in the teletypewriter communications network 
subject to the rules, regulations, procedures and methods of 
operation adopted by the state communications advisory 
committee: PROVIDED, That such city, county, city and 
county, or other public agency shall first agree to pay such 
installation charges as may be necessary for such connection 
and such monthly operational charges as may be established 
by the chief of the Washington state patrol. [1965 ex.s. c 60

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43.89.040 Transfer of powers, duties, functions, 
contracts, rules, property, appropriation, etc., to chief of 
state patrol. The powers, duties, and functions of the 
director of budget relating to the state teletypewriter commu- 
nication network are transferred to the chief of the Washing- 
ton state patrol. All existing contracts, orders, rules, regula- 
tions, records, and obligations together with communications 
equipment, motor vehicles, and any other property, device, 
or thing and any remaining appropriation pertaining to such 
communication network shall be transferred by the director 
of budget or his agent to the chief of the Washington state 
patrol as of July 1, 1965.

43.89.050 Transfer of powers, duties and functions 
not to terminate or affect state liability. The transfer of 
the powers, duties, and functions relating to the state 
teletypewriter communication network from the director of 
budget to the chief of the Washington state patrol shall not 
terminate or affect the liability of the state accruing with 
respect to such communications network to any person, 
company, or corporation.

43.92.010 Supervisor of geology. There shall be a 
geological survey of the state which shall be under the 
direction of the commissioner of public lands who shall have 
general charge of the survey, and shall appoint as supervisor 
of the survey a geologist of established reputation, to be 
known as the supervisor of geology.

43.92.020 Objects of survey. The survey shall have 
for its objects: 

An examination of the economic products of the state, 
viz: The gold, silver, copper, lead, and iron ores, as well as 
building stones, clays, coal, and all mineral substances of 
value; an examination and classification of the soils, and the 
study of their adaptability to particular crops; investigation 
and report upon the water supplies, artesian wells, the water 
power of the state, gauging the streams, etc., with reference 
to their application for irrigation and other purposes; an 
examination and report upon the occurrence of different road 
building material; an examination of the physical features of 
the state with reference to their practical bearing upon the 
occupations of the people; the preparation of special geologi- 
cal and economic maps to illustrate the resources of the 
State; the preparation of special reports with necessary 
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illustrations and maps, which shall embrace both the general 
and detailed description of the geology and natural resources 
of the state, and the consideration of such other kindred 
scientific and economic questions as in the judgment of the 
director shall be deemed of value to the people of the state.

43.92.040 Printing and distribution of reports. The 
regular and special reports of the survey with proper illustra- 
tions and maps, shall be printed as the director may direct, 
and the reports shall be distributed or sold by him as the 
interests of the state and of science demand; and all money 
obtained by the sale of reports shall be paid into the state 
treasury.

43.92.060 Cooperation with federal geological 
survey. The director may make provisions for topographic, 
geologic, and hydrographic surveys of the state in coopera- 
tion with the United States geological survey in such manner 
as in his opinion will be of the greatest benefit to the 
agricultural, industrial, and geological requirements of the 
state: PROVIDED, That the director of the United States 
geological survey agrees to expend on the part of the United 
States upon such surveys a sum equal to that expended by 
the state.

43.96B.200 Legislative finding. The legislature finds 
that an expansion of the state pavilion at Expo "74 initially 
authorized for construction by the 1971 legislature is 
consistent with the purposes of the exposition and the needs 
of the state of Washington in order that the facility produced 
will both more adequately serve the state during the exposi- 
tion and as a permanent structure for the benefit of the state 
afterwards.

43.96B.205 Bond issue—Authorized. For the 
purpose of providing additional space for the Washington 
State Pavilion at Expo ’74 as determined to be necessary by 
the Expo "74 commission, including the planning, acquisi- 
tion, construction, remodeling and equipping, together with 
all improvements and enhancements of said project, the state 
finance committee is authorized to issue general obligation 
bonds of the state of Washington in the sum of two million 
nine hundred thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
required, to finance the projects defined in RCW 43.96B.200 
through 43.96B.245 and all costs incidental thereto. Such 
bonds shall be paid and discharged within thirty years of the 
date of issuance in accordance with Article VIII, section | 
of the state Constitution. [1973 Ist ex.s. с 116 $ 2.) 


43.96B.210 Bond issue—Issuance and sale of 
bonds—Form, terms, conditions, etc.—Authority of state 
finance committee. The issuance, sale and retirement of 
said bonds shall be under the supervision and control of the 
state finance committee. The committee is authorized to 
prescribe the form, terms, conditions, and covenants of the 
bonds, the time or times of sale of all or any portion of 
them, and the conditions and manner of their sale, issuance 
and redemption. None of the bonds authorized in RCW 
43.96B.200 through 43.96B.245 shall be sold for less than 
the par value thereof. 

The committee may provide that the bonds, or any of 
them, may be called prior to the maturity date thereof under 
such terms, conditions, and provisions as it may determine 
and may authorize the use of facsimile signatures in the 
issuance of such bonds and notes, if any. Such bonds shall 
be payable at such places as the committee may provide.

43.96B.215 Bond issue—Anticipation notes— 
Disposition of proceeds—Acquisition of property by Expo 
774 commission authorized. At the time the state finance 
committee determines to issue such bonds or a portion 
thereof, it may, pending the issuing of such bonds, issue, in 
the name of the state, temporary notes in anticipation of the 
money to be derived from the sale of the bonds, which notes 
shall be designated as "anticipation notes". Such portion of 
the proceeds of the sale of such bonds that may be required 
for such purpose shall be applied to the payment of the 
principal of and interest on such anticipation notes which 
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have been issued. The proceeds from the sale of bonds 
authorized by RCW 43.96B.200 through 43.96B.245 and any 
interest earned on the interim investment of such proceeds, 
shall be deposited in the state building construction account 
of the general fund in the state treasury and shall be used 
exclusively for the purposes specified in RCW 43.96B.200 
through 43.96B.245 and for the payment of expenses 
incurred in the issuance and sale of the bonds. The Expo 
"74 commission is hereby authorized to acquire property, 
real and personal, by lease, purchase[,] condemnation or gift 
to achieve the objectives of chapters 1, 2, and 3, Laws of 
1971 ex. sess., and RCW 43.96B.200 through 43.96B.245. 
The commission is further directed pursuant to RCW 
43.19.450 to utilize the department of general administration 
services to accomplish the purposes set forth herein. [1973

43.96B.220 Bond issue—Administration of pro- 
ceeds. The principal proceeds from the sale of the bonds or 
notes deposited in the state building construction account of 
the genéral fund shall be administered by the Expo "74 
commission.

43.96B.225 Bond jssue—Redemption fund— 
Payment of bonds. The state building bond redemption 
fund, 1973-A, is hereby created in the state treasury, which 
fund shall be exclusively devoted to the payment of the 
principal of and interest on the bonds authorized by RCW 
43.96B.200 through 43.96B.245. The state finance commit- 
tee, shall, on or before June 30th of each year, certify to the 
state treasurer the amount needed in the ensuing twelve 
months to meet such bond retirement and interest require- 
ments and on July Ist of each year the state treasurer shall 
deposit such amount in the state building bond redemption 
fund, 1973-A, from any general state revenues received in 
the state treasury and certified by the state treasurer to be 
general state revenues. Bonds issued under the provisions of 
RCW 43.96B.200 through 43.96B.245 shall state that they 
are a general obligation of the state of Washington, shall 
pledge the full faith and credit of the state to the payment of 
the principal thereof and the interest thereon and shall 
contain an unconditional promise to pay such principal and 
interest as the same shall become due. The owner and 
holder of each of the bonds or the trustee for the owner and 
holder of any of the bonds may by a mandamus or other 
appropriate proceeding require the transfer and payment of 
funds as directed herein.

43.96B.230 Bond issue—Additional means of 
payment. The legislature may provide additional means for 
raising moneys for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the bonds authorized herein, and RCW

COLUMBIA RIVER GORGE COMPACT 
(Formerly: Columbia River Gorge commission)

43.97.015 Columbia River Gorge Compact— 
Columbia River Gorge commission. The legislature of the 
State of Washington hereby ratifies the Columbia River 
Gorge Compact set forth below, and the provisions of such 
compact hereby are declared to be the law of this state upon 
such compact becoming effective as provided in Article Ш. 

A compact is entered into by and between the states of 
Washington and Oregon, signatories hereto, with the consent 
of the Congress of the United States of America, granted by 
an Act entitled, "The Columbia River Gorge National Scenic 
Area Act," P.L. 99-663. 


ARTICLE I 
COLUMBIA GORGE COMMISSION ESTABLISHED 


a. The States of Oregon and Washington establish by 
way of this interstate compact a regional agency known as 
the Columbia River Gorge Commission. The commission 
established in accordance with this compact shall have the 
power and authority to perform all functions and responsibil- 
ities in accordance with the provisions of this compact and 
of the Columbia River Gorge National Scenic Area Act (the 
federal Act), which is incorporated by this specific reference 
in this agreement. The commission’s powers shall include, 
but not be limited to: 

1. The power to sue and be sued. 

2. The power to disapprove a land use ordinance 
enacted by a county if the ordinance is inconsistent with the 
management plan, as provided in P.L. 96-663, Sec. 
7(b)(3)(B). 

3. The power to enact a land use ordinance setting 
standards for the use of nonfederal land in a county within 
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the scenic area if the county fails to enact land use ordinanc- 
es consistent with the management plan, as provided in P.L. 
99-663, Sec. 7(c). 

4. According to the provisions of P.L. 99-663, Sec. 
10(c), the power to review all proposals for major develop- 
ment action and new residential development in each county 
in the scenic area, except urban areas, and the power to 
disapprove such development if the commission finds the 
development is inconsistent with the purposes of P.L. 99- 
663. . 

b. The commission shall appoint and remove or dis- 
charge such personnel as may be necessary for the perfor- 
mance of the commission’s functions, irrespective of the 
civil service, personnel or other merit system laws of any of 
the party states. 

c. The commission may establish and maintain, indepen- 
dently or in conjunction with any one or more of the party 
States, a suitable retirement system for its full-time employ- 
ees. Employees of the commission shall be eligible for 
social security coverage in respect of old age and survivors 
insurance provided that the commission takes such steps as 
may be necessary pursuant to federal law to participate in 
such program of insurance as a governmental agency or unit. 
The commission may establish and maintain or participate in 
such additional programs of employee benefits as may be 
appropriate. 

d. The commission shall obtain the services of such 
professional, technical, clerical and other personnel as may 
be deemed necessary to enable it to carry out its functions 
under this compact. The commission may borrow, accept, 
or contract for the services of personnel from any state of 
the United States or any subdivision or agency thereof, from 
any interstate agency, or from any institution, person, firm 
or corporation. 

e. Funds necessary to fulfill the powers and duties 
imposed upon and entrusted to the commission shall be 
provided as appropriated by the legislatures of the states in 
accordance with Article IV. The commission may also 
receive gifts, grants, endowments and other funds from 
public or private sources as may be made from time to time, 
in trust or otherwise, for the use and benefit of the purposes 
of the commission and expend the same or any income 
therefrom according to the terms of the gifts, grants, endow- 
ments or other funds. 

f. The commission may establish and maintain such 
facilities as may be necessary for the transacting of its 
business. The commission may acquire, hold and convey 
real and personal property and any interest therein. 

g. The commission shall adopt bylaws, rules, and 
regulations for the conduct of its business, and shall have the 
power to amend and rescind these bylaws, rules and regula- 
tions. The commission shall publish its bylaws, rules and 
regulations in convenient form and shall file a copy thereof 
and of any amendment thereto, with the appropriate agency 
or officer in each of the party states. 


ARTICLE II 
THE COMMISSION MEMBERSHIP 


a. The commission shall be made up of twelve voting 
members appointed by the states, as set forth herein, and one 
non-voting member appointed by the U.S. Secretary of 
Agriculture. 
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b. Each state governor shall appoint the members of the 
commission as provided in the federal Act (three members 
who reside in the State of Oregon, including one resident of 
the scenic area, to be appointed by the Governor of Oregon, 
and three members who reside in the State of Washington, 
including one resident of the scenic area, appointed by the 
Governor of Washington). 

c. One additional member shall be appointed by the 
governing body of each of the respective counties of Clark, 
Klickitat, and Skamania in Washington, and Hood River, 
Multnomah, and Wasco in Oregon, provided that in the 
event the governing body of a county fails to make such an 
appointment, the Governor of the state in which the county 
is located shall appoint such a member. 

d. The terms of the members and procedure for filling 
vacancies shall all be as set forth in the federal Act. 


ARTICLE III є 
EFFECTIVE DATE OF COMPACT AND COMMISSION 


This compact shall take effect, and the commission may 
exercise its authorities pursuant to the compact and pursuant 
to the Columbia River Gorge National Scenic Area Act 
when it has been ratified by both states and upon the 
appointment of four initial members from each state. The 
date of this compact shall be the date of the establishment of 
the commission. 


ARTICLE IV 
FUNDING 


a. The States of Washington and Oregon hereby agree 


` to provide by separate agreement or statute of each state for 


funding necessary to effectuate the commission, including 
the establishment of compensation or expenses of commis- 
sion members from each state which shall be paid by the 
State of origin. 

b. The commission shall submit to the Governor or 
designated officer or officers of each party state a budget of 
its estimated expenditures for such period as may be required 
by the laws of that jurisdiction for presentation to the 
legislature thereof. 

c. Subject to appropriation by their respective legisla- 
tures, the commission shall be provided with such funds by 
each of the party states as are necessary to provide the 
means of establishing and maintaining facilities, a staff of 
personnel, and such activities as may be necessary to fulfill 
the powers and duties imposed upon and entrusted to the 
commission. 

d. The commission’s proposed budget and expenditures 
shall be apportioned equally between the states. 

e. The commission shall keep accurate accounts of all 
receipts and disbursements. The receipts and disbursements 
of the commission shall be subject to the audit and account- 
ing procedures established under its bylaws. However, all 
receipts and disbursements of funds handled by the commis- 
sion shall be audited yearly by the appropriate state auditing 
official and the report of the audit shall be included in and 
become a part of the annual report of the commission. 

f. The accounts of the commission shall be open at any 
reasonable time for inspection by the public. 
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ARTICLE V 
SEVERABILITY 


If any provision of this compact, or its application to 
any person or circumstance, is held to be invalid, all other 
provisions of this compact, and the application of all of its 
provisions to all other persons and circumstances, shall 
remain valid, and to this end the provisions of this compact 
are severable. [1987 с 499 $ |.) 


43.97.025 Grant of authority—Appointment of 
members to commission—Vacancies. (1) The governor, 
the Columbia River Gorge commission, and all state agen- 
cies and counties are hereby directed and provided authority 
to carry out their respective functions and responsibilities in 
accordance with the compact executed pursuant to RCW 
43.97.015, the Columbia River Gorge National Scenic Area 
Act, and the provisions of this chapter. 

(2) The governor shall appoint three members of the 
Columbia River Gorge commission who reside in the state 
of Washington, at least one of whom shall be a resident of 
the scenic area as defined in the act. 

(3) (a) The governing bodies of Clark, Klickitat, and 
Skamania counties shall each appoint one member of the 
Columbia River Gorge commission. 

(b) In the event the governing body of a county fails to 
make the appointments prescribed in section 5(a)(c)(1) of 
that act and (a) of this subsection, the governor shall appoint 
any such member. 

(4) Each member appointed by the governor shall be 
subject to confirmation by the Washington state senate and 
shall serve at the pleasure of the governor until their term 
shall expire or until a disqualifying change in residence. 

(5) Of those members appointed to the Columbia River 
Gorge commission by the governing body of the counties of 
Clark, Klickitat, and Skamania, the governor shall designate 
one member to serve for a term of five years and one to 
serve for six years. Of those members appointed directly by 
the governor pursuant to RCW 43.97.015, the governor shall 
designate one to serve a term of five years and one to serve 
a term of six years. All other members shall serve a period 
of four years. 

Neither the governor nor governing body of any of the 
counties may appoint federal, state, or local elected or 
appointed officials as members to the Columbia River Gorge 
commission. 

Vacancies shall be filled in accordance with the appoint- 
ing procedure for the commission member occupying the 
seat before its vacancy. [1987 с 499 $ 2.)

43.98.010 General obligation bonds authorized. For 
the purpose of providing funds for the development of 
outdoor recreational facilities in the state, the state finance 
committee is hereby authorized to issue, at any time prior to 
January 1, 1970, general obligation bonds of the state of

43.98A.005 Findings. The legislature finds: 

(1) That Washington possesses an abundance of natural 
wealth in the form of forests, mountains, wildlife, waters, 
and other natural resources, all of which help to provide an 
unparalleled diversity of outdoor recreation opportunities and 
a quality of life unmatched in this nation; 

(2) That as the state’s population grows, the demand on 
these resources is growing too, placing greater stress on 
today’s already overcrowded public recreational lands and 
facilities, and resulting in a significant loss of wildlife habitat 
and lands of unique natural value; 

(3) That public acquisition and development programs 
have not kept pace with the state’s expanding population; 

(4) That private investment and employment opportuni- 
ties in general and the tourist industry in particular are 
dependent upon the continued availability of recreational 
opportunities and our state’s unique natural environment; 

(5) That if current trends continue, some wildlife species 
and rare ecosystems will be lost in the state forever and 
public recreational lands will not be adequate to meet public 
demands; 

(6) That there is accordingly a need for the people of 
the state to reserve certain areas of the state, in rural as well 
as urban settings, for the benefit of present and future 
generations. 

It is therefore the policy of the state to acquire as soon 
as possible the most significant lands for wildlife conserva- 
tion and outdoor recreation purposes before they are convert- 
ed to other uses, and to develop existing public recreational 
land and facilities to meet the needs of present and future 
generations. [1990 Ist ex.s. с 14 $ 1.) 


43.98A.010 Definitions. The definitions set forth in 
this section apply throughout this chapter. 

(1) "Acquisition" means the purchase on a willing seller 
basis of fee or less than fee interests in real property. These 
interests include, but are not limited to, options, rights of 
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first refusal, conservation easements, leases, and mineral 
rights. 

(2) "Committee" means the interagency committee for 
outdoor recreation. 

(3) "Critical habitat" means lands important for the 
protection, management, or public enjoyment of certain 
wildlife species or groups of species, including, but not 
limited to, wintering range for deer, elk, and other species, 
waterfowl and upland bird habitat, fish habitat, and habitat 
for endangered, threatened, or sensitive species. 

(4) "Local agencies" means a city, county, town, tribe, 
special purpose district, port district, or other political 
subdivision of the state providing services to less than the 
entire state. 

(5) "Natural areas" means areas that have, to a signifi- 
cant degree, retained their natural character and are impor- 
tant in preserving rare or vanishing flora, fauna, geological, 
natural historical, or similar features of scientific or educa- 
tional value. 

(6) "Special needs populations" means physically 
restricted people or people of limited means. 

(7) "Trails" means public ways constructed for and open 
to pedestrians, equestrians, or bicyclists, or any combination 
thereof, other than a sidewalk constructed as a part of a city 
street or county road for exclusive use of pedestrians. 

(8) "Urban wildlife habitat" means lands that provide 
habitat important to wildlife in proximity to a metropolitan 
area. 

(9) "Water access" means boat or foot access to marine 
waters, lakes, rivers, or streams. [1990 Ist ex.s. c 14 § 2.] 


43.98A.020 Habitat conservation account. The 
habitat conservation account is established in the state 
treasury. The committee shall administer the account in 
accordance with chapter 43.99 RCW and this chapter, and 
shall hold it separate and apart from all other money, funds, 
and accounts of the committee.

43.98A.030 Allocation and use of moneys—Grants.

categories under such accounts described in RCW

43.98A.040 Habitat conservation account— 
Distribution and use of moneys. (1) Moneys appropriated 
for this chapter to the habitat conservation account shall be 
distributed in the following way:

(3) Only state agencies may apply for acquisition and 
development funds for critical habitat and natural areas 
projects under subsection (1) (a), (b), and (d) of this section. 

(4) State and local agencies may apply for acquisition 
and development funds for urban wildlife habitat projects 
under subsection (1) (c) and (d) of this section. [1990 Ist

(1) Community support; 

(ii) Immediacy of threat to the site;

(iv) Diversity of species using the site; 

(v) Quality of the habitat; 

(vi) Long-term viability of the site; 

(vii) Presence of endangered, threatened, or sensitive 
species; 

(viii) Enhancement of existing public property; 

(ix) Consistency with a local land use plan, or a regional 
or state-wide recreational or resource plan; and 

(x) Educational and scientific value of the site. 

(b) For urban wildlife habitat proposals, in addition to 
the criteria of (a) of this subsection: 

(i) Population of, and distance from, the nearest urban 
area; 

(ii) Proximity to other wildlife habitat; 

(iii) Potential for public use; and 

(iv) Potential for use by special needs populations. 

(6) Before October Ist of each even-numbered year, the 
committee shall recommend to the governor a prioritized list 
of state agency projects to be funded under RCW 
43.98A.040(1) (a), (b), and (c). The governor may remove 
projects from the list recommended by the committee and 
shall submit this amended list in the capital budget request 
to the legislature. The list shall include, but not be limited 
to, a description of each project; and shall describe for each 
project any anticipated restrictions upon recreational activi- 
ties allowed prior to the project. 

(7) Before October Ist of each year, the committee shall 
recommend to the governor a prioritized list of all local 
projects to be funded under RCW 43.98A.040(1)(c).

(iv) Linkage between trails; 

(v) Existing or potential usage; 

(vi) Consistency with an existing local land use plan or 
a regional or state-wide recreational or resource plan; 

(vii) Availability of water access or views; 

(viii) Enhancement of wildlife habitat; and 

(ix) Scenic values of the site. 

(b) For water access proposals: 

(i) Community support; 

(ii) Distance from similar water access opportunities; 

(iii) Immediacy of threat to the site; 

(iv) Diversity of possible recreational uses; and 

(v) Public demand in the area. 

(7) Before October Ist of each even-numbered year, the 
committee shall recommend to the governor a prioritized list 
of state agency projects to be funded under RCW 
43.98А.050(1) (a), (с), and (4). The governor may remove 
projects from the list recommended by the committee and 
shall submit this amended list in the capital budget request 
to the legislature. The list shall include, but not be limited 
to, a description of each project; and shall describe for each 
project any anticipated restrictions upon recreational activi- 
ties allowed prior to the project. 

(8) Before October Ist of each year, the committee shall 
recommend to the governor a prioritized list of all local 
projects to be funded under RCW 43.98A.050(1) (b), (c), 
and (d) of this act.

43.98B.005 Findings. (1) The legislature finds that: 

(a) The state of Washington owns and maintains a wide 
variety of fish and wildlife habitat, natural areas, parks, and 
other recreation lands; 

(b) The state of Washington is responsible for managing 
these lands for the benefit of the citizens, wildlife, and other 
natural resources of the state; 

(c) The state of Washington has recently significantly 
enhanced its efforts to acquire critical habitat, natural areas, 
parks, and other recreation lands and to transfer suitable 
lands from school trust to conservation and park purposes; 

(d) Recent unprecedented population growth has greatly 
increased the threat to the state’s fish and wildlife habitat 
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and the demands placed on the lands under (a) of this 
subsection; 

(e) The importance of this habitat and these lands to the 
state is continuing to increase as more people depend on 
them to satisfy their needs and more plant and animal 
species require state-owned lands for their survival; 

(f) By itself, public ownership cannot guarantee that 
resources will be protected, or that appropriate recreational 
opportunities will be provided; 

(g) Only through ongoing, responsible management can 
fish and wildlife habitat, sensitive ecosystems, and recre- 
ational values be protected; 

(h) The operation and maintenance funding for state- 
owned fish and wildlife habitat, natural areas, parks, and 
other recreation lands has not kept pace with increasing 
demands placed upon such lands; 

(i) Many needed operation and maintenance projects 
have been deferred due to insufficient funding, resulting in 
increased costs when the projects are finally undertaken; and 

(j) An increase in operation and maintenance funding is 
Necessary to bring state-owned lands and facilities up to 
acceptable standards and to protect the state’s investment in 
its fish and wildlife habitat, natural areas, parks, and other 
recreation lands. 

(2) Therefore, it is the policy of the state to provide 
adequate and continuing funding for operation and mainte- 
nance needs of state-owned fish and wildlife habitat, natural 
areas, parks, and other recreation lands to protect the state’s 
investment in such lands, and it is the purpose of this 
chapter to create a mechanism for doing so. [1992 c 153 § 
2.] 


43.98B.010 Definitions. The definitions set forth in 
this section apply throughout this chapter. 

(1) "Basic stewardship" means the costs associated with 
holding and protecting property to maintain the functions for 
which the property was acquired. It includes, but is not 
limited to, costs associated with statutorily required in-lieu 
property taxes, weed and pest control, fire protection, fence 
maintenance, cultural and archaeological site protection, 
basic research related to maintenance of natural area pre- 
serves and natural resource conservation areas, basic re- 
source and environmental protection, and meeting applicable 
legal requirements.

(3) “Human use management” means the costs associat- 
ed with visitor management, education, and protection. 

(4) "Administration" means state agency costs necessary 
to support subsections (1) through (3) of this section. It 
includes, but is not limited to, budget and accounting, 
personnel support services, volunteer programs, and training.

43.98B.020 State wildlife and recreation lands 
management account. There is created the state wildlife 
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and recreation lands management account in the state 
treasury. | 

(1) Moneys accumulated under this chapter shall be 
used exclusively for the purposes specified in this chapter. 
Those purposes are to support operation and maintenance 
activities and costs associated with owning and managing 
state fish and wildlife habitat, natural areas such as natural 
area preserves and natural resource conservation areas, parks, 
and other recreation lands and include: 

(a) Basic stewardship; 

(b) Improved or developed resources; 

(c) Human use management; and 

(d) Administration. 

Land acquisition, facility development or replacement, 
major renovation projects, improvement or rehabilitation 
projects normally funded through the capital budget, and 
Operation and maintenance of state fish hatcheries are 
excluded.

43.98B.030 Allocation and distribution of moneys. 
(1) Moneys appropriated for this chapter from the state 
wildlife and recreation lands management account shall be 
expended in the following manner: 

(a) Not less than thirty percent for basic stewardship; 

(b) Not less than twenty percent for improved or 
developed resources; 

(c) Not less than fifteen percent for human use manage- 
ment; and 

(d) Not more than fifteen percent for administration. 

(e) The remaining twenty to thirty-five percent shall be 
considered unallocated. 

(2) In the event that moneys appropriated for this 
chapter to the state wildlife and recreation lands management 
account under the initial allocation prove insufficient to meet 
basic stewardship needs, the unallocated amount shall be 
used to fund basic stewardship needs. 

(3) Each eligible agency is not required to meet this 
specific percentage distribution. However, funding across 
agencies should meet these percentages during each bienni- 
um. 

(4) It is intended that moneys disbursed from this 
account not replace existing operation and maintenance 
funding levels from other state sources. 

(5) Agencies eligible to receive funds from this account 
are the departments of fisheries, natural resources, and 
wildlife, and the state parks and recreation commission.

43.99.010 Policy—Mission of committee. (1) As 
Washington begins its second century of statehood, the 
legislature recognizes that renewed efforts are needed to 
preserve, conserve, and enhance the state’s recreational 
resources. Rapid population growth and increased urbaniza- 
tion have caused a decline in suitable land for recreation and 
resulted in overcrowding and deterioration of existing 
facilities. Lack of adequate recreational resources directly 
affects the health and well-being of all citizens of the state, 
reduces the state’s economic viability, and prevents Wash- 
ington from maintaining and achieving the quality of life that 
it deserves. 

It is therefore the policy of the state and its agencies to 
preserve, conserve, and enhance recreational resources and 
open space. In carrying out this policy, the mission of the 
interagency committee for outdoor recreation and its staff is 
to (a) create and work actively for the implementation of a 
unified state-wide strategy for meeting the recreational needs 
of Washington’s citizens, (b) represent and promote the 
interests of the state on recreational issues in concert with 
other state and local agencies and the governor, (c) encour- 
age and provide interagency and regional coordination, and 
interaction between public and private organizations, (d) 
administer recreational grant-in-aid programs and provide 
technical assistance, and (e) serve as a repository for 
information, studies, research, and other data relating to 
recreation. 

(2) Washington is uniquely endowed with fresh and salt 
waters rich in scenic and recreational value. This outdoor 
‘heritage enriches the lives of citizens, attracts new residents 
and businesses to the state, and is a major support of its 
expanding tourist industry. Rising population, increased 
income and leisure time, and the rapid growth of boating and 
other water sports have greatly increased the demand for 
water related recreation, while waterfront land is rapidly 
rising in value and disappearing from public use. There is 
consequently an urgent need for the acquisition or improve- 
ment of waterfront land on fresh and salt water suitable for 
marine recreational use by Washington residents and visitors. 
To meet this need, it is necessary and proper that the portion 
of motor vehicle fuel taxes paid by boat owners and opera- 
tors on fuel consumed in their watercraft and not reclaimed 
as presently provided by law should be expended for the 
acquisition or improvement of marine recreation land on the 
Pacific Ocean, Puget Sound, bays, lakes, rivers, reservoirs 
and other fresh and salt waters of the state.

benefit and use; 

(6) To appoint such technical and other committees as 
may be necessary to carry out the purposes of this chapter; 

(7) To create and maintain a repository for data, studies, 
research, and other information relating to recreation in the 
state, and to encourage the interchange of such information; 

(8) To encourage and provide opportunities for inter- 
agency and regional coordination and cooperative efforts 
between public agencies and between public and private 
entities involved in the development and preservation of 
recreational resources; and

The 
cooperation of a victim and the victim’s family through the investigation 
and prosecution of the sexual assault case is enhanced and the trauma 
associated with the investigation and prosecution is reduced when trained 
victim advocates assist the victim and the victim’s family through the 
investigation and prosecution of the case.

The rate plan and any 
adjustments to rates shall be approved by the office of 
financial management. The services component shall not 
subsidize the operations of the planning component;

Four 
members shall be appointed by the president of the senate, 
with equal representation from each of the two major 
political parties; four members shall be appointed by the 
speaker of the house of representatives, with equal represen- 
tation from each of the two major political parties; one 
member shall be appointed by the governor; and the other 
nine members, who shall be city officials, shall be appointed 
by the board of directors of the association of Washington 
cities. Of the members appointed by the association, at least 
one shall be an official of a city having a population of 
twenty thousand or more; at least one shall be an official of 
a city having a population of one thousand five hundred to 
twenty thousand; and at least one shall be an official of a 
town having a population of less than one thousand five 
hundred. 

The terms of members shall be for two years and shall 
not be dependent upon continuance in legislative or city 
office. The terms of all members except legislative members 
shall commence on the first day of August in every odd- 
numbered year.

The legislature also believes that 
children raised in this positive atmosphere will develop self 
esteem and are unlikely to become dependent upon the social 
service system or to be involved in the criminal justice 
system.

(i) Other programs or activities consistent with this 
chapter. 

(3) The programs shall be reviewed periodically to 
provide that the instruction and materials are not racially, 
culturally, or sexually biased. 
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(4) The services provided by the projects shall be 
coordinated with schools and social services provided in the 
community to avoid duplication of services. 

(5) A sliding fee scale shall be utilized at the discretion 
of the council.

between local, state, and federal agencies; to identify the 
responsible agency for the purpose of serving the public 
interest; to avoid the duplication of names for similar 
features whenever possible; and as far as possible, to retain 
the significance, spelling, and color of names associated with 
the early history of Washington. [1983 c 273 § 1.] 


43.126.025 State board on geographic names 
created—Membership—Chairman. There is hereby 
created a Washington state board on geographic names 
composed of: 
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(1) The state librarian or a representative; 

(2) The commissioner of public lands or a representa- 
tive; 

(3) The chairperson of the Washington state heritage 
council created by 1983 law; and 

(4) Four members from the general public to be appoint- 
ed by the commissioner of public lands. 

The commissioner of public lands or his or her repre- 
sentative shall be chairman of the board. 

The members of the initial board to be appointed by the 
commissioner shall be appointed as follows: One member 
for a one-year term, one member for a two-year term, one 
member for a three-year term, and one member for a four- 
year term. Thereafter, each member shall be appointed for 
a three-year term. Each member of the board shall continue 
in office until a successor is appointed.

43.126.035 Powers and duties. It shall be the duty 
of the Washington state board on geographic names and it 
shall have the power and authority to: 

(1) Establish the official names for the lakes, mountains, 
streams, places, towns, and other geographic features within 
the state and the spellings thereof except when a name is 
specified by law. For the purposes of this subsection 
geographic features do not include man-made features or 
administrative areas such as parks, game reserves, and dams, 
but shall include man-made lakes; 

(2) Assign names to lakes, mountains, streams, places, 
towns, and other geographic features in the state for which 
no single generally accepted name has been in use; 

(3) Cooperate with county commissioners, state depart- 
ments, and agencies, and with the United States board on 
geographic names to establish, change and/or determine the 
appropriate names of the lakes, mountains, streams, places, 
towns, and other geographic features for the purpose of 
eliminating, as far as possible, duplication of place names 
within the state; 

(4) Serve as a state of Washington liaison with the 
United States board on geographic names; 

(5) Periodically issue a list of names approved by the 
board.

43.126.045 Policies—Criteria. The board is autho- 
rized to establish policies to carry out the purposes of this 
chapter. In determining the names and spelling of geograph- 
ic place names within the state of Washington, the board’s 
decisions shall be made only after a careful consideration of 
all available information relating to such names, including 
the recommendations of the United States board on geo- 
graphic names, with which the board shall cooperate. [1983

43.130.010 Purpose. When either for fiscal reasons, 
obsolescence or other extraordinary reasons, it becomes 
necessary to close a state facility, as defined by RCW 
43.130.020(2), the state has a responsibility to provide 
certain benefits to affected employees. 
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It is the purpose of this chapter to establish an economic 
impact act for the state of Washington to meet the emergen- 
cy situation now in existence for state employees affected by 
the closure of state facilities, as defined in RCW 43.130.020.

43.130.020 Definitions. For purposes of this chapter: 

(1) "Employees" includes those persons performing 
services for the state on a salaried or hourly basis including, 
but not limited to, persons in "classified service" as defined 
in RCW 41.06.020(3) and those persons defined as exempt 
from the state civil service laws pursuant to RCW 41.06.070. 

(2) The term "closure of a state facility" means the 
termination of services being provided by a facility operated 
by the department of social and health services or in con- 
junction with the department of natural resources, when such 
facility is terminated for fiscal reasons, obsolescence, or 
other extraordinary reasons. 

(3) "Classified employees" means those employees 
performing classified service as defined in RCW 
41.06.020(3). [1973 2nd ex.s. с 37 $ 2.] 


43.130.030 Excluded employment and employees. 
Excluded employment and excluded employees under this 
chapter include, but are not limited to, the following: 

(1) State employment related to a single project under 
a program separately financed by a grant of nonstate funds, 
federal funds or state funds, or by a combination of such 
funding, which is designed to provide training or employ- 
ment opportunities, expertise or additional manpower related 
to the project or which, because of the nature of the project 
funding requirements, is not intended as a permanent 
program. 

(2) Activities at least seventy-five percent federally 
funded by a categorical grant for a specific purpose and any 
other activities terminated because of actions taken by the 
federal government or other funding sources other than the 
state of Washington in eliminating or substantially limiting 
funding sources, except to the extent that the federal govern- 
ment or such other funding sources may permit the use of 
nonstate funds to pay for any employee benefits authorized 
pursuant to this chapter. 

(3) The following categories of employees are excluded 
from benefits under this chapter: 

(a) employees refusing transfer to vacant positions in the 
same or a like job classification and at not more than one 
full range lower than the same salary range; 

(b) classified employees having other than permanent 
Status in the classified service; 

(c) employees having less than three years’ consecutive 
state service as an employee, except that such employees 
shall nonetheless be eligible for the benefits provided in 
subsections (1), (2), (4) and (5) of RCW 43.130.040. 

(d) nothing in this chapter shall affect any other rights 
currently held by classified employees regarding reduction in 
force procedures and subsequent reemployment. [1973 2nd 
ex.s. с 37 § 3.) 


43.130.040 Benefits. In order to carry out the 
purposes of this chapter, the state shall take every reasonable 
step at its disposal to provide alternative employment and to 
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minimize the economic loss of state employees affected by 
the closure of state facilities. Affected state employees shall 
be paid benefits as specified in this section. 

(1) Relocation expenses covering the movement of 
household goods, incurred by the necessity of an employee 
moving his domicile to be within reasonable commuting 
distance of a new job site, shall be paid by the state to 
employees transferring to other state employment by reason 
of the closure of a facility. 

(2) Relocation leave shall be allowed up to five working 
days’ leave with pay for the purpose of locating new 
residence in the area of employment. 

(3) The state shall reimburse the transferring employee 
to the extent of any unavoidable financial loss suffered by an 
employee who sells his home at a price less than the true 
and fair market value as determined by the county assessor 
not exceeding three thousand dollars: PROVIDED, That this 
right of reimbursement must be exercised, and sale of the 
property must be accomplished, within a period of two years 
from the date other state employment is accepted. 

(4) For employees in facilities which have been termi- 
nated who do not choose to participate in the transfer 
program set forth in the preceding subsections, the following 
terminal pay plan shall be available: 

(a) For qualifying employees, for each one year of 
continuous state service, one week (five working days) of 
regular compensation shall be provided. 

(b) Regular compensation as used in subsection (a) 
hereof shall include salary compensation at the rate being 
paid to the employees at the time operation of the facility is 
terminated. 

(c) Terminal pay as set forth in subsections (a) and (b) 
hereof shall be paid to the employee at the termination of the 
employees last month of employment or within thirty days 
after *the effective date of this 1973 act, whichever is later: 
PROVIDED, That from the total amount of terminal pay, the 
average sum of unemployment compensation that the 
qualifying employee is eligible to receive multiplied by the 
total number of weeks of terminal pay minus one week shall 
be deducted. 

(d) Those employees electing the early retirement 
benefits as stated in subsection (5) of this section shall not 
be eligible for the terminal pay provisions as set forth in this 
subsection. 

(e) Those employees who are reemployed by the state 
during the period they are receiving terminal pay pursuant to 
subsections (a), (b) and (c) of this section shall reimburse the 
State for that portion of the terminal pay covered by the 
period of new employment. 

(5) As an option to transferring to other state employ- 
ment an employee may elect early retirement under the 
following conditions: 

(a) Notwithstanding the age requirements of RCW 
41.40.180, any affected employee under this chapter who has 
attained the age of fifty-five years, with at least five years 
creditable service, shall be immediately eligible to retire, 
with no actuarial reduction in the amount of his pension 
benefit. 

(b) Notwithstanding the age requirements of RCW 
41.40.180, any affected employee under this chapter who has 
attained the age of forty-five years, with at least five years 
creditable service, shall be immediately eligible to retire with 
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an actuarial reduction in the amount of his pension benefit 
of three percent for each complete year that such employee 
is under fifty-five years of age. 

(c) Employees who elect to retire pursuant to RCW 
41.40.180 shall be eligible to retire while on authorized leave 
of absence not in excess of one hundred and twenty days. 

(d) Employees who elect to retire under the provisions 
of this section shall not be eligible for any retirement benefit 
іп a year following a year in which their employment 
income was in excess of six thousand dollars. This six 
thousand dollars base shall be adjusted annually beginning 
in 1974 by such cost of living adjustments as are applied by 
the public employees’ retirement system to membership 
retirement benefits. The public employees retirement system 
board shall adopt necessary rules and regulations to imple- 
ment the provisions of this subsection.

Fiscal notes shall be completed within seventy-two 
hours of the request unless a longer time period is allowed 
by the requesting legislator. In the event a fiscal note has 
not been completed within seventy-two hours of a request, 
a daily report shall be prepared for the requesting legislator 
by the director of financial management which report 
summarizes the progress in preparing the fiscal note. If the 
request is referred to the director of community develop- 
ment, the daily report shall also include the date and time 
such referral was made.

(1) Reduction of dependence on nonrenewable energy 
and stimulation of the state’s economy through development 
of geothermal energy. 

(2) Mitigation of the social, economic, and environmen- 
tal impacts of geothermal development.

43.143.005 Legislative findings. (1) Washington’s 
coastal waters, seabed, and shorelines are among the most 
valuable and fragile of its natural resources. 

(2) Ocean and marine-based industries and activities, 
such as fishing, aquaculture, tourism, and marine transporta- 
tion have played a major role in the history of the state and 
will continue to be important in the future. Other industries 
and activities, such as those based on the development and 
extraction of minerals and other nonrenewable resources, can 
provide social and economic benefits as well. 

(3) Washington’s coastal waters, seabed, and shorelines 
are faced with conflicting use demands. Some uses may 
pose unacceptable environmental or social risks at certain 
times. 
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(4) At present, there is not enough information available 
to adequately assess the potential adverse effects of oil and 
gas exploration and production off Washington’s coast. 

(5) The state of Washington has primary jurisdiction 
over the management of coastal and ocean natural resources 
within three miles of its coastline. From three miles seaward 
to the boundary of the two hundred mile exclusive economic 
zone, the United States federal government has primary 
jurisdiction. Since protection, conservation, and development 
of the natural resources in the exclusive economic zone 
directly affect Washington’s economy and environment, the 
state has an inherent interest in how these resources are 
managed.

43.143.010 Legislative policy and intent— 
Moratorium on leases for oil and gas exploration, 
development, or production—Appeals from regulation of 
recreational uses—Participation in federal ocean and 
marine resource decisions. (1) The purpose of this chapter 
is to articulate policies and establish guidelines for the 
exercise of state and local management authority over 
Washington’s coastal waters, seabed, and shorelines. 

(2) There shall be no leasing of Washington’s tidal or 
submerged lands extending from mean high tide seaward 
three miles along the Washington coast from Cape Flattery 
south to Cape Disappointment, nor in Grays Harbor, Willapa 
Bay, and the Columbia river downstream from the Longview 
bridge, for purposes of oil or gas exploration, development, 
or production until at least July 1, 1995. During the 1995 
legislative session, the legislature shall determine whether the 
moratorium on leasing should be extended past July 1, 1995. 
This determination shall be based on the information 
available at that time, including the analysis described in 
RCW 43.143.040. If the legislature does not extend the 
moratorium on leasing, the moratorium will end on July 1, 
1995. At any time that oil or gas leasing, exploration, and 
development are allowed to occur, these activities shall be 
required to meet or exceed the standards and criteria con- 
tained in RCW 43.143.030. 

(3) When conflicts arise among uses and activities, 
priority shall be given to resource uses and activities that 
will not adversely impact renewable resources over uses 
which are likely to have an adverse impact on renewable 
resources. 

(4) It is the policy of the state of Washington to actively 
encourage the conservation of liquid fossil fuels, and to 
explore available methods of encouraging such conservation. 

(5) It is not currently the intent of the legislature to 
include recreational uses or currently existing commercial 
uses involving fishing or other renewable marine or ocean 
resources within the uses and activities which must meet the 
planning and review criteria set forth in RCW 43.143.030. 
It is not the intent of the legislature, however, to permanent- 
ly exclude these uses from the requirements of RCW 
43.143.030. If information becomes available which 
indicates that such uses should reasonably be covered by the 
requirements of RCW 43.143.030, the permitting government 
or agency may require compliance with those requirements, 
and appeals of that decision shall be handled through the 
established appeals procedure for that permit or approval.

43.145.010 Compact. The Northwest Interstate 
Compact on Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management is 
hereby enacted into law and entered into by the state‘of 
Washington as a party, and is in full force and effect 
between the state and other states joining the compact in 
accordance with the terms of the compact. 


NORTHWEST INTERSTATE COMPACT ON 
LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT 


ARTICLE I—Policy and Purpose 


The party states recognize that low-level radioactive 
wastes are generated by essential activities and services that 
benefit the citizens of the states. It is further recognized that 
the protection of the health and safety of the citizens of the 
party states and the most economical management of low- 
level radioactive wastes can be accomplished through 
cooperation of the states in minimizing the amount of 
handling and transportation required to dispose of such 
wastes and through the cooperation of the states in providing 
facilities that serve the region. It is the policy of the party 
states to undertake the necessary cooperation to protect the 
health and safety of the citizens of the party states and to 
provide for the most economical management of low-level 
radioactive wastes on a continuing basis. It is the purpose 
of this compact to provide the means for such a cooperative 
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effort among the party states so that the protection of the 
citizens of the states and the maintenance of the viability of 
the states’ economies will be enhanced while sharing the 
responsibilities of radioactive low-level waste management. 


ARTICLE II—Definitions 


As used in this compact: 

(1) "Facility" means any site, location, structure, or 
property used or to be used for the storage, treatment, or 
disposal of low-level waste, excluding federal waste facili- 
ties; 

(2) "Low-level waste" means waste material which 
contains radioactive nuclides emitting primarily beta or 
gamma radiation, or both, in concentrations or quantities 
which exceed applicable federal or state standards for 
unrestricted release. Low-level waste does not include waste 
containing more than ten nanocuries of transuranic contami- 
nants per gram of material, nor spent reactor fuel, nor 
material classified as either high-level waste or waste which 
is unsuited for disposal by near-surface burial under any 
applicable federal regulations; 

(3) "Generator" means any person, partnership, associa- 
tion, corporation, or any other entity whatsoever which, as 
a part of its activities, produces low-level radioactive waste; 

(4) "Host state” means a state in which a facility is 
located. 


ARTICLE Ш —Кершаїогу Practices 


Each party state hereby agrees to adopt practices which 
will require low-level waste shipments originating within its 
borders and destined for a facility within another party state 
to conform to the applicable packaging and transportation 
requirements and regulations of the host state. Such practic- 
es shall include: 

(1) Maintaining an inventory of all generators within the 
state that have shipped or expect to ship low-level waste to 
facilities in another party state; 

(2) Periodic unannounced inspection of the premises of 
such generators and the waste management activities thereon; 

(3) Authorization of the containers in which such waste 
may be shipped, and a requirement that generators use only 
that type of container authorized by the state; 

(4) Assurance that inspections of the carriers which 
transport such waste are conducted by proper authorities, and 
appropriate enforcement action taken for violations; 

(5) After receiving notification from a host state that a 
generator within the party state is in violation of applicable 
packaging or transportation standards, the party state will 
take appropriate action to assure that such violations do not 
recur. Such action may include inspection of every individu- 
al low-level waste shipment by that generator. 

Each party state may impose fees upon generators and 
shippers to recover the cost of the inspections and other 
practices under this Article. Nothing in this Article shall be 
construed to limit any party state’s authority to impose 
additional or more stringent standards on generators or 
carriers than those required under this Article. 


ARTICLE IV—Regional Facilities 


Section 1. Facilities located in any party state, other 
than facilities established or maintained by individual low- 
level waste generators for the management of their own low- 
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level waste, shall accept low-level waste generated in any 
party state if such waste has been packaged and transported 
according to applicable laws and regulations. 

Section 2. No facility located in any party state may 
accept low-level waste generated outside of the region 
comprised of the party states, except as provided in Article 
У. 

Section 3. Until such time as Section 2 takes effect as 
provided in Article VI, facilities located in any party state 
may accept low-level waste generated outside of any of the 
party states only if such waste is accompanied by a certifi- 
cate of compliance issued by an official of the state in which 
such waste shipment originated. Such certificate shall be in 
such form as may be required by the host state, and shall 
contain at least the following: 

(1) The generator’s name and address; 

(2) A description of the contents of the low-level waste 
container; 

(3) A statement that the low-level waste being shipped 
has been inspected by the official who issued the certificate 
or by his agent or by a representative of the United States 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission, and found to have been 
packaged in compliance with applicable federal regulations 
and such additional requirements as may be imposed by the 
host state; 

(4) A binding agreement by the state of origin to 
reimburse any party state for any liability or expense 
incurred as a result of an accidental release of such waste 
during shipment or after such waste reaches the facility. 

Section 4. Each party state shall cooperate with the 
other party states in determining the appropriate site of any 
facility that might be required within the region comprised 
of the party states, in order to maximize public health and 
safety while minimizing the use of any one party state as the 
host of such facilities on a permanent basis. Each party state 
further agrees that decisions regarding low-level waste 
management facilities in their region will be reached through 
a good faith process which takes into account the burdens 
borne by each of the party states as well as the benefits each 
has received. 

Section 5. The party states recognize that the issue of 
hazardous chemical waste management is similar in many 
respects to that of low-level waste management. Therefore, 
in consideration of the state of Washington allowing access 
to its low-level waste disposal facility by generators in other 
party states, party states such as Oregon and Idaho which 
host hazardous chemical waste disposal facilities will allow 
access to such facilities by generators within other party 
States. Nothing in this compact may be construed to prevent 
any party state from limiting the nature and type of hazard- 
ous chemical or low-level wastes to be accepted at facilities 
within its borders ог from ordering the closure or (of) such 
facilities, so long as such action by a host state is applied 
equally to all generators within the region composed of the 
party states. 

Section 6. Any host state may establish a schedule of 
fees and requirements related to its facility, to assure that 
closure, perpetual care, and maintenance and contingency 
requirements are met, including adequate bonding. 
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ARTICLE V—Northwest Low-level Waste 
Compact Committee 


The governor of each party state shall designate one 
official of that state as the person responsible for administra- 
tion of this compact. The officials so designated shall 
together comprise the Northwest low-level waste compact 
committee. The committee shall meet as required to 
consider matters arising under this compact. The parties 
shall inform the committee of existing regulations concerning 
low-level waste management in their states, and shall afford 
all parties a reasonable opportunity to review and comment 
upon any proposed modifications in such regulations. 
Notwithstanding any provision of Article IV to the contrary, 
the committee may enter into arrangements with states, 
provinces, individual generators, or regional compact entities 
outside the region comprised of the party states for access to 
facilities on such terms and conditions as the committee may 
deem appropriate. However, it shall require a two-thirds 
vote of all such members, including the affirmative vote of 
the member of any party state in which a facility affected by 
such arrangement is located, for the committee to enter into 
such arrangement. 


ARTICLE VI—Eligible Parties and Effective Date 


Section 1. Each of the following states is eligible to 
become a party to this compact: Alaska, Hawaii, Idaho, 
Montana, Oregon, Utah, Washington, and Wyoming. As to 
any eligible party, this compact shall become effective upon 
enactment into law by that party, but it shall not become 
initially effective until enacted into law by two states. Any 
party state may withdraw from this compact by enacting a 
statute repealing its approval. 

Section 2. After the compact has initially taken effect 
pursuant to Section 1, any eligible party state may become 
a party to this compact by the execution of an executive 
order by the governor of the state. Any state which becomes 
a party in this manner shall cease to be a party upon the 
final adjournment of the next general or regular session of its 
legislature or July 1, 1983, whichever occurs first, unless the 
compact has by then been enacted as a statute by that state.

The Pacific States 
Agreement on Radioactive Materials Transportation Manage- 
ment is hereby enacted into law and entered into by the state 
of Washington as a party, and is in full force and effect 
between the state and other states joining the agreement in 
accordance with its terms. 


PACIFIC STATES AGREEMENT ON 
RADIOACTIVE MATERIALS 
TRANSPORTATION MANAGEMENT 


ARTICLE I—Policy and Purpose 


The party states recognize that protection of the health 
and safety of citizens and the environment, and the most 
economical transportation of radioactive materials, can be 
accomplished through cooperation and coordination among 


neighboring states. It is the purpose of this agreement to 


establish a committee comprised of representatives from each 
party state to further cooperation between the states on 
emergency response and to coordinate activities by the states 
to eliminate unnecessary duplication of rules and regulations 
regarding the transportation and handling of radioactive 
material. 

The party states intend that this agreement facilitate both 
interstate commerce and protection of public health and the 
environment. To accomplish this goal, the party states direct 
the committee to develop model regulatory standards for 
party states to act upon and direct the committee to coordi- 
nate decisions by party states relating to the routing and 
inspection of shipments of radioactive material. 


ARTICLE JI—Definitions 


As used in this agreement: 

(1) "Carrier" includes common, private, and contract 
carriers. 

(2) "Hazardous material" means a substance or material 
which has been determined by the United States department 
of transportation to be capable of posing an unreasonable 
risk to health, safety, and property when transported in 
commerce, and which has been so designated. 
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(3) "Radioactive material” has the meaning given that 
term in federal department of transportation regulations 
found in 49 C.F.R. Sec. 173, and includes, but is not limited 
to, high-level radioactive waste, low-level radioactive waste, 
and spent nuclear fuel, as defined in section 2 of the nuclear 
waste policy act of 1982 (96 Stat. 2202; 42 U.S.C.A. Sec. 
10101). 

(4) "Transportation" means the transport by any means 
of radioactive material destined for or derived from any 
location, and any loading, unloading, or storage incident to 
such transport. "Transportation" does not include permanent 
storage or disposal of the material. 


ARTICLE ПІ- -Вериїіагу Practices 


Section 1. The party states agree to develop model 
standards, not in conflict with federal law or regulations, for 
carriers of radioactive material to provide information 
regarding: 

(1) The amount and kind of material transported; 

(2) The mode of transportation and, to the extent 
feasible, the route or routes and the time schedule; 

(3) The carrier’s compliance with local, state, and 
federal rules and regulations related to radioactive material 
transportation; 

(4) The carrier’s compliance with federal and state 
liability insurance requirements. 

Section 2. Consistent with federal law or regulations 
pertaining to transportation of radioactive material, the party 
states also agree to: 

(1) Develop model uniform procedures for issuing 
permits to carriers; 

(2) Develop model uniform record-keeping processes 
that allow access on demand by each state; 

(3) Develop model uniform safety standards for carriers; 

(4) Coordinate routing of shipments of radioactive 
materials; 

(5) Develop a method for coordinating the party states’ 
emergency response plans to provide for regional emergency 
response including (a) systems for sharing information 
essential to radiation control efforts, (b) systems for sharing 
emergency response personnel, and (c) a method to allocate 
costs and clarify liability when a party state or its officers 
request or render emergency response; 

(6) Recommend parking requirements for motor vehicles 
transporting radioactive materials; 

(7) Coordinate state inspections of carriers; and 

(8) Develop other cooperative arrangements and 
agreements to enhance safety. 

Section 3. The party states also agree to coordinate 
emergency response training and preparedness drills among 
the party states, Indian tribes, and affected political subdivi- 
sions of the party states, and, if possible, with federal 
agencies. 

Section 4. The party states recognize that the transpor- 
tation management of hazardous waste and hazardous 
materials is similar in many respects to that of radioactive 
materials. The party states, therefore, agree to confer as to 
transportation management and emergency response for those 
items where similarities in management exist. 
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ARTICLE IV—Pacific States Radioactive Materials 
Transportation Committee 


Section 1. Each party state shall designate one official 
of that state to confer with appropriate legislative committees 
and with other officials of that state responsible for manag- 
ing transportation of radioactive material and with affected 
Indian tribes and be responsible for administration of this 
agreement. The officials so designated shall together 
comprise the Pacific states radioactive materials transporta- 
tion committee. The committee shall meet as required to 
consider and, where necessary, coordinate matters addressed 
in this agreement. The parties shall inform the committee of 
existing regulations concerning radioactive materials trans- 
portation management in their states, and shall afford all 
Parties a reasonable opportunity to review and comment 
upon any proposed modifications in such regulations. 

Section 2. The committee may also engage in long-term 
planning to assure safe and economical management of 
radioactive material transportation on a continuing basis. 

Section 3. To the extent practicable, the committee 
shall coordinate its activities with those of other organiza- 
tions. 


ARTICLE V—Eligible Parties and Effective Date 


Section |. The states of Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Montana, New Mexico, Nevada, Oregon, Utah, 
Washington, and Wyoming are eligible to become a party to 
this agreement. As to any eligible party, this agreement 
shall become effective upon enactment into law by that 
party, but it shall not become initially effective until enacted 
into law by two states.

43.147.010 Terms of agreement. The Pacific 
Northwest Economic Region is hereby enacted into law and 
entered into by the state of Washington as a party, and is in 
full force and effect in accordance with the terms of this 
agreement. 


THE PACIFIC NORTHWEST ECONOMIC REGION 
ARTICLE I—Policy and Purpose 


States and provinces participating in the Pacific North- 
west Economic Region shall seek to develop and establish 
policies that: Promote greater regional collaboration among 
the seven entities; enhance the overall competitiveness of the 
region in international and domestic markets; increase the 
economic well-being of all citizens in the region; and 
improve the quality of life of the citizens of the Pacific 
Northwest. 

States and provinces recognize that there are many 
public policy areas in which cooperation and joint efforts 
would be mutually beneficial. These areas include, but are 
not limited to: International trade; economic development; 
human resources; the environment and natural resources; 
energy; and education. Parties to this agreement shall work 
diligently to establish collaborative activity in these and other 
appropriate policy areas where such cooperation is deemed 
worthwhile and of benefit to the participating entities. 
Participating states and provinces also agree that there are 
areas in which cooperation may not be feasible. 

The substantive actions of the Pacific Northwest 
Economic Region may take the form of uniform legislation 
enacted by two or more states and/or provinces or policy 
initiatives endorsed as appropriate by participating entities. 
It shall not be necessary for all states and provinces to 
participate in each initiative. 


ARTICLE II—Eligible Parties and Effective Date 


Each of the following states and provinces is eligible to 
become a party to this agreement: Alaska, Alberta, British 
Columbia, Idaho, Montana, Oregon, and Washington. This 
agreement establishing the Pacific Northwest Economic 
Region shall become effective when it is executed by one 
state, one province, and one additional state and/or province 
in a form deemed appropriate by each entity. This agree- 
ment shall continue in force and remain binding upon each 
state and province until renounced by it. Renunciation of 
this agreement must be preceded by sending one year’s 
notice in writing of intention to withdraw from the agree- 
ment to the other parties to the agreement.

Each state and province participating in this agreement 
shall appoint representatives to the Pacific Northwest 
Economic Region.

following: A delegate council consisting of four legislators 
from each participating state and four representatives from 
each participating province and an executive committee 
consisting of one legislator from each participating state 
and/or province who is a member of the delegate council. 
Policy committees may be established to carry out further 
duties and responsibilities of the Pacific Northwest Economic 
Region. 


ARTICLE IV—Duties and Responsibilities 


The delegate council shall have the following duties and 
responsibilities: Facilitate the involvement of other govern- 
ment Officials in the development and implementation of 
specific collaborative initiatives; work with policy-making 
committees in the development and implementation of 
specific initiatives; approve general organizational policies 
developed by the executive committee; provide final approv- 
al of the annual budget and staffing structure for the Pacific 
Northwest Economic Region developed by the executive 
committee; and other duties and responsibilities as may be 
established in the rules and regulations of the Pacific 
Northwest Economic Region. The executive committee shall 
perform the following duties and responsibilities: Elect the

43.150.010 Legislative findings. (1) The legislature 
finds that: 

(a) Large numbers of Washington’s citizens are actively 
engaged in carrying forward the ethic of service and volun- 
tary activities that benefit their citizens, their communities, 
and the entire state; 

(b) This contribution continues to provide the equivalent 
of hundreds of millions of dollars in services that might 
otherwise create a need for additional tax collections; 

(c) Many Washington citizens have yet to become fully 
involved in the life of their communities; many societal 
needs exist that could and should be met by new citizen 
service initiatives; 

(d) The state of Washington needs to continue to 
encourage and expand the ethic of civic responsibility among 
its citizenry, through individuals working on their own, and 
through local and state-wide organizations, both governmen- 
tal and private and nonprofit agencies; 

(e) This ethic of citizen service benefits those who serve 
and those who receive services; in both cases there is the 
betterment of all Washington communities; 

(f) Public and private agencies depend in large measure 
on the efforts of volunteers for the accomplishment of their 
missions and actively seek to increase these efforts; 

(g) State agencies can and should extend their service 
delivery programs through the increased use of and support 
for volunteers; 

(h) The national and community service act of 1990 
provides an opportunity for Washington to support citizen 
service and volunteer activities in Washington; 

(i) Business, industry, communities, schools, and labor 
in Washington state are increasingly interested in opportuni- 
ties for community service and in developing the volunteer 
and service ethic; 

(j) While providing both tangible and intangible bene- 
fits, volunteers in turn need respect and support for their 
efforts; 
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(k) The state itself, through the programs and services 
of its agencies as well as through the provisions of law and 
rule making, can and should provide a primary role and 
focus for encouraging the ethic of citizen service and support 
for volunteer efforts and programs; 

(1) Planned and coordinated recognition, information, 
training, and technical assistance for volunteer and citizen 
service efforts through a state-wide center for voluntary 
action have been proven to be effective means of multiplying 
the resources volunteers bring to the needs of their commu- 
nities; and 

(m) It is important that Washington state position itself 
to raise volunteerism to the highest attainable levels, and 
along with the private sector, become a voice in the role 
citizen service will take in providing solutions to societal 
needs. 

(2) Therefore, the legislature, in recognition of these 
findings, enacts the center for volunteerism and citizen 
service act to ensure that the state of Washington actively 
promotes the ethic of service and makes every appropriate 
effort to encourage effective involvement of individuals in 
their communities and of volunteers who supplement the 
services of private, nonprofit community agencies and 
organizations, agencies of local government throughout the 
state, and the state government.

43.150.040 Center for volunteerism and citizen 
service authorized—Coordinator—Staff. The governor 
may establish a state-wide center for volunteerism and 
citizen service within the department of community develop- 
ment and appoint an executive administrator, who may 
employ such staff as necessary to carry out the purposes of 
this chapter.

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(1) Providing information about programs, activities, and 
resources of value to volunteers and to organizations 
operating or planning volunteer or citizen service programs;

(4) Organizing, or assisting in the organization of, 
training workshops and conferences; 

(5) Publishing schedules of significant events, lists of 
published materials, accounts of successful programs and 
programming techniques, and other information concerning 
the field of volunteerism and citizen service, and distributing 
this information broadly; 

(6) Reviewing the laws and rules of the state of Wash- 
ington, and proposed changes therein, to determine their 
impact on the success of volunteer activities and programs, 
and recommending such changes as seem appropriate to 
ensure the achievement of the goals of this chapter; 

(7) Seeking funding sources for enhancing, promoting, 
and supporting the ethic of service and facilitating or 
providing information to those organizations and agencies 
which may benefit; 

(8) Providing information about agencies and individuals 
who are working to prevent the spread of the human 
immunodeficiency virus, as defined in chapter 70.24 RCW, 
and to agencies and individuals who are working to provide 
health and social services to persons with acquired immuno- 
deficiency syndrome, as defined in chapter 70.24 RCW.

43.150.060 Council on volunteerism and citizen 
service created—Membership—tTravel expenses—Duties.

(2) The governor shall appoint the members of the 
council as provided in this section. In making appointments 
to the council, the governor shall give due consideration to 
geographic, age, and ethnic representation.

(5) Members of the council shall upon request be 
reimbursed for travel expenses as provided in RCW 
43.03.050 and 43.03.060. 

(6) The council and its members shall: 

(a) Advise the governor as the governor may request 
and direct; 

(b) Propose, review, and evaluate activities and pro- 
grams of the center and, to the degree practical, advocate 
decentralization of the center’s activities, facilitate but not 
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require or hinder existing local volunteer services, and not 
advocate the replacement of needed paid staff with volun- 
teers; 

(c) Seek additional funding sources, particularly federal 
grants if appropriate, that will support, promote, and enhance 
the ethic of citizen service throughout the state; and 

(d) Represent the governor and the center on such 
occasions and in such manner as the governor may from 
time to time provide.

43.150.070 Receipt and expenditure of donations— 
Fees—Voluntary action center fund created. (1) The 
center may receive such gifts, grants, and endowments from 
private or public sources as may be made from time to time, 
in trust or otherwise, for the use and benefit of the purpose 
of the center and expend the same or any income therefrom 
according to the terms of the gifts, grants, or endowments.

43.155.010 Legislative findings and policy. The 
legislature finds that there exists in the state of Washington 
over four billion dollars worth of critical projects for the 
planning, acquisition, construction, repair, replacement, 
rehabilitation, or improvement of streets and roads, bridges, 
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water systems, and storm and sanitary sewage systems. The 
December, 1983 Washington state public works report 
prepared by the planning and community affairs agency 
documented that local governments expect to be capable of 
financing over two billion dollars worth of the costs of those 
critical projects but will not be able to fund nearly half of 
the documented needs. It is the policy of the state of 
Washington to encourage self-reliance by local governments 
in meeting their public works needs and to assist in the 
financing of critical public works projects by making loans, 
financing guarantees, and technical assistance available to 
local governments for these projects. [1985 c 446 § 7.] 


43.155.020 Definitions. Unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise, the definitions in this section shall apply 
throughout this chapter. 

(1) "Board" means the public works board created in 
RCW 43.155.030. 

(2) "Department" means the department of community 
development. 

(3) "Financing guarantees" means the pledge of money 
in the public works assistance account, or money to be 
received by the public works assistance account, to the 
repayment of all or a portion of the principal of or interest 
on obligations issued by local governments to finance public 
works projects. 

(4) "Local governments" means cities, towns, counties, 
special purpose districts, and any other municipal corpora- 
tions or quasi-municipal corporations in the state excluding 
school districts and port districts. 

(5) "Public works project" means a project of a local 
government for the planning, acquisition, construction, 
repair, reconstruction, replacement, rehabilitation, or im- 
provement of streets and roads, bridges, water systems, or 
storm and sanitary sewage systems. 

(6) "Technical assistance" means training and other 
services provided to local governments to: (a) Help such 
local governments plan, apply, and qualify for loans and 
financing guarantees from the board, and (b) help local 
governments improve their ability to plan for, finance, 
acquire, construct, repair, replace, rehabilitate, and maintain 
public facilities. [1985 c 446 § 8.] 


43.155.030 Public works board created. (1) The 
public works board is hereby created. 

(2) The board shall be composed of thirteen members 
appointed by the governor for terms of four years, except 
that five members initially shall be appointed for terms of 
two years. The board shall include: (a) Three members, 
two of whom shall be elected officials and one shall be a 
public works manager, appointed from a list of at least six 
persons nominated by the association of Washington cities 
or its successor; (b) three members, two of whom shall be 
elected officials and one shall be a public works manager, 
appointed from a list of at least six persons nominated by the 
Washington state association of counties or its successor; (c) 
three members appointed from a list of at least six persons 
nominated jointly by the Washington state association of 
water districts, the Washington public utility districts 
association, and the Washington state association of sewer 
districts or their successors; and (d) four members appointed 
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from the general public. In appointing the four general 
public members, the governor shall endeavor to balance the 
geographical composition of the board and to include 
members with special expertise in relevant fields such as 
public finance, architecture and civil engineering, and public 
works construction. The governor shall appoint one of the 
general public members of the board as chair. The term of 
the chair shall coincide with the term of the governor. 

(3) Staff support to the board shall be provided by the 
department. 

(4) Members of the board shall receive no compensation 
but shall be reimbursed for travel expenses under RCW 
43.03.050 and 43.03.060. 

(5) If a vacancy on the board occurs by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, the governor shall fill the vacant position 
for the unexpired term. Each vacancy in a position appoint- 
ed from lists provided by the associations under subsection 
(2) of this section shall be filled from a list of at least three 
persons nominated by the relevant association or associa- 
tions. Any members of the board, appointive or otherwise, 
may be removed by the governor for cause in accordance 
with RCW 43.06.070 and 43.06.080. [1985 с 446 $ 9.) 


43.155.040 General powers of the board. The board 
may: 

(1) Accept from any state or federal agency, loans or 
grants for the planning or financing of any public works 
project and enter into agreements with any such agency 
concerning the loans or grants;

(3) Accept any gifts, grants, or loans of funds, property, 
or financial or other aid in any form from any other source 
on any terms and conditions which are not in conflict with 
this chapter;

(5) Do all acts and things necessary or convenient to 
carry out the powers expressly granted or implied under this 
chapter.

43.155.050 Public works assistance account. The 
public works assistance account is hereby established in the 
state treasury.

43.155.060 Public works financing powers— 
Competitive bids on projects. In order to aid the financing 
of public works projects, the board may: 

(1) Make low-interest or interest-free loans to local 
governments from the public works assistance account or 
other funds and accounts for the purpose of assisting local 
governments in financing public works projects. The board 
may require such terms and conditions and may charge such 
rates of interest on its loans as it deems necessary or 
convenient to carry out the purposes of this chapter. Money 
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received from local governments in repayment of loans made 
under this section shall be paid into the public works 
assistance account for uses consistent with this chapter. 

(2) Pledge money in the public works assistance 
account, or money to be received by the public works 
assistance account, to the repayment of all or a portion of 
the principal of or interest on obligations issued by local 
governments to finance public works projects. The board 
shall not pledge any amount greater than the sum of money 
in the public works assistance account plus money to be 
received from the payment of the debt service on loans made 
from that account, nor shall the board pledge the faith and 
credit or the taxing power of the state or any agency or 
subdivision thereof to the repayment of obligations issued by 
any local government. 

(3) Create such subaccounts in the public works 
assistance account as the board deems necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this chapter. 

(4) Provide a method for the allocation of loans and 
financing guarantees and the provision of technical assistance 
under this chapter. 

All local public works projects aided in whole or in part 
under the provisions of this chapter shall be put out for 
competitive bids, except for emergency public works under 
RCW 43.155.065 for which the recipient jurisdiction shall 
comply with this requirement to the extent feasible and 
practicable. The competitive bids called for shall be 
administered in the same manner as all other public works 
projects put out for competitive bidding by the local govern- 
mental entity aided under this chapter. [1988 c 93 § 2; 1985 
с 446 $ 11.) 


43.155.065 Emergency public works projects. The 
board may make low-interest or interest-free loans to local 
governments for emergency public works projects. Emer- 
gency public works projects shall include the construction, 
repair, reconstruction, replacement, rehabilitation, or im- 
provement of a public water system that is in violation of 
health and safety standards and is being operated by a local 
government on a temporary basis. The loans may be used 
to help fund all or part of an emergency public works project 
less any reimbursement from any of the following sources: 
(1) Federal disaster or emergency funds, including funds 
from the federal emergency management agency; (2) state 
disaster or emergency funds; (3) insurance settlements; or (4) 
litigation. Emergency loans may be made only from those 
funds specifically appropriated from the public works 
assistance account for such purpose by the legislature. The 
amount appropriated from the public works assistance 
account for emergency loan purposes shall not exceed five 
percent of the total amount appropriated from this account in 
any biennium.

43.155.070 Eligibility and priority. (1) To qualify 
for loans or pledges under this chapter the board must 
determine that a local government meets all of the following 
conditions: 
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(a) The city or county must be imposing a tax under 
chapter 82.46 RCW at a rate of at least one-quarter of one 
percent; 

(b) The local government must have developed a long- 
term plan for financing public works needs; 

(c) The local government must be using all local 
revenue sources which are reasonably available for funding 
public works, taking into consideration local employment 
and economic factors; and 

(d) A county, city, or town that is required or chooses 
to plan under RCW 36.70A.040 must have adopted a 
comprehensive plan in conformance with the requirements of 
chapter 36.70A RCW, after it is required that the compre- 
hensive plan be adopted, and must have adopted develop- 
ment regulations in conformance with the requirements of 
chapter 36.70A RCW, after it is required that development 
regulations be adopted. 

(2) The board shall develop a priority process for public 
works projects as provided in this section. The intent of the 
priority process is to maximize the value of public works 
projects accomplished with assistance under this chapter. 
The board shall attempt to assure a geographical balance in 
assigning priorities to projects. The board shall consider at 
least the following factors in assigning a priority to a project: 

(a) Whether the local government receiving assistance 
has experienced severe fiscal distress resulting from natural 
disaster or emergency public works needs; 

(b) Whether the project is critical in nature and would 
affect the health and safety of a great number of citizens; 

(c) The cost of the project compared to the size of the 
local government and amount of loan money available; 

(d) The number of communities served by or funding 
the project; 

(e) Whether the project is located in an area of high 
unemployment, compared to the average state unemploy- 
ment; 

(f) Whether the project is the acquisition, expansion, 
improvement, or renovation by a local government of a 
public water system that is in violation of health and safety 
standards, including the cost of extending existing service to 
such a system; 

(g) The relative benefit of the project to the community, 
considering the present level of economic activity in the 
community and the existing local capacity to increase local 
economic activity in communities that have low economic 
growth; and 

(h) Other criteria that the board considers advisable. 

(3) Existing debt or financial obligations of local 
governments shall not be refinanced under this chapter. 
Each local government applicant shall provide documentation 
of attempts to secure additional local or other sources of 
funding for each public works project for which financial 
assistance is sought under this chapter. 

(4) Before November | of each year, the board shall 
develop and submit to the chairs of the ways and means 
committees of the senate and house of representatives a 
description of the emergency loans made under RCW 
43.155.065 during the preceding fiscal year and a prioritized 
list of projects which are recommended for funding by the 
legislature, including one copy to the staff of each of the 
committees. The list shall include, but not be limited to, a 
description of each project and recommended financing, the 
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terms and conditions of the loan or financial guarantee, the 
local government jurisdiction and unemployment rate, 
demonstration of the jurisdiction’s critical need for the 
project and documentation of local funds being used to 
finance the public works project. The list shall also include 
measures of fiscal capacity for each jurisdiction recommend- 
ed for financial assistance, compared to authorized limits and 
state averages, including local government sales taxes; real 
estate excise taxes; property taxes; and charges for or taxes 
on sewerage, water, garbage, and other utilities. 

(5) The board shall not sign contracts or otherwise 
financially obligate funds from the public works assistance 
account before the legislature has appropriated funds for a 
specific list of public works projects. The legislature may 
remove projects from the list recommended by the board. 
The legislature shall not change the order of the priorities 
recommended for funding by the board.

43.160.010 Legislative declaration. (1) The legisla- 
ture finds that it is the public policy of the state of Washing- 
ton to direct financial resources toward the fostering of 
economic development through the stimulation of investment 
and job opportunities and the retention of sustainable 
existing employment for the general welfare of the inhabit- 
ants of the state. Reducing unemployment and reducing the 
time citizens remain jobless is important for the economic 
welfare of the state. A valuable means of fostering econom- 
ic development is the construction of public facilities which 
contribute to the stability and growth of the state’s economic 
base. Strengthening the economic base through issuance of 
industrial development bonds, whether single or umbrella, 
further serves to reduce unemployment. Consolidating issues 
of industrial development bonds when feasible to reduce 
costs additionally advances the state’s purpose to improve 
economic vitality. Expenditures made for these purposes as 
authorized in this chapter are declared to be in the public 
interest, and constitute a proper use of public funds. A 
community economic revitalization board is needed which 
shall aid the development of economic opportunities. The 
general objectives of the board should include: 

(a) Strengthening the economies of areas of the state 
which have experienced or are expected to experience 
chronically high unemployment rates or below average 
growth in their economies; 

(b) Encouraging the diversification of the economies of 
the state and regions within the state in order to provide 
greater seasonal and cyclical stability of income and employ- 
ment; 

(c) Encouraging wider access to financial resources for 
both large and small industrial development projects; 

(d) Encouraging new economic development or expan- 
sions to maximize employment; 

(e) Encouraging the retention of viable existing firms 
and employment; and 

(f) Providing incentives for expansion of employment 
opportunities for groups of state residents that have been less 
successful relative to other groups in efforts to gain perma- 
nent employment. 

(2) The legislature also finds that the state’s economic 
development efforts can be enhanced by, in certain instances, 
providing funds to improve state highways in the vicinity of 
new industries considering locating in this state or existing 
industries that are considering significant expansion. 

(a) The legislature finds it desirable to provide a process 
whereby the need for diverse public works improvements 
necessitated by planned economic development can be 
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addressed in a timely fashion and with coordination among 
all responsible governmental entities. 

(b) It is the intent of the legislature to create an eco- 
nomic development account within the motor vehicle fund 
from which expenditures can be made by the department of 
transportation for state highway improvements necessitated 
by planned economic development. АП such improvements 
must first be approved by the state transportation commis- 
sion and the community economic revitalization board in 
accordance with the procedures established by RCW 
43.160.074 and 47.01.280. It is further the intent of the 
legislature that such improvements not jeopardize any other 
planned highway construction projects. The improvements 
are intended to be of limited size and cost, and to include 
such items as additional turn lanes, signalization, illumina- 
tion, and safety improvements. 

(3) The legislature also finds that the state’s economic 
development efforts can be enhanced by providing funds to 
improve markets for those recyclable materials representing 
a large fraction of the waste stream. The legislature finds 
that public facilities which result in private construction of 
processing or remanufacturing facilities for recyclable 
materials are eligible for consideration from the board. 

(4) The legislature finds that sharing economic growth 
state-wide is important to the welfare of the state. Timber 
impact areas do not share in the economic vitality of the 
Puget Sound region. Infrastructure is one of several ingredi- 
ents that are critical for economic development. Timber 
impact areas generally lack the infrastructure necessary to 
diversify and revitalize their economies. It is, therefore, the 
intent of the legislature to increase the availability of funds 
to help provide infrastructure to timber impact areas. [1991

(1) "Board" means the community economic revitaliza- 
tion board. 

(2) "Bond" means any bond, note, debenture, interim 
certificate, or other evidence of financial indebtedness issued 
by the board pursuant to this chapter. 

(3) "Department" means the department of trade and 
economic development or its successor with respect to the 
powers granted by this chapter. 

(4) "Financial institution" means any bank, savings and 
loan association, credit union, development credit corpora- 
tion, insurance company, investment company, trust compa- 
ny, savings institution, or other financial institution approved 
by the board and maintaining an office in the state. 

(5) “Industrial development facilities" means "industrial 
development facilities" as defined in RCW 39.84.020. 

(6) "Industrial development revenue bonds" means tax- 
exempt revenue bonds used to fund industrial development 
facilities. 

(7) "Local government" means any port district, county, 
city, or town. 
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(8) "Sponsor" means any of the following entities which 
customarily provide service or otherwise aid in industrial or 
other financing and are approved as a sponsor by the board: 
A bank, trust company, savings bank, investment bank, 
national banking association, savings and loan association, 
building and loan association, credit union, insurance 
company, or any other financial institution, governmental 
agency, or holding company of any entity specified in this 
subsection. 

(9) "Umbrella bonds" means industrial development 
revenue bonds from which the proceeds are loaned, trans- 
ferred, or otherwise made available to two or more users 
under this chapter. 

(10) "User" means one or more persons acting as lessee, 
purchaser, mortgagor, or borrower under a financing docu- 
ment and receiving or applying to receive revenues from 
bonds issued under this chapter. 

(11) "Timber impact area" means: 

(a) A county having a population of less than five 
hundred thousand, or a city or town located within a county 
having a population of less than five hundred thousand, and 
meeting two of the following three criteria, as determined by 
the employment security department, for the most recent 
year such data is available: (i) A lumber and wood products 
employment location quotient at or above the state average; 
(ii) projected or actual direct lumber and wood products job 
losses of one hundred positions or more, except counties 
having a population greater than two hundred thousand but 
less than five hundred thousand must have direct lumber and 
wood products job losses of one thousand positions or more; 
or (iii) an annual unemployment rate twenty percent or more 
above the state average; or 

(b) Additional communities as the economic recovery 
coordinating board, established in RCW 43.31.631, desig- 
nates based on a finding by the board that each designated 
community is socially and economically integrated with 
areas that meet the definition of a timber impact area under 
(а) of this subsection.

43.160.030 Community economic revitalization 
board—Members—Terms—Chair, vice-chair—Staff 
support—Compensation and travel expenses— 
Vacancies—Removal. (1) The community economic 
revitalization board is hereby created to exercise the powers 
granted under this chapter. 

(2) The board shall consist of the chairman of and one 
minority member appointed by the speaker of the house of 
representatives from the committee on trade and economic 
development of the house of representatives, the chairman of 
and one minority member appointed by the president of the 
senate from the committee on commerce and labor of the 
senate, or the equivalent standing committees, and the 
following members appointed by the governor: A recog- 
nized private or public sector economist; one port district 
official; one county official; one city official; one representa- 
tive of the public; one representative of small businesses 
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each from: (a) The area west of Puget Sound, (b) the area 
east of Puget Sound and west of the Cascade range, (c) the 
area east of the Cascade range and west of the Columbia 
river, and (d) the area east of the Columbia river; one 
executive from large businesses each from the area west of 
the Cascades and the area east of the Cascades.

43.160.035 Designees for board members. Each 
member of the house of representatives who is appointed to 
the community economic revitalization board under RCW 
43.160.030 may designate another member of the trade and 
economic development committee of the house of representa- 
tives to take his or her place on the board for meetings at 
which the member will be absent.

(10) Arrange for lines of credit for industrial develop- 
ment revenue bonds from and enter into participation 
agreements with any financial institution. 

(11) Issue industrial development revenue bonds in one 
or more series for the purpose of defraying the cost of 
acquiring or improving any industrial development facility or 
facilities and securing the payment of the bonds as provided 
in this chapter. 

(12) Enter into agreements or other transactions with 
and accept grants and the cooperation of any governmental 
agency in furtherance of this chapter. 

(13) Sell, purchase, or insure loans to finance the costs 
of industrial development facilities. 
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(14) Service, contract, and pay for the servicing of loans 
for industrial development facilities. 

(15) Provide financial analysis and technical assistance 
for industrial development facilities when the board reason- 
ably considers it appropriate. 

(16) Collect, with respect to industrial development 
revenue bonds, reasonable interest, fees, and charges for 
making and servicing its lease agreements, loan agreements, 
mortgage loans, notes, bonds, commitments, and other 
evidences of indebtedness. Interest, fees, and charges are 
limited to the amounts required to pay the costs of the board, 
including operating and administrative expenses and reason- 
able allowances for losses that may be incurred. 

(17) Procure insurance or guarantees from any party as 
allowable under law, including a governmental agency, 
against any loss in connection with its lease agreements, loan 
agreements, mortgage loans, and other assets or property.

(19) Do all acts and things necessary or convenient to 
carry out the powers expressly granted or implied under this 
chapter.

43.160.060 Loans and grants to political subdivi- 
sions for public facilities authorized—Application— 
Requirements for grants and loans. The board is autho- 
rized to make direct loans to political subdivisions of the 
state for the purposes of assisting the political subdivisions 
in financing the cost of public facilities, including develop- 
ment of land and improvements for public facilities, as well 
as the acquisition, construction, rehabilitation, alteration, 
expansion, or improvement of the facilities. A grant may 
also be authorized for purposes designated in this chapter, 
but only when, and to the extent that, a loan is not reason- 
ably possible, given the limited resources of the political 
subdivision. 

Application for funds shall be made in the form and 
manner as the board may prescribe. In making grants or 
loans the board shall conform to the following requirements: 

(1) The board shall not make a grant or loan: 

(a) For a project the primary purpose of which is to 
facilitate or promote a retail shopping development or 
expansion. 

(b) For any project that evidence exists would result in 
a development or expansion that would displace existing jobs 
in any other community in the state. 

(c) For the acquisition of real property, including 
buildings and other fixtures which are a part of real property. 

(2) The board shall only make grants or loans: 

(a) For those projects which would result in specific 
private developments or expansions (i) in manufacturing, 
production, food processing, assembly, warehousing, and 
industrial distribution; (ii) for processing recyclable materials 
or for facilities that support recycling, including processes 
not currently provided in the state, including but not limited 
to, de-inking facilities, mixed waste paper, plastics, yard 
waste, and problem-waste processing; (iii) for manufacturing 
facilities that rely significantly on recyclable materials, 
including but not limited to waste tires and mixed waste 
paper; (iv) which support the relocation of businesses from 
nondistressed urban areas to distressed rural areas; or (v) 
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which substantially support the trading of goods or services 
outside of the state’s borders. 

(b) For projects which it finds will improve the opportu- 
nities for the successful maintenance, establishment, or 
expansion of industrial or commercial plants or will other- 
wise assist in the creation or retention of long-term economic 
opportunities. 

(c) When the application includes convincing evidence 
that a specific private development or expansion is ready to 
occur and will occur only if the grant or loan is made. 

(3) The board shall prioritize each proposed project 
according to the relative benefits provided to the community 
by the jobs the project would create, not just the total 
number of jobs it would create after the project is completed 
and according to the unemployment rate in the area in which 
the jobs would be located. As long as there is more demand 
for loans or grants than there are funds available for loans or 
grants, the board is instructed to fund projects in order of 
their priority. 

(4) A responsible official of the political subdivision 
shall be present during board deliberations and provide 
information that the board requests. 

Before any loan or grant application is approved, the 
political subdivision seeking the loan or grant must demon- 
Strate to the community economic revitalization board that 
no other timely source of funding is available to it at costs 
reasonably similar to financing available from the communi- 
ty economic revitalization board.

43.160.070 Conditions. (1) Public facilities loans and 
grants, when authorized by the board, are subject to the 
following conditions: 

(a) The moneys in the public facilities construction loan 
revolving fund shall be used solely to fulfill commitments 
arising from loans or grants authorized in this chapter or, 
during the 1989-91 fiscal biennium, for economic develop- 
ment purposes as appropriated by the legislature. The total 
outstanding amount which the board shall dispense at any 
time pursuant to this section shall not exceed thé moneys 
available from the fund. The total amount of outstanding 
loans and grants in Pierce, King, and Snohomish counties 
shall never exceed sixty percent of the total amount of 
outstanding loans and grants disbursed by the board.

(7) Board financing for feasibility studies shall not 
exceed twenty-five thousand dollars per study.

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a dollar for dollar match with up to one-half in-kind match 
allowed. 

(8) Board financing for tourism projects shall not exceed 
two hundred fifty thousand dollars. Other public facility 
projects under this section shall not exceed five hundred 
thousand dollars. Loans with flexible terms and conditions 
to meet the needs of the applicants shall be provided.

43.163.005 Purpose—Construction. Economic 
development is essential to the health, safety, and welfare of 
all Washington citizens by broadening and strengthening 
state and Idcal tax bases, providing meaningful employment 
opportunities and thereby enhancing the quality of life. 
Economic development increasingly is dependent upon the 
ability of small-sized and medium-sized businesses and 
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farms to finance growth and trade activities. Many of these 
businesses face an unmet need for capital that limits their 
growth. These unmet capital needs are a problem in both 
urban and rural areas which cannot be solved by the private 
sector alone. There presently exist some federal programs, 
private credit enhancements and other financial tools to 
complement the private banking industry in providing this 
needed capital. More research is needed to develop effective 
strategies to enhance access to capital and thereby stimulate 
economic development. 

It is the purpose of this chapter to establish a state 
economic development finance authority to act as a financial 
conduit that, without using state funds or lending the credit 
of the state or local governments, can issue nonrecourse 
revenue bonds, and participate in federal, state, and local 
economic development programs to help facilitate access to 
needed capital by Washington businesses that cannot 
otherwise readily obtain needed capital on terms and rates 
comparable to large corporations, and can help local govern- 
ments obtain capital more efficiently. It is also a primary 
purpose of this chapter to encourage the employment and 
retention of Washington workers at meaningful wages and to 
develop innovative approaches to the problem of unmet 
capital needs. This chapter is enacted to accomplish these 
and related purposes and shall be construed liberally to carry 
out its purposes and objectives.

43.163.010 Definitions. As used in this chapter, the 
following words and terms have the following meanings, 
unless the context requires otherwise: 

(1) "Authority" means the Washington economic 
development finance authority created under RCW 
43.163.020 or any board, body, commission, department or 
officer succeeding to the principal functions of the authority 
or to whom the powers conferred upon the authority shall be 
given by law; 

(2) "Bonds" means any bonds, notes, debentures, interim 
certificates, conditional sales or lease financing agreements, 
lines of credit, forward purchase agreements, investment 
agreements, and other banking or financial arrangements, 
guaranties, or other obligations issued by or entered into by 
the authority. Such bonds may be issued on either a tax- 
exempt or taxable basis; 

(3) "Borrower" means one or more public or private 
persons or entities acting as lessee, purchaser, mortgagor, or 
borrower who has obtained or is seeking to obtain financing 
either from the authority or from an eligible banking 
organization that has obtained or is seeking to obtain funds 
from the authority to finance a project. A borrower may 
include a party who transfers the right of use and occupancy 
to another party by lease, sublease or otherwise, or a party 
who is seeking or has obtained a financial guaranty from the 
authority; 

(4) "Eligible banking organization" means any organiza- 
tion subject to regulation by the state supervisor of banking 
or the state supervisor of savings and loans, any national 
bank, federal savings and loan association, and federal credit 
union located within this state; 

(5) "Eligible export transaction" means any preexport or 
export activity by a person or entity located in the state of 
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Washington involving a sale for export and product sale 
which, in the judgment of the authority: (a) Will create or 
maintain employment in the state of Washington, (b) will 
obtain a material percent of its value from manufactured 
goods or services made, processed or occurring in Washing- 
ton, and (c) could not otherwise obtain financing on reason- 
able terms from an eligible banking organization; 

(6) "Eligible farmer" means any person who is a 
resident of the state of Washington and whose specific 
acreage qualifying for receipts from the federal department 
of agriculture under its conservation reserve program is 
within the state of Washington; 

(7) "Financing document" means an instrument executed 
by the authority and one or more persons or entities pertain- 
ing to the issuance of or security for bonds, or the applica- 
tion of the proceeds of bonds or other funds of, or payable 
to, the authority. A financing document may include, but 
need not be limited to, a lease, installment sale agreement, 
conditional sale agreement, mortgage, loan agreement, trust 
agreement or indenture, security agreement, letter or line of 
credit, reimbursement agreement, insurance policy, guaranty 
agreement, or currency or interest rate swap agreement. A 
financing document also may be an agreement between the 
authority and an eligible banking organization which has 
agreed to make a loan to a borrower; 

(8) "Plan" means the general plan of economic develop- 
ment finance objectives developed and adopted by the 
authority, and updated from time to time, as required under 
RCW 43.163.090. [1989 с 279 $ 2.] 


43.163.020 Economic development finance authority 
created—Membership. The Washington economic devel- 
opment finance authority is established as a public body 
corporate and politic, with perpetual corporate succession, 
constituting an instrumentality of the state of Washington 
exercising essential governmental functions. The authority 
is a public body within the meaning of RCW 39.53.010. 

The authority shall consist of eighteen members as 
follows: The director of the department of trade and 
economic development, the director of the department of 
community development, the director of the department of 
agriculture, the state treasurer, one member from each 
caucus in the house of representatives appointed by the 
speaker of the house, one member from each caucus in the 
senate appointed by the president of the senate, and ten 
public members with one representative of women-owned 
businesses and one representative of minority-owned 
businesses and with at least three of the members residing 
east of the Cascades. The public members shall be residents 
of the state appointed by the governor on the basis of their 
interest or expertise in trade, agriculture or business finance 
or jobs creation and development. One of the public 
members shall be appointed by the governor as chair of the 
authority and shall serve as chair of the authority at the 
pleasure of the governor. The authority may select from its 
membership such other officers as it deems appropriate. 

The term of the persons appointed by the governor as 
public members of the authority, including the public 
member appointed as chair, shall be four years from the date 
of appointment, except that the term of three of the initial 
appointees shall be for two years from the date of appoint- 
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ment and the term of four of the initial appointees shall be 
for three years from the date of appointment. The governor 
shall designate the appointees who will serve the two-year 
and three-year terms. 

In the event of a vacancy on the authority due to death, 
resignation or removal of one of the public members, or 
upon the expiration of the term of one of the public mem- 
bers, the governor shall appoint a successor for the remain- 
der of the unexpired term. If either of the state offices is 
abolished, the resulting vacancy on the authority shall be 
filled by the state officer who shall succeed substantially to 
the power and duties of the abolished office. 

Any public member of the authority may be removed by 
the governor for misfeasance, malfeasance or willful neglect 
of duty after notice and a public hearing, unless such notice 
and hearing shall be expressly waived in writing by the 
affected public member. 

The state officials serving in ex officio capacity may 
each designate an employee of their respective departments 
to act on their behalf in all respects with regard to any 
matter to come before the authority. Such designations shall 
be made in writing in such manner as is specified by the 
rules of the authority. 

The members of the authority shall serve without 
compensation but shall be entitled to reimbursement, solely 
from the funds of the authority, for expenses incurred in the 
discharge of their duties under this chapter. The authority 
may borrow funds from the department for the purpose of 
reimbursing members for expenses; however, the authority 
shall repay the department as soon as practicable. 

A majority of the authority shall constitute a quorum.

43.163.030 Small businesses—Funding of export 
transactions. (1) The authority, in cooperation with the 
small business export finance assistance center and other 
export assistance entities, is authorized to develop and 
conduct a program or programs to provide for the funding of 
export transactions for small businesses which are unable to 
obtain funding from private commercial lenders. 

(2) The authority is authorized to secure or provide 
guaranties or insurance for loans and otherwise to provide 
for loans for any eligible export transaction. Loans may be 
made either directly by the authority or through an eligible 
banking organization. For such purpose, the authority may 
use funds legally available to it to provide for insurance or 
to guarantee eligible export transactions for which guaran- 
teed funding has been provided. 

(3) The authority shall make every effort to cause 
guaranties or insurance to be provided from the export- 
import bank of the United States, the foreign credit insurance 
association, the small business administration or such other 
similar or succeeding federal or private programs whose 
financial performance in the guarantee or insurance of export 
transactions is sound and recognized in the financial commu- 
nity. The maximum amount payable under any guaranty 
shall be specifically set forth in writing at the time any such 
guaranteed funding is entered into by the authority. 

(4) Prior to providing or securing a guarantee of funding 
or otherwise providing for a loan for any eligible export 
transaction hereunder, the authority shall obtain assurance 
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that there has been made an investigation of the credit of the 
exporter in order to determine its viability, the economic 
benefits to be derived from the eligible export transaction, 
the prospects for repayment, and such other facts as it deems 
necessary in order to determine that such guaranteed funding 
is consistent with the purposes of this chapter. [1989 c 279

43.163.040 Farmers—Advance financing, agricul- 
ture conservation reserve program. To provide capital for 
economic development purposes, the authority is authorized 
to develop and conduct a program or programs to provide 
advance financing to eligible farmers in respect of the 
contract payments due to them under the federal department 
of agriculture conservation reserve program. Such advance 
financing may be provided in the form of lease, sale, loan or 
other similar financing transactions.

(1) The authority is authorized to partici- 
pate fully in federal and other governmental economic 
development finance programs and to take such actions as 
are necessary and consistent with this chapter to secure to 
itself and the people of the state the benefits of those 
programs and to meet their requirements. 

(2) The authority shall coordinate its programs with 
those contributing to a common purpose found elsewhere in 
the departments of trade and economic development, 
community development, agriculture or employment security, 
or any other department or organization of, or affiliated with, 
the state or federal government, and shall avoid any duplica- 
tion of such activities or programs provided elsewhere. The 
departments of trade and economic development, community 
development, agriculture, employment security and other 
relevant state agencies shall provide to the authority all 
reports prepared in the course of their ongoing activities 
which may assist in the identification of unmet capital 
financing needs by small-sized and medium-sized businesses 
іп the state. [1989 с 279 $ 7.) 


43.163.070 Use of funds. The authority may use any 
funds legally available to it for any purpose specifically 
authorized by this chapter, or for otherwise improving 
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economic development in this state by assisting businesses 
and farm enterprises that do not have access to capital at 
terms and rates comparable to large corporations due to the 
location of the business, the size of the business, the lack of 
financial expertise, or other appropriate reasons: PROVID- 
ED, That no funds of the state shall be used for such 
purposes. [1990 с 53 $ 4; 1989 с 279 $ 8.) 


43.163.080 General operating procedures. (1) The 
authority shall adopt general operating procedures for the 
authority. The authority shall also adopt operating proce- 
dures for individual programs as they are developed for 
obtaining funds and for providing funds to borrowers. These 
operating procedures shall be adopted by resolution prior to 
the authority operating the applicable programs. 

(2) The operating procedures shall include, but are not 
limited to: (a) Appropriate minimum reserve requirements 
to secure the authority’s bonds and other obligations; (b) 
appropriate standards for securing loans and other financing 
the authority provides to borrowers, such as guarantees or 
collateral; and (c) appropriate standards for providing 
financing to borrowers, such as (i) the borrower is a respon- 
sible party with a high probability of being able to repay the 
financing provided by the authority, (ii) the financing is 
reasonably expected to provide economic growth or stability 
in the state by enabling a borrower to increase or maintain 
jobs or capital in the state, (iii) the borrowers with the 
greatest needs or that provide the most public benefit are 
given higher priority by the authority, and (iv) the financing 
is consistent with any plan adopted by the authority under 
RCW 43.163.090. [1990 с 53 $ 5; 1989 с 279 $ 9.] 


43.163.090 Economic development finance objec- 
tives plan—Legislative review. The authority shall adopt 
a general plan of economic development finance objectives 
to be implemented by the authority during the period of the 
plan. The authority may exercise the powers authorized 
under this chapter prior to the adoption of the initial plan. 
In developing the plan, the authority shall consider and set 
objectives for: 

(1) Employment generation associated with the 
authority’s programs; 

(2) The application of funds to sectors and regions of 
the state economy evidencing need for improved access to 
capital markets and funding resources; 

(3) Geographic distribution of funds and programs 
available through the authority; 

(4) Eligibility criteria for participants in authority 
programs; 

(5) The use of funds and resources available from or 
through federal, state, local, and private sources and pro- 
grams; 

(6) Standards for economic viability and growth 
opportunities of participants in authority programs; 

(7) New programs which serve a targeted need for 
financing assistance within the purposes of this chapter; and 

(8) Opportunities to improve capital access as evidenced 
by programs existent in other states or as they are made 
possible by results of private capital market circumstances. 

At least one public hearing shall be conducted by the 
authority on the plan prior to its adoption. The plan shall be 
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adopted by resolution of the authority no later than Novem- 
ber 15, 1990. The plan shall be submitted to the chief clerk 
of the house of representatives and secretary of the senate 
for transmittal to and review by the appropriate standing 
committees no later than December 15, 1990. The authority 
shall periodically update the plan as determined necessary by 
the authority, but not less than once every two years. The 
plan or updated plan shall include a report on authority 
activities conducted since the commencement of authority 
operation or since the last plan was reported, whichever is 
more recent, including a statement of results achieved under 
the purposes of this chapter and the plan. Upon adoption, 
the authority shall conduct its programs in observance of the 
objectives established in the plan. [1989 с 279 $ 10.) 


43.163.100 Powers of the authority. In addition to 
accomplishing the economic development finance programs 
specifically authorized in this chapter, the authority may: 

(1) Maintain an office or offices; 

(2) Sue and be sued in its own name, and plead and be 
impleaded; 

(3) Engage consultants, agents, attorneys, and advisers, 
contract with federal, state, and local governmental entities 
for services, and hire such employees, agents and other 
personnel as the authority deems necessary, useful, or 
convenient to accomplish its purposes; 

(4) Make and execute all manner of contracts, agree- 
ments and instruments and financing documents with public 
and private parties as the authority deems necessary, useful, 
or convenient to accomplish its purposes; 

(5) Acquire and hold real or personal property, or any 
interest therein, in the name of the authority, and to sell, 
assign, lease, encumber, mortgage, or otherwise dispose of 
the same in such manner as the authority deems necessary, 
useful, or convenient to accomplish its purposes; 

(6) Open and maintain accounts in qualified public 
depositaries and otherwise provide for the investment of any 
funds not required for immediate disbursement, and provide 
for the selection of investments; 

(7) Appear in its own behalf before boards, commis- 
sions, departments, or agencies of federal, state, or local 
government; 

(8) Procure such insurance in such amounts and from 
such insurers as the authority deems desirable, including, but 
not limited to, insurance against any loss or damage to its 
property or other assets, public liability insurance for injuries 
to persons or property, and directors and officers liability 
insurance; 

(9) Apply for and accept subventions, grants, loans, 
advances, and contributions from any source of money, 
property, labor, or other things of value, to be held, used and 
applied as the authority deems necessary, useful, or conve- 
nient to accomplish its purposes; 

(10) Establish guidelines for the participation by eligible 
banking organizations in programs conducted by the authori- 
ty under this chapter; 

(11) Act as an agent, by agreement, for federal, state, or 
local governmental entities to carry out the programs 
authorized in this chapter;

(12) Establish, revise, and collect such fees and charges 
as the authority deems necessary, useful, or convenient to 
accomplish its purposes; 

(13) Make such expenditures as are appropriate for 
paying the administrative costs and expenses of the authority 
in carrying out the provisions of this chapter: PROVIDED, 
That expenditures with respect to the economic development 
financing programs of the authority shall not be made from 
funds of the state; 

(14) Establish such reserves and special funds, and 
controls on deposits to and disbursements from them, as the 
authority deems necessary, useful, or convenient to accom- 
plish its purposes; 

(15) Give assistance to public bodies by providing 
information, guidelines, forms, and procedures for imple- 
menting their financing programs; 

(16) Prepare, publish and distribute, with or without 
charge, such studies, reports, bulletins, and other material as 
the authority deems necessary, useful, or convenient to 
accomplish its purposes; 

(17) Delegate any of its powers and duties if consistent 
with the purposes of this chapter; 

(18) Adopt rules concerning its exercise of the powers 
authorized by this chapter; and 

(19) Exercise any other power the authority deems 
necessary, useful, or convenient to accomplish its purposes 
and exercise the powers expressly granted in this chapter.

43.163.110 Restrictions on authority’s activity. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of this chapter, the 
authority shall not: 

(1) Give any state money or property or loan any state 
money or credit to or in aid of any individual, association, 
company, or corporation, or become directly or indirectly the 
owner of any stock in or bonds of any association, company, 
or corporation; 

(2) Issue bills of credit or accept deposits of money for 
time or demand deposit, administer trusts, engage in any 
form or manner in, or in the conduct of, any private or 
commercial banking business, or act as a savings bank or 
savings and loan association other than as provided in this 
chapter; 

(3) Be or constitute a bank or trust company within the 
jurisdiction or under the control of the division of banking 
of the state, the comptroller of the currency of the United 
States of America or the treasury department thereof; 

(4) Be or constitute a bank, broker or dealer in securi- 
ties within the meaning of, or subject to the provisions of, 
any securities, securities exchange or securities dealers’ law 
of the United States of America or the state; 

(5) Engage in the financing of housing as provided for 
in chapter 43.180 RCW; 

(6) Engage in the financing of health care facilities as 
provided for in chapter 70.37 RCW; or 

(7) Engage in financing higher education facilities as 
provided for in chapter 28B.07 RCW. [1989 c 279 § 12.] 


43.163.120 Staffing, restrictions—Authority not to 
receive appropriated state funds—Report to legislature. 
The authority shall receive no appropriation of state funds. 
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The department of trade and economic development shall 
provide staff to the authority, to the extent permitted by law, 
to enable the authority to accomplish its purposes; the staff 
from the department of trade and economic development 
may assist the authority in organizing itself and in designing 
programs, but shall not be involved in the issuance of bonds 
or in making credit decisions regarding financing provided 
to borrowers by the authority. The authority shall report 
each December on its activities to the house trade and 
economic development committee and to the senate econom- 
ic development and labor committee. [1989 c 279 § 13.] 


43.163.130 Nonrecourse revenue bonds—Issuance. 
(1) The authority may issue its nonrecourse revenue bonds 
in order to obtain the funds to carry out the programs 
authorized in this chapter. The bonds shall be special 
obligations of the authority, payable solely out of the special 
fund or funds established by the authority for their repay- 
ment. 

(2) Any bonds issued under this chapter may be secured 
by a financing document between the authority and the 
purchasers or owners of such bonds or between the authority 
and a corporate trustee, which may be any trust company or 
bank having the powers of a trust company within or without 
the state. 

(a) The financing document may pledge or assign, in 
whole or in part, the revenues and funds held or to be 
received by the authority, any present or future contract or 
other rights to receive the same, and the proceeds thereof. 

(b) The financing document may contain such provi- 
sions for protecting and enforcing the rights, security, and 
remedies of bondowners as may be reasonable and proper, 
including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, 
provisions defining defaults and providing for remedies in 
the event of default which may include the acceleration of 
maturities, restrictions on the individual rights of action by 
bondowners, and covenants setting forth duties of and 
limitations on the authority in conduct of its programs and 
the management of its property. 

(c) In addition to other security provided in this chapter 
or otherwise by law, bonds issued by the authority may be 
secured, in whole or in part, by financial guaranties, by 
insurance or by letters of credit issued to the authority or a 
trustee or any other person, by any bank, trust company, 
insurance or surety company or other financial institution, 
within or without the state. The authority may pledge or 
assign, in whole or in part, the revenues and funds held or 
to be received by the authority, any present or future 
contract or other rights to receive the same, and the proceeds 
thereof, as security for such guaranties or insurance or for 
the reimbursement by the authority to any issuer of such 
letter of credit of any payments made under such letter of 
credit. 

(3) Without limiting the powers of the authority con- 
tained in this chapter, in connection with each issue of its 
obligation bonds, the authority shall create and establish one 
or more special funds, including, but not limited to debt 
service and sinking funds, reserve funds, project funds, and 
such other special funds as the authority deems necessary, 
useful, or convenient. 
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(4) Any security interest created against the unexpended 
bond proceeds and against the special funds created by the 
authority shall be immediately valid and binding against the 
money and any securities in which the money may be 
invested without authority or trustee possession. The 
security interest shall be prior to any party having any 
competing claim against the moneys or securities, without 
filing or recording under Article 9 of the Uniform Commer- 
cial Code, Title 62A RCW, and regardless of whether the 
party has notice of the security interest. 

(5) The bonds may be issued as serial bonds, term 
bonds or any other type of bond instrument consistent with 
the provisions of this chapter. The bonds shall bear such 
date or dates; mature at such time or times; bear interest at 
such rate or rates, either fixed or variable; be payable at such 
time or times; be in such denominations; be in such form; 
bear such privileges of transferability, exchangeability, and 
interchangeability; be subject to such terms of redemption; 
and be sold at public or private sale, in such manner, at such 
time or times, and at such price or prices as the authority 
shall determine. The bonds shall be executed by the manual 
or facsimile signatures of the authority’s chair and either its 
secretary or executive director, and may be authenticated by 
the trustee (if the authority determines to use a trustee) or 
any registrar which may be designated for the bonds by the 
authority. 

(6) Bonds may be issued by the authority to refund 
other outstanding authority bonds, at or prior to maturity of, 
and to pay any redemption premium on, the outstanding 
bonds. Bonds issued for refunding purposes may be 
combined with bonds issued for the financing or refinancing 
of new projects. Pending the application of the proceeds of 
the refunding bonds to the redemption of the bonds to be 
redeemed, the authority may enter into an agreement or 
agreements with a corporate trustee regarding the interim 
investment of the proceeds and the application of the 
proceeds and the eamings on the proceeds to the payment of 
the principal of and interest on, and the redemption of, the 
bonds to be redeemed. 

(7) The bonds of the authority may be negotiable 
instruments under Title 62A RCW. 

(8) Neither the members of the authority, nor its 
employees or agents, nor any person executing the bonds 
shall be personally liable on the bonds or be subject to any 
personal liability or accountability by reason of the issuance 
of the bonds. 

(9) The authority may purchase its bonds with any of its 
funds available for the purchase. The authority may hold, 
pledge, cancel or resell the bonds subject to and in accor- 
dance with agreements with bondowners. 

(10) The authority shall not exceed two hundred fifty 
million dollars in total outstanding debt at any time. 

(11) The state finance committee shall be notified in 
advance of the issuance of bonds by the authority in order to 
promote the orderly offering of obligations in the financial 
markets. [1989 c 279 § 14.] 


43.163.140 Nonrecourse revenue bonds— 
Contracts—Restrictions. (1) Bonds issued by the authority 
under this chapter shall not be deemed to constitute obliga- 
tions, either general, special or moral, of the state or of any 
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political subdivision of the state, or pledge of the faith and 
credit of the state or of any political subdivision, or general 
obligations of the authority. The bonds shall be special 
obligations of the authority and shall be payable solely from 
the special fund or funds created by the authority for their 
repayment. The issuance of bonds under this chapter shall 
not obligate, directly, indirectly, or contingently, the state or 
any political subdivision of the state to levy any taxes or 
appropriate or expend any funds for the payment of the 
principal or the interest on the bonds. The substance of the 
limitations included in this paragraph shall be plainly printed, 
written, engraved, or reproduced on each bond and in any 
disclosure document prepared in conjunction with the offer 
and sale of bonds. 

(2) Neither the proceeds of bonds issued under this 
chapter nor any money used or to be used to pay the 
principal of, premium, if any, or interest on the bonds shall 
constitute public money or property. All of such money 
shall be kept segregated and set apart from funds of the state 
and any political subdivision of the state and shall not be 
subject to appropriation or allotment by the state or subject 
to the provisions of chapter 43.88 RCW. 

(3) Contracts entered into by the authority shall be 
entered into in the name of the authority and not in the name 
of the state. The obligations of the authority under such 
contracts shall be obligations only of the authority and shall 
not, in any way, constitute obligations of the state. [1989 c 
279 § 15.] 


43.163.150 Nonrecourse revenue bonds—Financing 
documents, scope. The authority may enter into financing 
documents with borrowers regarding bonds issued by the 
authority that may provide for the payment by each borrower 
of amounts sufficient, together with other revenues available 
to the authority, if any, to: (1) Pay the borrower’s share of 
the fees established by the authority; (2) pay the principal of, 
premium, if any, and interest on outstanding bonds of the 
authority issued in respect of such borrower as the same 
shall become due and payable; and (3) create and maintain 
reserves required or provided for by the authority in connec- 
tion with the issuance of such bonds. The payments shall 
not be subject to supervision or regulation by any depart- 
ment, committee, board, body, bureau, or agency of the state 
other than the authority.

43.163.160 Nonrecourse revenue bonds—Money 
received shall be trust funds. All money received by or on 
behalf of the authority with respect to this issuance of its 
bonds shall be trust funds to be held and applied solely as 
provided in this chapter. The authority, in lieu of receiving 
and applying the moneys itself, may enter into trust agree- 
ment or indenture with one or more banks or trust companies 
having the power and authority to conduct trust business in 
the state to:

43.163.170 Nonrecourse revenue bonds—Owner 
and trustee, enforcement of rights. Any owner of bonds 
of the authority issued under this chapter, and the trustee 
under any trust agreement or indenture, may, either at law or 
in equity, by suit, action, mandamus or other proceeding, 
protect and enforce any of their respective rights, and may 
become the purchaser at any foreclosure sale if the person is 
the highest bidder, except to the extent the rights given are 
restricted by the authority in any bond resolution or trust 
agreement or indenture authorizing the issuance of the bonds.

43.165.010 Definitions. Unless the context clearly 
requires to the contrary, the definitions in this section apply 
throughout this chapter. 

(1) "Department" means the department of community 
development.

(3) "Distressed area" means: (a) A county that has an 
unemployment rate that is twenty percent above the state- 
wide average for the previous three years; or (b) a communi- 
ty or area that has experienced sudden and severe or long- 
term and severe loss of employment, or erosion of its 
economic base due to decline of its dominant industries; or 
(c) an area within a county which area: (i) Is composed of 
contiguous census tracts; (ii) has a minimum population of 
five thousand persons; (iii) has at least seventy percent of its 
families and unrelated individuals with incomes below eighty 
percent of the county’s median income for families and 
unrelated individuals; and (iv) has an unemployment rate 
which is at least forty percent higher than the county’s 
unemployment rate. For purposes of this definition, "fami- 
lies and unrelated individuals" has the same meaning that is 
ascribed to that term by the federal department of housing 
and urban development in its regulations authorizing action 
grants for economic development and neighborhood revital- 
ization projects. 

(4) "Economic development revolving loan funds" 
means a local, not-for-profit or governmentally sponsored 
business loan program. 

(5) "Team" means the community revitalization team. 

(6) "Technical assistance" includes, but is not limited to, 
assistance with strategic planning, market research, business 
plan development review, organization and management 
development, accounting and legal services, grant and loan 
packaging, and other assistance which may be expected to 
contribute to the redevelopment and economic well-being of 
a distressed area. [1987 с 461 $ І; 1985 с 229 $ 1.) 


43.165.020 Community revitalization team estab- 
lished—Responsibility. There is established within the 
department a community revitalization team. The team shall 
be responsible for providing comprehensive technical and 
business assistance to distressed areas. [1985 c 229 § 2.] 
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43.165.030 Authority of team. The team shall be a 
combined effort of the department, the employment security 
department, the *commission for vocational education, and 
the department of trade and economic development or its 
successor agency. Each agency shall provide staff to the 
team as expertise is needed. The team shall have the ability 
to: 

(1) Identify emerging problems for businesses, workers, 
and communities and provide for timely communication on 
available assistance by state and federal programs; 

(2) Assist employers and workers faced with substantial 
business reductions by providing examples of responses to 
retain business production and diversification and promote 
retraining and reemployment of unemployed workers using 
links with local economic development efforts; 

(3) Examine the economic health of a community, 
including the economic base and its strengths, weaknesses, 
and untapped opportunities; 

(4) Assist to develop and coordinate industry services 
for tourist promotion and recruiting new firms to the area; 

(5) Provide technical assistance as to the potential 
viability of a business retention effort; 

(6) Convene meetings of local business, labor, and 
education leaders and public officials to determine immediate 
and long-range steps to revitalize the community; 

(7) Conduct work shops in distressed areas or state-wide 
conferences on problems in revitalizing stagnant communi- 
ties, models for redevelopment and diversification, and 
means to bring additional resources to developing solutions; 
and 

(8) Utilize funds to match local and private resources to 
assist in the analysis and implementation of business 
retention and expansion efforts. [1987 с 195 $ 13; 1985 с 
229 § 3.]

43.165.040 Request for services—Response. The 
team’s response shall be triggered by a request made by 
community leaders to the director. The director may direct 
the team to explore initial opportunities in an economically 
distressed area by convening meetings with local groups. A 
formal request shall be made that details the type of assis- 
tance needed, local resources available to help with the 
effort, and a description of the problems or opportunities 
where the team is needed. In making a decision on the 
extent to which the team is needed in a distressed area, the 
director shall consider community initiative, degree of 
distress, market conditions for business opportunities, 
resources available for the effort, and expected outcomes. 
The director shall respond to a formal request for services 
within seven days of receipt of the request. [1985 c 229 § 
4.] 


43.165.050 Duties of team. (1) The team shall assist 
in the preparation of an action plan together with community 
leaders as to the best strategies for facilitating revitalization 
efforts. 

(2) The team shall prepare a problem statement which 
identifies the causes and reasons for distress in the affected 
area. 
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(3) The team shall recommend to the director methods 
to use private, state, and federal resources and shall analyze 
their potential costs and benefits. 

(4) The director shall work with the governor and other 
state and federal agencies to determine the availability of 
resources and appropriate courses of action. 

(5) The director shall encourage the direct application of 
private resources in the analysis and development of solu- 
tions. 

(6) The director shall assist in the dissemination of the 
action plan at a public meeting of interested groups in the 
distressed area. [1985 с 229 $ 5.] 


43.165.060 Use of appropriations. Appropriations to 
any agency for the purposes of this chapter shall be used in 
accordance with the following rules: 

(1) The agency shall give preference to projects which 
have been developed by action of the team and are requested 
by the director. 

(2) The agency shall attempt to ensure that funds 
available to its program for distressed areas are reasonably 
available throughout the biennium. 

(3) The agency may spend the funds available to it for 
activities in distressed areas without the director’s request. 

(4) If funds to be spent in distressed areas are not used 
by February | of the second year of the biennium or are not 
requested for use by the director, then these funds shall be 
released for use by the agency under the activities for which 
they were generally intended.

43.168.010 Legislative findings and declaration. 
The legislature finds that: 

(1) The economic health and well-being of the state, 
particularly in areas of high unemployment, economic 
stagnation, and poverty, is of substantial public concern. 

(2) The consequences of minimal economic activity and 
persistent unemployment and underemployment are serious 
threats to the safety, health, and welfare of residents of these 
areas, decreasing the value of private investments and 
jeopardizing the sources of public revenue. 

(3) The economic and social interdependence of 
communities and the vitality of industrial and economic 
activity necessitates, and is in part dependent on preventing 
substantial dislocation of residents and rebuilding the 
diversification of the areas’ economy. 

(4) The ability to remedy problems in stagnant areas of 
the state is beyond the power and control of the regulatory 
process and influence of the state, and the ordinary opera- 
tions of private enterprise without additional governmental 
assistance are insufficient to adequately remedy the problems 
of poverty and unemployment. 

(5) The revitalization of depressed communities requires 
the stimulation of private investment, the development of 
new business ventures, the provision of capital to ventures 
sponsored by local organizations and capable of growth in 
the business markets, and assistance to viable, but under- 
financed, small businesses in order to create and preserve 
jobs that are sustainable in the local economy. 

Therefore, the legislature declares there to be a substan- 
tial public purpose in providing capital to promote economic 
development and job creation in areas of economic stagna- 
tion, unemployment, and poverty. To accomplish this 
purpose, the legislature hereby creates the Washington state 
development loan fund committee and vests in the committee 
the authority to spend federal funds to stimulate the economy 
of distressed areas.

Chapter 43.180 
HOUSING FINANCE COMMISSION 


Sections 
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43.180.010 Declaration of public policies—Purpose. 
It is declared to be the public policy of the state and a 
recognized governmental function to assist in making 
affordable and decent housing available throughout the state 
and by so doing to contribute to the general welfare. Decent 
housing for the people of our state is a most important 
public concern. Interest rates and construction costs have 
made it impossible for many Washington citizens to pur- 
chase their own homes. Older people, disabled persons, and 
low and moderate income families often cannot afford to 
rent decent housing. There exists throughout the state a 
serious shortage of safe, sanitary and energy efficient 
housing available at prices within the financial means of our 
citizens. General economic development within the state is 
also impeded by a lack of affordable housing. The state’s 
economy, which is dependent on the timber, wood products, 
and construction industries, has been damaged by inadequate 
investment in housing construction and rehabilitation. The 
result has been high unemployment and economic hardship 
affecting the prosperity of all the people of the state, 
particularly those in the wood products industry. 

It is the purpose of this chapter to establish a state 
housing finance commission to act as a financial conduit 
which, without using public funds or lending the credit of 
the state or local government, can issue nonrecourse revenue 
bonds and participate in federal, state, and local housing 
programs and thereby make additional funds available at 
affordable rates to help provide housing throughout the state. 
It is also a primary purpose of this chapter to encourage the 
use of Washington state forest products in residential 
construction. This chapter is enacted to accomplish these 
and related purposes and shall be liberally construed to carry 
Out its purposes and objectives. [1983 с 161 $ 1.) 


43.180.020 Definitions. Unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise, the definitions in this section apply 
throughout this chapter. 

(1) "Bonds" means the bonds, notes, or other evidences 
of indebtedness of the commission, the interest paid on 
which may or may not qualify for tax exemption. 

(2) "Code" means the federal internal revenue code of 
1954, as now or hereafter amended, and the regulations and 
rulings promulgated thereunder. 
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(3) "Commission" means the Washington state housing 
finance commission or any board, body, commission, 
department, or officer succeeding to the principal functions 
thereof or to whom the powers conferred upon the commis- 
sion shall be given by law. 

(4) "Costs of housing” means all costs related to the 
development, design, acquisition, construction, reconstruc- 
tion, leasing, rehabilitation, and other improvements of 
housing, as determined by the commission. 

(5) "Eligible person” means a person or family eligible 
in accordance with standards promulgated by the commis- 
sion. Such persons shall include those persons whose 
income is insufficient to obtain at a reasonable cost, without 
financial assistance, decent, safe, and sanitary housing in the 
area in which the person or family resides, and may include 
such other persons whom the commission determines to be 
eligible. 

(6) "Housing" means specific new, existing, or improved 
residential dwellings within this state or dwellings to be 
constructed within this state. The term includes land, 
buildings, and manufactured dwellings, and improvements, 
furnishings, and equipment, and such other nonhousing 
facilities, furnishings, equipment, and costs as may be 
incidental or appurtenant thereto if in the judgment of the 
commission the facilities, furnishings, equipment and costs 
are an integral part of the project. Housing may consist of 
single-family or multifamily dwellings in one or more 
structures located on contiguous or noncontiguous parcels or 
any combination thereof. Improvements may include such 
equipment and materials as are appropriate to accomplish 
energy efficiency within a dwelling. The term also includes 
a dwelling constructed by a person who occupies and owns 
the dwelling, and nursing homes licensed under chapter 
18.51 RCW. 

(7) "Mortgage" means a mortgage, mortgage deed, deed 
of trust, security agreement, or other instrument securing a 
mortgage loan and constituting a lien on or security interest 
in housing. The property may be held in fee simple or on 
a leasehold under a lease having a remaining term, at the 
time the mortgage is acquired, of not less than the term of 
repayment of the mortgage loan secured by the mortgage. 
The property may also be housing which is evidenced by an 
interest in a cooperative association or corporation if 
ownership of the interest entitles the owner of the interest to 
occupancy of a dwelling owned by the association or 
corporation. 

(8) "Mortgage lender" means any of the following 
entities which customarily provide service or otherwise aid 
in the financing of housing and which are approved as a 
mortgage lender by the commission: A bank, trust company, 
savings bank, national banking association, savings and loan 
association, building and loan association, mortgage banker, 
mortgage company, credit union, life insurance company, or 
any other financial institution, governmental agency, munici- 
pal corporation, or any holding company for any of the 
entities specified in this subsection. 

(9) "Mortgage loan” means an interest-bearing loan or 
a participation therein, made to a borrower, for the purpose 
of financing the costs of housing, evidenced by a promissory 
note, and which may or may not be secured (a) under a 
mortgage agreement, (b) under any other security agreement, 
regardless of whether the collateral is personal or real 
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property, or (c) by insurance or a loan guarantee of a third 
party. However, an unsecured loan shall not be considered 
a mortgage loan under this definition unless the amount of 
the loan is under two thousand five hundred dollars. [1990 
с 167 $ 1; 1983 с 161 $ 2.) 


43.180.030 Bonds not debt of state. Bonds issued 
under this chapter shall be issued in the name of the com- 
mission. The bonds shall not be obligations of the state of 
Washington and shall be obligations only of the commission 
payable from the special fund or funds created by the 
commission for their payment. Such funds shall not be or 
constitute public moneys or funds of the state of Washington 
but at all times shall be kept segregated and set apart from 
other funds. 

Bonds issued under this chapter shall contain a recital 
on their face to the effect that payment of the principal of, 
interest on, and prepayment premium, if any, on the bonds, 
shall be a valid claim only as against the special fund or 
funds relating thereto, that neither the faith and credit nor the 
taxing power of the state or any municipal corporation, 
subdivision, or agency of the state, other than the commis- 
sion as set forth in this chapter, is pledged to the payment of 
the principal of, interest on, and prepayment premium, if 
any, on the bonds. 

Contracts entered into by the commission shall be 
entered into in the name of the commission and not in the 
name of the state of Washington. The obligations of the 
commission under the contracts shall be obligations only of 
the commission and are not in any way obligations of the 
state of Washington. [1983 c 161 § 3.] 


43.180.040 Commission created. (1) There is hereby 
established a public body corporate and politic, with perpetu- 
al corporate succession, to be known as the Washington state 
housing finance commission. The commission is an instru- 
mentality of the state exercising essential government 
functions and, for purposes of the code, acts as a constituted 
authority on behalf of the state when it issues bonds pursuant 
to this chapter. The commission is a "public body" within 
the meaning of RCW 39.53.010.. 

(2) The commission shall consist of the following voting 
members: 

(a) The state treasurer, ex officio; 

(b) The director of community development, ex officio; 

(c) An elected local government official, ex officio, with 
experience in local housing programs, who shall be appoint- 
ed by the governor with the consent of the senate; 

(d) A representative of housing consumer interests, 
appointed by the governor with the consent of the senate; 

(e) A representative of labor interests, appointed by the 
governor, with the consent of the senate, after consultation 
with representatives of organized labor; 

(f) A representative of low-income persons, appointed 
by the governor with the consent of the senate; 

(g) Five members of the public appointed by the 
governor, with the consent of the senate, on the basis of 
geographic distribution and their expertise in housing, real 
estate, finance, energy efficiency, or construction, one of 
whom shall be appointed by the governor as chair of the 
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commission and who shall serve on the commission and as 
chair of the commission at the pleasure of the governor. 

The term of the persons appointed by the governor, 
other than the chair, shall be four years from the date of 
their appointment, except that the terms of three of the initial 
appointees shall be for two years from the date of their 
appointment. The governor shall designate the appointees 
who will serve the two-year terms. An appointee may be 
removed by the governor for cause pursuant to RCW 
43.06.070 and 43.06.080. The governor shall fill any 
vacancy in an appointed position by appointment for the 
remainder of the unexpired term. If the department of 
community development is abolished, the resulting vacancy 
shall be filled by a state official who shall be appointed to 
the commission by the governor. If this official occupies an 
office or position for which senate confirmation is not 
required, then his appointment to the commission shall be 
subject to the consent of the senate. The members of the 
commission shall be compensated in accordance with RCW 
43.03.240 and may be reimbursed, solely from the funds of 
the commission, for expenses incurred in the discharge of 
their duties under this chapter, subject to the provisions of 
RCW 43.03.050 and 43.03.060. A majority of the commis- 
sion constitutes a quorum. Designees shall be appointed in 
such manner and shall exercise such powers as are specified 
by the rules of the commission. 

(3) The commission may adopt an official seal and may 
select from its membership a vice chair, a secretary, and a 
treasurer. The commission shall establish rules concerning 
its exercise of the powers authorized by this chapter. The 
rules shall be adopted in conformance with chapter 34.05 
RCW. [1985 с 6 $ 14; 1984 с 287 $ 90; 1983 с 161 $ 4.)

43.180.050 Housing financing powers—Annual 
audit. (1) In addition to other powers and duties prescribed 
in this chapter, and in furtherance of the purposes of this 
chapter to provide decent, safe, sanitary, and affordable 
housing for eligible persons, the commission is empowered 
to: 

(a) Issue bonds in accordance with this chapter; 

(b) Invest in, purchase, or make commitments to 
purchase or take assignments from mortgage lenders of 
mortgages or mortgage loans; 

(c) Make loans to or deposits with mortgage lenders for 
the purpose of making mortgage loans; and 

(d) Participate fully in federal and other governmental 
programs and to take such actions as are necessary and 
consistent with this chapter to secure to itself and the people 
of the state the benefits of those programs and to meet their 
requirements, including such actions as the commission 
considers appropriate in order to have the interest payments 
on its bonds and other obligations treated as tax exempt 
under the code. 

(2) The commission shall establish eligibility standards 
for eligible persons, considering at least the following 
factors: 

(a) Income; 

(b) Family size; 

(c) Cost, condition and energy efficiency of available 
residential housing; 
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(d) Availability of decent, safe, and sanitary housing; 

(e) Age or infirmity; and 

(f) Applicable federal, state, and local requirements. 

The state auditor shall audit the books, records, and 
affairs of the commission annually to determine, among 
other things, if the use of bond proceeds complies with the 
general plan of housing finance objectives including compli- 
ance with the objective for the use of financing assistance 
for implementation of cost-effective energy efficiency 
measures in dwellings. [1986 c 264 $ 1; 1983 с 161 $ 5.] 


43.180.060 No power of eminent domain or taxa- 
tion. The commission does not have the power of eminent 
domain and the commission does not have the power to levy 
any taxes of any kind. [1983 с 161 $ 6.) 


43.180.070 Housing finance plan. The commission 
shall adopt a general plan of housing finance objectives to be 
implemented by the commission during the period of the 
plan. The commission shall adopt a plan по later than 
December 15, 1983. The commission may exercise the 
powers authorized under this chapter prior to the adoption of 
the initial plan. In developing the plan, the commission shall 
consider and set objectives for: 

(1) The use of funds for single-family and multifamily 
housing; 

(2) The use of funds for new construction, rehabilitation, 
including refinancing of existing debt, and home purchases; 

(3) The housing needs of low-income and moderate- 
income persons and families, and of elderly or mentally or 
physically handicapped persons; 

(4) The use of funds in coordination with federal, state, 
and local housing programs for low-income persons; 

(5) The use of funds in urban, rural, suburban, and 
special areas of the state; 

(6) The use of financing assistance to stabilize and 
upgrade declining urban neighborhoods; 

(7) The use of financing assistance for economically 
depressed areas, areas of minority concentration, reserva- 
tions, and in mortgage-deficient areas; 

(8) The geographical distribution of bond proceeds so 
that the benefits of the housing programs provided under this 
chapter will be available to address demand on a fair basis 
throughout the state; 

(9) The use of financing assistance for implementation 
of cost-effective energy efficiency measures in dwellings. 

The plan shall include an estimate of the amount of 
bonds the commission will issue during the term of the plan 
and how bond proceeds will be expended. 

The plan shall be adopted by resolution of the commis- 
sion following at least one public hearing thereon, notice of 
which shall be made by mailing to the clerk of the governing 
body of each county and by publication in the Washington 
State Register no more than forty and no less than twenty 
days prior to the hearing. A draft of the plan shall be made 
available not less than thirty days prior to any such public 
hearing. At least every two years, the commission shall 
report to the legislature regarding implementation of the 
plan. 

Prior to December 31, 1983, the commission shall 
submit the plan to the chief clerk of the house and secretary 
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of the senate for transmittal to and review by the appropriate 
standing committees. The commission may periodically 
update the plan. Proposed changes of the plan shall be 
submitted to the chief clerk of the house and secretary of the 
senate for transmittal to and review by the appropriate 
standing committees. This submittal of proposed changes 
shall occur at least fourteen days before final adoption of the 
changes by the commission. 

The commission shall adopt rules designed to result in 
the use of bond proceeds in a manner consistent with the 
plan. These rules shall be adopted and in full force and 
effect by February 1, 1984. The commission may periodi- 
cally update its rules. 

The commission is not required to adopt a plan or rules 
for the use of the proceeds of bonds issued prior to Febru- 
ary, 1984. This section is designed to deal only with the use 
of bond proceeds and nothing in this section shall be 
construed as a limitation on the commission’s authority to 
issue bonds. [1983 c 161 § 7.] 


43.180.080 General powers. In addition to other 
powers and duties specified in this chapter, the commission 
may: 

(1) Establish in resolutions relating to any issuance of 
bonds, or in any financing documents relating to such 
issuance, such standards and requirements applicable to the 
purchase of mortgages and mortgage loans or the making of 
loans to mortgage lenders as the commission deems neces- 
sary or desirable, including but not limited to: (a) The time 
within which mortgage lenders must make commitments and 
disbursements for mortgages or mortgage loans; (b) the 
location and other characteristics of single-family housing or 
multifamily housing to be financed by mortgages and 
mortgage loans; (c) the terms and conditions of mortgages 
and mortgage loans to be acquired; (d) the amounts and 
types of insurance coverage required on mortgages, mortgage 
loans, and bonds; (e) the representations and warranties of 
mortgage lenders confirming compliance with such standards 
and requirements; (f) restrictions as to interest rate and other 
terms of mortgages or mortgage loans or the return realized 
therefrom by mortgage lenders; (g) the type and amount of 
collateral security to be provided to assure repayment of any 
loans from the commission and to assure repayment of 
bonds; and (h) any other matters related to the purchase of 
mortgages or mortgage loans or the making of loans to 
lending institutions as shall be deemed relevant by the 
commission; 

(2) Sue and be sued in its own name; 

(3) Make and execute contracts and all other instruments 
necessary or convenient for the exercise of its purposes or 
powers, including but not limited to contracts or agreements 
for the origination, servicing, and administration of mortgag- 
es or mortgage loans, and the borrowing of money; 

(4) Procure such insurance, including but not limited to 
insurance: (a) Against any loss in connection with its 
property and other assets, including but not limited to 
mortgages or mortgage loans, in such amounts and from 
such insurers as the commission deems desirable, and (b) to 
indemnify members of the commission for acts done in the 
course of their duties; 
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(5) Provide for the investment of any funds, including 
funds held in reserve, not required for immediate disburse- 
ment, and provide for the selection of investments; 

(6) Fix, revise, and collect fees and charges in connec- 
tion with the investigation and financing of housing or in 
connection with assignments, contracts, purchases of mort- 
gages or mortgage loans, or any other actions permitted 
under this chapter or by the commission; and receive grants 
and contributions; 

(7) Make such expenditures as are appropriate for 
paying the administrative costs of the commission and for 
carrying out the provisions of this chapter. These expendi- 
tures may be made only from funds consisting of the 
commission’s receipts from fees and charges, grants and 
contributions, the proceeds of bonds issued by the commis- 
sion, and other revenues; these expenditures shall not be 
made from funds of the state of Washington; 

(8) Establish such special funds, and controls on 
deposits to and disbursements from them, as it finds conve- 
nient for the implementation of this chapter; 

(9) Conduct such investigations and feasibility studies 
as it deems appropriate; 

(10) Proceed with foreclosure actions or accept deeds in 
lieu of foreclosure together with the assignments of leases 
and rentals incidental thereto. Any properties acquired by 
the commission through such actions shall be sold as soon 
as practicable through persons licensed under chapter 18.85 
RCW or at public auction, or by transfer to a public agency. 
In preparation for the disposition of the properties, the 
commission may own, lease, clear, construct, reconstruct, 
rehabilitate, repair, maintain, manage, operate, assign, or 
encumber the properties; 

(11) Take assignments of leases and rentals; 

(12) Subject to any provisions of the commission’s 
contracts with the holders of obligations of the commission, 
consent to any modification with respect to rate of interest, 
time, and payment of any installment of principal or interest 
or any other term of any contract, mortgage, mortgage loan, 
mortgage loan commitment, contract, or agreement of any 
kind; 

(13) Subject to provisions of the commission’s contracts 
with the holders of bonds, permit the reduction of rental or 
carrying charges to persons unable to pay the regular rent or 
schedule of charges if, by reason of other income of the 
commission or by reason of payment by any department, 
agency, or instrumentality of the United States or of this 
state, the reduction can be made without jeopardizing the 
economic stability of the housing being financed; 

(14) Sell, at public or private sale, with or without 
public bidding, any mortgage, mortgage loan, or other 
instrument or asset held by the commission; 

(15) Employ, contract with, or engage engineers, 
architects, attorneys, financial advisors, bond underwriters, 
mortgage lenders, mortgage administrators, housing construc- 
tion or financing experts, other technical or professional 
assistants, and such other personnel as are necessary. The 
commission may delegate to the appropriate persons the 
power to execute legal instruments on its behalf; 

(16) Receive contributions or grants from any source 
unless otherwise prohibited; 

(17) Delegate any of its powers and duties if consistent 
with the purposes of this chapter; 
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(18) Exercise any other power reasonably required to 
implement the purposes of this chapter. [1983 с 161 $ 8.) 


43.180.090 Selection of bond counsel—Written 
policies to be adopted. (1) The commission shall adopt 
written policies to provide for the selection of bond counsel. 
The policies shall provide for the creation and maintenance 
of a roster of attorneys whom the commission believes 
possess the requisite special expertise and professional 
standing to provide bond counsel opinions which would be 
accepted by the underwriters, bondholders, and other 
members of the financial community, and which would be 
in furtherance of the public interest in obtaining the lowest 
possible interest rates on the bonds issued by the commis- 
sion. Any attorney may apply to have his or her name 
placed on the roster, but may not be placed on the roster 
unless the attorney demonstrates to the commission’s 
satisfaction that the attorney would issue the kind of opin- 
ions required by this section. 

(2) Prior to selecting an attorney or attorneys to provide 
bond counsel services, the commission shall provide all 
attorneys on the roster with a notice of its intentions to select 
bond counsel and shall invite each of them to submit to the 
commission his or her fee schedule for providing bond 
counsel services. The commission shall have wide discretion 
in selecting the attorney or attorneys it considers to be most 
appropriate to provide the services, but in the exercise of this 
discretion the commission shall consider all submitted fee 
schedules and the public interest in achieving both savings 
in bond counsel fees and issuance of bonds on terms most 
favorable to the commission. At least once every two 
calendar years, the commission shall select anew an attorney 
or attorneys to serve as bond counsel. However, the 
‘commission may retain an attorney for longer than two years 
when necessary to complete work on a particular bond issue. 
An attorney previously retained may be selected again but 
only after the commission has provided other attomeys оп 
the roster with an opportunity to be selected and has made 
the fee schedule review required under this subsection. In 
addition to or as an alternative to retaining counsel for a 
period of time, the commission may appoint an attorney to 
serve as counsel in respect to only a particular bond issue. 
[1983 с 161 8 9.) 


43.180.100 Selection of underwriters—Written 
policies to be adopted. (1) The commission shall adopt 
written policies to provide for the selection of underwriters. 
The policies shall provide for the creation of a roster of 
underwriters whom the commission believes possess the 
requisite special expertise and professional standing to 
provide bond marketing services which would be accepted 
by bondholders and other members of the financial commu- 
nity, and which would be in furtherance of the public interest 
in marketing the commission’s bonds at the lowest possible 
costs. Any underwriter may apply to have its name placed 
on the roster, but may not be placed on the roster unless it 
demonstrates to the commission’s satisfaction that it meets 
the requirements of this section. 

(2) Whenever the commission decides that it needs the 
services of an underwriter, it shall provide all underwriters 
on the roster with a notice of its intentions and shall invite 
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each of them to submit to the commission an itemization of 
its fees and other charges for providing underwriting services 
on the issue. The itemization shall be by categories designed 
by the commission. The commission shall have wide 
discretion in selecting the underwriter it considers to be most 
appropriate to provide the services, but in the exercise of this 
discretion the commission shall consider the underwriter’s 
fees and other charges and the public interest in achieving 
both savings in the total costs of underwriting services and 
issuance of bonds on terms most favorable to the commis- 
sion. [1983 с 161 $ 10.) 


43.180.110 Review of initial policies adopted under 
RCW 43.180.090 and 43.180.100—Adoption—Change. 
The commission shall submit the initial policies adopted 
under RCW 43.180.090 and 43.180.100 to the chief clerk of 
the house and the secretary of the senate for transmittal to 
and review by the appropriate standing committees and the 
joint administrative rules review committee. By January 1, 
1984 the commission shall have adopted policies in the form 
of rules and regulations under chapter 34.05 RCW. Such 
rules and regulations may only be changed or revised in 
accordance with chapter 34.05 RCW. [1983 с 161 $ 11.] 


43.180.120 Rules for fair allocation of bond pro- 
ceeds for nonrental single family housing. The legislature 
recognizes that the demand for mortgage loans for nonrental 
single family housing will probably greatly exceed the 
supply of bond proceeds available to satisfy the demand. 
Therefore, the commission shall adopt rules providing 
procedures to assure that the bond proceeds available for that 
kind of housing shall be made available to qualified mort- 
gagors in a fair and equitable manner. [1983 с 161 $ 12.] 


43.180.130 Protection of bondholders—Mortgage 
insurance. The commission is encouraged to adopt policies 
which will assure that bondholders will be protected against 
the failure to make mortgage payments financed under this 
chapter. Such policies may require, among other things, 
mortgage insurance. [1983 с 161 $ 13.) 


43.180.140 Rules for energy efficiency. The com- 
mission shall adopt rules providing for financing assistance 
to implement cost-effective energy efficiency improvements. 
(1983 c 161 § 14.] 


43.180.150 Bond issues—Terms—Issuance— 
Purchase, etc. (1) The commission’s bonds shall bear such 
date or dates, mature at such time or times, be in such 
denominations, be in such form, be registered or registrable 
in such manner, be made transferable, exchangeable, and 
interchangeable, be payable in such medium of payment, at 
such place or places, be subject to such terms of redemption, 
bear such fixed or variable rate or rates of interest, be 
payable at such time or times, and be sold in such manner 
and at such price or prices, as the commission determines. 
The bonds shall be executed by the chair, by either its duly 
elected secretary or its treasurer, and by the trustee or paying 
agent if the commission determines to use a trustee or 
paying agent for the bonds. Execution of the bonds may be 
by manual or facsimile signature. 
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(2) The bonds of the commission shall be subject to 
such terms, conditions, covenants, and protective provisions 
as are found necessary or desirable by the commission, 
including, but not limited to, pledges of the commission’s 
assets, setting aside of reserves, limitations on additional 
forms of indebtedness, and the mortgaging of all or any part 
of the commission’s real or personal property, then owned 
or thereafter acquired, and other provisions the commission 
finds are necessary or desirable for the security of bond 
holders. 

(3) Any security interest created in the unexpended bond 
proceeds and in the special funds created by the commission 
shall be immediately valid and binding against such moneys 
and any securities in which such moneys may be invested 
without commission or trustee possession thereof, and the 
security interest shall be prior to any party having any 
competing claim in such moneys or securities, without filing 
or recording pursuant to chapter 62A.9 RCW and regardless 
of whether the party has notice of the security interest. 

(4) When issuing bonds, the commission may provide 
for the future issuance of additional bonds or parity debt on 
a parity with outstanding bonds, and the terms and’ condi- 
tions of their issuance. The commission may refund or 
advance refund any bond of the commission in accordance 
with chapter 39.53 RCW or issue bonds with a subordinate 
lien against the fund or funds securing outstanding bonds. 

(5) The chair of the state finance committee or the 
chair’s designee shall be notified in advance of the issuance 
of bonds by the commission in order to promote the orderly 
offering of obligations in the financial markets.

43.180.160 Debt limitation. The total amount of 
outstanding indebtedness of the commission may not exceed 
one and one-half billion dollars at any time. The calculation 
of outstanding indebtedness shall include the initial principal 
amount of an issue and shall not include interest that is 
either currently payable or that accrues as a part of the face 
amount of an issue payable at maturity or earlier redemption.

43.180.170 Bond issues—Disposition of proceeds—

a special fund or funds established for the particular purpos- 
es for which the bonds were issued and sold, which money 
shall not be funds of the state of Washington.

disburse, invest, and reinvest such funds on its behalf and for 
the protection of the bondholders.

43.180.180 Bond issues—Disposition of revenues— 
Special trust fund. All revenues received by the commis- 
sion including funds received from contributions or grants or 
in any other form to pay principal of and interest on bonds 
or for other bond requirements such as reserves shall be 
deposited by the commission in any trust company, savings 
bank, savings and loan association, or bank having the 
powers of a trust company within or without the state, to the 
credit of a special trust fund or funds.

43.180.190 Legal investments. Bonds issued under 
this chapter are hereby made securities in which all public 
officers and public bodies of the state and its political 
subdivisions, all insurance companies, trust companies in 
their commercial departments, savings banks, cooperative 
banks, banking associations, investment companies, execu- 
tors, trustees and other fiduciaries, and all other persons 
whatsoever who are now or may hereafter be authorized to 
invest in obligations of the state may properly and legally 
invest funds, including capital in their control or belonging 
to them. Such bonds are hereby made securities which may 
properly and legally be deposited with and received by any 
state or municipal officer or any agency or political subdivi- 
sions of the state for any purpose for which the deposit of 
bonds and other obligations of the state are now or may 
hereafter be authorized by law.

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43.180.200 Internal revenue code. For purposes of 
the code: 

(1) The legislature reserves the right at any time to alter 
or change the structure, organization, programs, or activities 
of the commission and to terminate the commission, so long 
as the action does not impair any outstanding contracts 
entered into by the commission; 

(2) Any net earnings of the commission beyond that 
necessary to retire its bonds and to carry out the purposes of 
this chapter shall not inure to the benefit of any person other 
than the state; 

(3) Upon dissolution of the commission, title to all of its 
remaining property shall vest in the state; 

(4) The commission constitutes the only housing finance 
agency of the state of Washington; and

NONPROFIT CORPORATION FACILITIES 


43.180.300 Definitions. As used in RCW 43.180.310 
through 43.180.360, the following terms have the meanings 
indicated unless the context clearly requires otherwise. 
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(1) "Construction" or "construct" means construction and 
acquisition, whether by device, purchase, gift, lease, or 
otherwise. 

(2) "Facilities" means land, rights in land, buildings, 
structures, equipment, landscaping, utilities, approaches, 
roadways and parking, handling and storage areas, and 
similar ancillary facilities. 

(3) "Financing document" means a lease, sublease, 
installment sale agreement, conditional sale agreement, loan 
agreement, mortgage, deed of trust guaranty agreement, or 
other agreement for the purpose of providing funds to pay or 
secure debt service on revenue bonds. 

(4) "Improvement" means reconstruction, remodeling, 
rehabilitation, extension, and enlargement. "To improve" 
means to reconstruct, to remodel, to rehabilitate, to extend, 
and to enlarge. 

(5) "Nonprofit corporation” means a nonprofit corpora- 
tion described under section 501(c)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code, or similar successor provisions. 

(6) "Nonprofit facilities" means facilities owned or used 
by a nonprofit corporation for any nonprofit activity de- 
scribed under section 501(с)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code 
that qualifies such a corporation for an exemption from 
federal income taxes under section 501(а) of the Internal 
Revenue Code, or similar successor provisions provided that 
facilities which may be funded pursuant to chapter 28B.07, 
35.82, 43.180, or 70.37 RCW shall not be included in this 
definition. 

(7) "Project costs" means costs of (a) acquisition, 
construction, and improvement of any facilities included in 
a nonprofit facility; (b) architectural, engineering, consulting, 
accounting, and legal costs related directly to the develop- 
ment, financing, and construction of a nonprofit facility, 
including costs of studies assessing the feasibility of a 
nonprofit facility; (c) finance costs, including discounts, if 
any, the costs of issuing revenue bonds, and costs incurred 
in carrying out any trust agreement; (d) interest during 
construction and during the six months after estimated 
completion of construction, and capitalized debt service or 
repair and replacement or other appropriate reserves; (e) the 
refunding of any outstanding obligations incurred for any of 
the costs outlined in this subsection; and (f) other costs 
incidental to any of the costs listed in this section. 

(8) "Revenue bond" means a taxable or tax-exempt 
nonrecourse revenue bond, nonrecourse revenue note, or 
other nonrecourse revenue obligation issued for the purpose 
of providing financing to a nonprofit corporation on an 
interim or permanent basis. 

(9) "User" means one or more persons acting as lessee, 
purchaser, mortgagor, or borrower under a financing docu- 
ment and may include a party who transfers the right of use 
and occupancy to another party by lease, sublease, or 
otherwise. [1990 с 167 $ 2.) 


43.180.310 Commission powers. The commission 
has the following powers with respect to nonprofit facilities 
together with all powers incidental thereto or necessary for 
the performance thereof: 

(1) To make secured loans to nonprofit corporations for 
the purpose of providing temporary or permanent financing 
or refinancing of all or part of the project cost of any 
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nonprofit facility, including the refunding of any outstanding 
obligations, mortgages, or advances issued, made, or given 
by any person for the project costs of a nonprofit corpora- 
tion; and to charge and collect interest on the loans for the 
loan payments upon such terms and conditions as its 
commissioners consider advisable which are not in conflict 
with this subchapter; 

(2) To issue revenue bonds for the purpose of financing 
all or part of the project cost of any nonprofit facility and to 
secure the payment of the revenue bonds as provided in this 
subchapter; 

(3) To collect fees or charges from users or prospective 
users of nonprofit facilities to recover actual or anticipated 
administrative costs; 

(4) To execute financing documents incidental to the 
powers enumerated in this section; 

(5) To accept grants and gifts; 

(6) To establish such special funds with any financial 
institution providing fiduciary services within or without the 
state as it deems necessary and appropriate and invest money 
therein. [1990 с 167 $ 3.) 


43.180.320 Revenue bonds. (1) The proceeds of the 
revenue bonds of each issue shall be used solely for the 
purposes set forth in this subchapter and shall be disbursed 
in such manner and under such restrictions, if any, provided 
in the resolution authorizing the issuance of the revenue 
bonds or in the trust agreement securing the bonds. If the 
proceeds of the revenue bonds of any series issued with 
respect to the cost of any nonprofit facility exceeds the cost 
of the nonprofit facility for which issued, the surplus shall be 
deposited to the credit of the debt service fund for the 
revenue bonds or used to purchase the revenue bonds in the 
open market. 

(2) The commission may issue interim notes in the 
manner provided for the issuance of revenue bonds to fund 
nonprofit facilities prior to issuing other revenue bonds to 
fund such facilities. The commission may issue revenue 
bonds to fund nonprofit facilities that are exchangeable for 
other revenue bonds, when these other revenue bonds are 
executed and available for delivery. 

(3) The principal of and interest on any revenue bonds 
issued by the commission shall be secured by a pledge of 
unexpended bond proceeds and the revenues and receipts 
derived from the nonprofit facilities funded by the revenue 
bonds pursuant to financing documents. The resolution 
under which the revenue bonds are authorized to be issued 
and any financing document may contain agreements and 
provisions respecting the maintenance or use of the nonprofit 
facility covered thereby, the fixing and collection of rents, 
purchase price payments or loan payments, the creation and 
maintenance of special funds from such revenues or from 
revenue bond proceeds, the rights and remedies available in 
the event of default, and other provisions relating to the 
security for the bonds, all as the commission considers 
advisable which are not in conflict with this subchapter. 

(4) All revenue bonds issued under this subchapter and 
any interest coupons applicable thereto are negotiable 
instruments within the meaning of Article 8 of the uniform 
commercial code, Title 62A RCW, regardless of form or 
character. 
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(5) Notwithstanding subsection (1) of this section, such 
bonds and interim notes may be issued and sold in accor- 
dance with chapter 39.46 RCW. [1990 с 167 $ 4.] 


43.180.330 Revenue refunding bonds. The commis- 
sion may provide by resolution for the issuance of revenue 
refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding any obligations 
issued for a nonprofit facility, including the payment of any 
redemption premium thereon and any interest accrued or to 
accrue to the date of redemption or maturity of the revenue 
bonds and, if considered advisable by the commission, for 
the additional purpose of financing improvements, exten- 
sions, or enlargements to the nonprofit facility for another 
nonprofit facility. The issuance of the revenue refunding 
bonds, the maturities and other details thereof, the rights of 
the owners thereof, and the rights, duties, and obligations of 
the commission in respect to the same shall be governed by 
this chapter insofar as applicable. [1990 c 167 $ 5.] 


43.180.340 Trust agreements. Any bonds issued 
under this subchapter may be secured by a trust agreement 
between the commission and a corporate trustee, which may 
be any trust company or bank having the powers of a trust 
company within or without the state. The trust agreement 
may evidence a pledge or assignment of the financing 
documents and lease, sale, or loan revenues to be received 
from a lessee or purchaser of or borrower with respect to a 
nonprofit facility for the payment of principal of and interest 
and any premium on the bonds as the same shall become 
due and payable and may provide for creation and mainte- 
nance of reserves for these purposes. A trust agreement or 
resolution providing for the issuance of the revenue bonds 
may contain such provisions for protecting and enforcing the 
rights and remedies of the bondowners as may be reasonable 
and proper and not in violation of law, including covenants 
setting forth the duties in relation to the acquisition of 
property and the construction, improvement, maintenance, 
use, repair, operation, and insurance of the nonprofit facility 
for which the bonds are authorized, and the custody, safe- 
guarding, and application of all money. Any bank or trust 
company incorporated under the laws of the state which may 
act as depository of the proceeds of revenue bonds or of 
revenues may furnish such indemnifying bonds or pledge 
such securities as may be required by the commission. A 
trust agreement may set forth the rights and remedies of the 
bondowners and of the trustee and may restrict the individual 
right of action by bondowners as is customary in trust 
agreements or trust indentures securing bonds and debentures 
of private corporations. In addition, a trust agreement may 
contain such provisions as the commission considers reason- 
able and proper for the security of the bondowners which are 
not in conflict with this subchapter. [1990 c 167 § 6.] 


43.180.350 Lessees ог assignees. A lessee or con- 
tracting party under a sale contract or loan agreement shall 
not be required to be the eventual user of a nonprofit facility 
if any sublessee or assignee assumes all of the obligations of 
the lessee or contracting party under the lease, sale contract, 
or loan agreement, but the lessee or contracting party or their 
successors shall remain primarily liable for all of its obliga- 
tions under the lease, sale contract, or loan agreement and 
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the use of the nonprofit facility shall be consistent with the 
purposes of this subchapter.

43.180.360 Default. The proceedings authorizing any 
revenue bonds under this subchapter or any financing 
document securing the revenue bonds may provide that if 
there is a default in the payment of the principal of or the 
interest on the bonds or in the performance of any agreement 
contained in the proceedings or financing document, the 
payment and performance may be enforced by mandamus or 
by the appointment of a receiver in equity with power to 
charge and collect rents, purchase price payments, and loan 
repayments, and to apply the revenues from the nonprofit 
facility in accordance with the proceedings or provisions of 
the financing document. Any financing document entered 
into under this subchapter may also provide that if there is 
a default in the payment thereof or a violation of any 
agreement contained in the financing document, the nonprofit 
facility may be foreclosed and sold under proceedings in 
equity or in any other manner now or hereafter permitted by 
law. Any financing document may also provide that any 
trustee under the financing document or the holder of any 
revenue bonds secured thereby may become the purchaser at 
any foreclosure sale if it is the highest bidder. [1990 с 167 
§ 8.] 


43.180.900 Conflict with federal requirements. If 
any part of this chapter is found to be in conflict with 
federal requirements which are a prescribed condition to the 
allocation of federal funds to the state, the conflicting part of 
this chapter is hereby declared to be inoperative solely to the 
extent of the conflict and with respect to the agencies 
directly affected, and such finding or determination shall not 
affect the operation of the remainder of this chapter in its 
application to the agencies concerned. The rules under this 
chapter shall meet federal requirements which are a neces- 
sary condition to the receipt of federal funds by the state.

43.180.901 Liberal construction. This chapter, being 
necessary for the welfare of the state and its inhabitants, 


shall be liberally construed to effect the purposes thereof.

43.180.902 Captions not part of law. As used in this 
chapter and RCW 82.04.408, section captions constitute no 
part of the law. [1983 с 161 $ 24.) 


43.180.903 Severability—1983 с 161. If any provi- 
sion of this act or its application to any person or circum- 
stance is held invalid, the remainder of the act or the 
application of the provision to other persons or circumstanc- 
es is not affected. [1983 с 161 $ 31.] 


43.180.904 Effective dates—1983 c 161. (1) Except 
as provided in subsection (2) of this section, this act is 
necessary for the immediate preservation of the public peace, 
health, and safety, the support of the state government and 
its existing public institutions, and shall take effect immedi- 
ately. 
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(2) Section 10 of this act shall take effect on January 1, 
1984.

43.185.010 Findings. The legislature finds that 
current economic conditions, federal housing policies and 
declining resources at the federal, state, and local level 
adversely affect the ability of low and very low-income 
persons to obtain safe, decent, and affordable housing. 

The legislature further finds that members of over one 
hundred twenty thousand households live in housing units 
which are overcrowded, lack plumbing, are otherwise 
threatening to health and safety, and have rents and utility 
payments which exceed thirty percent of their income. 

The legislature further finds that minorities, rural 
households, and migrant farm workers require housing 
assistance at a rate which significantly exceeds their propor- 
tion of the general population. 

The legislature further finds that one of the most 
dramatic housing needs is that of persons needing special 
housing-related services, such as the mentally ill, recovering 
alcoholics, frail elderly persons, families with members who 
have disabilities, and single parents. These services include 
medical assistance, counseling, chore services, and child 
care. 

The legislature further finds that housing assistance 
programs in the past have often failed to help those in 
greatest need. 

The legislature declares that it is in the public interest 
to establish a continuously renewable resource known as the 
housing trust fund and housing assistance program to assist 
low and very low-income citizens in Meeting their basic 
housing needs, and that the needs of very low-income 
citizens should be given priority and that whenever feasible, 
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assistance should be in the form of loans. [1991 c 356 § 1;

43.185.015 Housing assistance program. There is 
created within the department of community development the 
housing assistance program to carry out the purposes of this 
chapter. (1991 с 356 $ 2.) 


43.185.020 Definitions. "Department" means the 
department of community development.

43.185.030 Washington housing trust fund. There 
is hereby created in the state treasury an account to be 
known as the Washington housing trust fund.

43.185.050 Use of moneys for loans and grant 
projects to provide housing—Eligible activities. (1) The 
department shall use moneys from the housing trust fund and 
other legislative appropriations to finance in whole or in part 
any loans or grant projects that will provide housing for 
persons and families with special housing needs and with 
incomes at or below fifty percent of the median family 
income for the county or standard metropolitan statistical 
area where the project is located. At least thirty percent of 
these moneys used in any given funding cycle shall be for 
the benefit of projects located in rural areas of the state as 
defined by the department of community development. If 
the department determines that it has not received an 
adequate number of suitable applications for rural projects 
during any given funding cycle, the department may allocate 
unused moneys for projects in nonrural areas of the state. 

(2) Activities eligible for assistance from the housing 
trust fund and other legislative appropriations include, but 
are not limited to: 

(a) New construction, rehabilitation, or acquisition of 
low and very low-income housing units; 

(b) Rent subsidies; 

(c) Matching funds for social services directly related to 
providing housing for special-need tenants in assisted 
projects; 

(d) Technical assistance, design and finance services and 
consultation, and administrative costs for eligible nonprofit 
community or neighborhood-based organizations; 

(e) Administrative costs for housing assistance groups 
or organizations when such grant or loan will substantially 
increase the recipient’s access to housing funds other than 
those available under this chapter; 

(f) Shelters and related services for the homeless; 
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(g) Mortgage subsidies, including temporary rental and 
mortgage payment subsidies to prevent homelessness; 

(h) Mortgage insurance guarantee or payments for 
eligible projects; 

(i) Down payment or closing cost assistance for eligible 
first-time home buyers; 

(j) Acquisition of housing units for the purpose of 
preservation as low-income or very low-income housing; and 

(k) Projects making housing more accessible to families 
with members who have disabilities. 

(3) Legislative appropriations from capital bond pro- 
ceeds and moneys from repayment of loans from appropria- 
tions from capital bond proceeds may be used only for the 
costs of projects authorized under subsection (2) (a), (i), and 
(j) of this section, and not for the administrative costs of the 
department.

43.185.060 Eligible organizations. Organizations that

(1) During 
each calendar year in which funds from the housing trust 
fund or other legislative appropriations are available for use 
by the department for the housing assistance program, the 
department shall announce to all known interested parties, 
and through major media throughout the state, a grant and 
loan application period of at least ninety days’ duration. 
This announcement shall be made as often as the director 
deems appropriate for proper utilization of resources. The 
department shall then promptly grant as many applications 
as will utilize available funds less appropriate administrative 
costs of the department. Administrative costs paid out of the 
housing trust fund may not exceed four percent of annual 
revenues available for distribution to housing trust fund 
projects. In awarding funds under this chapter, the depart- 
ment shall provide for a geographic distribution on a state- 
wide basis. 

(2) The department shall give first priority to applica- 
tions for projects and activities which utilize existing 
privately owned housing stock including privately owned 
housing stock purchased by nonprofit public development 
authorities and public housing authorities as created in 
chapter 35.82 RCW. As used in this subsection, privately 
owned housing stock includes housing that is acquired by a 
federal agency through a default on the mortgage by the 
private owner. Such projects and activities shall be evaluat- 
ed under subsection (3) of this section. Second priority shall 
be given to activities and projects which utilize existing 
publicly owned housing stock. All projects and activities 
shall be evaluated by some or all of the criteria under 
subsection (3) of this section, and similar projects and 
activities shall be evaluated under the same criteria. 

(3) The department shall give preference for applications 
based on some or all of the criteria under this subsection, 
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and similar projects and activities shall be evaluated under 
the same criteria: 

(a) The degree of leveraging of other funds that will 
occur; 

(b) The degree of commitment from programs to 
provide necessary habilitation and support services for 
projects focusing on special needs populations; 

(c) Recipient contributions to total project costs, 
including allied contributions from other sources such as 
professional, craft and trade services, and lender interest rate 
subsidies; 

(d) Local government project contributions in the form 
of infrastructure improvements, and others; 

(e) Projects that encourage ownership, management, and 
other project-related responsibility opportunities; 

(f) Projects that demonstrate a strong probability of 
serving the original target group or income level for a period 
of at least twenty-five years; 

(g) The applicant has the demonstrated ability, stability 
and resources to implement the project; 

(h) Projects which demonstrate serving the greatest 
need; 

(i) Projects that provide housing for persons and 
families with the lowest incomes;

(2) Any family home, group care facility, or similar 
facility determined by the secretary, for twenty-four hour 
nonmedical care of persons in need of personal services, 
supervision, or assistance essential for sustaining the activi- 
ties of daily living or for the protection of the individual. 

(3) Any swing bed in an acute care facility. [1991 sp.s.

43.190.030 Office of state long-term care ombuds- 
man created—Powers and duties. There is created the 
office of the state long-term care ombudsman. The depart- 
ment of community development shall contract with a 
private nonprofit organization to provide long-term care 
ombudsman services as specified under, and consistent with, 
the federal older Americans act as amended, federal man- 
dates, the goals of the state, and the needs of its citizens. 
The department of community development shall ensure that 
all program and staff support necessary to enable the 
ombudsman to effectively protect the interests of residents, 
patients, and clients of all long-term care facilities is 
provided by the nonprofit organization that contracts to 
provide long-term care ombudsman services. The long-term 
care ombudsman program shall have the following powers 
and duties:

human services, or its successor agency, on a regular basis;

(2) No discriminatory, disciplinary, or retaliatory action 
may be taken against any employee of a facility or agency,

(4) A representative of the office is exempt from being 
required to testify in court as to any confidential matters 
except as the court may deem necessary to enforce this 
chapter.

43.200.010 Finding—Purpose. The legislature finds 
that the safe transporting, handling, storage, or otherwise 
caring for radioactive wastes is required to protect the health, 
safety, and welfare of the citizens of the state of Washing- 
ton. It is the purpose of this chapter to establish authority 
for the state to exercise appropriate oversight and care for 
the safe management and disposal of radioactive wastes; to 
consult with the federal government and other states on 
interim or permanent storage of these radioactive wastes; and 
to carry out the state responsibilities under the federal 
nuclear waste policy act of 1982. [1983 Ist ex.s. с 19 $ 1.) 


43.200.015 Definitions. As used in this chapter, the 
following terms have the meanings indicated unless the 
context clearly requires otherwise. 

(1) "High-level radioactive waste" means "high-level 
radioactive waste" as the term is defined in 42 U.S.C. Sec. 
10101 (P.L. 97-425). 

(2) "Low-level radioactive waste" means waste material 
that contains radioactive nuclides emitting primarily beta or 


gamma radiation, ог both, in concentrations or quantities that’

Low-level waste does not include waste containing 
more than one hundred nanocuries of transuranic contami- 
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nants per gram of material, nor spent nuclear fuel, nor 
material classified as either high-level radioactive waste or 
waste that is unsuited for disposal by near-surface burial 
under any applicable federal regulations.

43.200.020 Participation authority regarding federal 
statutes—Federal financial assistance.

43.200.050 Advisory council established—General 
provisions. (Effective until June 30, 1994.) (1) An 
advisory council is hereby established of nineteen members, 
eleven of whom shall be appointed by the governor and 
eight of whom shall be legislators. The advisory council 
shall advise, counsel, and make recommendations to the 
department on all aspects of the radioactive waste manage- 
ment program. The council shall particularly advise the 
department on maximizing opportunities for public involve- 
ment in the program, soliciting public input, and assisting in 
the need for wide understanding of the issues involved in 
nuclear waste management. The governor shall appoint the 
chairman of the advisory council.

The fees shall be estab- 
lished by rule adopted under chapter 34.05 RCW and shall 
be an amount determined by the department of ecology to be 
necessary to defray the estimated liability of the state. Such 
fees shall reflect equity between the disposal facilities of this 
and other states. A site closure account and a perpetual 
surveillance and maintenance account is hereby created in 
the state treasury. The site closure account shall be exclu- 
sively available to reimburse, to the extent that moneys are 
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available in the account, the site operator for its costs plus 
a reasonable profit as agreed by the operator and the state, 
or to reimburse the state licensing agency and any agencies 
under contract to the state licensing agency for their costs in 
final closure and decommissioning of the Hanford low-level 
radioactive waste disposal facility. If a balance remains in 
the account after satisfactory performance of closure and 
decommissioning, this balance shall be transferred to the 
perpetual surveillance and maintenance account. The 
perpetual surveillance and maintenance account shall be used 
exclusively by the state to meet post-closure surveillance and 
maintenance costs, or for otherwise satisfying surveillance 
and maintenance obligations. Appropriations are required to 


_ permit expenditures and payment of obligations from the site 


closure account and the perpetual surveillance and mainte- 
Nance account. All moneys, including earnings from the 
investment of balances in the site closure and the perpetual 
surveillance and maintenance account, less the allocation to 
the state treasurer’s service account [fund], pursuant to RCW 
43.08.190 accruing under the authority of this section shall 
be directed to the site closure account until December 31, 
1992. Thereafter receipts including earnings from the 
investment of balances in the site closure and the perpetual 
surveillance and maintenance account, less the allocation to 
the state treasurer’s service account [fund], pursuant to RCW 
43.08.190 shall be directed to the site closure account and 
the perpetual surveillance and maintenance account as 
specified by the department. Additional moneys specifically 
appropriated by the legislature or received from any public 
or private source may be placed in the site closure account 
and the perpetual surveillance and maintenance account; 

(3) To assure maintenance of such insurance coverage 
by state licensees, lessees, or sublessees as will adequately, 
in the opinion of the director, protect the citizens of the state 
against nuclear accidents or incidents that may occur on 
privately or state-controlled nuclear facilities; 

(4) To institute a user permit system and issue site use 
permits, consistent with regulatory practices, for generators, 
packagers, or brokers using the Hanford low-level radioac- 
tive waste disposal facility. The costs of administering the 
user permit system shall be borne by the applicants for site 
use permits. The site use permit fee shall be set at a level 
that is sufficient to fund completely the executive and 
legislative participation in activities related to the Northwest 
Interstate Compact on Low-Level Radioactive Waste 
Management; 

(5) To make application for or otherwise pursue any 
federal funds to which the state may be eligible, through the 
federal resource conservation and recovery act or any other 
federal programs, for the management, treatment or disposal, 
and any remedial actions, of wastes that are both radioactive 
and hazardous at all Hanford low-level radioactive waste 
disposal facilities; and 

(6) To develop contingency plans for duties and options 
for the department and other state agencies related to the 
Hanford low-level radioactive waste disposal facility based 
on various projections of annual levels of waste disposal. 
These plans shall include an analysis of expected revenue to 
the state in various taxes and funds related to low-level 
radioactive waste disposal and the resulting implications that 
any increase or decrease in revenue may have on state 
agency duties or responsibilities. The plans shall be updated 
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annually. The department shall report annually on the plans 
and on the balances in the site closure and perpetual surveil- 
lance accounts to the energy and utilities committees of the 
senate апа the house of representatives.

(7) Preparing an annual report to the legislature which 
details the manifested curie content and cubic foot volume 
of the material received at the Hanford low-level radioactive 
waste disposal facility in a manner which allows for an 
assessment of the impact of volume reduction techniques and 
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imposition of any surcharges on the amount of material 
received.

43.200.190 Studies on site closure and perpetual 
care and maintenance requirements and on adequacy of 
insurance coverage—Reports. (1) The department of 
ecology shall perform studies, by contract or otherwise, to 
define site closure and perpetual care and maintenance 
requirements for the Hanford low-level radioactive waste 
disposal facility and to assess the adequacy of insurance 
coverage for general liability, radiological liability, and 
transportation liability for the facility.

(2) The director may require permit holders to demon- 
strate financial assurance in an amount that is adequate to 
protect the state and its citizens from all claims, suits, losses, 
damages, or expenses on account of injuries to persons and 
property damage arising or growing out of the transportation 
or disposal of commercial low-level radioactive waste.

(a) The nature and purpose of the activity and its 
potential for injury and damages to or claims against the 
state and its citizens; 

(b) The current and cumulative manifested volume and 
radioactivity of waste being packaged, transported, buried, or 
otherwise handled; 

(c) The location where the waste is being packaged, 
transported, buried, or otherwise handled, including the 
proximity to the general public and geographic features such 
as geology and hydrology, if relevant; and 

(d) The legal defense cost, if any, that will be paid from 
the required financial assurance amount. 

(4) The director may establish different levels of 
required financial assurance for various classes of permit 
holders. 

(5) The director shall establish by rule the instruments 
or mechanisms by which a permit applicant or holder may 
demonstrate financial assurance as required by RCW 
43.200.210. 

(6) The director shall complete a review and determina- 
tion, and report the results to the legislature by December |, 
1994, and at least every five years thereafter, the director 
shall conduct a new review and determination and report its 
results to the legislature.

Future closure of this site will require significant financial 
resources. 

Low-level radioactive waste is generated by essential activities and 
services that benefit the citizens of the state. Washington state’s low-level 
radioactive waste disposal site has been used by the nation and the 
Northwest compact as a disposal site since 1965. The public has come to 
rely on access to this site for disposal of low-level radioactive waste, which 
requires separate handling from other solid and hazardous wastes. The price 
of disposing of low-level radioactive waste at the Washington state low- 
level radioactive waste disposal site is anticipated to increase when the 
federal low-level radioactive waste policy amendments act of 1985 is 
implemented and waste generated outside the Northwest compact states is 
excluded. To protect Washington and other Northwest compact states’ 
businesses and services, such as electrical production, medical and 
university research, and private industries, upon which the public relies, 
there may be a need to regulate the rates charged by the operator of 
Washington’s low-level radioactive waste disposal site.” [1990 с 21 $ 1.)

43.205.010 Findings. The legislature and the people 
of the state of Washington find that: 

(1) In order to solve the problem of high-level radioac- 
tive waste disposal, congress established a process for 
selecting two sites for the safe, permanent, and regionally 
equitable disposal of such waste. 

(2) The process of selecting three sites as final candi- 
dates, including the Hanford reservation, for a first high-level 
nuclear waste repository by the United States department of 
energy violated the intent and the mandate of congress. 

(3) The United States department of energy has prema- 
turely deferred consideration of numerous potential sites and 
disposal media that its own research indicates are more 
appropriate, safer, and less expensive.

economic growth. It is the intent of the legislature to encourage economic 
prosperity and balanced economic growth throughout the state. 

In order to accomplish this goal, growth must be managed more 
effectively in the Puget Sound region, and rural areas must build local 
capacity to accommodate additional economic activity in their communities. 
Where possible, rural economies and low-income areas should be linked 
with prosperous urban economies to share economic growth for the benefit 
of all areas and the state.

For such counseling, the 
center may charge such fees as it determines are necessary. 

(f) Contract with the federal government and its agen- 
cies to become a program administrator for federally 
provided country risk insurance programs and for the 
purposes of this chapter; and 

(g) Take whatever action may be necessary to accom- 
plish the purposes set forth in this chapter. 

(2) The center may not use any Washington state funds 
or funds which come from the public treasury of the state of 
Washington to make loans or to make any payment under a 
loan guarantee agreement. Under no circumstances may the 
center use any funds received under RCW 43.210.050 to 
make or assist in making any loan or to pay or assist in 
paying any amount under a loan guarantee agreement. Debts 
of the center shall be center debts only and may be satisfied 
only from the resources of the center.

43.210.110 Duties of center regarding project. (1) 
The small business export finance assistance center has the

(a) Solicit and accept grants, contributions, and any 
other financial assistance from the federal government, 
federal agencies, and any other public or private sources to 
carry out its purposes; 

(b) Offer comprehensive export assistance and counsel- 
ing to manufacturers relatively new to exporting with gross 
annual revenues less than twenty-five million dollars.

of clients must have gross annual revenues of less than five 
million dollars at the time of their initial contract. At least 
fifty percent of each year’s new cadre of clients shall be 
from timber impact areas as defined in RCW 43.31.601. 
Counseling may include, but not be limited to, helping 
clients obtain debt or equity financing, in constructing 
competent proposals, and assessing federal guarantee and/or 
insurance programs that underwrite exporting risk; assisting 
clients in evaluating their international marketplace by 
developing marketing materials, assessing and selecting 
targeted markets; assisting firms in finding foreign customers 
by conducting foreign market research, evaluating distribu- 
tion systems, selecting and assisting in identification of 
and/or negotiations with foreign agents, distributors, retailers, 
and by promoting products through attending trade shows 
abroad; advising companies on their products, guarantees, 
and after sales service requirements necessary to compete 
effectively in a foreign market; designing a competitive 
strategy for a firm’s products in targeted markets and 
methods of minimizing their commercial and political risks; 
securing for clients specific assistance as needed, outside the 
center’s field of expertise, by referrals to other public or 
private organizations. The Pacific Northwest export assis- 
tance project shall focus its efforts on facilitating export 
transactions for its clients, and in doing so, provide such 
technical services as are appropriate to accomplish its 
mission either with staff or outside consultants; 

(c) Sign three-year counseling agreements with its 
clients that provide for termination if adequate funding for 
the Pacific Northwest export assistance project is not 
provided in future appropriations. Counseling agreements 
shall not be renewed unless there are compelling reasons to 
do so, and under no circumstances shall they be renewed for 
more than two additional years. A counseling agreement 
may not be renewed more than once. The counseling 
agreements shall have mutual performance clauses, that if 
not met, will be grounds for releasing each party, without 
penalty, from the provisions of the agreement. Clients shall 
be immediately released from a counseling agreement with 
the Pacific Northwest export assistance project, without 
penalty, if a client wishes to switch to a private export 
management service and produces a valid contract signed 
with a private export management service, or if the president 
of the small business export finance assistance center 
determines there are compelling reasons to release a client 
from the provisions of the counseling agreement; 

(d) May contract with private or public international 
trade education services to provide Pacific Northwest export 
assistance project clients with training in international 
business. The president and board of directors shall decide 
the amount of funding allocated for educational services 
based on the availability of resources in the operating budget 
of the Pacific Northwest export assistance project; 

(e) May contract with the Washington state international 
trade fair to provide services for Pacific Northwest export 
assistance project clients to participate in one trade show 
annually. The president and board of directors shall decide 
the amount of funding allocated for trade fair assistance 
based on the availability of resources in the operating budget 
of the Pacific Northwest export assistance project; 
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(f) Provide biennial assessments of its performance. 
Project personnel shall work with the department of revenue 
and employment security department to confidentially track 
the performance of the project’s clients in increasing tax 
revenues to the state, increasing gross sales revenues and 
volume of products destined to foreign clients, and in 
creating new jobs for Washington citizens. A biennial report 
shall be prepared for the governor and legislature to assess 
the costs and benefits to the state from creating the project. 
The president of the small business export finance assistance 
center shall design an appropriate methodology for biennial 
assessments in consultation with the director of the depart- 
ment of trade and economic development and the director of 
the Washington state department of agriculture. The 
department of revenue and the employment security depart- 
ment shall provide data necessary to complete this biennial 
evaluation, if the data being requested is available from 
existing data bases. Client-specific information generated 
from the files of the department of revenue and the employ- 
ment security department for the purposes of this evaluation 
shall be kept strictly confidential by each department and the 
small business export finance assistance center; 

(g) Take whatever action may be necessary to accom- 
plish the purposes set forth in RCW 43.210.070 and 
43.210.100 through 43.210.120; and 

(h) Limit its assistance to promoting the exportation of 
value-added manufactured goods. The project shall not 
provide counseling or assistance, under any circumstances, 
for the importation of foreign made goods into the United 
States. 

(2) The Pacific Northwest export assistance project shall 
not, under any circumstances, assume ownership or take title 
to the goods of its clients. 

(3) The Pacific Northwest export assistance project may 
not use any Washington state funds which come from the 
public treasury of the state of Washington to make loans or 
to make any payment under a loan guarantee agreement. 
Under no circumstances may the center use any funds 
received under RCW 43.210.050 to make or assist in making 
any loan or to pay or assist in paying any amount under a 
loan guarantee agreement. Debts of the center shall be 
center debts only and may be satisfied only from the 
resources of the center. The state of Washington shall not 
in any way be liable for such debts. 

(4) The Pacific Northwest export assistance project shall 
make every effort to seek nonstate funds to supplement its 
operations. 

(5) The Pacific Northwest export assistance project shall 
take whatever steps are necessary to provide its services, if 
requested, to the states of Oregon, Idaho, Montana, Alaska, 
and the Canadian provinces of British Columbia and Alberta. 
Interstate services shall not be provided by the Pacific 
Northwest export assistance project during its first biennium 
of operation. The provision of services may be temporary 
and subject to the payment of fees, or each state may request 
permanent services contingent upon a level of permanent 
funding adequate for services provided. Temporary services 
and fees may be negotiated by the small business export 
finance assistance center’s president subject to approval of 
the board of directors. The president of the small business 
export finance assistance center may enter into negotiations 
with neighboring states to contract for delivery of the 
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project’s services. Final contracts for providing the project’s 
counseling and services outside of the state of Washington 
on a permanent basis shall be subject to approval of the 
governor, appropriate legislative oversight committees, and 
the small business export finance assistance center’s board 
of directors. 

(6) The small business export finance assistance center

43.220.010 Legislative declaration. The legislature 
declares that: 

(1) A central element in the development of the state’s 
young is the provision of meaningful work experience to 
teach the value of labor and membership in a productive 
society; 

(2) It is important to provide an opportunity for group- 
oriented public service experiences for the state’s young 
persons; 

(3) The state is still benefiting from the wide range of 
public works accomplished by the conservation corps many 
years ago and that a similar program will likewise benefit 
future generations; and 

(4) Values of hard work, public spiritedness, group 
achievement and cooperation, resource conservation, and 
environmental appreciation can and should be transmitted to 
society’s youth through a conservation corps program.

43.220.020 Conservation corps created. The 
Washington conservation corps is hereby created, to be 
implemented by the following state departments: The 
employment security department, the department of ecology, 
the department of wildlife, the department of natural resourc- 
es, the department of fisheries, the department of agriculture, 
and the state parks and recreation commission.

43.220.030 Program goals. Program goals of the 
Washington conservation corps include:

(5) Assisting agencies in carrying out statutory assign- 
ments with limited funding resources; and 

(6) Providing needed public services in both urban and 
rural settings.

Classes shall be scheduled after corps working hours. 
Participation by members is not mandatory but shall be 
strongly encouraged. The participation shall be a primary 
factor in determining whether the opportunity for corps 
membership beyond one year shall be offered. Instruction 
related to the specific role of the department in resource 
conservation shall also be offered, either in a classroom 
setting or as is otherwise appropriate. 

(2) The assignment of corps members shall not result in 
the displacement of currently employed workers, including 
partial displacement such as reduction in hours of 
nonovertime work, wages, or other employment benefits. 
Supervising agencies that participate in the program may not 
terminate, lay-off, or reduce the working hours of any 
employee for the purpose of using a corps member with 
available funds. In circumstances where substantial efficien- 
cies or a public purpose may result, supervising agencies 
may use corps members to carry out essential agency work 
or contractual functions without displacing current employ- 
ees. 

(3) Facilities, supplies, instruments, and tools of the 
supervising agency shall be made available for use by the 
conservation corps to the extent that such use does not 
conflict with the normal duties of the agency. The agency 
may purchase, rent, or otherwise acquire other necessary 
tools, facilities, supplies, and instruments.

43.220.070 Corps membership—Eligibility, terms, 
etc. (1) Conservation corps members shall be unemployed 
residents of the state between eighteen and twenty-five years 
of age at the time of enrollment who are citizens or lawful 
permanent residents of the United States. The age require- 
ments may be waived for corps leaders and specialists with 
special leadership or occupational skills; such members shall 
be given special responsibility for providing leadership, 
character development, and sense of community responsibili- 
ty to the corps members, groups, and work crews to which 
they are assigned. The upper age requirement may be 
waived for residents who have a sensory or mental handicap. 
Special effort shall be made to recruit minority and disad-

The legislature urges state agencies that are participating 
in the Washington conservation corps program to consider 
for enrollment in the program people who have developmen- 
tal disabilities, as defined in RCW 71A.10.020. 

If an agency chooses to enroll people with developmen- 
tal disabilities in its Washington conservation corps program, 
the agency may apply to the United States department of 
labor, employment standards administration for a special 
subminimum wage certificate in order to be allowed to pay 
enrollees with developmental disabilities according to their 
individual levels of productivity. 

(3) Corps members shall not be considered state 
employees. Other provisions of law relating to civil service, 
hours of work, rate of compensation, sick leave, unemploy- 
ment compensation, state retirement plans, and vacation 
leave do not apply to the Washington conservation corps 
except for the crew leaders, who shall be project employees, 
and the administrative and supervisory personnel. 

(4) Enrollment shall be for a period of six months which 
may be extended for an additional six months by mutual 
agreement of the corps and the corps member. Corps 
members shall be reimbursed at the minimum wage rate 
established by state or federal law, whichever is higher: 
PROVIDED, That if agencies elect to run a residential 
program, the appropriate costs for room and board shall be 
deducted from the corps member’s paycheck as provided in 
chapter 43.220 RCW.

Special effort shall 
be made at the time of initial screening to explain rigorous 
productivity standards and special expectations and obliga- 
tions of corps membership. An employment agreement shall 
be entered into by the corps member, indicating the 
member’s understanding of, and willingness to abide by, 
such standards.

A distressed area shall mean: (1) A county which 
has an unemployment rate which is twenty percent above the 
state average for the immediately previous three years; (2) a 
community which has experienced sudden and severe loss of 
employment; or (3) an area within a county which area: (a) 
Is composed of contiguous census tracts; (b) has a minimum 
population of five thousand persons; (c) the median house- 
hold income is at least thirty-five percent below the county’s 
median household income, as determined from data collected 
for the previous United States ten-year census; and (d) has 
an unemployment rate which is at least forty percent higher 
than the county’s unemployment rate. For purposes of this 
definition, "families and unrelated individuals” has the same 
meaning that is ascribed to that term by the federal depart- 
ment of housing and urban development in its regulations 
authorizing action grants for economic development and 
neighborhood revitalization projects. 

The department of employment security shall evaluate 
projects on the basis of average cost per enrollee, public 
benefit of the proposed project, opportunity for placement of 
enrollees and corps members, degree of public and private 
support, and coordination of projects with other agencies. A 
training plan shall be developed for each corps member and 
enrollee. Preference shall be given to persons not less than 
eighteen years of age, and not older than twenty-three years 
of age. The department of employment security shall ensure 
the availability of corps members to respond to emergency 
projects and needs as they arise. 

Agencies which do not develop projects which meet the 
department’s requirements in the biennium, and result in 
unexpended funds, shall have those unexpended funds go to 
other distressed areas to encourage the recruitment of 
disadvantaged unemployed youth.

43.230.010 Athletic health care and training council 
created—Membership—Terms—Chairperson. (1) The 
athletic health care and training council is created. The 
council shall consist of fourteen members selected by the 
governor to serve four-year staggered terms. The terms of 
the initial members shall be as follows: Two members will 
serve a one-year term, four members will serve two-year 
terms, four members will serve three-year terms, and four 
members will serve four-year terms. The governor shall 
select the members to represent diverse racial and ethnic 
backgrounds, the different geographical areas of the state, 
and both men and women as follows: Two members shall 
be physicians licensed under chapter 18.57 or 18.71 RCW, 
two members shall be physical therapists licensed under 
chapter 18.74 RCW, two members shall be athletic trainers, 
two members shall be principals of public junior high 
schools in this state with one from a large district and one 
from a small district, two members shall be principals of 
public high schools in this state with one from a large 
district and one from a small district, two members shall be 
school district superintendents with one from a large district 
and one from a small district, one member shall be a 
representative of a private school which conducts junior and 
senior high school athletic programs, and one member shall 
be employed by or be an officer of an organization to which 
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a school district has delegated control, supervision, and 
regulation of an activity under RCW 28A.600.200.

(Effective until 
June 30, 1994.) The legislature finds that unemployment 
remains persistently high in Washington. The economy, 
although diversifying, is shifting to a service-based economy 
and is still highly vulnerable to fluctuations in the national 
economy. In fact, unemployment has been consistently 
higher than the national average. Washington does not have 
a long-term economic development policy and has suffered 
from lack of a long-term plan in its attempt to resolve the 
economic problems which continue to plague the state. 

Washington’s economic development effort has not 
matched the scope of the problem. An essential first step is 
to establish a public and private consensus on a long-term 
economic development strategy which recognizes both the 
competitive position and needs of our key businesses and 
industries and the need to establish new businesses and 
industries. A unique partnership between the private and 
public sectors can attract new businesses and encourage 
greater investment in Washington state. [1985 c 467 § 9.] 


43.240.020 Washington state economic development 
board established—Responsibility. (Effective until June 
30, 1994.) There is hereby established the Washington state 
economic development board, referred to in this chapter as 
the board. The board is charged with the responsibility for 
creating a long-term economic development strategy for the 
state.

43.240.030 Board—Composition—Officers—

(4) One representative of a manufacturing company 
employing fewer than one hundred persons; 

(5) One representative of a manufacturing company 
employing between one hundred and one thousand persons; 

(6) One representative from organized labor; 

(7) One representative from a major financial institution; 

(8) One representative from agriculture; 

(9) One representative from education; 

(10) One representative from the tourism industry; 

(11) One representative from the forest products 
industry; 

(12) One economic development professional; 

(13) One owner of a women-owned business enterprise 
certified under chapter 39.19 RCW; 

(14) One owner of a minority-owned business enterprise 
certified under chapter 39.19 RCW; and 

(15) Five citizens at large. 
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The director of trade and economic development, the 
director of revenue, the director of financial management, 
and the director of community development shall serve as ex 
officio members of the board. 

The governor shall, within fourteen days of July 1, 
1985, appoint all members of the board, except those in 
subsection (2) of this section who shall be appointed by their 
respective caucuses. The first meeting of the board shall 
occur within thirty days of July 1, 1985. 

The governor shall serve as the chairperson and shall 
designate a citizen member to serve as vice-chairperson of 
the board. Members shall serve four-year terms. Members 
are subject to dismissal by the governor due to the lack of 
attendance or contribution. The position of a legislative 
member shall become vacant if the member ceases to be a 
member of the legislature. A vacancy in a legislative 
position shall be filled by the original appointing authority. 

The board shall include at least two representatives from 
each of the state’s congressional districts. 

The board shall meet regularly and shall create subcom- 
mittees as needed to deal with specific issues and concerns. 
Members shall be reimbursed for travel expenses under 
RCW 43.03.050 and 43.03.060, except legislative members 
shall be reimbursed under RCW 44.04.120. [1987 с 195 5

43.240.040 Long-term development plan—Report. 
(Effective until June 30, 1994.) (1) The board shall 
develop a long-term economic development plan based on a 
strategic analysis.

The board has the following responsi- 
bilities and powers: 

(1) To secure and encourage substantial private sector, 
community, and citizen support in the analysis of economic 
development opportunities and development of specific 
recommendations for economic growth; 

(2) To identify and analyze key traded businesses and 
industries to determine their potential for expansion, diversi- 
fication, and production of high value-added goods; 
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(3) To propose an appropriate state role in new product 
development, venture capital formation, and research and 
development; 

(4) To evaluate the performance of existing state 
economic development efforts for consistency and coordina- 
tion, as well as for their effect on job creation, and to 
evaluate the long-term benefits to the state of these efforts; 

(5) To propose, along with other state, local, and private 
groups, new methods to increase public and private partner- 
ships to foster economic development efforts; 

(6) To develop a long-term economic development 
strategy based on consensus goals and principles, an in-depth 
analysis of market opportunities, private sector support and 
investment, and specific private and public economic 
development measures which have a substantial potential to 
increase employment; 

(7) To study the key components of the state’s business 
climate as they relate to the long-term development strategy 
including, but not limited to, education and training, energy, 
existing environmental conditions, research and development, 
capital, land, transportation, advanced communications, taxes, 
and regulations with an analysis of their linkages to the key 
traded sectors; 

(8) To review the various economic development policy 
recommendations made by other agencies or organizations 
and recommend to the governor and legislature those 
strategies, policies and programs it deems to be in the best 
interest of the state; 

(9) To make specific recommendations for the establish- 
ment of public-private cooperative efforts in economic 
development and state-local cooperative efforts including but 
not limited to the need for establishing formal working 
relationships, whether by contract or otherwise, for purposes 
of engaging in joint, cooperative economic development 
activities; 

(10) To cooperate with and secure the cooperation of 
any department, agency, or instrumentality in state, county, 
and city government, and other associations affected by or 
concerned with the business of the commission; and 

(11) To accept gifts and grants upon such terms as the 
board may deem proper.

43.250.010 Purpose. The purpose of this chapter is 
to enable political subdivisions to participate with the state 
in providing maximum opportunities for the investment of 
surplus public funds consistent with the safety and protection 
of such funds. The legislature finds and declares that the 
public interest is found in providing maximum prudent 
investment of surplus funds, thereby reducing the need for 
additional taxation. The legislature also recognizes that not 
all political subdivisions are able to maximize the return on 
their temporary surplus funds. The legislature therefore 
provides in this chapter a mechanism whereby political 
subdivisions may, at their option, utilize the resources of the 
state treasurer’s office to maximize the potential of surplus 
funds while ensuring the safety of public funds. [1986 c 294

43.250.020 Definitions. Unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise, the definitions in this section shall apply 
throughout this chapter. 

(1) "Public funds investment account" or "investment 
pool" means the aggregate of all funds as defined in subsec- 
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tion (4) of this section that are placed in the custody of the 
state treasurer for investment and reinvestment. 

(2) "Political subdivision" means any county, city, town, 
municipal corporation, political subdivision, or special 
purpose taxing district in the state. 

(3) "Local government official” means any officer or 
employee of a political subdivision who has been designated 
by statute or by local charter, ordinance, or resolution as the 
officer having the authority to invest the funds of the 
political subdivision. However, the county treasurer shall be 
deemed the only local government official for all political 
subdivisions for which the county treasurer has exclusive 
Statutory authority to invest the funds thereof. 

(4) "Funds" means: 

(a) Public funds under the control of or in the custody 
of any local government official by virtue of the official’s 
authority that are not immediately required to meet current 
demands; 

(b) State funds that are the proceeds of bonds, notes, or 
other evidences of indebtedness authorized by the state 
finance committee under chapter 39.42 RCW or payments 
pursuant to financing contracts under chapter 39.94 RCW, 
when the investments are made in order to comply with the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended. [1990 с 106

43.250.030 Public funds investment account. There 
is created a trust fund to be known as the public funds 
investment account. The account is to be separately account- 
ed for and invested by the state treasurer.

The legislature intends to support the development and 
activities of community mobilization strategies against 
substance abuse through the following efforts: 

(1) Provide funding support for prevention, treatment, 
and enforcement activities identified by communities that 
have brought together education, treatment, local govern- 
ment, law enforcement, and other key elements of the 
community; 

(2) Provide technical assistance and support to help 
communities develop and carry out effective activities; and 

(3) Provide communities with opportunities to share 
suggestions for state program operations and budget priori- 
ties. [1989 с 271 $ 315.] 


43.270.020 Grant program—Activities funded. 
There is established in the office of the governor a grant 
program to provide incentive for and support for communi- 
ties to develop targeted and coordinated strategies to reduce 
the incidence and impact of substance abuse. 

Activities which may be funded through this grant 
program include those which: 

(1) Prevent substance abuse through educational and 
self-esteem efforts, development of positive alternatives, 
intervention with high-risk groups, and other prevention 
Strategies; 

(2) Support effective treatment by increasing access to 
and availability of treatment opportunities, particularly for 
underserved or highly impacted populations, developing 
aftercare and support mechanisms, and other strategies to 
increase the availability and effectiveness of treatment; 

(3) Provide meaningful consequences for participation 
in illegal activity and promote safe and healthy communities 
through support of law enforcement strategies; 

(4) Create or build on efforts by existing community 
programs, coordinate their efforts, and develop cooperative 
efforts or other initiatives to make most effective use of 
resources to carry out the community’s strategy against 
substance abuse; and 

(5) Other activities which demonstrate both feasibility 
and a rationale for how the activity will achieve measurable 
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results іп the strategy against substance abuse. [1989 с 271

to the legislature by January 1, 1991, regarding the operations of the grant 
program authorized in section 316 of this act.

and job training organizations, and other key elements of the 
community, particularly those whose responsibilities in law 
enforcement, treatment, prevention, or other community 
efforts provide direct, ongoing contact with substance 
abusers.

43.270.040 Coordinated strategies. This grant 
program will be available to communities of any geographic 
size but will encourage and reward communities which 
develop coordinated or complimentary strategies within 
geographic areas such as county areas or groups of county 
areas which correspond to units of government with signifi- 
cant responsibilities in the area of substance abüse, existing 
coalitions, or other entities important to the success of a 
community’s strategy against substance abuse.

(3) An explanation of the community-wide strategy for 
prevention, treatment, and law enforcement activities related 
to substance abuse with particular attention to those who are 
most severely impacted and those most at risk of substance 
abuse; 

(4) Explanation of who was involved in development of 
the strategy and what specific commitments have been made 
to carrying it out; 
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(5) Identification of existing prevention, treatment, and 
law enforcement resources committed by the community, 
including financial and other support, and an explanation of 
how the community’s strategy involves and builds on the 
efforts of existing organizations or coalitions that have been 
carrying out community efforts against substance abuse; 

(6) Identification of activities that address specific 
objectives in the strategy for which additional resources are 
needed; 

(7) Identification of additional local resources, including 
public or private funds, donated goods or services, and other 
measurable commitments, that have been committed to the 
activities identified in subsection (6) of this section; 

(8) Identification of activities which address specific 
objectivities in the strategy for which funding is requested. 
Activities should be presented in priority order; 

(9) Each activity for which funding is requested must be 
explained in sufficient detail to demonstrate: 

(a) Feasibility through deliberative design, specific 
objectivities, and realistic plan for implementation; 

(b) A rationale for how this activity will achieve 
measurable results and how it will be evaluated; 

(c) That funds requested are necessary and appropriate 
to effectively carry out the activity; and 

(10) Identification of a fiscal agent meeting state 
requirements for each activity proposed for funding. [1989 
с 271$ 319.] 


43.270.060 Criteria for making awards. The 
governor shall make awards, subject to funds appropriated 
by the legislature, under the following terms: 

(1) In order to be eligible for consideration, applications 
must demonstrate, at a minimum: 

(a) That proposals submitted for funding are based on 
and address specific objectives contained in a coordinated 
Strategy of prevention, treatment, and law enforcement 
against substance abuse; 

(b) Evidence of active participation in preparation of the 
proposal and specific commitments to implementing the 
community-wide agenda by leadership from at least educa- 
tion, law enforcement, local government, tribal government, 
and treatment entities in the community, and the opportunity 
for meaningful involvement from others such as neighbor- 
hood and citizen groups, businesses, human service, health 
and job training organizations, and other key elements of the 
community, particularly those whose responsibilities in law 
enforcement, treatment, prevention, or other community 
efforts provide direct, ongoing contact with substance 
abusers, or those at risk for substance abuse; 

(c) That they have met the requirements listed in RCW 
43.270.050; 

(d) Evidence of additional local resources committed to 
its strategy totaling at least twenty-five percent of funds 
awarded under this section. These resources may consist of 
public or private funds, donated goods or services, and other 
measurable commitments, including in-kind contributions 
such as volunteer services, materials, supplies, physical 
facilities or a combination thereof; and 

(e) That the funds applied for, if received, will not be 
used to replace funding for existing activities.

(2) In order to encourage and reward communities 
which develop coordinated or complementary strategies 
within geographic areas which correspond to units of 
government with significant responsibilities in the area of 
substance abuse, up to fifty percent of funds appropriated for 
the purposes of this chapter may be awarded on a per capita 
basis to eligible applications reflecting coordinated strategy 
from a county area or group of county areas. The governor

(b) The extent to which key elements of the community 
are involved in and committed to the coordinated strategy; 

(c) The extent of commitments of local resources to the 
coordinated strategy; 

(d) The extent to which any activities in a community’s 
strategy offer an innovative approach to a chronic, wide- 
spread problem. 

The peer review committee will advise the governor on 
the extent to which each eligible applicant has met these 
criteria. The governor will distribute available funds based 
on this information. 

(4) The governor shall distribute fifty percent of the 
initial appropriation for the purposes of this chapter no later 

‘than October |, 1989, and the remainder no later than July 
1, 1990. 

(5) Activities funded under this section may be consid- 
ered for funding in future years, but will be considered under 
the same terms and criteria of new activities. Funding under 
this section shall not constitute an obligation by the state of 
Washington to provide ongoing funding.

43.280.010 Intent. The legislature recognizes the 
need to increase the services available to the victims of sex 
offenders. The legislature also recognizes that these services 
are most effectively planned and provided at the local level 
through the combined efforts of concerned community and 
citizens groups, treatment providers, and local government 
officials. The legislature further recognizes that adequate 
treatment for victims is not only a matter of justice for the 


‘victim, but also a method by which additional abuse can be 


prevented. 

The legislature intends to enhance the community-based 
treatment services available to the victims of sex offenders 
by: 

(1) Providing funding support for local treatment 
programs which provide services to victims of sex offenders; 

(2) Providing technical assistance and support to help 
communities plan for and provide treatment services; and 

(3) Providing communities and local treatment providers 
with opportunities to share information about successful 
prevention and treatment programs. [1990 с 3 $ 1201.) 


43.280.020 Grant program—Funding priority. 
There is established in the department of community 
development a grant program to enhance the funding for 
treating the victims of sex offenders. Activities that can be 
funded through this grant program are limited to those that:

standing among Washington state’s citizens; expand Wash- 
ington state’s international cooperation role in such areas as 
the environment, education, science, culture, and sports; 
establish coordinated methods for responding to the increas- 
ing number of inquiries by foreign governments and institu- 
tions seeking cooperative activities within Washington state; 
provide leadership in state government on international 
relations and assistance to the legislature and state elected 
officials on international issues affecting the state; assist with 
multistate international efforts; and coordinate and improve 
communication and resource sharing among various state 
offices, agencies, and educational institutions with interna- 
tional programs. 

It is the purpose of this chapter to bring these functions 
together in a new office under the office of the governor in 
order to establish a visible, coordinated, and comprehensive 
approach to international relations and protocol. [1991 c 24

Transfer of autbority—1991 c 24: "All powers, duties, and 
functions of the office of international relations and protocol in the 
department of trade and economic development are transferred to the office 


of international relations and protocol under the office of the governor.”

(1) Each legislative leader of the two largest political 
parties in each house of the legislature shall appoint one 
voting member to the commission by January 15 of each 
year ending in one. 

(2) The four legislators appointing commission members 
pursuant to this section shall certify their appointments to the 
chief election officer. If an appointing legislator does not 
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certify an appointment by January 15th of each year ending 
in one, within five days the supreme court shall certify an 
appointment to the chief election officer. 

(3) No later than January 31st of the year of their 
selection, the four appointed members, by an affirmative 
vote of at least three, shall appoint and certify to the chief 
election officer the nonvoting fifth member who shall act as 
the commission’s chairperson. If by January 31st of the year 
of their selection three of the four voting members fail to 
elect a chairperson, the supreme court shall within five days 
certify an appointment to the chief election officer. A 
vacancy on the commission shall be filled by the perscn who 
made the initial appointment, or their successor, within 
fifteen days after the vacancy occurs.

(a) District lines should be drawn so as to coincide with 
the boundaries of local political subdivisions and areas 
recognized as communities of interest.

(b) Districts should be composed of convenient, contigu- 
ous, and compact territory. Land areas may be deemed 
contiguous if they share a common land border or are

deemed contiguous; and 

(c) Whenever practicable, a precinct shall be wholly 
within a single legislative district. 

(3) The commission’s plan and any plan adopted by the 
supreme court under RCW 44.05.100(4) shall provide for 
forty-nine legislative districts. 

(4) The house of representatives shall consist of ninety- 
eight members, two of whom shall be elected from and run 
at large within each legislative district. The senate shall 
consist of forty-nine members, one of whom shall be elected 
from each legislative district. 

(5) The commission shall exercise its powers to provide 
fair and effective representation and to encourage electoral 
competition. The commission’s plan shall not be drawn 
purposely to favor or discriminate against any political party 
or group.

44.05.100 Submission of redistricting plan to 
legislature—A mendment—Effect—Adoption of plan by 
supreme court upon failure of commission. (1) Upon 
approval of a redistricting plan by three of the voting 
members of the commission, but not later than January Ist 
of the year ending in two, the commission shall submit the 
plan to the legislature.

(3) The plan approved by the commission, with any 
amendment approved by the legislature, shall be final upon 
approval of such amendment or after expiration of the time 
provided for legislative amendment by subsection (2) of this 
section whichever occurs first, and shall constitute the 
districting law applicable to this state for legislative and 
congressional elections, beginning with the next elections 
held in the year ending intwo. This plan shall be in force 
until the effective date of the plan based upon the next 
succeeding federal decennial census or until a modified plan 
takes effect as provided in RCW 44.05.120(6). 

(4) If three of the voting members of the commission 
fail to approve and submit a plan within the time limitations 
provided in subsection (1) of this section, the supreme court 
shall adopt a plan by March Ist of the year ending in two. 
Any such plan approved by the court is final and constitutes 
the districting law applicable to this state for legislative and 
congressional elections, beginning with the next election held 
in the year ending in two. This plan shall be in force until 
the effective date of the plan based on the next succeeding 
federal decennial census or until a modified plan takes effect 
as provided in RCW 44.05.120(6). [1983 с 16 $ 10.) 


44.05.110 Cessation of operations—Financial 
statement—Official record. (1) Following the period 
provided by RCW 44.05.100(1) for the commission’s 
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adoption of a plan, the commission shall take all necessary 
steps to conclude its business and cease operations. The 
commission shall prepare a financial statement disclosing all 
expenditures made by the commission. The official record 
shall contain all relevant information developed by the 
commission pursuant to carrying out its duties under this 
chapter, maps, data collected, minutes of meetings, written 
communications, and other information of a similar nature. 
Once the commission ceases to exist, the chief election 
officer shall be the custodian of the official record for 
purposes of reprecincting and election administration. The 
chief election officer shall provide for the permanent 
preservation of this official record pursuant to chapter 42.17 
RCW and Title 40 RCW.

(2) Except as provided in RCW 44.05.120 for a recon- 
vened commission, the commission shall cease to exist on 
July Ist of each year ending in two unless the supreme court 
extends the commission’s term.

44.05.120 Reconvening of commission—Eligibility 
to serve—Vacancies—Modification of plan—Amendment 
by legislature—Cessation of operations. (1) If a commis- 
sion has ceased to exist, the legislature may, upon an 
affirmative vote in each house of two-thirds of the members 
elected or appointed thereto, adopt legislation reconvening 
the commission for the purpose of modifying the redistrict- 
ing plan.

A vacancy 
involving the nonvoting member of the commission shall be 
filled by an affirmative vote of at lease [least] three of four 
voting members, within fifteen days after all other vacancies 
are filled or, if no other vacancies exist, within fifteen days 
after the effective date of the legislation reconvening the 
commission. A subsequent vacancy on a reconvened 
commission shall be filled by the person or persons who 
made the initial appointment, or their successor, within 
fifteen days after the vacancy occurs. If any appointing 
authority fails to make a required appointment within the 
time limitations established by this subsection, within five 
days after that date the supreme court shall make the 
required appointment. 

(3) The provisions of RCW 44.05.070 and 44.05.080 are 
applicable if a commission is reconvened under this section. 

(4) The commission shall complete the modification to 
the redistricting plan as soon as possible, but no later than 
sixty days after the effective date of the legislation reconven- 
ing the commission. At least three of the voting members 
shall approve the modification to the redistricting plan. 

(5) Following approval of a modification to the redis- 
tricting plan by the commission, the legislature has the next 
thirty days during any regular or special session to amend 
the commission’s modification. Any amendment by the 
legislature must be approved by an affirmative vote in each 
house of two-thirds of the members elected or appointed 
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thereto. No amendment by the legislature may include more 
than two percent of the population of any legislative or 
congressional district contained in the commission’s modifi- 
cation.

(7) Following the period provided by subsection (4) of 
this section for the commission’s approval of a modification 
to the redistricting plan, the commission shall take all 
necessary steps to conclude its business and cease operations 
in accordance with RCW 44.05.110(1). A reconvened 
commission shall cease to exist ninety days after the effec- 
tive date of the legislation reconvening the commission, 
unless the supreme court extends the commission’s term.

44.05.130 Challenges to plan. After the plan takes 
effect as provided in RCW 44.05.100, any registered voter 
may file a petition with the supreme court challenging the 
plan.

A PLAN Relating to the redistricting of state legislative and congres- 
sional districts. 


BE IT APPROVED BY THE REDISTRICTING COMMISSION OF THE 
STATE OF WASHINGTON: 


Sec. 1. It is the intent of the commission to reapportion and redistrict 
the congressional and legislative districts of the state of Washington in 
accordance with the Constitution and laws of the United States and the state 
of Washington. 


Sec. 2. The definitions set forth in RCW 44.05.020 apply throughout 
this plan, unless the context requires otherwise. 


Sec. 3. In every case the population of the congressional and 
legislative districts described by this plan has been ascertained on the basis 
of the total number of persons found inhabiting such areas as of January 1, 
1990, in accordance with the 1990 federal decennial census data submitted 
pursuant to P.L. 94-171. 


Sec. 4. (a) Any area not specifically included within the boundaries of 
any of the districts as described in this plan and which is completely 
surrounded by a particular district, shall be a part of that district. Any such 
area not completely surrounded by a particular district shall be a part of the 
district having the smallest number of inhabitants and having territory 
contiguous to such area. 


(b) Any area described in this plan as specifically embraced in two or 
More noninclusive districts shall be a part of the adjacent district having the 
smallest number of inhabitants and shall not be a part of the other district 
or districts. 


(c) Any area specifically mentioned as embraced within a district but 
separated from such district by one or more other districts, shall be assigned 
as though it had not been included in any district specifically described. 


(d) The 1990 United States federal decennial census data submitted 
pursuant to P.L. 94-171 shall be used for determining the number of 
inhabitants under this plan. 


(e) If any court of competent jurisdiction requires nonresident military 
personnel that were not included in the United States census bureau data to 
be included, these persons shall be included in the population of the district 
or districts from which the persons were excluded. 


Sec. 5. For purposes of this plan, districts shall be described in terms 
of: 


(1) Official United States census bureau tracts, block numbering areas, 
block groups, blocks, or census county divisions established by the United 
States bureau of the census in the 1990 federal decennial census; 


(2) Counties, municipalities, or other political subdivisions as they 
existed on January 1, 1990; 


(3) Any natural or artificial boundaries or monuments including but 
not limited to rivers, streams, or lakes as they existed on January 1. 1990; 


(4) Roads, streets, or highways as they existed on January 1, 1990. 


Sec. 6. The following abbreviations used in this plan have the 
following meanings: 


(1) "Т" means "census tract"; 

(2) "ВС" means “census block group”; 

(3) "В" means "block"; 

(4) "BNA" means “block numbering area"; and 

(5) "Division" or "div." means "census county division". 


Sec. 7. For election of members of the legislature, the territory of the 
state shall be divided into forty-nine districts. Two members of the house 
of representatives shall be elected from and run at large within each 
legislative district. One member of the senate shall be elected from each 
legislative district. 


Sec. 8. The legislative districts described by this plan shall be those 
recorded electronically as "PLAN PRCOM - O19L", maintained in computer 
files designated as FINAL-LEG, which are public records of the commis- 
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sion. As soon as practicable after approval and submission of this plan to 
the legislature, the commission shall publish PLAN PRCOM - 0191. іп 
conformity with the description terminology set forth in sec. 6. 


Sec. 9. For election of members of Congress, the territory of the state 
shall be divided into nine districts. The congressional districts described by 
this plan shall be those recorded electronically as "PLAN PRCOM - 0 С", 
maintained in computer files designated as FINAL-CON, which are public 
records of the commission. As soon as practicable after approval and 
submission of this plan to the legislature, the commission shall publish 
PLAN PRCOM - 0_C in conformity with the description terminology set 
forth in sec. 6. 


Sec. 10. The commission intends that existing law shall continue to 
govern such matters as the terms and dates of election for members of the 
senate to be elected from each district, the status of “hold-over" senators, 
and the elections to fill vacancies, when required, provided that districts 
referred to in existing law and designated by number (without regard to any 
letter following that number) shall refer to districts of the same number 
described in this plan, beginning with the next elections in 1992. 


Sec. 11. This commission intends that this plan supersede the district 
boundaries established by chapter 288, Laws of 1981 and chapter 17, Laws 
of 1983, and acknowledges that it is inconsistent with certain provisions of 
existing law, including but not limited to RCW 44.07B.001, RCW 
44.07B.002, RCW 44.07B.005 through RCW 44.07B.800, RCW

Prior to the 
close of the present session of the legislature the respective 
chairmen of the majority and minority senate caucuses shall 
each appoint two senators from their own caucus and in 
addition thereto shall each appoint two persons who are not 
active members of the legislature to serve as lay members of

(2) To provide a continuing program of education, 
assistance, and information to legislators with regard to 
legislative ethics. 

(3) To make such rules for its own functioning and 
exercise such powers as may be appropriate for the discharge 
of the responsibilities of the board not in conflict with this 
chapter or the joint rules of the legislature. 

(4) Investigate possible unethical conduct by legislators 
or legislative employees of its own house. Any such 
investigation shall be conducted in accordance with the 
following procedures: 

(a) A complaint may be filed by a legislator, legislative 
employee, member of the public, a board, or member of a 
board. Complaints must be written, signed under oath, and 
directed to the chairman of the appropriate board. The board 
shall determine if the complaint is within its jurisdiction and 
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whether there are sufficient facts alleged which if true may 
support a finding of unethical conduct. 

(b) If the board finds that the complaint is not within its 
jurisdiction, or is frivolous, or is made for the purpose of 
harassment, or that there are insufficient facts alleged which 
if true may support a finding of unethical conduct, it shall 
dismiss the complaint, so notify the complainant, the person 
charged, and the public with a copy of the complaint and the 
board’s reasons for dismissal. 

(c) If the board finds that a complaint is within its 
jurisdiction and there are sufficient facts alleged which if 
true may support a finding of unethical conduct, such board 
shall hold an investigative hearing and send a notice to the 
complainant and the person charged which shall include a 
copy of the complaint. The person charged shall receive at 
least thirty days’ written notice of such hearing. The notice 
shall provide that the person charged shall be entitled to 
request the board to set an earlier hearing date, present 
evidence, cross-examine witnesses, be represented by 
counsel, and file an affidavit of prejudice within ten days of 
receipt of the notice as provided in subsection (4)(f) of this 
section. 

(d) Investigative hearings shall be closed to the public 
unless, at least seventy-two hours prior to the hearing, the 
chairman receives from the person charged a written request 
that the hearing be open to the public. 

(e) A board may designate a subcommittee composed of 
at least two members of the board, at least half of whom 
shall be lay members, to conduct investigative hearings. The 
board, or if designated thereby, any member or subcommit- 
tee of the board, may issue subpoenas for the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses and the production of documentary 
evidence relating to any matter under examination by the 
board or involved in any hearing, administer oaths or 
affirmations, examine witnesses, and receive evidence. In 
case of disobedience to a subpoena, the board may invoke 
the aid of any superior court of the state. Such court may, 
in case of refusal to obey a subpoena issued to such person, 
issue an order requiring such person to appear before the 
board, to produce documentary evidence, and/or to give 
evidence, and any failure to obey such order may be 
punished by that court as contempt. Notwithstanding any 
other provision of law, every public official, state agency, 
and local governmental unit shall furnish to the board any 
documents, records, data, statements, or information which 
the board designates as being necessary for the exercise of 
its functions, powers or duties. 

(f) Members of a board shall be disqualified in any 
case: (i) involving persons whom such members cannot 
judge impartially, in which cases they shall disqualify 
themselves; or (ii) where the person charged files an affida- 
vit of prejudice against a member or members whom he 
believes is unable to make an impartial judgment, in which 
case the disqualification shall be automatic: PROVIDED, 
That only one such affidavit may be filed in a single 
investigation. Whenever a member of the board is disquali- 
fied, the appropriate caucus chairman shall appoint pro tem, 
a replacement legislator or lay member as appropriate. Such 
appointment shall be subject to the consent of the caucus 
wherein the appointment is made. 

(g) At the conclusion of the investigative hearings, a 
statement of findings of fact shall be prepared based upon 
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evidence presented at the hearings. A copy of this statement 
shall be sent to the person charged who shall have at least 
ten days to offer a written rebuttal to the board. The board, 
on the basis of the findings of fact, any written rebuttal, and 
applicable standards of ethical conduct shall make a prelimi- 
пагу report which shall be subject to review and the render- 
ing of a decision at the final hearing. Copies of the findings 
of fact, preliminary report, and notice of the date for a final 
hearing shall be sent by registered mail to the person 
charged. Such person may rebut the report not later than 
one week prior to the final hearing date, but shall in any 
event have a period of not less than two weeks in which to 
respond. 

(h) The final hearing shall be open to the public. There 
shall be available at the hearing copies of the board’s 
findings of fact, preliminary report, and any written rebuttal 
received by the board from the person charged. The board 
shall, on the basis of these documents and any final state- 
ment made by the person charged, render a final decision as 
to whether the facts justify a finding of unethical conduct. 
A final decision must be agreed upon by at least six mem- 
bers of the board. The board shall notify the appropriate law 
enforcement agency directly if the board makes a finding 
that it has reasonable grounds to believe that a criminal 
violation has occurred. 

(i) If the board in its final decision determines that the 
facts support a finding of unethical conduct, it shall include 
in its decision a specific recommendation for disciplinary 
action which may include but is not necessarily limited to: 
(i) In the case of a legislator, reprimand, censure, or expul- 
sion, and when applicable, restitution; and (ii) in the case of 
a legislative employee, reprimand, suspension, or dismissal, 
and when applicable, restitution. Such decision shall be 
transmitted to the chief clerk of the house or the secretary of 
the senate as appropriate. Such officer shall deliver the 
report to his house at such time as that house is in session, 
for such action as that house deems appropriate. 

(j) Upon receipt, complaints shall be assigned a refer- 
ence number. Each board shall maintain and keep current 
for public inspection a status sheet which shall contain with 
respect to each complaint: Its reference number, the date 
received by the board, and its present status, including the 
date of any hearings scheduled. The name of the complain- 
ant and the person charged shall be entered on the status 
sheet following the notification provided for in subsection 
(4)(c) of this section.

The systems committee 
consists of eight members as follows: 

(a) The speaker of the house of representatives; 

(b) The minority leader of the house of representatives; 

(c) A member from each of the two largest caucuses in 
the house of representatives, appointed by the speaker of the 
house of representatives; 

(d) The majority leader of the senate; 

(e) The minority leader of the senate; and 

(f) A member from each of the two largest caucuses in 
the senate, appointed by the majority leader of the senate. 

(2) The initial members of the systems committee shall 
be appointed within five days after March 12, 1986, and 
shall serve until their successors are appointed and qualified 
in the 1987 regular legislative session. After the initial 
terms, members shall serve two-year terms, beginning with 
their appointment in the regular legislative session held in an 
odd-numbered year and continuing until their successors are 
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appointed and qualified. In case of a vacancy, the original 
appointing authority shall appoint another member of the 
same party as the vacating member. 

(3) The systems committee shall choose its own 
presiding officer and other necessary officers from among its 
membership, and shall make rules for orderly procedure.

meeting, and the county assessor shall have supervisory control over said 
township assessors for the purpose of enforcing the making of assessments 
according to such plan and policy."

County auditor to furnish assessors’ books and blanks. "First. 
The county assessor shall annually provide the necessary assessment books 
and blanks at the expense of the county. for and to correspond with each 
assessment district. He shall make out in the real property assessment book 
complete lists of all lands or lots subject to taxation, showing the names of 
the owners, if to him known, and, if unknown, so stated opposite each tract 
or lot, the number of acres and the lots and parts of lots or blocks included 
in each description of property. The list of real property becoming subject 
to assessment and taxation every odd numbered year may be appended to 
the personal property assessment book. The assessment books and blanks 
shall be delivered to the county assessor on or before the second Saturday 
of March in each year, and the town assessors shall meet on that day at the 
office of the county assessor for the purpose of receiving such books and 
blanks, and for conference with the said county assessor in reference to the 
performance of their duties and that all township assessors shall perform 
their duties under the supervision of the county assessor. 

Second. The county assessor shall in making up his work for the 
county board of equalization, add thereto the assessment rolls of the various 
townships and the same shall be equalized by the county board of 
equalization as between townships as other property in such counties is 
equalized. If it shall be necessary to raise the assessment of a township or 
townships, the county board of equalization shall serve written notice upon 
the chairman of the township board of supervisors of its intention so to do 
and shall also give general notice by publication to the residents of such 
township or townships at least five days previous to raising such assess- 
ment.”

Town board of review—Duties. "The board of supervisors of each 
town shall meet on the second Monday in May at the office of the town 
clerk for the purpose of reviewing the assessment of property in such town, 
and they shall immediately proceed to examine, ascertain and see that all 
taxable property in their town or district has been properly placed upon the 
list and duly valued by the assessor; and in case any property, real or 
personal, shall have been omitted by inadvertence or otherwise, it shall be 
the duty of said board to place the same upon the list, with the true value 
thereof, and proceed to correct the assessment, so that each tract or lot of 
real property and each article, parcel or class of personal property shall be 
entered on the assessment list at the true and full value thereof; but the 
assessment of the property of any person shall not be raised until such 
person shall have been duly notified of the intention of the board so to do. 
And on the application of any person considering himself aggrieved they 
shall review the assessment and correct the same as shall appear to them 
just. Any two of said officers are authorized to act at such meeting, and 
they may adjourn from day to day until they shall finish the hearing of all 
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cases presented. All complaints and grievances of individuals, residents of 
the town or district, in reference to the assessment of any property, shall be 
heard and decided by the town board: PROVIDED, That the complaints of 
nonresidents in reference to the assessment of any property, real or personal, 
and of others in reference to any assessment made after the meeting of the 
town board of review, shall be heard and determined by the county board 
of equalization: PROVIDED FURTHER, That any person considering 
himself aggrieved by a decision of the town board of review may present 
the matter to the county board of equalization for determination." [1909 c

45.82.020 Levy of property taxes by county commissioners. 


45.82.010 Ad valorem taxes prohibited—Special 
assessments authorized, procedure—Gifts and grants— 
Disorganization election. (1) Hereafter no township shall 
assess or levy any ad valorem taxes upon property. Town- 
ships may levy and collect special assessments upon property 
specially benefited by improvements constructed by such 
townships under their general powers. The procedure for the 
making of such improvements and the levying and collecting 
of such assessments shall, insofar as applicable, be the same 
as that prescribed for fire protection districts under chapter 
52.20 RCW. A township may also receive and expend gifts 
and grants from any source for strictly township purposes. 

(2) The county auditor of each county which contains 
one or more townships shall prior to January 1, 1970, fix a 
date for holding an election which may be either a special or 
general election at which election the voters of the county 
shall determine whether all township organizations within the 
county shall or shall not be disorganized. If a majority of 
votes cast upon the question favor disorganization of the 
township system of the county, the ensuing disorganization 
shall be conducted pursuant to RCW 45.80.040, 45.80.050, 
45.80.060, 45.80.070 and 45.80.080: PROVIDED, That 
nothing contained in subsection (1) of this section shall limit 
the authority of the county commissioners when authorized 
by the court from levying ad valorem taxes upon real 
property and using the proceeds therefrom in order to 
extinguish the obligations of townships disorganized pursuant 
to this subsection or pursuant to the provisions of chapter

45.82.020 Levy of property taxes by county com- 
missioners. Any township which at the time that *this 1969 
amendatory act takes effect has outstanding obligations in 
excess of anticipated receipts from sources other than general 
tax levies for the next ensuing year may certify the same to 
the board of county commissioners and the board shall levy 
taxes on the property within the township at the rates which 
the township would have been permitted to levy except for 
*this 1969 amendatory act until such obligations have been 
extinguished, and until such time such dollar rate levy will 
take precedence over any additional dollar rates of fire 
protection districts under *this 1969 amendatory act. [1973
